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PREFACE. 


The  Town  By-Laws,  adopted  April  4,  1887, 
provided  that  there  should  be  published  in  each 
Annual  Town  Report,  the  Records  of  the  Town 
Meetings  held  during  the  preceding  year,  and  an 
Abstract  of  the  Births,  Marriages'and  Deaths,  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Town  Clerk.  Since  that  time  these 
Records  and  Abstracts  have  been  annually  published, 
and  while  the  type  was  still  standing,  I  caused  each 
year  fifty  extra  copies  of  the  Records  and  Abstracts 
to  be  printed,  for  the  purpose  of  republishing  the 
same  in  permanent  book  form.  A  sufficient 
quantity  of  matter  has  now  been  collected  to  make  a 
volume  of  convenient  size,  to  which  I  have  added 
in  an  appendix  a  number  of  important  reports  which 
have  been  published  during  this  period,  which  I  have 
been  able  to  collect  together  for  this  purpose. 

The  index  which  has  been-  prepared  of  the 
Records  does  not  profess  to  be  an  exhaustive  one, 
but  I  think  it  will  answer  all  ordinary  purposes.  The 
index  of  Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths  only  cover  the 
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period  from  January  i,  1 891,  as  all  the  Births,  Mar- 
riages and  Deaths  prior  to  that  period  which  are  con- 
tained in  this  Volume,  are  included  in  the  Abstracts  of 
Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths,  which  have  recently 
been  published  in  much  greater  detail,  and  I  have 
not  thought  them  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant 
the  additional  labor  and  expense  of  including  them 
in  the  index  to  this  Volume.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting : 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  (being  the 
seventh  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  1887,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely  : 

Article  One. —  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  the  Selectmen 
Surveyors  of  Highways,  and  authorize  and  instruct  them  to  em- 
ploy a  Superintendent  of  Highways. 

Article  Three. — To  vote  upon  the  following  question  :  Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
Town  ?  The  vote  on  this  question  is  to  be  by  a  separate  ballot, 
and  the  ballot  shall  be  "Yes"  or  "No"  in  answer  to  said  question. 

Article  Four. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers.  The 
following  are  chosen  by  ballot :  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  School  Committee,  Auditors  and  Constables — 
two  School  Committee  for  three  years  each.  All  other  town  offi- 
cers ar*^  *^  be  chosen  for  one  year ;  all  of  said  votes  to  be  on  one 
ballot. 

Article  Five. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  Report  of  the  Audit- 
ors of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  Accounts. 

Article  Six. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  List  of  Ju- 
rors as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Article  Seven.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may 
use  when  acting  as  Collector. 
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Article  eight. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
reference  to  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  6,  Article  3,  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  Nine. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and 
Draper  donations,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the  inter- 
est the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Ten. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year.

— Voted  to  choose  the  Selectmen  Surveyors  of 
Highways,  and  authorize  and  instruct  them  to  employ  a  Superin- 
tendent of  Highways. 

Article  Three. — Voted  to  take  up  this  article  and  ballot 
thereon  at  the  same  time  ballots  are  cast  for  town  officers  under 
article  four,  at  which  time  the  vote  on  said  question  was  taken  by 
separate  ballots,  and  the  result  was  as  follows: — "Yes, "four 
hundred  and  twenty-five  ;  "  No,"  four  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

And  March  8,  1887,  the  Town  Clerk  transmitted  a  true  state- 
ment of  said  vote  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  Four. — Under  this  article  Elisha  Greenhood  moved 
that  the  town  proceed  to  ballot  for  five  Selectmen,  who  shall  also 
be  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Highway  Surveyors  ; 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Town 
Treasurer,  a  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Auditors,  two  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years  each,  and  nine  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot. 

To  this  motion  Alfred  Hewins  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment, viz :  — To  choose  five  Selectmen,  five  Assessors,  five 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  five  Surveyors  of  Highways,  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Town  Treas- 
urer, a  Collector  of  Taxes,  two  School  Committee  for  three  years, 
three  Auditors,  and  nine  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot.  Upon  the 
vote  taken  on  the  amendment,  it  was  voted  in  the  negative  and  so 
declared  by  the  Moderator,  and  upon  the  vote  taken  upon  the 
original  motion,  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  so  declared 
by  the  Moderator.  The  Moderator  appointed  as  tellers  to  assist 
him  in  receiving,  sorting  and  counting  the  ballots  under  this 
article,  Howard  Colburn,  Fred.  J.  Baker,  E.  Scott  Morse,  Edwin 
A.  Chase,  Charles  J.  Hurley,  F.  F.  Favor ;  and  the  same  were 
sworn  by  Town  Clerk.  At  half  past  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
it  was  voted  that  the  polls  be  closed  in  ten  minutes.

Whereas  it  was  declared  by  the  viva  voce  vote  of  a  majority 
of  voters  present  and  voting,  before  balloting  for  town  officers

All  of  said  ballots  were  held  not  to  be  in  conformity  with  the 
aforesaid  vote  of  the  town,  and  were  for  that  reason  rejected  by 
the  Moderator  as  to  said  offices. 

For  Selectmen,  Overseers,  Assessors,  and  Surveyors  : — A.  B. 
Wentworth  had  three  hundred  and  ninety-one ;  T.  P.  Murray  had 
one  hundred  and  eleven. 

The  ballots  cast  at  said  election,  after  the  said  report  of  the 
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tellers  had  been  announced,  were  again  sealed  up  in  open  town 
meeting,  and  the  envelope  containing  the  same  endorsed  by  the 
Moderator  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Clerk.

Article  18.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  amount  received  from 
other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  public  schools  in  Dedham 
for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public  schools. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars  for  furnishing  the  new  High  Schoolhouse. 
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Article  20.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty- 
five  hundred  dollars  to  pay  for  water  for  Hydrants  and  Public 
Buildings,  required  by  the  contract  with  the  Dedham  Water  Com- 
pany. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  for  repairs  of  highways,  of  which  sum  four  hun- 
dred dollars  is  to  be  used  on  Gay  street ;  the  sum  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  repairs  of  sidewalks ;  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  lumber  for  repairs  of  bridges  and  railings,  and  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  miscellaneous  expenses.

Article  26.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
to  pay  the  men  employed  upon  the  Highways  as  much  as  two 
dollars  per  day  of  nine  hours. 

Article  27,  Voted  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
to  fill  or  drain  the  mud-hole  on  Bridge  street  adjacent  to  land  of 
A.  W.  Nickerson,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  therefor.  Voted  that  notice  for  proposals  for 
said  work  be  published  in  the  local  papers,  and  that  the  same  be 
let  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

Article  28.  Voted  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
to  take  into  consideration  the  matter  of  grading  and  establishing 
the  boundaries  of  the  streets,  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  town, 
and  that  John  R.  Bullard,  Thomas  F.  Welch  and  C.  C.  Sanderson 
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constitute  the  committee,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  employ 
an  engineer  to  assist  them  in  their  investigations  if  necessary,  and 
to  report  at  a  future  meeting. 

Article  29.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  four  hundred  fifty  dol- 
lars be  raised  by  taxation,  together  with  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred eighty-seven  yVir  dollars  now  in  the  treasury  of  the  town, 
making  eight  hundred  thirty-seven  j^^^^  dollars,  being  the  balance 
claimed  as  due  the  Assessors  of  1885. 

Article  30.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten 
hundred  ninety  y-^^jj  dollars  to  cover  expenditures  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  committee  in  celebrating  the  250th  anniversary. 

Article  31.  Voted  to  pay  Moses  Kingsbury,  2d,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  taxes  overpaid  by  him. 

Article  32:  The  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  By-Laws 
of  the  town,  consisting  of  Erastus  Worthington,  Alonzo  B.  Went- 
worth  and  Don  Gleason  Hill,  presented  in  a  printed  report,  a  set 
of  By-Laws,  and  recommended  their  adoption  by  the  town. 
Amendments  to  the  report  were  made  as  follows :  Art.  2,  Sec. 
10,  the  word  "April"  was  substituted  for  "March,"  in  the  second 
line.  In  Art.  7,  Sec.  12,  the  words  "or  bicycle"  were  stricken 
out,  and  in  Sec.  14  of  said  Article,  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words 
"  twenty-  fours  after"  were  amended  so  as  to  read  "  twenty-four 
hours  after,"  and  with  said  amendments  the  By-Laws  as  presented 
by  said  committee  were  adopted  and  are  as  follows  : 

[These  By-Laws  having  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form  for  distribution, 
are  omitted  here.] 

Voted  that  after  said  By-Laws  have  received  the  approval  of. 
the  Court,  the  Town  Clerk  cause  the  same,  togetlier  with  the  gen- 
eral laws  which  have  been  accepted  or  adopted  by  the  town,  to  be 
printed  in  pamphlet  form. 

[These  By-Laws  were  approved  by  the  Superior  Court  April  27,  1887.  and 
an  attested  copy  thereof  published  in  the  Dedham  Trajiscript,  May  28.  18S7.J 

At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  Article  Four  of  the  By-Laws, 
relating  to  the  "  Shuttleworth  Fund,"  Don  Gleason  Hill,  the  ex- 
ecutor of  the  will  of  Hannah  Shuttleworth,  made  a  formal  an- 
nouncement to  the  town  of  the  bequest  in  said  will,  the  provisions 
of  which  were  read  by  him,  as  follows  : 

"All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate  I  give,  de- 
vise and  bequeath  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Dedham,  the 
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same  to  be  known  as  the  "  Shuttle  worth  Fund,"  and  to  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  all  other  public  funds  of  said  town,  and 
to  be  carefully  invested  in  the  name  of  said  town,  in  sound  secur- 
ities, by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  said  town  of  Dedham, 
and  the  interest  and  income  thereof  to  be  expended  by  a  com- 
mittee who  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  said  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  consisting  of  such  suitable  persons,  either  men  or  women, 
as  may  be  interested  in  giving  both  aid  and  employment  to  the 
worthy  poor,  and  said  interest  and  income  shall  be  expended  by 
such  committee  in  furnishing  pecuniary  aid  to  such  persons  living 
in  the  town  of  Dedham  as  they  shall  deem  worthy  to  receive  the 
same,  and  also  in  providing  materials  for  domestic  work  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  employment  to  those  who,  in  the  judgment  of 
said  committee,  can  be  best  aided  in  this  manner." 

And  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill  it  was  unanimously  voted  that 
the  town  heartily  accepts  the  legacy  bequeathed  to  it  by  the  will 
of  the  late  Hannah  Shuttleworth,  according  to  the  terms  thereof. 

Article  33,  Under  this  article  the  Town  Clerk  presented 
the  following  report : 

Report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  Printed  Records. 

At  the  April  Town  Meeting  an  appropriation  of  $500  was 
made  for  printing  the  early  records,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Town  Clerk.  The  portions  selected  for  the  first  printed  volume 
were  the  first  two  books  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths,  1635  to 
1845.  During  the  year  1885  the  transcript  of  these  books  for  the 
printer  was  made.  At  the  April  Town  Meeting,  1886,  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $350  was  made,  making  a  total  of  $850  appro- 
priated. A  book  of  nearly  300  pages,  with  classified  index,  has 
been  printed,  and  the  total  cost  of  an  edition  of  1000  copies  is  as 
follows  :  For  making  copy  for  printer,  making  index  and  reading 
proof  with  original  record,  and  editing  same,  8275  ;  for  printing, 
including  paper  and  folding,  and  also  circular  to  send  to  non- 
residents announcing  the  publication,  $681 ;  and  for  binding  500 
copies  in  cloth,  $80  ;  total,  $1036.  The  price  fixed  per  copy  to 
residents  is  less  than  cost, — 75  cents, — and  to  non-residents 
$2.10,  or  if  sent  by  mail  postpaid,  $2.25.  The  book-trade  fur- 
nished at  $1.75.  The  book  was  ready  a  little  past  the  middle  of 
January,  and  since  that  time  about  200  copies  have  already  been 
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sold,  and  from  the  receipts  the  balance  of  the  cost  above  the 
amount  appropriated  has  been  paid,  and  there  remains  in  my  hands 
about  $60.  The  work  has  been  well  received,  and  a  num- 
ber of  very  complimentary  notices  have  appeared  in  the  city 
newspapers.  The  books  have  been  sent  to  California,  Kansas 
and  Wisconsin,  and  other  remote  parts  of  the  country,  and  numer- 
ous letters  have  been  received,  attesting  the  great  interest  taken 
in  the  work  abroad.  Although  the  first  settlers  seemed  to  have 
taken  considerable  pains  with  these  records,  yet  names  were  in 
many  instances  omitted  which  should  have  appeared,  though  prob- 
ably but  few  towns  have  as  complete  records  as  Dedham.  jNIost 
of  the  omissions  occur  from  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution  to 
the  year  1843,  when  the  Legislature  passed  more  stringent  regis- 
tration laws.  Since  that  date,  1843,  careful  and  more  nearly  com- 
plete records  have  been  made,  and  copies  thereof  annually 
returned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  But  fortunately 
many  of  the  omissions  in  the  early  records  can  be  supplied  from 
the  official  records  in  the  different  Parishes,  but  it  is  cause  for 
much  regret  that  the  church  records  in  the  Third  Parish  were 
wholly  destroyed  by  fire  a  few  years  ago.  The  town  should  have 
the  benefit  of  these  records,  and  should  take  steps  to  obtain  the 
public  information  they  contain  before  any  more  are  destroyed. 
It  seems  to  me  the  next  volume  of  printed  records  should  be  sup- 
plementary to  the  one  already  printed. 

I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Town 
Clerk  be  permitted  to  use  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the 
volume  of  Town  Records  just  printed,  to  prepare  a  second  vol- 
ume, to  consist  of  such  records  in  the  various  parishes  of  the 
town  as  may  be  of  public  interest,  or  may  supplement  the  volume 
just  printed. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  one  hundred  copies  of  the  vol- 
ume just  printed  be  divided  between  the  Public  Library  and  His- 
torical Society,  to  be  used  by  them  as  exchanges,  for  the  benefit  of 
their  respective  libraries.  This  is  the  practice  in  other  towns,  and 
I  heartily  recommend  it  here. 

Voted  that  this  report  be  accepted  and  its  recommendations 
adopted. 

Article  34.  Voted  that  a  committee  consisting  of  John  R. 
Bullard,  Henry  O.  Hildreth,  Julius  H.  Tuttle,  Erastus  Worthing- 
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ton,  Winslow  Warren  and  Don  Gleason  Hill,  be  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  250th  Anniver- 
sary, with  instructions  to  print  an  edition  of  1000  copies,  to  be 
sold  at  cost,  and  that  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
be  raised  and  appropriated  therefor. 

On  motion  the  meeting  was  dissolved.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
[Town  Seal.] 

Norfolk,  ss.  To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting : 
You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  (being  the 
fifth  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  1888,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely : 

Article  One. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two. — To  see  if*the  Town  will  choose  the  Selectmen 
Sur\'eyors  of  the  Highways,  and  authorize  and  instruct  them  to 
employ  a  Superintendent  of  Highways.  ^ 

Article  Three. — To  vote  upon  the  following  question  :  Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
lown }  The  vote  on  this  question  is  to  be  by  a  separate  ballot, 
and  the  ballot  shall  be  "Yes"  or  "No"  in  answer  to  said  question. 

Article  Four. — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers.  The 
following  are  chosen  by  ballot :  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Col" 
It'ctor  of  Taxes,  School  Committee,  Auditors,  and  Constables ; 
*^'o  School  Committee  for  three  years  each,  and  one  for  one  year.

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All  other  Town  officers  are  to  be  chosen  for  one  year ;  all  of  said 
votes  to  be  on  one  ballot. 

Article  Five. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  Report  of  the  Auditors 
of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  accounts. 

Article  Six. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  List  of 
Jurors  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Article  Seven. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may 
use  when  acting  as  Collector. 

Article  Eight. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
reference  to  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  6,  Article  3,  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  Nine. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and 
Draper  donations,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the  inter- 
est the  ensuing  year.

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro 
priate  money  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  Dedham  Village  and 
West  Dedham  in  repair. 

Article  Fourteen. — To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  Town 
will  authorize  the  Collector  to  charge  on  all  taxes  not  paid  No- 
vember 1,  1888. 

Article  fifteen. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Teachers  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Sixteen — To  see  wiiat  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs  and  care  of  the  school-houses, 
and  for  fuel  and  supplies  for  the  same. 

Article  Seventeen. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  School  Stationery  and  Text  Books. 

Article  Eighteen. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
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amount  received  from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the 
Public  Schools  in  Dedham,  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  Public 
Schools. 

Article  Nineteen. — To  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  pay 
for  water  for  Hydrants  and  Public  Buildings  required  by  the 
contract  with  the  Dedham  Water  Company. 

Article  Twenty. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Chemical  and  Physical  Apparatus  for 
the  High  School. 

Article  Twenty-one. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  highways,  sidewalks,  and 
for  lumber  for  the  repairs  of  bridges  and  railings. 

Article  Twenty-two. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  to  complete  the  grading  of  the  road-bed  adjoin- 
ing the  land  of  Amory  Fisher  and  heirs  of  C.  Capen  in  Dedham 
woods. 

Article  Twenty-three. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  new 
street  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  leading  from  Court  street  to 
Washington  street,  through  land  of  Francis  Marsh  and  others, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Twenty-four. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate 
and  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  complete  the  widen- 
ing and  straightening  of  Elm  street. 

Article  Twenty-five. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  provide  proper 
culverts,  gutters,  or  other  means,  to  drain  the  water  from  that 
part  of  East  street  which  is  located  bet^veen  the  Railroad  bridge 
and  Washington  street,  and  put  that  part  of  said  street  in  thorough 
repair,  and  construct  a  sidewalk  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  same, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  said  purposes. 

Article  Twenty-six. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  widen  High  street,  between  Pearl  and  Washing- 
ton streets,  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commissioners.

68,  70,  71,  72  and  73,  and  Statutes  of  1883,  Chapter  203,  relative 

to  the  election  of  Selectmen,  Assessors,  and  Overseers  of  the 
Poor. 

Article  Thirty. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Sewerage,  etc. 

Article  Thirty-one. — To  see  what  the  Town  will  do,  if  any- 
thing, toward  the  introduction  of  a  system  of  drainage  and 
sewerage. 

Article  Thirty-two. — To  see  what  amount,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  to  pay  the  cost  of  a  system  of  drainage 
and  sewerage,  and  whether  it  will  authorize  the  borrowing  of  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  same,  on  the  bonds  of  the  Town  or  otherwise.

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  either  to  fill  Pipping's  Pond  or  to  sell  and  cause  it 
to  be  filled. 

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a 
building,  and.  purchase  land,  if  necessary,  to  be  used  for  the 
storage  of  all  tools  and  materials  used  in  the  repairs  of  highways, 
etc.,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  purchase  200 
feet  of  hose  for  the  use  of  Norfolk  Engine,  No.  6,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  therefor.

Article  Forty. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  build  a  reservoir  at 
the  junction  of  Lowder  and  Highland  streets,  or  Highland  and 
Sandy  Valley  streets,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  Forty-one. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
to  provide  suitable  places  for  the  confinement,  discipline  and 
instruction  of  habitual  truants  and  others,  as  required  by  Section 
10,  Chapter  48,  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  what  other  action  the 
Town  will  take  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  provisions  of 
law  contained  in  said  Section. 

Article  Forty-two. — To  see  whether  the  Town  will  require 
the  County  Commissioners  of  the  County  of  Norfolk  to  establish 
a  Truant  School,  or  Truant  Schools,  in  this  County,  or  to  unite 
in  establishing  a  Truant  School  in  this  County,  or  in  some  other 
County  contiguous  to  this  County,  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions contained  in  Section  14,  Chapter  48,  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  the  Act  amendatory  thereof. 

Article  Forty-three. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  the  matter  of  introducing  the  Electric  lighting  system  for  light- 
ing the  streets  of  the  Town. 

Article  Forty-four. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change 
the  name  of  Spring  street  to  Dwight  street. 

Article  Forty-five. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  change  the  name 
of  Mill  lane,  in  East  Dedham,  to  Central  street. 

Article  Forty-six. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  name  the  street 
leading  off  Mill  lane  at  house  of  James  Halloran,  and  running 
south  to  near  Hyde  Park  line,  Oakland  street. 

Article  Forty-seven. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  change  the 
name  of  that  section  lying  east  of  Mother  Brook,  in  East  Dedham, 
and  now  known  severally  as  Stormy  Hill  and  Jerusalem,  to 
Oakland. 

Article  Forty-eight. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  to  the 
Congregation  Chebra  Thilim  a  permit  of  a  lot  of  land  situated  in 
that  part  of  Dedharn  called  Jerusalem,  to  be  used  for  a  cemetery. 

Article  Forty-nine. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
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in  regard  to  the  purchasing  or  taking  of  land  for  gravel  to  be  used 
on  highways. 

Article  Fifty. — To  hear  and  act  on  Report  of  Committees. 

Article  Fifty-one. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  instruct  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pay 
the  men  employed  upon  the  highways  two  dollars  per  day,  and 
that  a  day's  work  constitute  nine  hours. 

Article  Fifty-two. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  name  the 
street  running  from  Colburn  to  Mill  lane  street,  on  the  East  side 
of  Mother  Brook,  Emmett  avenue. 

Article  Fifty-three. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  Report  of  the 
Town  Clerk  with  regard  to  printing  the  Records. 

By-Laws  of  the  Town  require  the  polls  to  be  open  at  7 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  remain  open  until  30  minutes  past  four  in  the 
afternoon.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  time  and  place  named 
in  said  warrant,  by  the  Town  Clerk,  who  presided  at  the  choice 
of  Moderator. 

Article  One. — Guy  C.  Channell  was  appointed  and  sworn  by 
the  Town  Clerk  a  teller  to  aid  the  Town  Clerk  in  receiving  and 
counting  votes  cast  for  Moderator. 

Fred.  D.  Ely  was  chosen  Moderator  by  written  ballot,  in 
receiving  which  the  check  list  was  used. 

Article  Two. — Voted  to  choose  the  Selectmen  Surveyors  of 
Highways,  and  authorize  and  instruct  them  to  employ  a  Superin- 
tendent of  Highways. 

Article  Three. — Voted  to  take  up  this  article  and  ballot 
thereon  at  the  same  time  ballots  are  cast  for  town  officers  under 
article  four,  at  which  time  the  vote  on  said  question  was  taken  by 
separate  ballots,  and  the  result  was  as  follows  :  "  Yes,"  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight ;  "  No,"  five  hundred  and  seven. 

In  receiving  these  ballots,  the  check  list  prepared  by  the 
Registrars  of  Voters,  and  also  the  box  approved  and  recently 
provided  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Oommonwealth,  were  used,  but 
soon  after  the  polls  were  opened,  it  was  found  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  determine  by  the  box-register  the  number  of  ballots  cast, 
for  the  reason  that  in  many  instances  the  registering  machine 
would  not  work,  though  all  the  ballots  cast  were  duly  cancelled- 
and  the  Moderator  directed  the  continuance  of  the  use  of  the 
box,  and  all  the  ballots  cast  under  this  article  were  deposited  in 
said  box,  and  all  were  duly  cancelled.  A  certificate  of  these  facts 
was  made  by  the  Moderator,  as  follows : 

Dedham,  March  5,  1S88. 
At  a  Town  Meeting  held  this  day,  at  Dedham,  in  the  County  of  Norfolk, 
at  which  I  presided  as  Moderator,  the  ballot-box,  called  the  Standard,  approved 
and  recently  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Comm  jnwealth,  was  used,  but 
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owing  to  some  defect  in  the  box,  or  in  the  machinery  thereof,  it  failed,  in  many 
instances,  to  register  the  "ballots  as  they  were  deposited  in  the  box  ;  all  the 
ballots,  however,  were  properly  deposited  and  duly  cancelled,  and  I  directed 
that  the  box  should  be  used,  and  that  all  ballots  cast  on  the  liquor  question 
should  be  deposited  therein,  which  was  done  accordingly.

— Voted,  that  the  town  proceed  to  ballot  for  five 
Selectmen,  who  shall  also  be  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
and  Highway  Surveyors ;  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
a  Town  Clerk,  a  Town  Treasurer,  a  Collector  of  Taxes,  three 
Auditors,  two  School  Committee  for  three  years  each,  one  School 
Committee  for  one  year,  and  nine  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot. 

The  Moderator  appointed  as  tellers,  to  assist  him  in  receiv- 
ing, sorting,  and  counting  the  ballots  under  this  article,  A.  B. 
Endicott,  Howard  Colburn,  Fred.  J.  Baker,  Elisha  Greenhood, 
Chas.  C  Sanderson,  and  Chas.  J.  Hurley,  and  they  were  duly 
sworn  by  th^»  Town  Clerk. 

At  half-past  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  it  was  voted  that  the 
polls  be  closed  in  ten  minutes. 

In  receiving  the  ballots  cast  at  this  meeting  under  this  article 
the  check  list  w^as  used.  At  forty  minutes  past  four  in  the  after- 
noon the  polls  were  closed,  after  which  the  ]Moderator  appoint- 
ed as  the  Committee  under  the  By-Laws  of  the  town,  to  whom 
were  referred  the  remaining  articles  in  the  warrant,  the  following 
persons  :  Chauncey  C.  Churchill,  Erastus  Worthington,  Gen.  S. 
M.  Weld,  John  R.  BuUard,  H^nry  Onion,  Allen  Colburn,  Thomas 
W.  'Killikelly,  Patrick  J.  Powers,  Henry  Smith,  Joseph  L.  Fisher, 
Isaac  W.  White,  George  G.  Nichols,  John  W.  Chase,  Willis  C. 
Fuller,  John  N.  McKerry,  John  Crowley,  W.  H.  Matta,  George 
C.  Stearns,  who,  with  Andrew  J.  Norris,  Chairman  of  Selectmen, 
Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Surveyors  of  Plighways ; 
George  W.  Cooke,  Chairman  of  School  Committee ;  George  A. 
Guild,  Chief  Engineer  of  Fire  Department,  members  ex-officiis^ 
constitute  the  full  Committee  of  twenty-one.

Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  for  School  Stationery  and  Text  Books,  the  same  to  be 
paid  from  money  in  the  Town  Treasury. 

Voted  to  appropriate  the  amount  received  from 
other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  public  schools  in  Dedham, 
for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public  schools. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty- 
five  hundred  dollars  to  pay  for  water  for  hydrants  and  public 
buildings,  required  by  the  contract  with  the  Dedham  Water 
Company. 

Article  20^  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  for  chemical  and  physical  apparatus  for  the  High 
School. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  under  this  article 
for  general  repairs  of  the  Highways,  $8000  ;  for  Sidewalks,  SIOOO  ; 
for  Culverts,  $1000 ;  and  for  Bridges,  Railings,  Lumber,  and 
Labor,  $500— making  a  total  of  $10,500. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  complete  the  grading  of  the  road-bed  adjoin- 
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ing  the  land  of  Amory  Fisher  and  heirs  of  C.  Capen  in  Dedham 
Woods. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  accept  a  new  street,  as  laid  out  by  the 
Selectmen,  leading  from  Court  street  to  Washington  street, 
through  land  of  Francis  Marsh,  and  raise  and  appropriate  there- 
for the  sum  of  $400.

Voted  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  Drainage  and  Sewerage  be  accepted,  and  that  the  balance 
which  remains  due  to  Percy  M.  Blake,  engineer,  be  paid,  upon 
the  certificate  of  said  Committee  that  his  contracts  have  been 
fulfilled;  and  also  that  amounts  due  for  printing  report  and 
mounting  plans  be  paid,  and  that  the  sum  of  SI 630  be  granted 
therefor.    (See  report  on  file.) 

Article  31.    Voted  that  the  report  and  roaps  prepared  by 
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Percy  ^^.  Blake,  as  to  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  town,  be 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Committee  heretofore 
having  charge  of  the  subject,  and  Howard  Colburn,  Frederick  D. 
Ely,  Nathaniel  Smith,  and  Thomas  H.  Wakefield,  with  instruc- 
tions to  further  investigate,  and  when  the  Committee  shall  have 
reached  a  conclusion  as  to  what  should  be  done  in  the  premises, 
report  the  same  to  the  Town.

Voted  to  locate  a  hydrant  on  the  old  line  of 
pipe  near  Mr.  Theron  Ames'  house  on  Village  avenue,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $80  for  the  same. 

Article  40.  Voted  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  41.  Voted  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  42.  Voted  that  action  upon  this  article  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 
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Article  43.  Voted  that  action  upon  this  article  be  indef- 
initely postponed. 

Article  44.  Voted  to  change  the  name  of  Spring  street  to 
Dwight  street. 

Articles  45,  46,  and  52.  Voted  to  take  up  articles  46  and  52 
with  article  45..  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  these  articles 
be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  ^lod- 
erator,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  take  into  consideration  the 
naming  of  streets,  and  make  report  to  the  town  of  their  recom- 
mendation for  its  action,  and  the  Moderator  appointed  as  that 
Committee,  Elisha  Greenhood,  Henry  Smith,  and  Don  Gleason 
Hill. 

Article  47.  Voted  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  48.  Voted  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  49.  Voted  that  the  subject  of  this  article  be  referred 
to  the  Selectmen,  with  full  powers  to  act. 

Article  50.  No  reports  being  presented,  no  action  was  taken 
under  this  article. 

Article  51.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  instruct 
^the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pay  the  men  employed  upon  the 
Highways  $2  per  day,  and  that  a  day's  work  constitute  nine  hours. 

Article  53.  The  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  with  regard  to 
printing  the  Records  was  presented,  and  it  was  voted  that  said 
report  be  accepted  and  its  recommendations  be  adopted,  and  the 
amount  called  for,  to  wit:  $700,  be  raised  and  appropriated 
therefor. 

The  Report  was  as  follows  : 

Town  Clerk's  Report  on  Printing  the  Records. 

At  the  Town  ^^eeting  in  April,  1887,  I  submitted  a  report  upon  the  work 
of  printing  the  early  records  of  Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths,  and  the  cost 
($1036)  of  the  book  printed,  showing  that  the  deficiency  in  the  cost  above  the 
appropriation  ($850)  was  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  sales,  leaving  a  balance 
from  receipts  of  sales,  in  my  hands,  of  about  $60.  Since  that  report  was  made» 
about  seventy-five  more  books  have  been  sold,  netting  about  $7 5 — making  $135. 
Upon  my  recommendation  in  that  report,  the  Town  voted  that  the  Town  Clerk 
be  permitted  to  use  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  this  first  volume  to 
prepare  a  second,  to  consist  of  such  records  in  the  various  Parishes  of  the 
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Town  as  nia>  be  of  public  interest,  or  may  supplement  the  first  volume.  I 
think  the  amounts  received  from  the  sale  of  the  first  volume  will  be  sufficient  to 
prepare  the  manuscript  (exclusive  of  index)  of  the  second  for  the  printer.  It 
will  contain  much  valuable  matcer  supplementary  to  the  first  book,  and  put  in 
permanent  form  records  and  historical  information  which  are  liable  to  destruc- 
tion (the  records  of  one  Parish  having  already  been  destroyed),  and  will  fill  up 
many  blanks  which  now  appear  in  the  Town  Records.  The  result  of  the 
recent  researches  made  in  England,  for  the  Dedham  Historical  Society,  at 
considerable  expense,  is  placed  at  my  disposal  for  this  volume.  It  contains 
much  that  is  of  interest  relative  to  our  early  settlers,  never  before  printed ;  and 
just  here  let  me  say  that  last  year  the  Town,  by  vote,  gave  to  this  Society  fifty 
copies  of  the  first  volume  of  printed  records  to  use  for  exchanges  for  the  benefit 
of  its  library,  and  with  these  copies  a  large  number  of  very  valuable  local  his- 
tories and  genealogies  has  been  added  to  its  library.  As  this  is  especially  an 
educational  institution,  which  certainly  is  destined  very  soon  to  be  of  much 
value  to  the  people  of  the  town,  particularly  to  the  advanced  scholars  in  our 
High  School,  by  inciting  an  interest  in  historical  studies,  through  the  medium 
of  prizes,  etc.,  which  the  Society  will  give,  I  would  ask  and  recommend  that 
when  this  Society  desires  copies  of  the  books  published  by  the  Town,  to 
exchange  for  histories  and  genealogies,  that  the  proper  officials  of  the  Town, 
having  the  custody  thereof,  be  authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to  furnish  the 
same  to  it.  , 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  citizen  of  the  Town,  an  unassuming  woman,  in 
leaving  so  much  of  her  estate  by  her  will  to  establish  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of 
the  worthy  poor,  and  also,  so  much  to  the  literary  institutions  of  the  Town,  has 
thus,  by  far,  surpassed  all  former  public  benefactors  of  the  Town,  it  seems 
proper  that  there  should  be  some  memorial  to  her  memory,  and  I  would  there- 
fore respectfully  recommend  that  this  second  volume  of  records  be  dedicated 
by  the  Town,  in  fitting  language,  to  the  memory  of  Hannah  Shuttleworth,  and 
if  possible,  that  it  contain  her  portrait. 

I  think  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  will  be  sufficient  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  I  would  recommend  the  Town  to  raise  and  appropriate  that  amount 
to  publish  the  second  volume  of  records,  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  first,  and  from  the  proceeds  of  these  volumes  to  pay  any  deficiency  in 
cost,  above  the  appropriations,  and  to  account  therefor  to  the  Town.  *

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
[Town  Seal.] 

Norfolk,  ss.  To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting  : 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  (being  the 
fourth  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  1889,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

Article  One. — To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  the  Selectmen 
Surveyors  of  the  Highways,  and  authorize  and  instruct  them  to 
employ  a  Superintendent  of  Highways. 

Article  Three. — To  vote  upon  the  following  question  :  Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
town  ?  The  vote  on  this  question  is  to  be  by  a  separate  ballot, 
and  the  ballot  shall  be  "Yes"  or  "No"  in  answer  to  said  question. 

Article  Four. — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  chosen  by  ballot  .•  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  School  Committee,  Auditors  and  Constables. 
The  two  School  Committee  to  be  chosen  for  three  years  each, 
and  all  other  town  officers  for  such  time  as  the  town  may  direct. 

Article  Five. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Auditors 
of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  accounts. 
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Article  Six. — To  see  if  the  TowPx  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurors 
as  prepared  hy  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Article  Seven. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may 
use  when  acting  as  Collector. 

Article  Eight. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
reference  to  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  6,  Article  3,  of  the  Town  By-Laws. 

Article  Nine. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and  Draper 
donations,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the  interest  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  Ten. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Eleven. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  the  soldiers'  graves. 

Article  Twelve. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  gift  of 
the  franchise,  library  and  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  Ded- 
ham  Public  Library,  upon  the  condition  that  the  Town  will  for- 
ever maintain  the  same  as  a  free  public  library,  and  assume  the 
debts  of  the  Library  existing  at  the  time  of  the  transfer. 

Article  Thirteen. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 

Article  Fourteen. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  elect  a  board  of 
nine  Trustees  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library,  three  for  one  year, 
three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three  years. 

Article  Fifteen. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  Dedham  village  and  West 
Dedham  in  repair. 

Article  Sixteen. — To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  Collector  to  charge  on  all  taxes  not  paid  November 
1,  1889. 

Article  Seventeen. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Teachers  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Eighteen. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  fdr  repairs  and  care  of  the  school- 
houses,  and  for  fuel  and  supplies  for  the  same. 
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Article  Nineteen. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  School  stationery  and  Text-Books. 

Article  Twenty. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
amount  received  from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  Dedham,  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public 
schools. 

Article  Twenty-.One. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  chemical  and  physical  apparatus 
and  supplies  for  the  High  School. 

Article  Twenty-Two. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
accommodations  at  the  Ames  and  Avery  Schools. 

Article  Twenty-Three. —  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  additional  ventilation  of,  and  ways  of 
egress  from,  the  public  school-houses  of  Dedham,  as  ordered  by 
the  Inspection  Department  of  the  Massachusetts  District  Police, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Chapters  149  and 
426  o^  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1888. 

Article  Twenty-Four. — To  see  whether  the  Town  will  require 
the  County  Commissioners  of  Norfolk  County  to  establish  a  Tru-- 
ant  School  or  Truant  Schools  in  this  County,  or  to  unite  in  estab- 
lishing a  Truant  School  in  this  County,  or  in  some  other  County 
contiguous  to  this  County,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  Section  14,  Chapter  48,  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  the 
Act  amendatory  thereof. 

Article  Twenty-Five. — To  raise  and  appropriate  money  to 
pay  for  water  for  hydrants  and  public  buildings,  required  by  the 
contract  with  the  Dedham  Water  Company. 

Article  Twenty-Six. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise-  and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  highways,  sidewalks,  and 
for  lumber  for  the  repairs  of  bridges  and  railings. 

Article  Twenty-Seven. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the 
extension  of  Dale  street  to  the  New  York  and  New  England  R. 
R.,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Article  Twenty-Eight. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  tor  repairing  the  road  leading  from 
Needham  line  to  Vine  Rock  Bridge,  so  called. 

Article-  Twenty-Nine. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the 
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Selectmen  to  ascertain  and  permanently  mark  the  bounds  of  the 
strip  of  land  known  as  the  Long  Causeway  on  Needham  street, 
Dedham  Island. 

Article  Thirty. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  repair  Ames  street 
in  a  thorough  and  proper  manner,  provide  for  its  drainage,  and 
construct  a  sidewalk  on  one  or  both  sides  of  said  street,  and  ap- 
propriate money  therefor. 

Article  Thirty-One. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  raise  the  grade  of  East  street  between  High  and 
Washington  streets,  in  such  places  as  may  be  required  to  drain 
the  roadway,  and  to  build  a  sidewalk  and  construct  culverts  and 
drains  necessary  for  the  purpose,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  same.

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take 
measures  to  ascertain  the  best  methods  of  draining  the  Wigwam 
Meadows. 

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  aid 
of  the  library  at  West  Dedham,  and  for  the  purpose  of  maintain- 
ing a  room  for  a  library  and  reading. 

— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  furnish 
a  circular  iron  fountain  for  watering  horses,  to  be  located  oppo- 
site the  Dexter  School  House,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same.

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a  suitable  building  for  the  storage  of  tools  and  materials  used  in 
the  reoair  of  highways,  purchase  land  if  necessary,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Forty. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  cause  a  hy. 
drant  to  be  set,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  on 
Lowder  street,  at  the  Upper  Village,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Article  Forty- One. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
1000  feet  of  Hose  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Forty-Two. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Board  of  Engineers  to  cause  the  steam  fire  engine  to  be  put 
in  thorough  repair,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  Forty-Three. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  give  to  the  Dedham  &  Hyde  Park  Gas  &:  Electric 
Light  Company  their  consent  to  use  the  streets  for  Electric 
Lighting,  pursuant  to  the  third  section  of  the  charter  of  said 
Company. 

Article  Forty-Four. — To  see  whether  the  Town  will  accept 
Electric  Lighting  for  the  streets  and  the  public  buildings,  and 
what  contracts,  if  any,  it  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  make  in 
the  premises. 

Article  Forty- Five. — To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  of  Electric  Lighting. 

Article  Forty-Six.-— To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
the  matter  of  introducing  the  Electric  Lighting  system  for  lighting 
the  streets  of  the  town. 

Article  Forty-Seven. — To  see  whether  the  Town  will  pay  the 
claim  of  Thomas  F.  Welch  as  Superintendent  of  Streets,  or  in- 
struct the  Selectmen  to  defend  against  the  same. 

Article  Forty-Eight. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  enlarge  the 
culverts  on  Highland  street,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  Forty-Nine. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  reports  of 
Committees. 

Article  Fifty. — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town 
Clerk  with  regard  to  printing  the  Records. 

By-Laws  of  the  Town  require  the  Polls  to  be  opened  at  7 
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o'clock,  and  remain  open  till  thirty  minutes  past  four  in  the 
afternoon.

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articles  of  the  warrant,  presented  their  report,  and  it  was  voted 
•hal  said  report  be  accepted.    (See  report  on  file.) 

.Vriicle  o.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Auditors  of  the 
Trcisurer's  and  Collector's  accounts.    (See  reports  on  file.) 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  the  list  of  Jurors  as  prepared  by 
the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law,  the  names  of  Henry 
n.  Humphrey,  Charles  J.  Hurley,  Albert  C.  Luke,  Hayden  A. 
Merrill,  Warren  F.  Redfield  and  Charles  A.  Turner  being  first 
^:ricken,  by  vote,  from  the  list.    (See  list  on  file.) 

Article  7.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to  use 
the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may  use  when  acting  as  Col- 
lector. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of 
Tajces  be  fixed  at  six  hundred  dollars. 

Article  9.  The  committee  on  the  distribution  of  the  interest 
of  the  Damon  and  Draper  donations  reported  that  they  had  re- 
ceived and  distributed  the  sum  of  fifty-nine  y%  dollars.  Voted 
that  this  report  be  accepted.  (See  report  on  file.)  Voted  that 
john  W.  Chase  and  Willie  W.  Baker  be  chosen  a  committee  to 
distribute  the  interest  of  said  funds  the  ensuing  year.

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  tw6 
hundred  dollars  for  the  decoration  of  Soldiers'  graves. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  gift  of  the  fran- 
chise, library  and  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  Dedham 
Public  Library,  upon  the  condition  that  the  Town  will  forever 
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maintain  the  same  as  a  free  public  library,  and  assume  the  debts 
of  the  Library  existing  at  the  time  of  the  transfer. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library,  eleven  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  and  ^Vjt  dollars  of  which  is  to  be  taken  from  the 
amount  in  the  town  treasury  received  last  year  from  the  dog  tax, 
and  the  balance  of  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two  and  -^^^  dollars 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  ;  also  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
further  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifteen  and  dollars  to  pay 
unpaid  bills  of  the  Public  Library  Corporation  due  April  1,  1889. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  elect  a  board  of  nine  Trustees  for  the 
Dedham  Public  Library,  three  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years, 
and  three  for  three  years.  And  the  town  made  choice  of  the  fol- 
lowing persons  as  trustees,  viz  : —

in  receiving  which  the  check  list  was  used,  and  the  Moderator 
appointed  and  swore  the  Town  Clerk  to  assist  him  in  receiving 
said  ballots,  and  also  appointed  Howard  Colburn  and  Andrew  J. 
Norris  as  tellers,  to  aid  in  counting  the  ballots,  and  said  tellers 
were  duly  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  Cemeteries,  viz.  :  five 
hundred  dollars  for  Brookdale,  three  hundred  and  fifty  for  the 
Old  Cemetery,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for 
Cemetery  in  West  Dedham.

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  for  the  payment  of  sal- 
aries of  the  school  teachers  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  the 
ensuing  year,  and  that  three  hundred  dollars  of  that  amount  be 
used  for  evening  schools. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three  -j-^^  dollars  for  repairs 
and  care  of  the  schoolhouses,  and  for  fuel  and  supplies  for  the 
same. 
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Article  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars  for  school  stationery  and  text  books. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  amount  received  from 
other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  public  schools  in  Dedham, 
for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public  schools. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  for  chemical  and  physical  apparatus  and  supplies 
for  the  High  school. 

Articles  22  and  23  were  acted  upon  together,and  it  was  voted  : 
That  these  two  articles  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of 
Rev.  George  W.  Cooke,  Rev.  Robert  J.  Johnson,  Chas.  F.  Kim- 
ball, John  L.  Wakefield,  Rev.  Ordello  P.  Bessey,  John  H.  Burda- 
kin —School  Committee;  and  Lyman  D.  Wilcutt,  Daniel  A. 
Lynch,  Chas.  C.  Sanderson,  John  Crowley,  John  R.  Bullard,  to 
report  at  a  future  town  meeting  to  be  called  at  the  request  of  the 
committee. 

Article  24.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  five  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  to  pay  for  water  for  hydrants 
and  public  buildings  required  by  the  contract  with  the  Dedham 
Water  Company. 

Article  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four- 
teen thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  repairs  of  highways,  side- 
walks, and  for  lumber  for  the  repairs  of  bridges  and  railings,  di- 
vided as  follows  :  General  Repairs,  $8000  ;  Extras,  $1000  ;  Lum- 
ber for  Bridges  and  Railings,  $500;  Sidewalks  and  repairs,  S2000; 
Edgestones  and  Paving  Gutters,  $3000. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  accept  the  extension  of  Dale  street  to 
Ihe  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.,  as  laid  out  by  the  Select- 
'nen,  and  raise  and  appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  same. 
(See  report  of  laying  out  in  Highway  Book,  page  117.) 

Article  28.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  one  thousand 
dollars  for  repairing  the  road  leading  from  Needham  line  to  Vine 
Rock  Bridge,  so  called. 

Article  29.    Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  ascertain 

permanently  mark  the  bounds  of  the  strip  of  land  known  as 

Long  Causeway,  on  Needham  street,  Dedham  Island. 

Article  30.    The  subject  matter  of  this  article  having  been 
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included  in  the  appropriation  made  under  Article  26,  no  further 
action  was  taken  thereon. 

Article  31.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  32.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  instruct 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pay  men  employed  upon  the 
highways  two  dollars  per  day,  and  that  nine  hours  constitute  a 
day's  work. 

Article  33.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  34.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  35.  Voted  to  build  a  reservoir  in  front  of  the  store 
of  Charles  H.  Ellis  on  High  street,  West  Dedham,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  same. 

Article  36.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  .of  Henry  Onion, 
Alonzo  W.  Cheever,  and  Dr.  Geo.  A.  Southgate,  to  investigate 
and  report  in  print  or  otherwise,  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting. 

Article  37.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  aid  of  the  library  at  West 
Dedham,  and  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  room  for  a  library 
and  reading. 

Article  38.  Voted  to  furnish  a  circular  iron  fountain  for 
watering  horses,  to  be  located  opposite  the  Dexter  School  House, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
for  the  same. 

Article  39.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  carry 
out  the  vote  of  last  year,  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  article, 
and  to  use  the  money  raised  for  that  purpose  last  year. 

Article  40.  Voted  to  cause  a  hydrant  to  be  set,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  on  Lowder  street  at  the 
Upper  Village,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  fifty  dollars  for  the 
same. 

Article  41.  Voted  to  purchase  1000  feet  of  hose  for  the  use 
•of  the  Fire  Department,and  to  raise  and  appropriate  eight  hundred 
•dollars  for  the  same. 

Article  42.    Voted  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  cause 
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the  steam  fire  engine  to  be  put  in  thorough  repair,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  same. 

Article  43.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  44.  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  45.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  to  meet  the  expense  of  Electric  Light- 
ing, in  addition  to  the  sum  of  thirty-two  hundred  appropriated 
under  article  10,  making  five  thousand  dollars  in  all. 

Article  46.  Voted  that  the  Town  adopt  the  Electric  Light- 
ing system  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  Town. 

Also,  voted  :  That  a  committee  consisting  of  Frederick  D. 
Ely,  Henry  C.  Eonney,  Simon  W.  Hathaway,  John  W.  Chase, 
Willie  W.  Baker,  Thomas  P.  Murray,  Lyman  D.  Wilcutt,  and  the 
Moderator  of  the  meeting,  Alonzo  B.  Wentworth,  be  raised  to 
draft  and  execute  a  contract  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  by 
which  the  Town  shall  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars per  year  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  for  lighting  the 
streets  by  electricity.  Said  contract  to  provide  for  lighting  West 
Dedham,  Dedham  Village,  East  Dedham,  and  Oakdale. 

Arc  lights  of  1200  nominal  candle  power,  not  to  exceed  $70 
per  year ;  incandescent  lights  of  26  nominal  candle  power,  not  to 
exceed  $17  per  year;  both  for  as  many  hours  per  year  as  said 
committee  may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Said  contract  to  contain  such  conditions  and  stipulations  as 
in  the  judgment  of  said  committee  shall  protect  the  present  and 
future  interests  of  the  Town. 

Article  47.  Voted  to  pay  the  claim  of  Thomas  F.  Welch  as 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  amounting  to  one  thousand  dollars. 

Article  48.  Voted  to  enlarge  the  culverts  on  Highland  street, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  four  hundred  dollars  therefor. 

Article  49.    No  reports  were  submitted  under  this  article. 

Article  50.  The  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  with  regard  to 
printing  the  Records  was  presented,  and  it  was  voted  that  the  re- 
port be  accepted  and  its  recommendations  adopted.  The  report 
was  as  follows : 
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Towx  Clerk's  Report  on  Printing  the  Records. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Town  in  18ST,  and  again  in  188.S,  I 
submitted  reports  upon  the  matter  of  printing  tlie  Records.  These 
reports  were  printed  in  the  Town  Reports  of  those  years.  About 
the  first  of  December,  1888,  the  second  volume  of  Records  was  pub- 
lished, and  the  many  complimentary  letters  received,  and  the 
notices  from  the  press,  all  attest  the  value  and  importance  of  this 
work.  This  second  book  contained  about  50  pages  more  than  the 
first  and  is  printed  in  better  style.  The  appropriations  which  the 
town  has  made  for  this  work  have  never  been  sutRcient  to  cover  the 
cost,  and  it  was  not  my  intention  that  they  should  be.  The  books 
are  sold  and  from  the  receipts  I  expected  to  make  up  the  balance  of 
the  cost.  If  the  whole  editions  of  both  volumes  could  be  sold  at 
once,  they  would  almost  pay  for  themselves.  But  that  is  not  to  be 
expected.  These  books  are  printed  not  only  for  the  present,  but 
for  future  demand,  and  while  the  sale  at  hrst  is  quite  lively,  after  a 
time  it  becomes  slow.  The  appropriation  for  the  iirst  vohime  was 
$850,  while  the  cost  was $1036.  The  second  volume  cost  81204.15,  and 
nothing  has  been  charged  by  the  Town  Clerk  for  his  personal  ser- 
vices on  this  latter  volume,  though  much  time  was  spent  thereon. 
Yet  the  appropriation  asked  for  this  was  only  $700,  making  the  cost 
of  the  two  volomes  $690.15  above  the  appropriations.  Of  this  defi- 
ciency all  but  $191.40  has  already  been  paid  from  the  sales  of  the 
books.  In  order  to  provide  for  this  deficiency,  however,  consider- 
able financiering  has  to  be  done  to  increase  the  sales  and  bring  the 
work  before  the  public.  Both  these  books  stop  at  1845,  and  it  seems 
no  more  than  just  that  the  work  should  be  continued  to  near  the 
present  time.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  as  soon  as  tlie  cost 
of  those  already  published  has  been  paid,  the  receipts  from  the  sales 
thereafter  made  may  be  expended  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  preparing 
a  third  volume  for  publication,  and  bringing  the  printed  records  of 
the  town  relating  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  down  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  And  also  that  the  amounts  received  from  the  sales  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  250th  xVnniversary  of  the  town  be  placed  in  his 
hands  for  the  same  purpose. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

this  fact  was  noted  at  the  time.

By-Laws, 

Sect.  1.    The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  nine  persons. 

Sect.  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  June,  September  and  December  in 
each  year.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of 
the  chairman  or  of  any  two  trustees. 

Sect.  3.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  March  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  choose  from  their  number,  by  ballot,  a  Chairman, 
a  Secretary,  a  Finance  Committee,  and  a  Book  Committee.  They 
shall  also  appoint  a  Librarian,  such  assistants  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  a  Janitor,  and  fix  the  salaries  of  each. 

Sect.  4.  The  Book  Committee  shall  have  control  of  the 
selection,  purchase,  exchange,  arrangement  and  care  of  the  books 
and  reading  matter  in  the  Library,  and  shall  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  librarian  and  assistants  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  All  bills  for  books  or  other  reading  matter  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Sect.  o.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
accounts,  and  make  proper  investment  in  the  name  of  the  town 
of  all  funds  held  for  the  use  of  the  Library,  designating  the  same 
as  Library  Fund.  All  orders  on  the  treasurer  on  account  of  the 
income  of  the  Library  funds  and  of  appropriations  made  by  the 
town  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee. 

Sect.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  se- 
curities and  funds  of  the  Library,  and  shall  pay  the  income 
thereof,  together  with  the  appropriations  made  by  the  town,  upon 
the  order  of  a  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sect.  7.  Mortgages  in  which  the  Library  Fund  may  have 
been  invested  shall,  on  payment  thereof,  be  discharged  by  the 
Treasurer  in  the  name  of  the  town.  Transfers  of  mortgages, 
bonds  or  other  securities,  foreclosures  of  mortgages,  and  convey- 
ances of  real  estate  held  under  such  foreclosures,  shall  be  made 
by  him,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Sect.  8.  {a),  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  attend 
to  the  delivery  of  books  ;  to  record  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  title  of  each  book  added  to  the  Library,  the  date  of  its 
reception,  its  cost,  or  if  presented,  the  name  of  the  donor,  which 
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shall  also  be  inscribed  in  the  book  presented  ;  promptly  acknowl- 
ed-^e,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  all  gifts  to  the  Library ; 
promptly  cover  and  number  each  book,  and  attach  thereto  a  copy 
of  the  Rules  before  delivering  it. 

(b).  The  Librarian  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  fines  in- 
curred and  paid,  and  pay  over  the  amount  thereof  to  the  Treas- 
urer monthly,  and  may,  by  direction  of  the  Book  Committee, 
refuse  to  issue  books  to  any  person  violating  the  rules  of  the 
Library. 

{c).  The  Librarian  shall  notify  persons  detaining  books 
beyond  the  tima  allowed  to  return  the  same;  and  if  not  there- 
upon returned,  may  send  for  such  books  at  the  expense  of  the  de- 
linquent, and  shall  notify  the  Trustees  of  all  persons  refusing 
or  neglecting,  after  due  notice,  to  return  books,  or  to  pay  fines 
incurred. 

(d).  The  Librarian  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  books  asked 
for  which  are  not  in  the  Library,  with  the  names  of  those  asking 
for  them. 

Sect.  9.  The  Chairman  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  5th 
day  of  February,  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  approval,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  for  the  purpose,  the  re- 
port and  recommendations  to  the  town  provided  for  in  Section 
6,  Chapter  304,  of  the  acts  of  1888.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

[Town  Seal.] 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Norfolk,  ss.  To  any  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Dedham  in  said 
County*  Greeting  : 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  (being  the 
third  day  of  said  month )  A.  D.  1890,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely : 

Article  One. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  the  Selectmen 
Surveyors  of  the  Highways,  and  authorize  and  instruct  them  to 
employ  a  Superintendent  of  Highways. 

Article  Three.  —  To  vote  upon  the  following  question  :  Shall 
license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town  } 
The  vote  on  this  question  is  to  be  by  a  separate  ballot,  and  the 
ballot  shall  be  "  Yes  "  or  "  No,"  in  answer  to  said  question. 

Article  Four.  —  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot :  Selectman,  Assessor,  Over- 
seer of  the  Poor,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Collector  of  Taxes,  School  Committee,  Auditors,  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library,  and  Constables,  and  for  the  following  terms,  viz. : 
One  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  two 
School  Committee,  and  three  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years  each,  and  all  other  town  officers  for  one  year  each. 
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Article  Five.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  revoke  its 
acceptance  of  Chapter  255  of  the  Acts  of  1878  (otherwise  Chapter 
27,  Sects.  64,  G5,  G6,  67,  68,  69,  of  Public  Statutes),  and  Chapter 
203  of  the  Acts  of  1883,  with  reference  to  the  election  of  Select- 
men, Assessors,  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  said  Town. 

Article  Six. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  or 
diminish  the  number  of  Selectmen,  Assessors,  and  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  of  said  Town. 

Article  Seven.  —  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Audi- 
tors of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  account. 

Article  Eight.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of 
jurors  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to 
law. 

Article  Nine  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may 
use  when  acting  as  Collector. 

Article  Ten.  —  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and 
Draper  donation,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the  interest 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Eleven.  —  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Twelve.  —  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  the  soldiers'  graves. 

Article  Thirteen. — -To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 

Article  Fourteen.  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  Dedham  village  and  West 
Dedham  in  repair. 

Article  Fifteen.  —  To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  Town  wiM

Voted  to  reject  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  with 
regard  to  the  consolidation  of  the  Dexter  and  Ames  schools. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Frederick  D.  Ely  that  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  school 
teachers  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  the  ensuing  year.  To 
this  motion  Elisha  Greenhood  moved  an  amendment  that  the 
sum  be  made  ten  per  cent.  less.  This  amendment  was  carried, 
and  the  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty- 
four  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salaries  of  the  school  teachers  and  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  aforesaid.

The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  appropriate  under  this  article  the  sum  of  nine  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  this  sum  to  be  expended  as  fol- 
lows :  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  fuel  and  supplies,  fifty 
dollars  for  gas,  five  hundred  eighty-two  dollars  for  ventilation 
of  the  High  Schoolhouse,  fourteen  hundred  twenty-three  dol- 
lars for  the  ventilation  of  the  Avery  Schoolhouse,  nineteen  hun- 
dred ninety-five  dollars  for  general  repairs,  the  last  three  items 
to  be  taken  from  money  in  the  treasury ;  twenty-seven  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  care  of  schoolhouses,  and  five  hundred 
dollars  for  furniture,  and  that  the  balance  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated under  this  article  not  taken  from  the  treasury,  to  wit,  five 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  be  raised  by  taxation. 
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Article  18.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
for  school  stationery  and  text-books. 

.\rticle  li).  Voted  to  appropriate  the  amounts  received  from 
other  towns  for  the  scholars  attending  the  public  schools  of  Ded- 
h..im  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  public  schools,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee. 

Article  20.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
\()tcd  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
fur  chemicals  and  physical  apparatus  and  for  supplies  for  the 
iligh  School. 

Article  21.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional  ways  of  egress  at  the 
C'olburn  Schoolhouse,  as  ordered  by  the  Inspection  Department 
of  the  Massachusetts  District  Police,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions contained  in  Chapter  426  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  and  that 
this  sum  be  taken  from  the  money  in  the  treasury. 

Article  22.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 

Articles  23,  33,  34,  35.  Voted  to  take  up  and  consider 
•irticies  33,  34  and  35  in  connection  with  article  23. 

Upon  article  twenty-three  the  Committee  recommended  the 
appropriation  under  this  article  of  the  following  sums  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes : — 

1.  $4,000  for  general  repairs  of  highways. 

2.  $1,000  for  incidental  and  extra  repairs. 

3.  $1,200  for  general  repairs  of  sidewalks,  $200  of  which  are 
!o  be  applied  for  repairing  sidewalks  on  Highland  street  from 
t'ourt  street  to  Sandy  Valley  road. 

•i.    $400  for  rebuilding  two  culverts  on  Highland  street. 

o.  $500  for  lumber  for  bridges  and  railings.  $500,  or  so 
"^uch  as  is  necessary  to  be  taken  from  the  first  item  to  make  the 
crowning  safe  on  High  street,  between  Dr.  Quincy's  house  and 
Court  street.    $7,100  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

^-    $3,000  for  edgestones  and  paving  gutters. 

7-  $4,000  for  permanent  improvements  to  be  made  on  High 
street,  between  Maverick  street  and  Boyden's  square  in  East  Ded- 
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ham,  and  on  Washington  street  from  Ames  School  to  Metcalf 
street,  and  that  this  sum  of  $7,000  be  taken  from  the  money  in 
the  treasury. 

Upon  articles  thirty-three,  thirty-four  and  thirty-five,  the 
Committee  recommended  the  indefinite  postponement  of  these 
articles. 

Upon  articles  thirty-three  and  thirty -four,  Winslow  Warren^ 
for  a  minority  of  the  committee,  presented  a  report  recommending- 
the  adoption  of  the  following  votes,  and  the  Town  voted  to  accept 
the  same  as  an  amendment  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Twenty-one  in  place  of  the  indefinite  postponement  of  said  two 
articles,  to  wit :  — 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to 
employ  an  experienced  and  competent  roadbuilder  other  than  the 
present  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  rebuild  and  grade  the  streets 
and  sidewalks  in  accordance  with  the  plans  adopted  by  the  town, 
so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  or  in  parts  of  the  town  where 
no  plan  has  been  adopted  upon  proper  plan  of  grades  to  be  pre- 
pared, and  to  have  charge  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  granted 
for  the  purpose  under  these  articles,  such  person  to  be  employed 
at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $2,000  per  year,  to  be  paid  from  the 
treasury,  and  to  be  subject  to  discharge  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
superintendent;  provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  $25,000 
shall  be  expended  in  such  w^ork  without  further  action  of  the 
town. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$25,000  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per 
annum  for  rebuilding  and  grading  the  sidewalks  and  streets  of  the 
town  in  accordance  with  the  vote  under  the  preceding  article 
thirty-three,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same  at  the 
end  of  or  within  ten  years  in  sums  of  82,500  and  accruing  interest 
per  year,  such  instalments  to  be  paid  annually  by  appropriations, 
and  that  they  be  authorized  to  give  a  note  or  notes  of  the  town 
therefor. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  payment  of  $2,500  of  the  principal,  and  $1,000  as  interest 
upon  said  loan. 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  thus  amended,  the  Town 
proceeded  to  take  action,  and  on  motion  it  was  voted  that  the 
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Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  employ  an  experienced 
and  competent  road  builder  other  than  the  present  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  to  rebuild  and  grade  the  streets  and  sidewalks 
in  accordance  with  plans  adopted  by  the  Town,  so  far  as  may  be 
practicable  ;  or  in  parts  of  the  town  where  no  plan  has  been 
adopted,  upon  proper  plan  of  grades  to  be  prepared,  and  to  have 
charge  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  granted  for  the  purpose 
under  these  articles ;  such  person  to  be  employed  at  a  salary  not 
exceeding  $2,000  per  year,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury,  and  to 
be  subject  to  discharge  in  the  same  manner  as  if  Superintendent, 
provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  $25,000  shall  be  expended 
in  such  work  without  further  action  by  the  town.

same  at  the  end  of  or  within  ten  years,  in  sums  of  $2,500,  and 
accruing  interest  per  year,  such  instalments  to  be  paid  annually 
by  appropriations,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  give  a  note  or 
notes  of  the  town  therefor. 

The  Moderator  ruled  that  this  motion  would  require  a  tv/o- 
thirds  vote  for  the  adoption,  and  on  a  verification  of  the  vote 
taken  thereon,  it  was  found  that  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
had  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  ninety-three  in  the  negative, 
and  the  motion  was  declared  not  carried  by  the  necessary  two- 
thirds'  vote. 

Voted,  that  this  meeting  be  adjourned  to  next  Saturday 
evening,  at  seven  o'clock,  at  this  place.

Articles  23,  33,  34  and  35  being  under  consideration,  A 
motion  that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  payment  of  $2,500  of  principal,  and  $1,000  interest  on  loan, 
was  lost. 

Winslow  Warren  moved  that  the  Town  reconsider  the  vote 
passed  the  7th  inst.,  relating  to  the  borrowing  of  $25,0<">0,  for  re- 
building and  grading  the  sidewalks  and  streets  (being  the  last 
vote  passed  before  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting) ;  on  this 
motion  upon  a  verification  thereof,  178  voted  in  the  affirmative, 
and  275  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

Erastus  Worthington  then  moved  that  the  Town  reconsider 
the  vote  passed  the  7th  inst.,  whereby  the  Selectmen  "were  in- 
structed to  employ  an  experienced  and  competent  road  builder 
other  than  the  present  Superintendent  of  Streets,  to  rebuild  and

carried.

Voted,  under  Article  23,  to  accept  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  of  Twenty-one  as  recorded  in  the  records  of  the 
meeting  last  Monday  evening,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fourteen  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  repair  of  highways, 
sidewalks,  and  lumber  for  repairs  of  bridges  and  railings  ;  the  sum 
of  seven  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  of  which  is  to  be  raised 
by  taxation,  and  the  balance  of  seven  thousand  dollars  to  be 
taken  from  money  in  the  treasur)-.

Article  8  was  taken  up,  and  it  was  voted  to  reconsider  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  Jury  list,  and  thereupon  the  name  of  Charles 
Russell  was,  by  vote,  and  at  his  request,  stricken  from  the  list, 
and  the  list  as  thus  further  amended  was  accepted.

Article  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  thirty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  to  build  a  new  street  from  railroad  bridge  on  High 
street  to  Washington  street,  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners and  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  of  Twenty-one. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee 
(made  in  print)  mentioned  in  the  article,  and  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone any  further  action  thereon,  as  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Twenty-one. 

Article  28.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  29.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  30.    The  Committee  recommended,  and  the  Town 
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voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
to  improve  Westfield  street,  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners. 

Article  31.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  32.  The  Committee  of  Twenty-one  reported  as  fol- 
lows :  The  Committee  deem  it  unwise  to  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  any  money  for  any  improvement  of  Chauncy  street, 
so.called,  at  this  time,  except  for  laying  a  plank  sidewalk  on  one 
side  thereof,  because  it  is  not  a  town  way ;  but  they  deem  the 
condition  to  be  such  as  to  require  the  laying  out  of  the  same  as  a 
town  way  as  early  as  possible,  and  until  that  time  derive  such 
benefit  as  the  plank  walk  will  afford,  and  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  sixty-hve  dollars  from  the  treasury  for  that  purpose, 
and  it  was  voted  to  adopt  this  report  and  appropriate  said  sum 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Article  36.  The  Committee  recommended,  and  it  was  voted,

assessments  of  betterments  on  improved  sidewalks. 

Article  41.  The  Committee  recommended,  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  42.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  43.  The  Committee  recommended  and  it  was  voted 
to  locate  a  hydrant  on  Br}^ant  street,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  and  to  appropriate  sixty-five  dollars  from  the 
treasury  therefor. 

Article  44.  The  Committee  recommended  and  it  was  voted 
to  locate  a  hydrant  on  Harvard  street,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  and  that  thirty-five  dollars  be  appropriated 
for  water  therefor  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  45.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  sell  or  exchange 
Niagara  engine  at  any  time  as  in  their  judgment  shall  seem  best. 

Article  46.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  47.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  48.  The  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town 
voted  to  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  at  one 
per  cent.,  but  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Oct.  16.  The  motion  of  Mr.  F.  D.  Ely,  made  under  this 
article,  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  Town  voted  to  appro- 
priate $24,435  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Teachers  and  Superintendent,  was  taken  from  the  table,  and  it 
was  voted  that  said  vote  be  reconsidered,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Ely,  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty 
seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($27,150)  dollars  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  School  Teachers  and  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  ballots  cast  for  town  officers  and  also  upon  the  question 
of  license  or  no  license  at  last  town  election  were  duly  destroyed 
by  the  Town  Clerk  without  being  opened.

Treasurer ;  a  Collector  of  Taxes ;  three  Auditors ;  three  addi- 
tional Surveyors  of  Highways ;  and  nine  Constables,  all  for  one 
year.  Two  School  Committee,  for  three  years ;  and  one  School 
Committee,  for  one  year;  and  three  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library,  for  three  years ;  and  also  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may 
be  caused  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Town  officers,  who 
have  been  elected  by  ballot,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  not  expire 
at  said  meeting. 

Article  Four.  —  Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  Article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

And  on  motion,  the  meeting  was  dissolved.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

[Town  Seal.] 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Norfolk,  ss.  To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham, in  said  County,  Greeting  : 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notity  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Mirch  (being  the 
second  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  181)1,  at  sevjn  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.: 

Article  One — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Ofhcers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  under  the  provisions  of  Chap. 
386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  viz.:  One  Town  Clerk,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Selectmen,  three  Sur- 
veyors of  Highways,  three  Assessors,  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
three  members  of  Board  of  Health,  three  Auditors,  nine  Consta- 
bles, all  for  one  year ;  two  School  Committee  for  threa  years  ;  two 
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School  Committee  for  one  year;  three  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  for  three  years ;  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for 
two  years.  And  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the 
question :  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  the  town  ?  All  town  officers  except  as  above  named 
are  to  be  chosen  for  one  year. 

Article  Three — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Audi- 
tors of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  account. 

Article  Four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of 
Jurors,  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to  law. 

Article  Five — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may  use 
when  acting  as  collector. 

Article  Six — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and  Draper  do- 
nation, and  choose  a  com:nittee  to  distribute  the  interest  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  Seven — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Eight — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  the  soldiers'  graves. 

Article  Ninth — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  v/ill 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library.

At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedham, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  in  Memorial  Hall  in  said 
Dedham,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  (being  the  sixth  day  of 
said  month,)  A.  D.  1891,  by  adjournment  from  the  second  day  of 
March,  1891,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  half-past  seven 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  by  Erastus  Worthington,  the  Moderator, 
and  the  business  of  the  meeting  proceeded  as  follows  : — 

Article  Three — Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Auditors 
of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  account. 

Article  Four — Voted  to  accept  the  list  of  Jurors  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  posted  according  to  law — the  names  of 
Francis  S.  Dyer,  James  M.  Ellis,  Henry  D.  Humphrey,  Hugh  H. 
McQuillen,  Ebenezer  T.  Paul,  Charles  Russell  and  Henry  S. 
Talbot  having  first,  by  vote,  been  stricken  from  the  list. 

Article  Five — Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to 
use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may  use  when  acting  as 
Collector. 

Article  Six — The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and  Draper  donations  was  pre- 
sented, showing  the  sum  of  Fifty  and  9-100  dollars  received  and 
disbursed  during  the  year,  and  it  was  voted  that  said  report  be 
accepted ;  also  the  town  chose  Dr.  John  W.  Chase  and  Willie  W. 
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Baker  as  the  Committee  to  distribute  the  interest  of  said  funds 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Seven — Alfred  Hewins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  Twenty-one,  recommended  the  following  appropriations  under 
this  article,  namely :

And  on  motion  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  thirty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  said  report. 

Article  Eight — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  for  the  decoration  of  soldiers'  graves. 

Article  Nine — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library,  of 
which  sum  ten  hundred  fifty-two  71-100  dollars  is  to  be  taken 
from  the  money  now  in  the  Town  treasury,  received  last  year 
from  the  dog  taxes,  and  the  balance  of  eleven  hundred  ninety- 
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seven  29-100  dollars  to  be  raised  by  taxation  as  recommended  by 
the  Committee  of  Twenty-One. 

Article  Ten — Voted  to  raise  ^nd  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifteen  hundred  fifty  dollars,  to  be  expended  as  follows  :  One 
thousand  dollars  for  Brookdale  Cemetery;  four  hundred  dollars 
for  the  old  cemetery  in  Dedham  Village;  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  the  Cemetery  in  West  Dedham. 

Article  Eleven — Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
to  charge  six  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  not  paid  Nov.  1,  1891. 

Article  Twelve — The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Twenty- 
One  made  the  following  motion  under  this  article,  viz.:  That  the 
town  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  school 
teachers  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  twenty-seven  thousand 
one  hundred  fifty  dollars,  of  which  sum  $7150  to  be  taken  from 
the  money  now  in  the  treasury,  and  the  balance  of  320,000  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  and  pending  the  consideration  of  this  motion, 
at  10  o'clock  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  next  Monday  evening 
at  7  1-2  o'clock.

The 
meeting  was  called  to  order  at  half-past  seven  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  by  Erastus  Worthington,  the  moderator,  and  the  busi- 
ness proceeded  as  follows  : 

It  was  voted  that  debate  be  limited  on  each  question  to  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  to  each  speaker. 

Article  Thirteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs 
and  care  of  the  School-houses,  for  fuel,  grading  of  school  grounds, 
and  furniture,  and  supplies  for  the  same,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand 
and  thirty-eight  dollars,  viz  :  for  care  of  School-houses,  grounds 
and  janitors'  supplies,  $2,700  ;  general  repairs  and  grading  school- 
house  yards,  $2,480  ;  for  fuel,  $2,500  ;  furniture,  $1,000  ;  gas,  $50, 
and  a  further  sum  of  $308  to  meet  an  outstanding  bill  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  ventilation  of  school-houses. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  oresented  by  Elisha 
Greenhocd,  and  the  Town  voted  to  adopt  the  same  as  follows  : 

Resolved — That  in  view  of  the  showing  made  with  respect 
to  the  amount  of  our  school  expenditures,  as  compared  to  other 
towns,  the  subject  is  deserving  of  careful  investigation. 

That  a  committee  of  three,  composed  of  Alonzo  B.  Went- 
worth,  Preston  R.  Mansfield  and  Frank  M.  Bailey,  be  and  are 
hereby  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  thorough  investi- 
gation of  the  matter  of  school  expeditures,  and  to  report  at  the 
next  annual  meating  of  the  town,  whether  or  not,  consistently 
with  the  interests  of  the  cause  of  education,  any  reduc^ioi  can  be 
n^ade  in  such  expenditures,  and  if  so,  how  and  where. 
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That  they  report  in  print  as  early  as  February  15,  1892. 

That  any  expense  they  may  incur  in  travel  be  paid  out  of  the 
contingent  school  fund. 

That  the  Moderator  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  on 
said  Committee. 

Article  Fourteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  school  stationery  and  text  books. 

Article  Fifteen — Voted  to  appropriate  the  amount  received 
from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  Public  school  in  Ded- 
ham  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  Public  schools. 

Article  Sixteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  chemicals 
and  physical  apparatus  and  supplies  for  the  High  school,  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Article  Seventeen — Under  this  article  Mr.  Alfred  Hewins,  for 
the  Committee  of  Twenty-one,  recommended  and  moved  that 
the  town  raise  and  appropriate  eleven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  expended  as  follows  : — for  general  repairs  of  high- 
ways, nine  thousand  dollars  (one  thousand  dollars  of  which  to  be 
applied  to  the  repair  of  Bridge  street)  ;  for  incidental  and  extra 
repairs,  one  thousand  dollars ;  for  general  repairs  of  sidewalks, 
one  thousand  dollars ;  and  for  lumber  for  bridges  and  railings, 
five  hundred  dollars. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Sanderson  moved  to  amend  this  motion  by  changing 
the  amount  nine  thousand  to  five  thousand  dollars,  and  Mr.  Elisha 
Greenhood  also  moved  to  amend  the  original  motion  by  changing 
said  amount  of  nine  thousand  to  seven  thousand  dollars,  and  by 
further  changing  the  amount  as  to  sidewalks  from  one  thousand 
to  three  thousand  dollars. 

Voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  Eighteen — Voted  to  accept  Quincy  avenue  between 
Winthrop  street  and  Dale  street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars.    [See  report  of  laying  out  in  Highway  Book,  p.  126.] 

Article  Nineteen — Voted  not  to  accept  a  new  street  from  Oak- 
dale  avenue  to  River  street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  reconsider  said  vote,  and  the 
Town  voted  not  to  reconsider  the  same. 

Article  Twenty — Voted  to  accept  a  new  street  from  Bussey 
street  to  the  Avery  school-house  yard,  as  laid  out  by  the  Select- 
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men,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  tiie  sum  of  two 
hundred  seventy-five  dollars.  (See  report  of  laying  out  in  High- 
way Book,  p.  126.) 

Articles  Twenty-One  and  Twenty-Two — Voted  that  these 
articles  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Twenty-Three — Voted  to  place  an  electric  light  on 
Thomas  street,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum 
of  sixteen  dollars. 

Article  Twenty-Four — Voted  to  light  High  Rock  street  and 
Hartford  street,  between  High  and  High  Rock  street,  with  ten 
electric  lights,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars. 

Article  Twenty-Five — Voted  to  place  an  electric  arc  light  on 
Oakland  street,  East  Dedham,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
same  the  sum  of  seventy  dollars.  (See  repeal  of  this  vote  and 
substitute,  p.  153.) 

Article  Twenty-Six — Voted  to  extend  the  electric  lighting  on 
the  street  from  the  corner  of  High  and  Nahatan  streets,  through 
Nahatan  street  to  the  Unitarian  Church,  and  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  the  same  the  sum  of  one  hundred  twenty-eight  dollars. 

Article  Twenty-Seven — Voted  that  the  twenty  arc  lights  be 
burned  all  night,  and  that  seventy-nine  incandescent  lights,  ex- 
tending from  the  Baptist  Church  in  West  Dedham,  through  High 
street  and  Washington  street  to  Boston  line,  be  burned  till  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  that  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  eighty- 
five  12-100  dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  same. 

Articles  Twenty- Eight  and  Twenty-Nine — Voted  that  these 
articles  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Voted  that  this  meeting  be  adjourned  to  next  Monday  even- 
ing, at  7.30  o'clock,  to  this  place.

C.  Stearns  and  Thomas  T.  Robinson,  to  report  in  print  ten  days 
before  the  next  annual  tow^n  meeting. 

Article  Thirty-one — Voted  to  cause  a  hydrant  to  be  set  on 
Whiting  avenue.  East  Dedham,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum  of 
thirty-five  dollars. 

Article  Thirty-l'wo — Voted  to  purchase  a  Hose  Wagon  to  be 
located  in  East  Dedham,  in  house  of  Niagara,  No.  3,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  same  the  suin  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars. 

Article  Thirty-Three— Voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 58  of  the  Public  Statutes,  empowering  Selectmen  of  towns  to 
appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  be  inspectors  of  provisions  and 
of  animals  intended  for  slaughter. 

Article  Thirty-Four — Voted  to  adopt  the  amendments  made 
by  the  Cemetory  Commissioners  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
respecting  the  conveyance  of  burial  lots  in  Brookdale  Cemetery, 
and  printed  in  the  last  Town  Report,  page  70. 

Article  Thirty-Five — Voted  that  the  Town  hereby  determines,, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  38()  of  the  Acts  of  1800,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  W  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  that  for  all  future 
elections  the  number  and  terms  of  such  Town  officers  as  are  now 
required  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  to  be  chosen  by  ballot 
shall  be  as  follows,  viz  : — one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer, 
one  Collector  of  Taxes,  five  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,  three 
Auditors  and  nine  Constables,  all  for  one  year  each  ;  six  School' 
Committee,  two  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  each  year  to  hold  for 
the  term  of  three  years  each  ;  nine  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,. 
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three  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  each  year  to  hold  for  the  term  of 
three  years  each ;  and  that  the  Town  also  hereby  determines 
that  it  shall  also  annually  choose  by  ballot  the  following,  not  now 
required  by  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth  to  be  so  chosen,  to 
wit : — three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  all  for  one  year. 

Article  Thirty-Six  and  Article  Seventeen — Voted  to  take 
Article  Seventeen  from  the  table.  Mr.  Greenhood,  with  general 
consent,  withdrew  the  amendment  proposed  by  him  under  said 
article,  and  it  was  voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
eleven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  as  follows : 
For  general  repairs  of  highways,  nine  thousand  dollars  (one 
thousand  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  repair  of  Bridge  street)  ; 
for  incidental  and  extra  repairs,  one  thousand  dollars;  for  general 
repairs  of  sidewalks,  one  thousand  dollars  ;  for  lumber  for  bridges 
and  railings,  five  hundred  dollars;  and  the  larger  amount  having 
been  adopted,  the  Moderator  ruled  no  action  could  be  taken  on 
amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Sanderson.  Under  Article  Thirty- 
Six  it  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be  taken 
from  money  now  in  the  treasury,  to  be  expended  in  the  perma- 
nent improvement  of  sidewalks  and  street  crossings,  at  the 
discretion  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Voted,  that  in  doing  the  work  under  the  above  vote,  prefer- 
ence be  given  to  inhabitants  of  Dedham. 

Article  Thirty-Seven — Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
instruct  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pay  men  employed  upon 
the  highways  two  dollars  per  day,  and  that  nine  hours  constitute 
a  day's  work. 

Article  Thirty-Eight — Voted  that  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  Thirty-Nine — Voted  that  the  compensation  of  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  be  one  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  committed  to 
him,  but  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Article  Forty — Voted  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  Forty-One — Voted  that  Section  One  of  Article  Six  of 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  One — Habitual  truants  and  children,  between  seven 
and  fifteen  years  of  age,  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in 
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the  streets  or  public  places  of  the  town,  having  no  lawful  occupa- 
tion or  business,  not  attending  school  and  growing  up  in  ignorance, 
and  such  children  as  persistently  violate  the  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  common  schools,  shall,  upon  the  complaint  of 
a  truant  officer,  duly  appointed  according  to  law,  be  brought 
before  a  court  or  trial  justice  having  jurisdiction  of  such  offences, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  committed  to  the  Norfolk 
and  Bristol  Union  Truant  School  in  Walpole,  in  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  or  to  such  truant  school  as  may  hereafter  be  established 
by  law  in  place  of  said  truant  school,  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
two  years. 

[These  By-Laws  were  approved  by  the  Superior  Court  May  15,  1801, 
and  published  in  the  Dedham  Transcript  May  30,  1891.

At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedham,  in 
said  County,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  in  pursuance 
of  the  foregoing  warrant,  at  Memorial  Hall  in  said  town,  on 
Monday,  June  22,  1891.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
the  time  and  place  named  in  said  warrant,  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
who  presided  at  the  choice  of  Moderator. 

Article  One — John  Dean  was  appointed  and  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  a  teller  to  aid  the  Town  Clerk  in  receiving  and 
counting  votes  cast  for  Moderator.  John  R.  BuUard  was  chosen 
moderator  by  written  ballot,  in  receiving  which  the  check  list 
was  used. 

Article  Two — Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Sec.  72, 
Chap.  423  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  relating  to  dividing  the  Town  into 
voting  precincts. 

Article  Three — Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized,  in 
the  name  of  the  Town,  to  convey,  for  a  nominal  consideration, 
to  the  owners  of  land  northeast  of  the  Episcopal  Church  lot,  so- 
called,  in  Oakdaie,  and  abutting  upon  the  Oakdale  School-house 
lot,  a  right  of  way,  as  appurtenant  to  their  respective  lands,  from 
the  same  to  Oakdale  avenue,  over  so  much  of  said  School-house 
lot,  situated  northeast  of  the  northeast  boundary  line  of  said 
Church  lot  produced,  as  the  owners  of  said  Church  lot  now  have 
a  right  of  way. 

Article  Four — A  motion  was  made  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
as  provided  in  this  article,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money,  and 
on  a  verification  of  the  vote  thereon,  it  was  found  that  more  per- 
sons voted  in  ihe  negative  than  in  the  aflftrmative,  and  it  was 
declared  not  carried. 

And  on  motion  the  meeting  was  dissolved.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  o'clock  A.  M.,  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  who  read  the  warrant.  Frederick  E.  Smith  and 
Henry  D.  Humphrey  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  inspec- 
tors under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  20,  Chap.  413,  Acts  of  1889,  and 
of  Chap.  423,  Acts  of  1890,  and  were  then  sworn  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  acted  as  bal- 
lot clerks  under  the  provisions  of  said  Act.  M.  Gardner  Boyd 
and  Willie  W.  Baker  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  deputy 
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inspectors,  were  also  duly  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  in  the- 
absence  of  the  inspectors  acted  as  ballot  clerks. 

Twenty  voting  shelves  or  compartments  were  provided  by 
the  Town  according  to  the  requirements  of  said  act  and  guarded 
as  therein  required.  The  first  set  of  ballots  furnished  for  said 
election  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  was,  before  the- 
opening  of  the  polls  on  said  day,  delivered  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
sealed,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  his  receipt  taken 
therefor.  The  ballot  box  called  the  Standard,  furnished  and  cer-  , 
tified  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  was,  before  the 
balloting  began,  opened  in  public  meeting  and  examined  by  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk,  and  found  to  be  empty,  and  register 
of  said  box  was  set  at  zero  (  0  )  and  thereupon  locked  as  required 
by  law. 

The  seals  of  the  package  containing  the  first  set  of  ballots 
were  publicly  broken  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and 
the  same  were  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  and  the  cards  of 
instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  the  voting  com- 
partments and  about  the  room  as  required  by  law,  after  which  the 
polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes.  The  ballots 
were  delivered  to  each  voter  by  the  ballot  clerks  after  the  name 
of  such  voter  had  first  been  publicly  announced  and  his  name 
been  duly  checked  by  said  clerks  upon  the'  voting  list  used  by 
them. 

The  ballot,  as  delivered  to  each  voter,  was  by  him  marked 
in  one  of  the  voting  compartments  aforesaid,  and  thereafter  by 
each  voter  deposited  by  him  in  said  Standard  ballot  box,  after 
his  name  had  first  been  publicly  announced  at  said  box,  and  duly 
checked  upon  the  voting  list  by  the  election  officers  in  charge  of 
said  box  and  Hst. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  Julius  H.  Tuttle,  John  F.  Reilly,. 
M.  Gardner  Boyd,  Willie  W.  Baker,  William  McK.  Barbour,  and 
Nathaniel  Smith  as  tellers,  to  aid  them  in  receiving,  sorting  and 
counting  said  ballots,  and  before  entering  upon  their  duties  as 
such  tellers,  they  were  duly  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  had  charge  of  the  election, 
and  the  ballot  box  and  check  list  used  with  the  same  were  in 
their  care,  and  during  the  time  of  voting  the  ballot  box,  with 
their  unanimous  consent,  was  opened  eleven  times  to  remove  the.- 
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ballots  therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  counting  the  same.  The 
blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
were  used  by  the  election  officers.  Two  separate  canvasses  of 
all  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  were  made  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  Chap.  328  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  and  the  result  of 
such  separate  canvasses  was  reported  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Se- 
lectmen, and  by  him  compared,  each  set  with  its  duplicate,  and 
it  was  found  that  they  agreed,  and  the  result  was  recorded  on  the 
blank  form  provided  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion,  the  polls  were  closed  at  half-past  four  o'clock, 
after  which  it  was  found  that  the  register  of  the  ballot  box 
showed  1175  ballots  cast,  which  was  three  more  than  the  whole 
number  of  ballots  cast,  there  having  been  three  cases  in  which 
said  box  registered  double.  Upon  the  complete  canvass  of  all 
the  ballots  cast  in  the  ballot  box,  it  was  by  count  found  that 
eleven  hundred  and  seventy-two  ballots  had  been  cast  at  said 
election.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

[Town  Seal.] 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Norfolk,  ss.    To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting. 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at 
Memorial  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March, 
(being  the  seventh  day  of  said  month)  A.  D.  1892,  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  namely  : 

Article  One — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  under  the  provisions  of 
Chap.  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereto, 
viz:  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of 
Taxes,  five  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  three  members  of  Board  of  Health,  three  Auditors,  nine 
Constables,  all  for  one  year ;  two  School  Committee  for  three 
years;  three  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years. 
And  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  question  :  "Shall 
license  be  granted  for  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  Town  ?  " 
All  Town  Officers,  except  as  above  named,  are  to  be  chosen  for 
one  year. 

Article  Three — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the 
Auditors  of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  account. 

Article  Four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of 
Jurors,  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to 
law.  ' 
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Article  Five — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and 
and  Draper  donation,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the 
interest  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Six — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may  use 
when  acting  as  collector. 

Article  Seven — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year.

-  Article  Nine — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 

Article  Ten — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  Dedham  Village  and  West 
Dedham  in  repair. 

Article  Eleven — To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  town  will 
authorize  the  collector  to  charge  on  all  taxes  not  paid  Nov.  1^ 
1892. 

Article  Twelve — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  towp  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  Thirteen — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate money  for  instruction  in  the  elemen^^ary  use  of  hand  tools,  and 
in  sewing  in  the  public  schools. 

Article  Fourteen — To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
amount  received  from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the 
public  schools  in  Dedham,  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public 
schools.

A  motion  was  made  at  8:45  o'clock,  that  the  foregoing  vote 
be  reconsidered,  which  motion  was  lost. 

Article  Eight — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  for  the  decoration  of  the  soldiers'  graves. 

Article  Nine — Voted  to  appropriate  for  the  Dedham  Public 
Library,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
one  thousand  and  one  of  which  is  to  be  taken  from  the  money  in 
the  treasury,  received  last  year  from  the  dog  tax,  the  balance  of 
twelve  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  to  be  raised  by  taxation, 
and  that  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  said  amount  be  ex- 
pended for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Article  Ten — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate,  to  keep  the 
cemeteries  in  repair,  as  follows :  Five  hundred  dollars  for  Brook- 
dale  cemetery,  four  hundred  dollars  for  cemetery  in  Dedham 
Village,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  cemetery 
at  West  Dedham. 

Article  Eleven — Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to 
charge  six  per  cent  on  all  taxes  not  paid  November  1, 1892. 

Article  Twelve — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
thirty-seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  public  schools, 
and  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Thirteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  elementary  use  of  hand  tools,  and  in  sewing  in  the 
public  schools,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Article  Fourteen — Voted  to  appropriate  the  amount  received 
from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  public  schools  in 
Dedham,  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public  school. 
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Article  Fifteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs 
of  highways,  sidewalks,  and  lumber  for  repairs  of  bridges  and 
railings,  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Article  Sixteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  to  build  a  covered  drain  from  the  junction 
of  High  and  East  street  to  the  main  ditch  under  the  railroad 
bridge  ;  also  to  construct  in  connection  with  the  same  a  drain  to 
conduct  the  surface  water  from  Harvard  street  into  said  drain 

Article  Seventeen — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Eighteen — Voted  that  one  arc  light  be  placed  at  the 
junction  of  Curve  and  Maverick  streeis,  and  the  money  to  main- 
tain the  same  be  taken  from  the  treasury,  and  that  four  incandes- 
cent lights  near  the  said  junction  be  discontinued. 

Article  Nineteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars  for  twenty-five  incandescent  lights  to  light 
the  street  from  the  residence  of  VV.  C.  Fuller  on  Clapboardtree 
to  Milk  street,  thence  through  Milk  to  Gay  street,  thence  to 
Washington  street. 

Article  Twenty — Voted  to  place  an  electric  light  on  Wash- 
ington street,  near  the  Boston  line,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  same  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars. 

Article  Twenty-One — Voted  to  authorize  and  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  place  hydrants,  not  more  than  five  in  number,  on 
the  proposed  extension  of  the  Water  Company  pipes  on  Pine 
and  Needham  streets,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

Article  Twenty-Two — Voted  to  set  a  hydrant  on  Eastern 
avenue,  near  the  junction  of  Dwight  street,  and  to  appropriate 
fifty  dollars  therefor  out  of  the  treasury. 

Article  Twenty-Three — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  400  feet  of  hose  for  Engines  No.  2 
and  6. 

Article  Twenty-Four — Voted  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator,  to  see  what  arrangement  could  be 
made  with  the  town  of  Norwood,  for  water  for  fire  protection,  and 
the  Moderator  appointed  as  that  committee  James  M.  Ellis, 
Henry  E.  French  and  Willie  W.  Baker. 
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Article  Twenty-Five — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Twenty-Six — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  to  carry  on  the  concreting  of  sidewalks 
and  laying  of  curbstones  in  the  same  manner  as  last  year. 

And  at  10  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  meeting  was,  on  motion, 
adjourned  to  next  Monday  evening,  at  this  place,  at  half  past 
seven  o'clock.

■  At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Dedham,  in 
said  County,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  at  Memorial 
Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  1892, 
by  adjournment  from  the  fourth  day  of  said  month.  The  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  by  Erastus  Worthington,  the  Moderator, 
at  half  past  seven  o'clock,  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  business  pro- 
ceeded as  follows  : 

Voted  to  take  up  Articles  27,  28,  and  29  together. 

Articles  Twenty-Seven  and  Twenty-Eight — Voted  to  indefi- 
nitely postpone  the  subject  matter  of  these  two  articles. 

Article  Twenty-Nine — Voted  that  the  town  revoke  its  ac- 
ceptance of  the  provision3  of  Sec.  72,  Chap.  423  of  the  Acts  of 
1890,  relating  to  dividing  the  town  into  voting  precincts  and  to 
discontinue  voting  precincts.    Motion  to  reconsider,  lost. 

Article  Thirty — Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  and  High- 
way Surveyors  to  first  employ  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  upon 
all  work,  and  no  others  to  be  employed  unless  there  are  no  in- 
habitants of  the  town  who  can  do  the  work. 

Also  voted — That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Town  that  the 
School  Committee  shall  employ  no  persons  to  do  mechanical 
work  for  the  town,  other  than  inhabitants  of  the  town,  except 
when  there  is  no  person  in  the  town  capable  and  willing  to  do 
the  work  at  a  fair  price. 

.  Article  Thirty-One — Voted  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,500 
be  raised  and  appropriated  for  drainage  near  junction  High  and 
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Common  streets,  and  SI 50  for  Washington  street,  corner  Spruce 
street. 

Article  Thirty-Two — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Thirty-Three — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Thirty-Four — Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
instruct  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pay  men  employed 
upon  the  highways  two  dollars  per  day. 

Article  Thirty-Five — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Thirty-Six — Voted  that  the  compensation  of  the  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  be  one  per  cent  on  the  amount  committed  to  him, 
but  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Voted  also,  that  the  Collector  give  on  the  back  of  each  tax 
bill  the  items  of  the  estate  taxed,  as  given  on  the  Assessors' 
valuation. 

Article  Thirty-Seven — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100,  to  be  expended  in  paying  the  expenses  in  giving  a 
series  of  open-air  concerts  during  the  season  of  1892. 

Article  Thirty-Eight — Voted  to  accept  a  new  street,  as  laid 
out  by  the  Selectmen,  leading  from  High  street  to  Avery  street, 
through  the  land  of  John  Crowley,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  same  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  (See  report  in 
Highway  Book,  page  137.) 

Article  Thirty-Nine — Voted  to  regrade  and  improve  High 
street,  between  Memorial  Hall  and  Westfield  street,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

This  article  was  first  laid  on  the  table  until  after  the  con- 
sideration of  Article  Forty,  after  which  the  foregoing  vote  was 
passed. 

Article  Forty — Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to 
purchase  a  stone  crusher,  with  power  to  operate  it,  for  use 
upon  the  highways,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  the 
sum  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars.    Motion  to  reconsider,  lost. 

Article  Forty-One — Voted  to  accept  the  following  By-Laws 
as  recommended  by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  in  their  report 
printed  in  the  last  Town  Report,  pages  7G-7,  as  follows : 
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By-Law  Concerning  Moneys  Deposited  for  Care  of  Lots  in 

Cemeteries. 

Section  1. — The  Town  Treasurer  shall  receive  such  a  sum 
of  money,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  as  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury  by 
any  person  holding,  occupying,  or  interested  in  a  lot,  in  either  of 
the  public  cemeteries  of  the  town,  for  the  preservation  and  care 
of  such  lot,  and  shall  keep  an  account  of  moneys  so  deposited 
separate  from  other  moneys  of  the  town,  with  the  name  of  each 
depositor,  and  the  number  or  other  designation  of  the  lot  for  the 
care  of  which  such  deposit  is  made,  and  the  name  of  the  cemetery. 

Sect.  2. — The  Town  Treasurer  shall  invest  or  deposit  in 
some  savings  bank  all  moneys  thus  received  by  him,  as  directed 
by  the  Selectmen  and  Cemetery  Commissioners,  and  pay  the  in- 
come therefrom  on  the  warrants  of  the  Selectmen,  to  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners,  or  with  their  approval  to  other  persons, 
and  such  income  shall  be  expended  annually  for  the  preservation 
and  care  of  the  lots  designated  as  aforesaid  by  such  depositors 
respectively,  and  in  keeping  such  lots  in  repair,  in  cutting  the 
grass  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Cemetery  Commis- 
sioners shall  deem  to  be  for  the  interests  of  the  cemetery,  or  in 
accordance  with  such  other  stipulations  relating  to  such  preserva- 
tion and  care  as  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  shall  approve, 
which  shall  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  deposit  of  money. 

Sect.  3. — The  Cemetery  Commissioners  shall  execute  and 
deliver  to  any  person  depositing  money  as  aforesaid,  an  instru- 
ment in  writing  which  shall  contain  the  obligations  assumed  by 
the. town  in  pursuance  of  this  by-law,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  provision  tHat  the  town  may  at  any  time 
annul  and  cancel  said  obligation  by  repaying  to  any  depositor  or 
to  his  heirs  or  legal  representatives,  the  amount  deposited  by 
him  as  aforesaid.  Said  instrument  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  at  the  expense  of  the  depositor. 

{Approved  by  the  Superior  Court ^  May  23,  1892,  and  published 
in  the  Dedham  Transcript,  May  28,  1892.) 

Article  Forty-Two — Voted  to  authorize  the  Cemetery  Com- 
missioners to  settle  upon  the  boundary  line  between  Brookdale 
cemetery  and  the  estate  of  the  late  Thomas  Barrows,  and  to  ex- 
ecute any  deed  which  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  Forty-Three — Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Town 
Clerk  relating  to  printing  the  Town  Records,  and  to  adopt  its  re- 
commendations and  to  raise  and  appropriate  therefor  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars.    The  report  was  as  follows  : 

Town  Clerk's  Report  ox  Printing  Town  Records. 
My  last  report  relating  to  the  printing  of  the  Town  records 
was  made  February  1,  1889,  and  submitted  to,  and  approved  by 
the  Town,  at  vhe  annual  meeting  in  1889.  The  first  volume  was 
published  in  1886,  the  second  volume  in  1888.  As  stated  in  my 
last  report,  there  was  then  due  me,  for  money  advanced  to  pay 
the  cost  of  publication  above  the  sum  of  the  amount  appropri- 
ated and  the  amount  thus  received  from  sales,  the  sum  of 
$191.40.  There  has  been  a  slow,  steady  sale  of  these  publi- 
cations, anvi  the  net  amount  received  since  that  time  is  S227.79, 
so  that  I  have  at  last  been  reimbursed  for  all  sums  advanced  by 
me,  and  have  on  hand  $36.39. 

These  two  volumes  have  been  received  with  much  favor  by 
the  public.  Robert  T.  Swan,  the  Commissioner  on  Public 
Records  of  Parishes,  Towns  and  Counties,  in  his  second  report 
to  the  Legislature  in  1890,  printed  in  full  my  first  two  reports  to 
the  town,  relating  to  this  matter  of  printing  our  records. 

My  recommendation  in  the  last  report  was  that  any  balance 
received  for  sales  above  the  amount  necessary  to  make  up  said 
deficiency  be  used  to  bring  the  publication  of  the  Births,  Mar- 
riages and  Deaths  from  1845  down  to  the  present  time,  but  as 
these  modern  records  are  also  to  be  found  at  the  State  House, 
where  they  have  been  annually  returned  since  that  date,  I  believe 
a  more  important  work  would  , be  to  commence  the  publication  of 
the  general  records  of  the  town  from  the  beginning. 

Very  few  towns  have  so  full  and  satisfactory  records  from  the 
beginning  as  Dedham.  Hon.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  in  a  paper 
recently  read  before  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  upon 
the  Genesis  of  the  Massachusetts  Town,  and  the  Development 
of  the  Town  Meeting  Government,"  has  taken  the  Dedham 
Records  as  among  the  most  important  for  that  study,  and  he 
speaks  from  personal  examination  approvingly  of  their  value  and 
completeness.  By  the  publication  of  these  records  we  have  in 
print  the  early  history  of  the  town  in  a  most  valuable  and  inter, 
esting  form. 
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A  careful  reading  of  these  early  local  records  incites  a  desire 
to  study  the  general  history  of  the  colony  and  of  the  formation  of 
the  government,  and  the  general  history  is  thereby  more  clearly 
comprehended,  as  it  is  thus  brought  down  to  the  individual  acts 
and  doings  of  the  people  themselves,  right  upon  our  own  soil. 

The  work  which  I  did  upon  the  last  volume  published  re- 
quired a  good  deal  of  time,  in  reading  proof  (all  of  which  was 
read  by  me  personally  with  the  original  records)  and  in  seeing  to 
it  that  all  my  corrections  were  actually  made  in  each  signature 
before  it  was  allowed  to  go  to  press  ;  in  sending  out  circulars  to 
bring  the  work  before  the  public,  and  in  delivering  by  mail  and 
otherwise  the  books  sold,  but  I  was  very  glad  for  the 
sake  of  having  these  valuable  records  published  to  give 
the  town  the  benefit  of  my  services  without  any  compen- 
sation therefor.  I  propose  to  do  the  same  thing  with  regard 
to  the  third  volume,  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  publica- 
tion, and  I  promise  to  accomplish  as  much  as  possible 
with  the  amount  placed  at  my  disposal  for  that  purpose.  I  there- 
fore respectfully  recommend  that  the  town  publish  a  printed 
volume  of  its  early  general  records  (similar  in  form  and  size  to 
the  volumes  already  published;  to  be  edited  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
that  five  hundred  dollars  raised  and  appropriated  to  that  work, 
when  published  to  be  diiposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vided for  with  regard  to  the  two  volumes  already  published, 
the  price  for  sale  to  be  fixed  by  the  Clerk,  according  to  the  size 
of  the  volume,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  this,  and  of  the  former 
publications  of  the  town  in  his  hands,  or  hereafter  received,  be 
used  by  the  Clerk  to  pay  any  deficiency  in  th-e  cost  of  this  publi- 
cation above  the  appropriation  made,  and  to  account  to  the  town 
for  the  same.

PERAMBULATION  OF  DEDHAM  AND  NORWOOD 

LINE. 

We  the  subscribers,  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Dedham  and 
Norwood,  and  together  with  Howard  Colburn  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  of  Dedham,  acting  together  this  twenty-eighth  day  of 
April,  1892,  perambulated  the  line  between  the  said  towns  of 
Dedham  and  Norwood,  as  follows  : 

First — Beginning  at  a  stone  monument  standing  in  the  land 
of  James  P.  Tisdale,  near  Bubbling  Brook,  being  the  corner  of 
the  town  of  Norwood,  and  Dedham,  and  Walpole. 

Second — From  thence  to  a  stone  monument  at  the  junction 
of  Oak  and  Brook  streets. 

Third — From  thence  to  a  stone  bound  by  the  wall  between . 
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lands  of  the  late  James  Pettee  and  John  L.  Fisher,  being  about 
eight  rods  from  the  corner  of  the  wall. 

Fourth — From  thence  to  a  stone  bound  on  the  cart  path  in 
land  of  John  L.  Fisher  about  twelve  rods  from  Oak  street. 

Fifth — From  thence  to  a  stone  bound  by  cart  path  in  land 
of  the  late  J.  Edward  Everett,  being  about  twelve  rods  from  Oak 
street. 

Sixth — From  thence  to  a  stone  bound  by  cart  path  in  land 
of  Ezra  Morse  estate. 

Seventh — From  thence  to  a  stone  bound  by  cart  path  in  land 
of  Calvin  S.  Locke  ;  and  from  thence  to  a  stone  bound,  numbered 
7  1-2,  and  standing  between  lands  of  Calvin  S.  Locke  and 
Warren  Fisher.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  who  read  the  warrant. 

Henry  D.  Humphrey  and  Aaron  W.  Baker  were  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  as  inspectors  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  20, 
Chap.  413,  Acts  of  1889,  and  of  Chap.  423,  Acts  of  1890,  and 
were  then  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  acted  as  ballot  clerks  under  the  provisions 
of  said  Act. 

Joseph  L.  Fisher  and  Fred  E.  Smith  were  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  as'  deputy  inspectors,  were  also  duly  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  inspectors  acted  as  ballot 
clerks. 

Twenty  voting  shelves  or  compartments  were  provided  by 
the  Town  according  to  the  requirements  of  said  act  and  guarded 
as  therein  required.    The  first  set  of  ballots  furnished  for  said 
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election  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  was,  before  the 
opening  of  the  polls  on  said  day,  delivered  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
sealed,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  his  receipt  taken 
therefor.  The  ballot  box  called  the  Standard,  furnished  and  cer- 
tified to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  was,  before  the 
balloting  began,  opened  in  public  meeting  and  examined  by  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk,  and  found  to  be  empty,  and  register 
of  said  box  was  set  at  zero  (0)  and  thereupon  locked  as  required 
by  law. 

The  seals  of  the  package  containing  the  first  set  of  ballots  were 
publicly  broken  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  the  same 
were  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  and  the  cards  of  instruction 
and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  the  voting  compartments 
and  about  the  room  as  required  by  law,  after  which  the  polls 
were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes.  The  ballots  w^ere 
delivered  to  each  voter  by  the  ballot  clerks  after  the  name  of  such 
voter  had  first  been  publicly  announced  and  his  name  been  duly 
checked  by  said  clerks  upon  the  voting  list  used  by  them.

checked  upon  the  voting  list  by  the  election  officers  in  charge  of 
said  box  and  list.

Boyd  as  tellers  to  aid  them  in  receiving,  sorting  and  counting 
said  ballots,  and  before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such  tellers, 
they  were  duly  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  had  charge  of  the  election, 
and  the  ballot  box  and  check  list  used  with  the  same  were  in 
their  care,  and  during  the  time  of  voting  the  ballot  box,  with 
their  unanimous  consent,  was  opened  fourteen  times  to  remove 
the  ballots  therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  counting  the  same.  The 
blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
were  used  by  the  election  officers.  The  ballots  were  .divided  into 
blocks  and  each  block  was  canvassed  as  required  by  the  pro- 
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visions  of  Chap.  431  of  the  Acts  of  1892,  and  the  result  of  such 
canvasses  was  reported  to  the  Selectmen,  who  caused  the 
total  result  of  said  canvasses  to  be  recorded  on  the  blank  forms 
provided  for  that  purpose.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

[Town  Seal.] 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Norfolk,  ss.  To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting. 
You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  (being  the 
sixth  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  1893,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
namely  : — 

Article  One — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  and  acts  and  amendments 
thereto,  viz: — One  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  I'reasurer,  one  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  five  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,  three  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  three  members  of  Board  of  Health,  three  Auditors, 
nine  Constables,  all  for  one  year ;  two  School  Committee,  for 
three  years  ;  three  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  for  three  years. 
And,  also,  upon  the  same  ballot,  to  vote  upon  the  question : 
"  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
Town  ?"  All  Town  Officers,  except  as  cibove  named,  are  to  be 
chosen  for  one  year. 

Article  Three — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of .  the  Audi- 
tors of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  accounts. 

Article  Four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of 
Jurors,  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to 
aw.

Article  Five — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and 
Draper  donations,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the 
interest  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Six — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  Town  Treasurer  may  use 
when  acting  as  collector.

one  on  Needham  street. 

•  Article  Twenty-two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  drain 
that  part  of  Whiting  avenue  between  Coding  Brothers'  mill  and 
the  Old  Colony  freight  house,  and  raise  the  grade  of  the  same  ; 
:a]so,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sidewalk  on  said 
Whiting  avenue,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  Twenty-three — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  with  reference  to  draining  Village  avenue  and  Court  street, 
through  Highland  street,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same.

Article  Thirty-two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  light  East  street, 
from  E  idicott  street  to  its  junction  with  Canton  street,  and  Can- 
ton street  to  the  house  of  the  late  John  Eaton,  with  electricity, 
the  lights  to  be  not  over  300  feet  apart,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same.

Article  Thirty-five — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
on  a  system  of  sewerage  or  disposal  of  sewerage. 
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Article  Thirty-six — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to 
select,  purchase  and  maintain  public  play-grounds,  parks,  etc.,  etc., 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  within  its  limits.

Article  Forty-one — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Town  on  drainage  of  High  and 
Common  streets. 

Article  Forty-two — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  Forty-three — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  regard  to  purchasing  a  piano  for  use  in  Memorial  Hall,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Hereof  fail  not,  but  make  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  unto  the  Selectmen,  on  or  before  said  day  and 
time.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  time  and  place  named 
in  said  warrant,  by  the  Town  Clerk,  who  presided  at  the  choice 
of  Moderator. 

Edward  L.  Burdakin  was  appointed  and  sworn  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  a  teller,  to  aid  the  Town  Clerk  in  receiving  and  counting 
votes  cast  for  Moderator. 

Alonzo  B.  Wentworth  was  chosen  Moderator  by  written 
ballot,  in  receiving  which  the  check  list  was  used. 

Article  Two — Before  the  opening  of  the  polls,  the  Selectmen 
appointed  as  Ballot  Clerks,  Henry  D.  Humphrey  and  Aaron 
W.  Baker,  and  they  were  sworn  into  said  office  by  the  Town  Clerk 
before  the  ballots  were  delivered  to  them,  and  after  said  polls 
were  opened,  the  Moderator  also  appointed  John  B.  Fisher  as  an 
additional  ballot  officer,  and  he  was  sworn  by  the  Moderator.

Article  Twenty-nine — Voted  to  adopt  a  proposition  of  the 
Dedham  Electric  Company,  to  locate  an  arc  light  on  the  pole  at 
the  corner  of  High  street  and  Church  street,  near  the  Historical 
Building ;  and  an  arc  light  on  High  street,  near  the  front  of  the 
house  of  Mr.  Chaplin  ;  and  to  transfer  the  incandescent  light, 
now  near  the  house  of  the  late  William  Ames  on  High  street,  to 
Highland  street,  on  the  south  side,  between  the  houses  of  Mr. 
Ivers  and  Miss  Carpenter  ;  and  the  incandescent  light,  now  on 
High  street,  between  River  place  and  Maple  place,  to  the  centre 
of  Pearl  street,  and  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

Article  Thirty — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

ArticleThirty-one — Voted  to.place  an  electric  light  on  Lowder. 
street,  near  its  junction  with  Highland  street,  and  raise  ,  and 
appropriate  for  the  same  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars.  '    ■  ) 

Article  Thirty-two — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

•  Article  Thirty-three — Voted  to  extend  the  electric  light 
system,  now  in  operation  from  Dedham  to  ihe  Baptist  Church, 
West  Dedham,  by  placing  twenty-three  lights  along  High  street 
from  said  Baptist  Church  to  the  Dedham  and  Walpole  line,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  therefor. 

Article  Thirty-four — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  to  reimburse 
OfScer  William  F.  Drugan  for  costs  and  expenses  of  the  action 
of  John  Caffrey  against  said  Drugan. 

Article  Thirty-five — Voted  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  make  an  effort  to  secure  legisla- 
tion as  speedily  as  possible,  to  include  Dedham  in  the  metropoli- 
tan system  of  drainage,  and  the  Moderator  appointed  as  that 
committee  John  R.  BuUard,  Thomas  H.  Wakefield  and  Heman 
W.  Chaplin. 

Article  Thirty-six — Voted  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  consider  the  subject  matter  of 
this  article  ( relating  to  public  play  grounds,  parks,  etc.,  )  to 
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report  in  print  on  or  before  February  1,  1894 ;  and  the  Moderator 
-appointed  as  that  committee  Charles  H.  Shriver,  Howard  Colburn, 
Henry  B.  Endicott,  John  H.  Burdakin,  and  John  Crowley. 

Article  Thirty-seven — Voted  that  the  By-laws  of  the  Town 
T)e  amended  by  adding  after  Section  15  of  Article  7  the  following 
•sections,  viz  : 

Sect.  16.  Whoever  shall  keep  or  maintain  any  swine 
-within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Dedham,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
.sum  not  exceeding  $20  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  17.    Whoever  shall  keep  or  maintain,  within  the  limits 
-of  the  town  of  Dedham,  a  slaughter  house,  piggery,  or  any  other 
.structure  which  is  dangerous  to  the  public  health  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, or  injurious  to  their  comfort  or  the  enjoyment  of  their 
estates,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  $20  for  each 
-offence. 

These  By-laws  were  approved  by  the  Superior  Court,  May  75, 
J8gj,  and  published  in  ihe  Dedham  Transcript,  May  20,  J8gj. 

Article  Thirty-eight — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  ftve 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  taken  from  the  treasury,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  for  permanent  improve- 
ment of  sidewalks 

Article  Thirty-nine — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Forty — Voted  that  the  compensation  of  the  Collector 
-of  Taxes  be  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  committed  to  him,  but 
not  to  exceed  $950,  and  also  that  the  collector  give  on  the  back 
-of  each  tax-bill  the  items  of  the  estate  taxed,  as  given  in  the 
Assessors'  valuation. 

Article  Forty-one — Voted  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  drainage  of  High  and  Common  streets  be  accepted;  and  the 
jeport  was  as  follows  : 

[Report  of  the  Committee  on  Drainage  of  junction  of  High  and 
Common  streets,  and  street  improvement  loan,  printed  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  : 
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"Tp  the  citizens  of  Dedham  : —  '  "  . 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  town  meeting  held  July  12, 
1892,  to  consider  the  question  of  the  drainage  of  the  junction  of 
High  and  Common  streets,  desire  to  submit  the  following  report. 
Mr.  Warren,  the  third  member  of  the  committee,  having  formally 
declined  to  act,  the  two  remaining  members  present  the  following  : 
■  •  The  junction  of  High  and  Common  streets  can  be  drained  in 
four  ways.  Naturally  the  slope  of  the  ground  is  either  through 
the  land  of  Mr.  Joseph  Guild  or  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Laforme.  The 
street  junction  is  the  summit  of  a  depression  running  at  nearly 
'right  angles  to  the  street  at  this  point. 

Any  disposition  through  the  private  lands  above  mentioned 
must  be  by  a  suitable  pipe  laid  below  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
and  to  a  sufficient  depth.    For  removing  all  the  water  collecting 
-  at  this  point  a  12-inch  pipe  should  be  jjrovided.  ■ 

'  Through  Mr.  Joseph  Guild's  land  the  total  distance  it  would 
be  necessary  to  lay  pipe,  with  a  discharge  into  the  culvert  under 
Village  avenue,  is  695  feet.  The  expense  of  laying  this  pipe  will 
be  about  $542.  ' 

Through  Mr.  Laforme's  land  the  distance  is  526  feet  to  carry 
the  pipe  to  the  edge  of  the  meadow  below  his  residence.  This 
pipe  would  require  a  covering  as  provided  in  the  case  of  running 
through  the  land  of  Mr.  Guild.  The  cost  of  this  pipe,  and  laying 
through  the  land  of  Mr.  Laforme  would  be  about  S410. 

By  both  above  plans  the  drainage. would  be  through  private 
property,  and  this  requires  either  the  consent  of  the  parties  own- 
ing this  land  to. such  drain,  or  else  the  town  must  lay  out  a  main 
drain  through  such  land  in  the  manner  and  method'  provided  in 
the  public  statutes.  In  event  of  either  course  the  question  of 
damages  must  be  considered  as  largely  increasing  the  cost  of  such 
work  over  the  amount  required  for  actual  materials  and  labor,  as 
given  above.  To  drain  the  point  in  question  through  the  high- 
way without  interfering  with  private  property,  necessitates  going 
either  down  Bridge  street  towards  the  pumping  station  of  the 
Dedham  Water  Company,  or  down  High  street.  The  surface  of 
Common  street  rises  from  its  junction  with  High  street  to  Bridge 
street  about  3  3-10  feet,  and  extends  nearly  level  for  a  consider- 
able distance  towards  the  river  on  Bridge  street.  To  suitably 
drain  the  point  in  question  would  require  a  cut  of  from  six  to 
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seven  feet,  for  about  400  feet.  The  total  distance  that  would  be 
required  to  extend  the  pipe  from  the  point  in  question  up  Com- 
mon street  to  Bridge  street,  and  down  Bridge  street,  would  be 
1035  feet  before  a  surface  discharge  could  be  made  at  the  side  of 
the  road.    This  would  cost  for  materials  and  labor  about  $828. 

To  carry  the  drainage  down  High  street  to  the  Town  Land- 
ing, in  the  rear  of  the  BuUard  estate,  requires  a  total  length  of 
2167  feet  of  piping,  and  would  cost  for  a  pipe  laid  solely  for  this 
purpose  about  $1500.  Such  a  pipe, however,  laid  down  High  street 
when  suitably  graded  and  increased  in  size  at  its  lower  end,  would 
not  only  relieve  the  junction  of  High  and  Common  streets,  but 
could  take  drainage  from  the  corner  of  Chestnut  and  High  streets, 
providing  for  the  drainage  of  High  street  from  Mr.  Laforme's  to 
Chestnut  street,  and  for  a  portion  of  Chestnut  street,  while  at  the 
junction  of  Bullard  street,  branch  pipes  could  be  led  in  draining 
BuUard  and  County  streets,  and  the  corner  of  High  and  Court 
streets,  conveying  all  such  drainage  to  the  river  by  the  lane  to  the 
Town  Landing. 

That  these  portions  of  the  town  need  draining  is  a  self-evident 
fact,  and  that  the  present  method  of  drainage  is  unsatisfactory  is 
also  undeniable.  Should  each  of  these  localities  be  drained  sep- 
arately from  time  to  time  with  drains  suited  to  their  accommoda- 
tion alone,  the  united  expense  would  be  far  in  excess  of  that  re  • 
quired  to  combine  them  all  into  one  effective  system.  Consider- 
ing the  drain  from  Chestnut  street  down,  as  providing  for  other 
purposes  besides  the  relief  of  the  junction  of  High  and  Common 
streets,  then  the  total  cost  directly  chargeable  to  the  drainage  of 
the  above  point  is  the  cost  of  the  piping  on  High  street,  between 
Chestnut  street  and  Common  street,  with  the  proportional  cost 
that  it  should  bear  in  the  expense  of  all  piping  below  Chestnut 
street  to  the  river.  This  total  amount  chargeable  may  be  esti- 
mated at  about  S825. 

Your  committee,  considering  the  above  facts  and  costs,  are 
therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  town  should  drain  the  junction 
of  High  and  Common  streets  down  High  street  to  the  Charles 
river,  at  the  Town  Landing.  That  such  pipe  or  drain  should  be 
so  laid  and  enlarged  at  the  various  points  as  to  allow  of  future 
admission  of  water  at  Chestnut  street  and  Bullard  street,  and  thus 
provide  for  the  drainage  of  High  street  from  the  Common  to 
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Court  street,  for  a  portion  of  Chestnut  street,  for  Bullard  and 
County  streets,  and  for  a  portion  of  Court  street,  making  the 
whole  territory  as  may  be  easily  and  naturally  drained  to  this 
point,  and  that  suitable  brick  catch  basins  be  provided  at  the 
various  intersections. 

The  town  has  already  on  hand  a  considerable  amount  of  12 
inch  pipe.  Such  a  drain  as  has  been  described,  with  suitable  in- 
crease in  size  in  its  lower  sections,  is  estimated  to  cost  $2500,  us- 
ing the  ri-inch  pipe  already  owned  by  the  town  for  such  portion 
of  the  drain  as  calls  for  this  size  of  pipe.  In  no  other  way  can  the 
above-mentioned  section  be  drained  as  cheaply  or  as  well  as  by^ 
this  method.  To  attempt  to  build  only  for  the  junction  of  High 
and  Common  streets  through  to  the  Town  Landing,  will  event- 
ually entail  much  larger  expense  by  reason  of  duplicate  piping. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2500 
be  appropriated  and  be  used  for  such  a  drain. 

Your  committee  were  further  instructed  by  the  vote  of  the 
town,  "To  consider  the  question  of  authorizing  the  selectmen  to 
make  a  loan  on  the  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town,  for  the  term  of  10 
years,  for  permanent  improvements,  to  examine  especially  into  the. 
probable  needs  of  the  town  in  the  matter  of  permanent  street  im- 
provements and  drainage,  and  report  at  the  March  meeting  what 
amount,  if  any,  they  recommend  be  such  permanent  loan."  Con- 
cerning the  question  of  permanent  improvements  and  a  loan  for 
such  purpose,  your  committee  desire  to  present  the  following : 

Ail  permanent  improvements  undertaken  by  the  town  should 
be  in  accordance  with  a  well  devised  and  clearly  defined  plan  of 
action.  This  is  essential  in  order  that  all  improvements  should 
form  a  part  and  portion  of  a  complete  system  embracing  the 
whole  town,  so  that  finally  the  improvements  would  form  one  har- 
monious whole  instead  of  a  disjointed  conglomeration  of  frag- 
ments. Such  a  plan  is  especially  necessary  in  all  matters  relating 
to  street  drainage,  grades,  alignments,  permanent  surfaces  and 
sewers. 

In  many  towns  it  has  been  found  that  a  devotion  of  a  certain- 
proportion  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  permanent  improve- 
ments has  resulted  in  very  satisfactory  work,  the  general  repairs 
being  well  cared  for  by  the  smaller  amount  applied.  This  division. 
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of  the  annual  appropriation  has  been  fully  discussed  on  these  lines 
by  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Yourjcommittee  recommend  that  the  town  procure  a  care- 
fully prepared  and  comprehensive  plan  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, either  through  its  authorities  or  by  special  committee, 
especially  in  relation  to  its  street  work  as  touching  alignments, 
grades,  drains,  sewers  and  permanent  surfacing.  And  your  com- 
mittee further  recommend  that  the  town  borrow  no  moneys  for 
such  improvements  until  such  a  plan  has  been  presented  to  and 
approved  by  the  town.  It  is  considered  by  your  committee  that 
with  such  a  plan  adopted  by  the  town,  a  portion  of  the  annual  ap- 
propriation can,  be  applied  to  permanent  improvements  without 
resource  to  borrowing.

Article  Forty-two — Voted  that  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk 
be  accepted,^and  the  recommendations  thereof  be  adopted.  The 
report  was  as  follows  : — 

Town  Clerk's  Report  on  Printing  the  Records. 
To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dedham  : — 

I  submit  herewith  my  fifth  P^eport  relating  to  printing  the 
Town  Records. 

By  virtue  of  a  vote  and  appropriation  made  at  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  third  printed  volume  of  Town 
Records  was  published  about  the  first  of  January.  It  contains 
the  first  volume  of  general  records  of  the  town,  1636-1059,  to- 
gether with  a  book  called  the  Selectmen's  Day  Book,  covering  a 
portion  of  the  same  period.  The  printed  volume,  including  in- 
troduction and  index,  contains  254  large  pages,  handsomely 
printed  and  bound  in  cloth,  and  in  addition  to  the  records  a 
sketch  of  Eleazer  Lusher,  an  important  character  in  the  early 
days,  written|for  this  volume  by  Erastus  Worthington,  Esq.,  and 
fac-similes  of  the  handwriting  of  the  four  clerks  who  held  office 
during  the  /period  covered,  and  also  of  the  autographs  of  fifty 
of  the  early  settlers,  furnished  principally  by  Julius  H.  Tuttle.

And  the;re  is  now  a  balance  of  .  .  .  $36  25 
And  I  would  recommend  (as  in  former  reports)  that  the 
balance  on  hand,  together  with  the  amount  which  may  be  here- 
after received  from  sales  of  the  books  already  published  by  the 
Town,  be  used  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  prepare  a  fourth  volume, 
which  shall  be  a  continuation  of  the  general  records  of  the  Town. 
I  do  not  recommend  its  publication  this  year,  but  I  am  confident 
tbat  enough  will  be  received  during  the  current  year  to  prepare 
the  copy  for  the  next  volume  ;  and  as  each  volume  helps  sell 
the  prior  ones,  I  believe  another  volume  can  be  published  next 
year  with  a  smaller  appropriation  than  any  of  those  already 
published. 

The  first  book  published,  included  the  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths  from  1635  to  1845.  I  find  there  is  a  desire  that  the 
publication  of  these  records  be  continued  to  the  present  time. 
The  present  population  of  the  town  would  be  much  interested  in 
these  modern  records,  and  I  think  it  would  be  wise  to  publish 
them  in  the  Town  Reports, — not  all  in  one  year,  but  the  Births 
might  be  published  the  first  year,  the  Marriages  the  next,  and  then 
the  Deaths.  I  should  not  reproduce  the  records  in  table  form, 
as  they  appear  in  the  record  books,  but  make  abstracts  of  each 
entry  in  alphabetical  order,  similar  to  the  methods  adopted  in 
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Providence,  R.  I:,  andin  Woburn,  *\vhere  they  were  published  in 
the  Annual  Reports.  There  is  another  important  matter  in  con- 
nection with  these  records.  Many  blanks  occur,  mostly  in  the 
birth  records,  the  name  of  the  child  in  many  instances  not  being 
given.  By  a  statute  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1892,  provision 
is  made  for  supplying  these  blanks  and  correcting  -  errors  in 
records  by  means  of  depositions  filed  with  and  recorded  by  the 
Town  Clerk  in  a  book  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  willing  to  do  anything  in  my  power  to  make  our 
records  as  nearly  complete  as  possible.  My  plan  would  be  to 
make  first,  a  card  index  of  the  births,. marriages  and  deaths,  since 
1845,  which  should  hereafter  be  continued,  putting  on  each  card 
the  abstract  from  the  record,  as  it  would  be  printed.  This  would 
make  a  very  valuable  index,  and  would  save  the  record  books,  as 
in  most  cases  it  would  be  used  instead  of  the  record  books  them- 
.  selves.  After  these  cards  are  made,  the  cost  of  copy  for  the 
printer  would  be  small.  Perhaps  before  this  index  is  actually 
printed,  proof  sheets  might  be  posted  in  public  places,  or  some 
other  means  adopted,  so  that  parties  interested  might  detect 
^errors  in  the  records  and  have  them  corrected,  and  also  furnish 
information  from  which  names  left  blank  on  the  records  could 
be  supplied.  I  would  recommend  that  such  a  card  index  of  these 
records  be  [made,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  index  oE  births  for 
forty-five  years,  from  1845  to  1890,  be  printed  in  the  next  annual 
Town  Report,  as  a  part  of  the  Town  Clerk's  Report_,  and  that 
-at  least  300  copies  extra  ]of  this  index  be  printed  at  the  same 
time  for  sale,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  towards  the  expense  of 
publication,  and  the  balance  of  the  cost  be  paid  from  the 
treasury.

Article  Forty-three — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
•of  three  hundred  dollars  to  purchase  a  piano  for  use  in  Memorial 
Hall. 

Article  Twelve  was  taken  up  and  the  vote  passed  thereon,  on 
the  third  day  of  April,  was  reconsidered,  and  it  was  voted  to  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  and  the  payment 
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•of  the  salary  of  the  Superintesndant  of  Schools  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  for  instruction  in  the  elementary  use  of  hand  tools  and 
in  sewing  in  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  five  hundred  dollars  of  said  amount 
to  be  used  for  sanitary  improvements  at  the  Ames  School,  twelve 
thousand  dollars  of  said  thirty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  to  be  taken  from  the  Treasury,  and  the  balance  to  be- 
raised  by  taxation. 

James  M.  Ellis  presented  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
•Article  Twenty-four  of  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of  18&2,  which. 
Report  was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

Report  of  Committee  on  x\rt.  24,  of  Town  Meeting  Warrant 
of  1892.   

The  Committee  appointed  under  this  Article,  to  see  what  ar- 
rangement could  be  made  with  the  town  of  Norwood,  for  a  supply 
of  water  for  fire  and  other  purposes,  beg  leave  to  report. 

That  they  have  had  a  meeting  with  the  Water  Commissioners 
(of  the  town  of  Norwood)  who  expressed  their  opinion  that  the 
town  of  Norwood  would  supply  water  to  West  Dedham,  and 
charge  for  the  amount  of  water  used,  provided  the  town  of  Ded- 
ham would  put  in  the  necessary  plant -pipes,  and  probably  a 
standpipe,  but  the  Commissioners  would  feel  justified  in  cutting, 
off  the  supply  of  water,  should  there  be  at  any  time  a  scarcity  of 
water  for  Norwood. 

Your  committee  is  opposed  to  any  such  arrangement,  believ- 
ing that  the  Water  Company  of  Dedham  is  the  proper  party  to 
give  West  Dedham  a  supply  of  water  for  fire  purposes,  and  the 
citizens  of  West  Dedham  are  taxed  for  water  which  they  do  not 
receive.

Elisha  Greenhood  presented  the  Report  of  the  Sub-Commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  Committee  of  twenty-one  to  consider  and 
report  directly  to  the  Town,  some  method  of  keeping  down  the 
rate  of  taxation,  which  report  was  accepted,  and  is  as  follows : — 
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Report  of  Sub-Commiiiee. 

The  Sub-Committee  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  21,  "to- 
consider  and  report  directly  to  the  Town  some  method  of  keeping,, 
down  the  rate  of  taxation,"  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and  the 
majority  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

We  have  not  deemed  it  our  duty  to  look  into  the  individual' 
appropriations,  or  into  any  estimates  of  needs,  or  into  the  admin- 
istration of  any  department  of  town  affairs,  for  the  purpose  oF 
criticism  ;  but  it  is  due  to  our  personal  opinions  for  us  to  say 
that,  with  a  town  practically  without  any  debt,  as  we  are,  with  the- 
insignificant  amount  of  permanent  improvements  which  we  are 
fostering,  and  with  the  comparatively  large  amount  of  taxed  prop- 
erty which  the  town  has  in  its  limits,  there  is  something  radically- 
wrong,  either  in  our  system  of  raising  money  at'the  present,  or  in 
our  system  of  appropriating  or  of  spending  money,  when  we  are 
exposed  to  a  tax  rate,  fluctuating  between  $10  and  $18.70  per 
$1000,  as  ours  has  been  between  1877  and  1892,  and  when  it  is 
perfectly  evident  that  we  will  have  to  face  a  tax  rate  of  $18.00  this- 
very  year. 

The  appropriations  recommended  by  the  Committee  of 
twenty-one,  aggregate  $111,349.50,  and  so  far,  the  recommenda- 
tions have  been  ^reduced,  net.  only  $200.00,  and-  there  remain  to 
be  acted  upon  only  $5564;50,  about  4^  of  the  whole  sum.  Add- 
ing the  same  sums  which  we  were  obliged  to  pay  last  year  for* 
state  and  county  taxes,  Si 0,754.00,  which  will  probably  be  larger- 
this  year,  we  have  a  total  of  $122,000.00  ;  now  deduct  S10,000.00- 
for  corporation  and  bank  taxes,  $2500  more  than  last  year,  and 
$4000  for  poll  taxes,  and  you  have  net  $108,000.00  to  raise  on  the 
property  in  the  town.  Then  there  is  the  Poor  House  problem  to 
face,  and  the  town  will  have  a  substantial  sum  to  be  raised  to  pay 
the  town's  share  of  doing  away  with  the  grade  crossing  on  River - 
Street.  But  addressing  ourselves  to  the  trouble  we  have  on  our 
hands,  and  without  borrowing  any  trouble,  we  will  have  $108,000 
to  raise  on  probably  §6,000,000.00  of  property,  at  the  most,  or 
a  tax  rate  of  $18.00  per  $1000. 

Any  man  who  would  say  that  the  town  is  inviting  with  such  a 
tax  rate  is  certainly  a  very  hopeful  man.  We  are  growing  with 
extreme  slowness  in  population  ;  we  attract  no  industry,  and  keep 
what  we  have  with  great  difficulty,  and  our  valuation  is  $60,000- 
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less  than  what  it  was  in  1876,  17  years  ago,  while  our  appropria- 

:tions  are  60  per  cent,  higher. 

And  yet  we  are  a  rich  town.   A  high  tax  rate  is  to  be  looked 

-for  in  a  poor  town,  and  a  low  one  in  a  rich  one.    We  have  taxed 

■property  of  $800  to  every  man, woman  and  child  in  Dedham. 
Less  than  25  out  of  351  towns  in  the  State  can  show  that  result 

■  of  the  Assessors'  work.  And  yet  though  we  are  one  of  the  rich 
towns,  and  though  we  ought  for  that  reason  be  one  of  the  lowest 
taxed  in  the  State,  it  is  probably  safe  for  us  to  state  that  there 
will  not  be  over  six  towns  in  the  State  with  as  high  a  tax  rate  as 
we  will  have  this  year,  unless  we  adopt  some  heroic  remedy. 

What  can  be  done?  Cut  down  appropriations  ?  Past  expe- 
rience in  efforts  in  that  direction-,  l^s  not  furnished  much  hope  of 
accomplishing  much  along  that  line.  Raise  the  valuation?  The 
people  say  that  they  are  already  appraised  high  enough.  Unearth 

'Covered-up  property  ?  That  is  easily  said,  but  hard  to  do.  The 
time  to  fight  an  appropriation  is  when  it  is  in  the  bud.    It  is 

^pretty  hard  to  collide  with  it  when  it  comes  up  for  renewal. 

We  have  to  now  determine  whether  we  will  adopt  some  set- 
tled policy,  or  be  content  to  let  things  take  their  course  whither 
they  will.    Either  a  low  and  fixed  rate  must  be  secured  by  some 

-arbitrary  method,  resting  on  a  fixed  basis  of  action,  or  we  will 

'-drift  into  that  condition  of  things  where  we  will  be  positively  ob- 

;noxious,  as  a  town,  to  outsiders.    A  fickle,  fluctuating  rate  of  tax- 

.ation  is  almost  as  bad  as  a  fixed  high  rate,  but  there  is  merit  in 
a  fixed  rate,  high  or  low,  because  a  man  knows  what  he  will  have 
to  pay.  A  man  likes  to  know  when  he  is  coming  to  a  town,  for 
business  or  mere  residence,  how  much  he  will  have  to  pay  for 

-.taxes  as  well  as  for  car  fares,  and  if  he  is  told  that  Dedham  has  a 
fluctuating  high  rate,  Dedham  is  not  helped  any.    Our  tax  rate 

.should  be  limited  and  uniform  by  a  settled  policy.  Boston's  is 
limited  by  law. 

Then  people  will  not  pay  2  per  cent,  to  the  public  treasury 
if  they  can  help  themselves. 

A  tax  rate  of  not  exceeding  $12  per  $1000  is  what  Dedham 
-ought  to  have,  and  we  should  adopt  such  policy  as  will  bring  us 
to  it.  The  treasury  is  practically  dry,  so  we  cannot  look  for  relief 
.there.  A  spasmodic  fit  of  economy,  in  which  we  hit  the  first  head 
\we  see,  is  not  the  thing  for  us  to  do.    Borrow  for  permanent  im- 
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provements  ?  That  provides  practically  no  remedy,  because  we* 
only  have  recommended  to  us  less  than  a  dollar  and  a  half  on  the 
thousand  for  such. 

We  must  begin  to  borrow,  for  a  limited  period  of  years,  for 
even  current  expenses,  and  hope  for  redemption  from 
our  present  trouble  through  becoming  the  borrower  for  say  10' 
years,  and  in  the  meantime  through  a  low  tax  rate,  so  greatly  in- 
creasing our  valuation  that,  with  system  of  rigid  economy  in- 
sisted upon,  the  assessors,  doing  their  utmost  to  find  covered-up 
property,  and  raise  values  where  justified,  and  thereby  getting" 
to  a  basis  where  the  necessity  of  borrowing  will  have  disappeared, 
and  we  will  still  have  a  low  tax  rate. 

This  plan  contemplates  that  the  loan  this  year  will  be  larger 
than  in  any  future  year.  We  recommend  that  a  loan  of  $36,000 
be  contracted,  at  not  exceeding  4  per  cent.,  the  rest  of  the  money 
neede^i  for  appropriations  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  This  will 
reduce  the  tax  rate  $6.00  per  $1000.  We  will  have  to  pay  it  off 
in  ten  years,  laying  by.  8  per  cent,  yearly  on  the  principal,  and  4 
per  cent,  say  for  interest,  in  all  $4320  a  year,  and  we  not  only  ex- 
pect that  we  will  have  to  borrow  less  each  year,  but  that  the  in- 
crease  in  valuation  and  reduction  of  expenses  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  off  the  debt  without  any  variation  from  the  $12  rate. 
-  We  recommend  the  following  votes  : — 

?  . Resolved  that  the  town  shall  have  a  fixed  tax  rate,  limited 
to  $12,  if  possible;  that  we  borrow  money  to  secure  that  end 
that  our  financial  condition  requires  a  thorough-inquiry  into  every 
department,  with  a  view  to  retrenchment,  without  crippling  any 
department,  and  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate and  make  report  in  print  not  later  than  Feb.  1,  1894. 

Voted  that  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  suny 
of  $31,000  on  the  notes  of  the  town,  and  not  exceeding  4  per  cent, 
interest,  payable  in  ten  years,  to  defray  to  that  extent  the  appro- 
priations already  made,  and  that  the  balance  needed  to  defray 
such  appropriations  be  raised  by  taxation.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  time  and  place 
named  in  said  warrant,  by  the  Town  Clerk,  who  presided  at  the 
choice  of  Moderator. 

Article  One — J.  Varuum  Abbott  was  appointed  and  sworn 
by  the  town  clerk  a  teller  to  aid  the  town  clerk  in  receiving  and 
counting  votes  for  moderator.  John  R.  BuUard  was  chosen  mod- 
■erator  by  written  ballot,  in  receiving  which  the  check  list  was 
Aised. 

Article  Two — .\  majority  and  also  a  minority  report  was  pre- 
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.sented  and  read  to  the  meeting,  and"  it  was  voted  , to  accept  said 
reports,  and  the  reports  were  as  follows  :  . 
The  committee  on  the  location  '  of  the  almshouse  beg  leave  to  - 
submit  the  following  report :  ^ 
Your  committee  at  their  first  meeting  considered  the  question 
of  the  desirability  of  rebuilding  on  the  old  site,  and  the  advan- 
tages to  the  town  of  owning  and  managing  a  large  farm.  While  in 
the  past  such  a  farm  has  been  run  with  more  or  less  profit,  it 
seemed  to  a  majority  of  the  committee,  looking  to  the  future  needs 
of  the  town  and  the  necessity  of  building  an  almshouse  that 
should  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  state  law  in  regard  to  the 
safety  of  the  inmates,  that  an  alms  house  should  be  erected  on  a 
lot  of  land  near  the  water  service  of  the  town,  if  possible,  or  where 
there  was  an  abundant  supply  of  water  with  sufficient  arable  land 
for  raising;  such  farm  produce  as  would  be  needed  by  the  inmates 
of  the  almshouse.  It  was  therefore  voted  almost  unanimously  not 
to  recommend  rebuilding  on  the  old  site.  Owing  to  the  ground 
being  covered  with  snow  for.  a  large  portion  of  the  winter  the  com- 
mittee were  unable  to  make  a  proper  examination  of  the  lots  sug- 
gested until  the  spring  had  opened.  Ten  or  twelve  pieces  of  land 
.were  visited  and:  examined,  and  of  these,  two  were  selected  for 
final  action.  One  known  as  the  Wentworth  lot  on  Elm  street, 
containing  ten  acres  mostly  wood  land,  with  a  never  failing  brook 
running  through  it  at  its  lower  extremity,  for  which  the  committee 
have  a  refusal  for  $1500. 

The  other  lot,  known  as  the  Doggett  lot,  on  Sandy  Valley 
road,  consisting  of  19^  , acres  of  wood,  pasture  and  arable  land, 
within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  stand-pipe  of  the  Water  Company, 
and  this  land  was  bonded  for  $2500. 

Your  committee  finally  decided,  by  an  almost  unanimous - 
vote,  to  recommend  to  the  town  the  purchase  of  the  Doggett  land 
and  the  immediate  construction  of  the  almshouse  thereon. 
The  advantages  of  this  lot  over  the  Wentworth  land  are : 
1st.  Almost  double  the  quantity  of  land.    2d.  The  Doggett 
land  contains  five  or.  six  acres  of  good  soil  for  cultivation,  while 
the  Wentworth  land  has  only  an  acre  or  two  of  cleared  land.  3d. 
There  is  on  the  Doggett  lot  wood  land  of  good  growth  for  imme- 
diate use.  4th.  The  stand-pipe  is  within  about  400  feet  of  Doggett 
land,  and  there  would  be  sufficient  pressure  to  raise  the  water^ 
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from  27  to  60  feet  according  to  spot  selected  for  the  building. 
5th.  The  Doggelt  location  is  within  ten  minutes  run  from  the 
house  of  the  steam  fire  engine.  * 

The  Committee  do  not  recommend  the  sale  of  the  town  farm 
at  present,  believing  it  will  be  of  more  value  in  the  future. 

The  Committee,  through  a  sub-committee,  visited  several 
Alms  Houses  of  recent  construction,  and  have  examined  several 
plans.  They  recommend  a  building  to  be  constructed  of  wood 
with  the  following  general  features  : 

A  structure  of  two  stories  and  an  attic  (to  be  finished  later  if 
required)  in  the  form  of  a  parallelogram,  with  central  portion  for 
Superintendent,  and  two  wings,  one  for  men  the  other  for  women, 
with  bath  room  in  each  wing,  and  one  in  central  portion,  a  main 
staircase  and  one  on  each  wing,  the  whole  to  be  heated  by  steam 
or  hot  water. 

The  committee  submit  the  following  estimate  of  cost  to  town 
of  building  on  either  of  these  sites  or  on  the  old  location :

Mr.  Laforme,  who  had  acted  as  one  of  the  committee,  believ- 
ing that  he  had  no  right  to  serve  after  the  election  of  the  new 
board  of  selectmen,  resigned,  and  his  place  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Smith. 

It  may  be  proper  to  add  that  up  to  the  time  of  Mr.  Laforme's 
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resignation  he  had  been  in  full  accord  with  the  action  of  the 
committee.

Minority  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Location  and  Expense  of  Con- 
struction of  a  new  Aims-House  in  Dedham. 

■  It  has  now  been  nearly  seven  months  since  the  Town  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  nine  to  suggest  a  location  and  expense  of 
a  new  almshouse,  during  which  time  the  committee  have  investi- 
gated and  considered  every  available  site  coming  to  their  atten- 
tion. In  the  beginning  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  a 
location  should  be  obtained  on  the  line  of  the  Dedham  Water 
Works.  After  many  attempts  to  find  such  a  location  and  failure, 
it  became  necessary  to  obtain  a  location  elsewhere.  The  loca- 
tions which  could  be  obtained  and  appeared  most  suitable,  were 
the  lot  owned  by  A,  B.  Wentworth,  Esq.,  on  Elm  street,  and  a  lot 
on  the  Sandy  Valley  Road,  known  as  the  Doggett  homestead. 

The  undersigned,  the  smallest  possible  minority,  while  he  is 
able,  substantially,  to  concur  in  the  main  with  the  committee,  re- 
grets exceedingly  his  inability  to  join  them  in  their  recommenda- 
tion as  to  the  location.  During  the  deliberations  of  the  committee 
who  present  the  majority  report,  it  does  not  appear  in  any  way 
that  they  have  given  any  consideration  to  sanitary  conditions, 
which  must  necessarily  arise.  Their  report  on  the  condition  of 
the  Elm  Street  location  I  leave,  with  the  exception  of  calHng  the 
attention  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  to  its  excellent  natural  drain- 
age ability,  rising  in  no  point  to  an  extent  from  the  street  of  over 
8  feet,  sloping  gradually  in  every  direction,  rendering  the  disposi- 
tion of  necessary  drainage  an  easy  problem.  As  to  the  Doggett 
lot,  it  appears  to  the  undersigned  to  be  undesirable  in  every  par- 
ticular, and  that  is  sufficient  reason  why  the  building  should  not 
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be  located  on  that  spot.  It  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  what 
is  known  as  the  Sandy  Valley  road,  about  one-third  of  a  mile 
from  Highland  Street,  rising  abruptly  from  the  street  with  a  grade 
of  not  less  than  20  per  cent.,  and  in  some  parts  more.  It  is  very 
ledgy,  with  only  a  few  acres  of  tillage  land,  not  over  five,  all  of 
which  is  on  a  slant.  The  street  leading  to  it,  a  third  of  a  mile, 
-will  require  considerable  repair  at  an  expense  of  not  less  than 
iive  hundred  dollars,  and  a  drive  way  to  where  a  building  would 
be  located  would  also  require  a  considerable  outlay,  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  more ;  neither  item  has  been  considered  in 
the  majority  report.  This  location  is  too  near  the  centre  of  the 
town,  because  it  will  afford  an  inducement  for  inmates  to  run 
-away  for  the  purpose  of  getting  to  the  village,  which  would  neces- 
sarily cause  considerable  trouble  to  the  Superintendent.  The 
building  must  necessarily  be  located  at  the  top  or  near  the  top  of 
the  eminence  where  it  is  chiefly  ledge,  and  therefore  expensive  in 
•construction  of  cellar  and  driveways.  It  becomes  necessary  to 
locate  it  nearly  on  the  highest  portion  of  the  land  or  on  the  north 
slope  of  the  hill  on  account  of  the  drainage,  which  does  not  ap- 
pear to  have  been  taken  into  consideration  by  a  majority  of  the 
committee.  It  cannot  be  located  on  the  southerly  slope,  because 
the  drainage  would  necessarily  force  its  way  to  the  street  or  the 
ioul  meadow  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  which  would  soon 
become  an  unbearable  nuisance.  Should  the  building  be  placed 
on  the  top  of  the  eminence,  it  is  difficult  to  understand,  with  the 
present  height  of  the  standpipe,  how  a  supply  of  water  could  be 
obtained  for  service  in  the  house  at  all  times,  without  any  fire 
service  whatever.  Failing  to  find  a  location  on  the  line  of  the 
water  pipes,  or  within  reasonable  distance,  it  seems  to  the  minority 
most  reasonable  and  judicious  to  return  to  the  old  lot  on  Fox  Hill 
-in  West  Dedham,  where  the  Town  already  owns  not  far  from  80 
-acres,  much  of  which  is  as  good  land  as  can  be  found  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk;  sufficiently  level  in  the  upper  portion  to  render 
it  inexpensive  in  grading,  and  yet  a  sufficient  fall  in  the  rear  to 
render  drainage  easy  and  successful.  There  is  also  sufficient 
good  water  on  the  premises  which  may  be  furnished  by  the  wind- 
mill process  or  by  some  inexpensive  engine.  This  location,  with 
the  exception  of  the  lack  of  fire  service,  appears  to  meet  every 
requirement  for  such  a  building  as  is  now  proposed,  and  it  is  not 
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impossible  before  many  years  that  West  Dedham  will  have  a  good 
water  supply,  therefore  this  minority  report  recommends  this  site.

tion of  said  vote,  it  was  found  that  two  hundred  and  eleven 
persons  had  voted  in  the  afl^irmative,  and  one  person  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  the  moderator  declared  that  the  same  had  been  passed 
by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Voted  that  a  committee  consisting  of  Howard  Colburn,  John 
Crowley  and  the  Moderator  of  the  meeting,  John  R.  Bullard,  be 
appointed  to  rebuild  said  almshouse  buildings,  and  that  said 
committee  have  power  to  fill  vacancies.  Howard  Colburn  stated 
that  he  wished  to  decline,  but  on  motion  the  town  voted  not  to 
accept  his  declination.  Also  voted  that  preference  be  given  to 
Dedham  architects,  and  so  far  as  practicable  to  Dedham  workmen, 
in  the  construction  of  said  buildings. 

Article  Four — Voted  to  accept  Alpine  street  from  Cedar 
street  to  Winthrop  street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  same.  See 
Report — Highway  Book,  p.  138. 

Article  Five — Voted  to  accept  a  new  street  running  from 
Sprague  street  in  a  southeasterly  course  to  the  line  of  the  B.  & 
P.  R.  R.,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
five  hundred  dollars  therefor.  See  Report — Highway  Book,  p.  138. 

Article  Six — Voted  to  appropriate  three  hundred  dollars  to 
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provide  an  additional  horse  for  the  purposes  of  said  article,  and 
that  said  amount  be  taken  from  the  Treasury  therefor. 
And  on  motion  the  meeting  was  dissolved.

"  The  expenses  of  travelling  to  the  General  Assembly  and 
returning  home,  once  in  every  session,  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Government,  out  of  the  public  treasury,  to  every  member 
who  shall  attend  as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  does  not  depart  without  leave,"  is  hereby  annulled. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  who  read  the  warrant. 

E.  Scott  Morse  and  Aaron  W.  Baker  were  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  as  ballot  clerks  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
417,  Acts  of  1893,  and  were  then  sworn  to  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  acted  as  ballot  clerks 
■under  the  provisions  of  said  Act.

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John  F.  Reilly  and  Crawford  R.  Brown  were  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  as  additional  ballot  clerks,  were  also  duly  sworn  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  ballot  clerks,  acted  in 
their  place. 

Twenty-three  voting  shelves  or  compartments  were  provided 
by  the  Town  according  to  the  requirements  of  said  act  and 
.guarded  as  therein  required.  The  first  set  of  ballots  furnished 
for  said  election  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  was. 
before  the  opening  of  the  polls  on  said  day,  delivered  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  sealed,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  his 
receipt  taken  therefor.  The  ballot  box  called  the  Standard,  fur- 
nished and  certified  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
was,  before  the  balloting  began,  opened  in  public  meeting  and 
-examined  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk,  and  found  to  be 
•empty,  and  register  of  said  box  was  set  at  zero  (0)  and  thereupon 
locked  as  required  by  la\v. 

The  seals  of  the  package  containing  the  first  set  of  ballots  were 
publicly  broken  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  the  same 
were  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  and  the  cards  of  instruction 
-and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  the  voting  compartments 
and  about  the  room  as  required  by  law,  after  which  the  polls 
were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes.

.tellers  to  aid  them  in  receiving,  sorting  and  counting  said  ballots. 
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and  before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such  tellers,  they  were- 
duly  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  had  charge  of  the  election^ 
and  the  ballot  box  and  check  list  used  with  the  same  were  in- 
their  care,  and  during  the  time  of  voting  the  ballot  box,  with 
their  unanimous  consent,  was  opened  fourteen  times  to  remove- 
the  ballots  therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  counting  the  same.  The 
blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
were  used  by  the  election  officers.  The  ballots  were  divided  into~ 
blocks,  and  each  block  was  canvassed  as  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  417  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  and  the  result  of  such 
canvasses  was  reported  to  the  Selectmen,  who  caused  the  total 
result  of  said  canvasses  to  be  recorded,  on  the  blank  forms  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

[Town  Seal.] 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Norfolk,  ss.  To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting. 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  in  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  (being  the 
fifth  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  1894,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

Article  One — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  and  Acts  in  amendment  thereto, 
viz.:  One  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of 
Taxes,  five  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  three  members  of  Board  of  Health,  three  Auditors,  nine 
Constables,  all  for  one  year ;  two  School  Committee  for  three 
years  ;  three  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years.  And 
also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  question  :  "Shall 
license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
town?"  All  Town  Officers,  except  as  above  named,  are  to  be 
chosen  for  one  year. 

Article  Three — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Auditors 
of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  account. 

Article  Four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of 
jurors,  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to 
law. 
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Article  Five — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and  Draper 
donations,  and  choose  a  committee  to  distribute  the  interest  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  Six — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  to  use  the  same  means  as  town  treasurer  may  use  when 
acting  as  the  collector. 

Article  Seven — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the 
town,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Eight — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  the  soldiers'  graves. 

Article  Nine — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 

Article  Ten — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  Dedham  Village  and  West  Ded- 
ham in  repair. 

Article  Eleven — To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  Collector  to  charge  on  all  taxes  not  paid  November 
1st,  1894. 

Article  Twelve — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  Thirteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
amount  received  from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  Dedham  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  public 
schools. 

Article  Fourteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
land  contiguous  to  the  Avery  School-house  lot  for  enlarging  said 
lot,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  and  take  such 
other  and  further  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  desirable  to 
carry  out  such  vote.  % 

Article  Fifteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a  new 
school-house  on  the  present  Avery  School-house  lot,  or  on  said 
lot  as  enlarged  under  the  last  preceding  article,  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  therefor,  and  take  such  other  and  further  action 
as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  carry  out  such  vote. 

Article  Sixteen — To  see  if  the  Town,  for  the  purpose  of 
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carrying  out  its  vote  or  votes,  under  the  last  two  preceding 
articles,  or  either  of  them,  will  require  and  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  upon  the  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  of  the  town, 
to  such  an  amount,  upon  such  terms  of  payment  and  at  such  rate 
of  interest  as  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  in  its  vote  under  this 
article,  and  take  such  other  and  further  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  carry  out  such  vote. 

Article  Seventeen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
School  Committee  to  establish  kindergartens 'in  the  town,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of  the  same. 

Article  Eighteen — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  repairs  of  highways,  sidewalks, 
and  lumber  for  repairs  of  bridges  and  railings. 

Article  Nineteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will. accept  as  a  town 
way  the  private  way  lying  between  Court  street  and  Marsh  street, 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  Twenty — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the 
electric  lights  on  Pond  street,  from  the  Baptist  Church  to  the 
Norfolk  engine  house,  No.  G,  on  High  street,  and  on  Clapboard- 
tree  street,  from  Pond  street  to  the  residence  of  Willis  C.  Fuller, 
and  on -Winter  street,  from  Clapboardtree  street  to  the  -Norwood 
line,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Twenty-one — To  see  if  Jie  town  will  cause  Elm  street, 
East  street  from  Elm  street  to  Washington,  and  Washington 
street  from  the  Norwood  line  to  Gay  street,  to  be  lighted  with 
electric  lights,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Twenty-two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  light  East 
street,  from  Endicott  to  Canton  street,  and  Canton  to  the  house 
of  the  late  John  Eaton,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  Twenty-three — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase the  stone  crushing  plant  owned  by  P.  F.  Tracy,  and  located 
off  Mill  lane  street,  East  Dedham,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Article  Twenty-four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pay  the  laboring  men  two  dollars  per 
day,  and  nine  hours  to  constitute  a  day's  work. 
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Article  Twenty-five — To  see  if  the  Town  will  petition  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Commission,  that  Washington  street, 
from  the  Boston  line  to  the  line  of  Norwood,  be  laid  out  and  ac- 
quired as  a  State  highway,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  expenses  of  said  petition,  as  provided  in  Chapter  47G  in  the 
laws  of  the  year  18i)3. 

Article  Twenty-six — To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Dedham  will  vote  to  authorize  or  instruct  the  Selectmen  of  the 
town  to  bargain,  sell  and  convey  all  the  rights,  title  and  interests 
which  the  town  now  owns  or  possesses,  or  may  possess,  in  the 
strip  of  land  on  Washington  street,  directly  opposite  the  front  of 
Memorial  Hall  land,  bounded  on  Washington  street  to  its  terminus 
of  the  said  strip  of  land ;  thence  by  land  of  C.  B.  Danforth,  of 
Dedham,  and  thence  running  parallel  with  Washington  street,  by 
land  of  VV^illiam  Carberry,  of  Hyde  Park,  or  however  said  premises 
may  be  bounded  or  described,  to  said  William  Carberry  of  Hyde 
Park. 

Article  Twenty-seven — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Chap- 
ter 154  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  towns 
and  cities  to  lay  out  public  parks  within  their  limits." 

Article  Twenty-eight — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of 
the  Committee  appointed  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1893, 
under  article  36  of  the  warrant  of  that  meeting,  relating  to  public 
play  grounds,  parks,  etc. 

Article  Twenty-nine — To  see  if  the  Town  will  elect  three 
competent  persons  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
for  the  Town  of  Dedham,  and  determine  the  manner  of  their 
election  and  prescribe  their  terms  of  office. 

Article  Thirty — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  hereafter 
Park  Commissioners  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual . 
election  of  town  officers,  and  fix  their  teams  of  ofSce. 

Article  Thirty-one — To  see  if  the  Tow^n  will  revise  and  correct 
the  names  of  the  streets,  and  give  names  to  such  as  have  none 
legally. 

Article  Thirty-Two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the 
Boaf#  of  Health  to  make  such  arrangements  or  contracts  as  "they 
deem  best  for  the  interests  of  the  Town  in  relation  to  the  removal 
of  garbage,  refuse  and  offal,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
them  to  expend  for  such  purpose  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum. 
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Article  Thirty-three — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
regarding  a  system  of  sewerage  for  the  town,  and  to  see  if  the 
town  will  appoint  a  committee  with  instructions  to  present  to  the 
town  a  comprehensive  report,  with  estimates,  in  relation  to  the 
subject  of  sewerage. 

Article  Thirty-four — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
with  relation  to  the  drainage  of  Wigwam  meadows  and  Little 
Wigwam  pond  and  swamp,  and  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
assess  the  costs  of  such  drainage,  [so  far  as  may  be,  upon  the 
abutting  owners,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  de- 
fray the  costs  of  such  drainage. 

Article  Thirty-five — To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  certain 
by-laws,  to  be  presented  by  the  Board  of  Health,  to  the  town,  for 
governing  plumbers  and  the  practice  of  plumbing  in  this  town,  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  477  of  the  Acts  of 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  for  1893. 

Article  Thirty-six — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  introduce 
an  electric  fire  alarm  system,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  Thirty-seven — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase one  thousand  feet  of  hose  for  the  Fire  Department,  and  ^ 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Thirty-eight — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  money  to  purchase  a  chemical  fire  engine  for  West 
Dedham. 

Article  Thirty-nine — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  enforcement  of  laws  concerning  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  by  means  of  additional  police  officers,  or  in 
other  manner  permitted  by  law. 

Article  Forty — To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the  maintain- 
ing of  a  supplementary  public  library,  and  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  the 
same,  or  with  the  present  Public  Library,  or  in  Memorial  Hall, 
Lower  Memorial  Hall,  or  both,  on  evenings  when  the  same  are 
not  leased,  or  in  such  other  buildings  as  may  be  found  con- 
veniefit. 

Article  Forty-one — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  use 
of  Memorial  Hall,  or  Lower  Memorial  Hall,  or  both,  on  evenings 
when  the  same  are  not  leased,  for  public  industrial  or  other 
schools,  and  for  a  public  reading  room. 
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Article  Forty-two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  change  the  position  of  the  tablets  in  Memorial  Hall 
if  found  necessary  or  desirable  so  to  do,  in  the  improvements  of 
Memorial  Hall  building,  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the 
public  officers  of  the  town. 

Article  Forty-three — To  see  if  the  Town  will  compensate  Mr. 
John  Brennan  for  expenses  and  loss  of  services  of  his  minor 
child,  by  reason  of  injuries  received  in  March  last,  in  the  yard  of 
the  Ames  schoolhouse,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  Forty-four — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  of 
Dedham  will  vote  to  pay  Ernest  Halbauer  for  taxes  illegally 
assessed  by  the  town,  and  paid  by  him. 

Article  Forty-five — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the 
Town  Clerk,  relating  to  printing  the  Town  Records,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  Forty-six — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  with  the  unex- 
pended balance  appropriated  for  a  like  purpose  a  year  ago,  to 
procure  horses,  harnesses,  etc.,  to  be  located  at  the  Steamer 
house. 

Article  Forty-seven — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  continue  the  work  of  permanently  improving  the 
sidewalks. 

Article  Forty-eight — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
"with  reference  to  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  as 
provided  in  Section  6,  Article  3,  of  the  Town  By-Laws. 

By-Laws  of  the  Town  require  the  polls  to  be  opened  at  seven 
o'clock  and  remain  open  till  thirty  minutes  past  four  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Hereof  fail  not,  but  make  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  unto  the  Selectmen,  on  or  before  said  day  and 
time.

Liqu^  in  this  Town  "  and  "Shall  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  year  1882,  entitled,  'An  Act 
authorizing  towns  and  cities  to  lay  out  Public  Parks  within  their 
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limits'  be  accepted?,,  under  Articles  two  and  twenty-seven  of  the 
Warrant. 

The  Moderator  appointed  as  additional  ballot  officers  John 
F.  Reilly  and  Crawford  R.  Brown,  and  they  were  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

After  the  Moderator  had  been  chosen  as  aforesaid,  and  before

Article  Eight — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  two  hundred 
dollars  for  the  decoration  of  soldiers  graves. 

Article  Nine — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  two  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 
Voted  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library,  consider  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  branch 
library,  at  East  Dedham,  and  also  the  committee  on  the  Avery 
Schoolhouse  building,  appointed  under  Articles  14,  15  and  IG  of 
the  warrant,  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  suitable  accom- 
modations for  such  branch  library,  in  the  proposed  new  Avery 
Schoolhouse  building.

Article  Seventeen — Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  Eighteen — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  re- 
pairs of  highways,  sidewalks,  and  lumber  for  repairs  of  bridges 
and  railings,  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  (11,500.00) 
dollars. 

Article  Nineteen — Voted  to  accept  as  a  town  way  the  private 
way  lying  between  Court  street  and  Marsh  street,  as  laid  out  by 
the  Selectmen.  (See  Report,  in  Highway  Book,  p.  140.) 

Articles  Twenty,  Twenty-one,  Twenty-two  and  Twenty-three.

Voted  thai  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Town  that  the  Selectmen  at 
once  petition  the  County  Commissioners  to  widen  Washington 
street,  from  High  street  to  Bryant  street. 

Voted  that  this  meeting  be  adjourned,  to  meet  at  this  place 
on  Monday  next,  April  9th,  at  half  past  seven  o'clock  P.  M.

At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedham, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  at  ]\Iemorial  Hail  on  Mon- 
day, the  ninth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1894:,  by  adjournment  from  the 
second  day  of  said  April.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Alonzo  B.  Wentworth,  at  half  past  seven  o'clock  • 
P.  M.,  and  the  business  proceeded  as  follows: 

Voted  to  take  up  Article  Forty-seven. 
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Article  Forty-seven — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  to  continue  the  work  of  permanently  improving 
the  sidewalks  in  town. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  town  treasurer  to 
borrow  said  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars  on  the  notes  of  the  town 
payable  one  thousand  dollars  each  in  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  years  respectively,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four 
per  cent,  per  annum.  And  on  said  last  named  vote  one  hundred 
and  seventy-six  persons  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  two  persons 
voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  same  as 
passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  town. 

Voted  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable said  work  be  done  by  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Article  28 — Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1893,  under  article  36  of 
the  warrant  for  that  meeting,  relating  to  public  playgrounds, 
parks,  etc. 

And  said  report  was  as  follows: 

Report  on  Public  Flaygroicnds^  6^r. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  1893, 
under  article  30  of  the  warrant,  "to  see  what  action  the  town  will 
take  to  select,  purchase  and  maintain  public  playgrounds,  parks, 
etc.,  etc.,"  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: — 

During  the  past  year  your  committee  have  devoted  consider- 
able time  in  examining  the  needs  of  Dedham  in  the  matter  of 
parks,  playgrounds  and  open  reservations.  The  time  has  come 
for  the  town  to  take  this  matter  into  serious  consideration. 

As  the  years  go  by,  suitable  locations  for  such  public  pur- 
poses, one  after  another,  are  being  improved  by  private  owners 
for  private  occupation,  thereby  increasing  the  market  value  there- 
of,-and  greatly  increasing  the  cost  to  the  town  should  it  desire  to 
take  these  locations  under  the  statutes  passed  to  enable  towns  to 
provide  for  such  public  places. 

It  will  occur  to  any  one,  if  he  will  stop  to  consider  the 
matter,  that  there  are  locations  which,  if  they  had  been  appro- 
priated by  the  town  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  could  have  been 
obtained  at  much  less  cost  than  they  can  be  obtained  at  this  time; 
and  in  the  natural  order  of  things,  as  the  years  go  by,  the  value 
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of  lands  desirable  for  such  purposes  will  continue  to  increase,  and 
with  improvements  which  are  likely  to  be  placed  thereon,  will 
soon  be  entirely  beyond  our  reach. 

Dedham  to-day  has  few  public  reservations, — the  great 
common,  as  formerly  called,  or  the  old  training-field,  has  several 
times  been  reduced  in  size  by  sales  therefrom,  and  some  years 
ago  a  public  street  was  laid  out  directly  through  it,  dividing  it 
into  two  small  lots.  This  might  be  greatly  beautified  and  im- 
proved by  the  town  at  little  expense,  but  it  is  too  small  and  in 
too  thickly  settled  a  community  to  answer  the  purpose  of  a  public 
playground. 

A  place  for  this  purpose,  of  larger  dimensions,  should  be 
selected  not  too  far  from  this  village,  and  if  possible,  one  having 
direct  communication  with  the  river,  which  can  be  provided  with 
suitable  bathing  accommodations. 

It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  we  have  two  principal 
villages,  both  of  which  should  be  accommodated,  either  by  one 
location  which  should  accommodate  both,  or  by  two  separate  lo- 
cations, one  for  each  village. 

Already,  by  the  advance  of  improvements,  the  boys  have 
been  excluded  from  open  fields  where  heretofore  they  had  free 
course  by  sufferance  if  not  by  direct  permission  ;  but  they  should 
be  provided  with  a  place  where  they  can  go  and  exercise  as  a 
matter  of  right. 

Hundreds  of  dollars  are  spent  in  the  ventilation  of  our 
schoolhouses,  because  the  state  has  taken  that  matter  in  hand 
and  compels  us  to  care  for  the  life  and  health  of  the  children 
while  they  are  in  the  school  room.  It  is  as  much  importance  to 
the  health  of  the  children  that  they  should  have  suitable  exercise 
out  of  school,  and  while  the  state  has  not  as  yet  compelled  towns 
to  provide  public  playgrounds,  etc.,  it  has  passed  acts  which 
enable  towns  to  provide  them. 

Laws  and  by-laws  are  constantly  being  passed  prohibiting 
the  children  playing  in  the  public  streets,  but  as  yet  our  town  has 
provided  no  place  as  a  substitute  therefor. 

Other  towns  in  our  vicinity  have  already  taken  this  matter  in 
hand.  Shall  Dedham  take  rank  behind  them  in  public  improve- 
ments, when  it  can  now  provide  them  at  a  price  less  than  it  will 
cost  at  a  subsequent  time  ? 
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We  believe  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of  this  town  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1882,  Chapter  154,  entitled :  "An 
act  authorizing  towns  and  cities  to  lay  out  public  parks  within 
their  limits,"  also  of  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof ;  and  of  the 
Acts  of  1893,  Chapters  225  and  331,  the  first  entitled:  "An  act 
to  authorize  cities  and  towns  to  establish  and  maintain  public 
play  grounds ;  the  second  entitled  :  "An  act  relative  to  leasing 
open  spaces  for  gardens  and  playgrounds  by  cities  and  towns." 

These  acts  should  be  accepted  before  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing, so  that  the  commissioners  can  be  elected  with  the  other  town 
officers.  This  action  does  not  necessarily  require  the  appropria- 
tion of  money  during  the  present  year,  but  it  does  constitute  an 
official  board,  in  whose  hands  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  with 
regard  to  this  matter,  would  be  committed,  and  whose  duty  it 
would  be  to  officially  investigate  the  entire  subject,  and  take  ad- 
vantage of  any  opportunity  which  might  arise,  and  whose  powers 
and  duties  are  fully  set  forth  in  said  acts.

Article  Twenty-nine — Voted  to  elect  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting,  by  ballot,  three  competent  persons  as  a  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  to  hold  for  the  term  of  one  year.

Article  Thirty-three — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  referred  to  the  same  committee  appointed  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  of  1893,  under  article  35  of  the  warrant  for  that

meeting,  namely:  John  R.  Bullard,  Thomas  H.  Wakefield  and 
Heman  W.  Chaplin. 

Article  Thirty-four — Under  this  article  the  town  passed  the 
following  resolution  and  vote,  namely: 

Resolved,  that  whereas  the  New  York  and  New  England  rail- 
road and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  have 
provided  culverts  unsuitable  to  properly  carry  off  the  waters  of 
Little  Wigwam  and  Wigwam  ponds  and  swamp,  and  that  by 
reason  of  such  insufficient  provision  the  waters  of  Little  Wigwam 
pond  and  Wigwam  pond  are  held  and  dammed  back  to  an  extent 
detrimental  and  injurious  to  the  surrounding  territory  and  to  the 
general  welfare  of  the  town  :  Now,  therefore,  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham  considers  it  the  duty  of  the  said  railroad  corporations  to  re- 
pair and  rebuild  such  culverts  so  that  a  free  and  unobstructed 
passageway  for  such  waters  may  be  had  at  an  elevation  sufficient 
to  give  the  necessary  drainage. 

Voted — That  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Hdalth,  be  appointed  to  present  this  resolu- 
tion to  the  railroad  corporations  therein  mentioned,  and  that  such 
committee  be  authorized  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  town  in  urging 
upon  said  corporations  the  necessity  for  these  corporations  to 
provide  suitable  culverts  at  a  proper  elevation  under  their  road- 
beds at  Dedham  and  Dedham  Junction  respectively,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health.  That  such  commit- 
tee treat  with  the  said  corporations,  and  if  unable  to  induce  them 
to  make  such  changes  as  are  necessary,  to  report  at  once  to  the 
town  the  results  of  their  findings  together  with  what  legal  steps 
they  deem  necessary  to  compel  said  corporations  to  act. 

Article  Thirty-five — Under  this  article  the  town  adopted  the 
following: 

BY-LAWS, 

■  For  prescribing  rules  and  regulatiojis  in  relation  to  materials 
and  construction  of  the  plumbing  which  shall  be  placed  in  any  build- 
ing within  the  limits  of  the  Tow?i  of  Dedhajn,  Mass.,  prepared  i?t 
accordance  with  Chap.  4.JJ  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  i8gj. 

1.  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  plumbing  in 
Dedham  shall  annually  have  his  name  and  place  of  business  reg- 
istered wdth  the  Board  of  Health,  and  shall  give  immediate  notice 
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to  said  Board  of  any  change  in  his  place  of  business  ;  and  no 
person  shall  carry  on  such  plumbing  business  in  Dedham  unless 
he  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Board  of 
Plumbers'  Examiners  appointed  under  Chapter  477  of  the  Acts 
of  1893.  Every  person  before  doing  any  plumbing  work  in  a 
building  shall,  except  in  the  case  of  repairs  of  leaks,  file  with  said 
Board  a  notice  of  all  work  to  be  performed,  upon  a  blank  to  be 
furnished  by  said  Board  for  this  purpose  and  shall  obtain  a  per- 
mit for  such  work,  and  he  shall  also  submit  plans  when  desired 
by  the  Board,  showing  such  work. 

2.  Every  building  provided  with  water  from  the  town  or 
other  water  supply  shall  have  a  waste  pipe  for  the  conveyance  of 
waste-water,  separately  and  independently  connected  with  the 
public  sewer,  or  if  there  are  no  sewer,  with  a  sufficient  and  proper 
cesspool  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham, easily  accessible  for  inspection  and  cleaning. 

3.  Drain  and  soil  pipes  within  a  building,  and  for  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  five  feet  outside  the  foundation  walls  thereof, 
through  which  water  or  sewage  is  used  or  carried,  shall  be  made 
of  lead  or  iron  ;  shall  be  sound,  free  from  holes  and  other  defects, 
of  a  uniform  thickness  and  if  iron  is  used  of  not  less  than  one 
eighth  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  four  inches  or  less,  and  of  five 
thirty-seconds  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  five  or  six  inches,  with 
a  proportional  increase  of  thickness  for  a  greater  diameter  ;  shall 
be  securely  ironed  to  walls,  laid  in  trenches  or  suspended  by 
strong  iron  hangers;  and  shall  have  a  proper  fall  of  not  less  than 
one-quarter  of  an  inch  to  a  foot  towards  the  drain  or  sewer  ;  shall 
be  supplied  with  suitable  traps,  placed  with  an  accessible  clean- 
out.  All  pipes  passing  through  cellar  or  foundation  walls  shall 
pass  through  a  collar  or  slot  so  that  no  bearing  of  such  wall  shall 
be  had  on  the  pipe.  Changes  in  direction  shall  be  made  with 
curved  pipes,  and  connections  with  horizontal  pipes  shall  be  made 
with  Y  branches.  Every  stack  of  soil-pipe  of  every  building  here- 
after erected  shall  be  carried  above  the  roof,  open  and  undimin- 
ished in  size,  and  to  a  height  of  not  less  than  two  feet  above  the 
roof.  No  soil  pipe  shall  vent  under  any  window  or  nearer  than 
five  feet  to  a  window,  and  in  all  cases  shall  be  carried  above  the 
highest  window  or  opening  of  the  house. 
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4.  Rain-water  leaders,  when  connected  with  soil  or  drain 
pipes,  shall  be  suitably  trapped. 

5.  All  iron  pipes  before  being  put  in  place  shall  be  coated 
inside  and  out  with  coal-tar  pitch  applied  hot,  or  with  paint,  or 
with  some  equivalent  substance  ;  joints  of  cast-iron  pipes  shall  be 
made  by  thoroughly  calking  the  same  with  molten  lead  ;  joints  of 
lead  pipes  when  connecting  with  cast-iron  pipes  shall  be  made  by 
soldering  the  same  into  brass  ferrules  and  calking  the  ferrules  to 
cast-iron  pipes. 

6.  Every  fixture  connected  with  a  drain  or  soil  pipe  shall 
have  an  independent  water  supply,  and  every  fixture  having  a 
waste  pipe  connected  with  the  sewer  or  cesspool  shall  be  fur- 
nished with  a  separate  trap,  except  where  any  two  adjoining  fix- 
tures are  not  over  two  feet  aparf  they  may  be  trapped  together ; 
this  does  not  apply  to  water-closets  or  urinals  which  must  be 
trapped  independently.  All  such  traps  must  be  placed  as  near 
as  practicable  to  said  fixture  and  shall  be  protected  by  special 
ventilating  air  pipes  of  a  size  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health 
or  their  agent ;  all  ventilating  pipes  smaller  than  two  inches  shall 
be  of  the  same  size  as  the  waste  and  for  water-closet  traps  shall 
be  not  less  than  two  inch  bore  for  thirty  feet  or  less,  and  of  not 
less  than  three  inch  bore  for  more  than  thirty  feet ;  such  air-pipes 
shall  be  run  as  direct  as  practicable,  and  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
four  inch  bore  where  they  pass  through  the  roof,  two  or  more  such 
air-pipes  may  connect  together,  or  with  a  soil-pipe,  but  in  every 
case  of  connection  with  a  soil-pipe  such  connection  shall  be  made 
above  the  upper  fixture  of  the  building.  All  ventilating  pipes 
shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  drip. 

7.  Drip  or  overflow  pipes  from  safes  under  water-closets  and 
other  fixtures,  or  from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be  run  to  some 
place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  such  pipe  be  con- 
nected directly  with  a  drain,  waste-pipe  or  soil-pipe. 

8.  Waste-pipes  from  refrigerators,  or  other  receptacles  in 
which  provisions  are  stored,  shall  not  be  connected  with  a  drain, 
soil-pipe,  or  other  waste-pipe,  unless  such  waste-pipes  are  pro- 
vided with  traps,  suitably  ventilated,  and  in  every  case  there  shall 
be  an  open  tray  between  the  trap  and  refrigerator. 

9.  Soil,  or  ventilating  air-pipes  shall  not  be  constructed  of

brick,  sheet  metal,  or  earthenware,  nor  shall  any  chimney  flues  be 
used  as  such  pipes. 

10.  Every  water-closet,  or  line  of  water-closets,  on  the  same 
floor,  shall  be  supplied  with  water  from  a  tank  or  cistern,  and  the 
flushing-pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  one  inch  in  diameter;  but 
this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  water-closets  substituted  for 
vaults,  where  the  same  are  located  outside  of  the  building  proper, 
and  water-closets  so  located  may  be  arranged  so  as  to  receive 
their  supply  directly  from  the  main,  with  such  water-fixtures  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  or  their  authorized 
agent.  All  earthen  water-closets  shall: be  connected  to  dead 
bends  with  brass  flange  and  rubber  gasket. 

11.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered  or  con- 
cealed from  view  until  after  the  work  has  been  examined  by  the 
inspector;  but  all  work  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  ac- 
cessible at  all  times.  The  inspector  shall  be  notified  by  the 
plumber  when  the  work  is  sufficiently  advanced  for  inspection,  all 
lead  connections  with  soil-pipe  to  be  in  position  before  such  in- 
spection. Such  inspection  will  be  made  within  two  days  after 
such  notification. 

12.  Plumbing  work  shall  not  be  used  until  the  same  is  in 
good  condition  as  shown  by  the  water  test  made  by  the  plumber 
in  the  presence  of  the  inspector. 

13.  A  grease-trap  shall  be  constructed  for  every  hotel,  eat- 
ing-house, restaurant,  or  other  public  cooking  establishment,  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  be  easily  accessible  for  inspection  and 
cleaning, 

14.  No  steam  exhausts  shall  enter  soil-pipe  or  drain  used 
for  waste.

Article  Thirty-six — Voted  to  introduce  an  electric  fire  alarm 
system  in  town  and  appropriate  fifteen  hundred  dollars  therefor. 

Article  Thirty-seven — Voted  to  appropriate  six  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  to  purchase  one  thousand  feet  of  hose  for  the  fire 
department. 

Article  Thirty-eight — Voted  to  refer  the  subject  matter  of 
this  article  to  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.

Town  Clerk! s  Report  on  printing  Records. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dedham : — 

I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  Report  relating  to  the  printing  of 
the  Town  Records. 

Under  the  vote  of  the  Town  passed  at  the  last  annual  town 
meeting,  I  have  compiled  an  Alphabetical  Abstract  of  the  Record 
of  Births  from  the  middle  of  1844  through  1890,  and  have  caused 
the  same  to  be  printed  in  the  Town  Report  of  1893-4.  An  edition 
was  also  published  for  sale  from  the  same  type,  but  upon  heavier 
paper,  about  two  hundred  of  which  were  bound  in  black  cloth, 
uniform  with  the  Dedham  Records  previously  published.  With 
this  Abstract  is  published  an  Introduction  describing  the  work, 
which  I  hope  will  be  read  in  every  family.  I  recommend  that  a 
similar  abstract  of  the  Record  of  Deaths  for  the  same  period,  be 
compiled  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  published  in  the  next  annual 
Town  Report,  and  that  at  least  three  hundred  copies  for  sale  be 
published  in  addition,  upon  heavier  paper ;  that  after  the  cost  of 
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binding  the  extra  edition  of  the  Abstract  of  Births  has  been  paid, 
the  rest  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  that  book,  together  with 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Abstract  of  Deaths  above  the  ex- 
pense of  binding  the  extra  edition,  be  applied  towards  the  expense 
of  compiling  and  publishing  the  Abstract  of  Deaths,  and  that  the 
balance  of  said  expense  be  paid  by  the  Town  as  a  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  publishing  the  Town  Report.  In  my  last  report  I  stated 
that  I  had  on  hand  a  balance  of  $30.25  received  from  the  sales  of 
former  publications  of  Town  Records,  and  the  Town  adopted  my 
recommendation  that  this  amount,  together  with  amounts  subse- 
quently received  from  the  sale  of  the  town  publications,  should  be 
appropriated  by  the  Town  Clerk  towards  the  preparation  of  a 
fourth  volume  of  Ancient  Records.  Since  that  time  I  have  re- 
ceived $70. 7o  and  have  paid  therefrom  $3.60  for  postage  and 
expressage,  and  $10  on  account  of  copy,  and  I  have  in  my  hands 
a  balance  of  $93.40,  and  I  recommend  that  the  Town  now  pub- 
lish a  fourth  volume  of  Ancient  Records,  which  shall  be  a  contin- 
uation of  the  general  records  from  the  date  where  the  third  volume 
ends,  of  about  the  same  quantity  of  matter  as  published  in  the 
third  volume,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  other  volumes  have  been  disposed  of ;  that  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  therefor, 
and  that  the  sum  now^  on  hand  and  all  sums  hereafter  received  from 
the  sales  of  all  the  town  publications,  except  the  Abstracts  of 
Births  and  Deaths,  be  applied,  together  with  said  appropriation, 
towards  the  expense  of  publishing  said  fourth  volume,  and  that 
after  paying  the  cost  of  the  publication  of  said  volume  over  and 
above  said  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  the  amount 
received  from  sales,  the  sums  thereafter  received  from  such  sales 
be  used  by  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  preparation  of  a  fifth  volume. 
This  has  been  the  plan  heretofore.  Each  new  volume  has  helped 
to  sell  the  previous  volumes,  as  a  nutaber  of  copies  of  each  volume 
have  been  sold  each  year. 

The  publication  of  these  ancient  Records  is  an  important 
work,  and  the  appreciation  of  its  importance  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  there  is  quite  a  demand  for  its  continuance.  As  I  have  stated 
in  previous  reports,  these  Records  are  very  important  contribu- 
tions to  the  history  of  the  town. 

No  charge  is  made  by  the  Town  Clerk  for  services  in  this 
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work,  and  while  it  requires  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and 
labor,  I  am  glad  to  do  it  for  the  purpose  of  having  these  Records 
published.

that  committtee  Howard  Colburn,  Thomas  P.  Murray  and  Joseph 
A.  Laforme.

Extract  from  Chapter  102,  Public  Statutes. 

Section  113.  "The  keeper  of  a  billiard,  pool,  or  sippio  room 
or  table,  or  bowling  alley,  who  admits  a  minor  thereto,  without 
the  written  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  shall  forfeit  ten 
dollars  for  the  first  and  twenty  dollars  for  each  subsequent 
offence." 

Section  123.  "Any  marshal  or  his  deputy,  sheriff  or  his 
deputy,  constable,  police  officer  or  watchman  may  at  any  time 
enter  into  a  billiard,  pool,  or  sippio  room,  bowling  alley,  or  room 
connected  therewith,  or  with  the  premises  of  a  common  victualler,, 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  any  law  of  the  state ;  and  whoever 
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obstructs  or  hinders  the  entrance  of  such  officer  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars." 

Section  12G.  "  No  license  issued  as  aforesaid  shall  be  valid 
to  protect  the  holder  thereof  in  a  building  or  place  other  than 
that  designated  in  the  license,  unless  consent  to  removal  is  grant- 
ed by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  selectmen."

At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Dedham,  in 
said  County,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  at  Memorial 
Hall,  in  said  Dedham,  on  the  second  Monday  of  May,  being  the 
14th  day  of  said  Month.  1S94,  by  adjournment  from  the  9th  day 
of  April,  1894,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  time  pre- 
viously appointed,  by  Alonzo  B.  Wentworlh,  the  Moderator,  and 
the  business  of  the  meeting  proceeded  as  follows  : — 

The  committee  appointed  on  said  9th  day  of  April  to  con- 
sider the  best  method  of  raising  the  money  appropriated  at  this 
meeting  made  a  verbal  report,  and  it  was  voted  that  it  was  the 
sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  assessors  should  this  year  make  a 
new  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  town,  and  that  such 
valuation  be  made  according  to  law. 

Under  Article  seven  it  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  more  be  appropriated  for  the  assessors,  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  s'reet  lists  of  estates  in  town. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow  on  the  notes  of  the  town,  twelve  thousand  dollars  of  the 
money  appropriated  under  the  warrant  for  this  meeting,  such 
notes  to  be  for  twelve  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  one  each 
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year  for  ten  years,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent 
per  annum,  and  on  said  vote  96  persons  voted  in  tiie  affimative 
and  19  persons  in  the  negative,  and  the  same  was  declared  by  the 
Moderator  as  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Voted  that  all  the  rest  of  tlie  money  appropriated  under  said 
warrant,  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  meeting,  be  raised 
by  taxation. 

Articles  Fourteen,  Fifteen  and  Sixteen — The  committee  ap- 
pointed under  Articles  fourteen,  fifteen  and  sixteen  submitted  a 
written  report.  Voted  that  said  report  be  accepted,  and  said  re- 
port was  as  follows  : — 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  April  2,  1894,  to 
consider  the  matter  contained  in  Articles  14,  15,  and  16  of  the 
warrant,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

The  committee  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the 
present  building,  and  are  satisfied  that  a  new  building  is  needed. 
The  present  building  is  in  one  part  forty  years  old,  and  in  another 
part,  sixty.  The  newer  part  was  originally  of  no  very  thorough 
construction,  and  the  building  is  badly  out  of  repair.  The  ex- 
penditure necessary  to  put  it  in  proper  condition  would,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  be  an  unwise  outlay. 

With  regard  to  a  new  school-house,  the  committee,  after  con- 
sidering the  requirements  in  point  of  size,  and  otherwise,  con- 
ferred with  two  architects  and  have  received  from  both  sets  of 
sketch  plans,  in  competition,  without  expense  to  the  town.  The 
committee  have  not  had  time  to  obtain  estimates  upon  all  these 
plans,  but  upon  those  which  were  submitted  earliest  they  have 
what  amounts,  in  their  judgment,  to  a  responsible  bid  for  the 
the  whole  expense  of  construction,  including  cellar  and  founda- 
tion, plumbing,  and  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  as  well  as 
the  architect's  commission  ;  and  they  see  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
the  amounts  so  fixed  represent  very  closely  the  cost  of  con- 
struction. 

Before  presenting  these  estimates,  the  committee  will  speak 
of  the  matter  of  a  branch  library. 

They  are  all  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  well  to  establish 
in  East  Dedham  a  reading  room,  as  a  branch  of  the  public  library. 
They  think,  however,  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  to  the 
people  of  that  neighborhood  to  have  such  a  library  in  Boyden 
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Square.  The  expense  of  providing  quarters  for  a  branch  library 
in  the  proposed  school-house  building  would  be  from  two  thousand 
to  two  thousand  and  seven  hundred  dollars.  For  less  than  that 
sum  a  lot  could  be  bought  and  a  separate  building  erected  for  a 
library,  if  no  suitable  room  can  be  hired.  The  committee  recom- 
mend that  the  matter  of  providing  room  in  the  proposed 
school-house  for  a  proposed  branch  library  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned, with  a  view  to  action  by  the  town  upon  the  question  of  an 
independent  library  room  or  building  at  East  Dedham. 

Among  the  plans  submitted  to  the  committee  and  referred  to 
above,  are  plans  for  an  eight-room  school-house,  attractive  archi- 
tecturally, with  a  hall  seating  about  three  hundred  persons,  and 
with  every  provision  for  health  and  convenience.  From  these 
plans  and  the  estimates  above  referred  to,  the  committee  feel  no 
hesitation  in  reporting  that  the  town  can  build  a  handsome  and 
substantial  school-house  of  eight  rooms,  all  of  the  usual  size  of 
28x32  feet,  with  the  other  accommodations  above  referred  to,  for 
a  contract  price  of  $27,000,  if  the  hall  is  on  the  third  floor,  or  of 
$31,000  if  the  hall  is  on  the  second  floor. 

Although  these  estimates  cover  the  whole  field  of  construc- 
tion, there  might,  nevertheless,  be  some  extra  expense  for  grad- 
ing, for  making  a  new  approach  with  steps  in  the  middle  of  the 
lot,  as  has  been  suggested  by  some  of  the  committee  ;  for  possible 
incidental  expenses  of  the  town  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion, and  for  other  matters  which  it  is  impossible  to  foresee,  and 
it  would  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  be  proper, 
as  a  matter  of  precaution,  to  add  to  these  estimates,  as  to  any 
estimate,  a  sum  of  $2,000  to  cover  unforeseen  expenses,  but  with 
the  view  that  the  contract  price  should  be  the  sum  specified  above. 

The  committee  gave  careful  attention  to  the  question  of  a 
hall  and  its  location.  It  seems  to  be  the  judgment  of  all  those 
familiar  with  the  matter,  that  in  a  modern  school-house  there 
should  be  a  comfortable  hall.  With  regard  to  the  question  whether 
the  hall  should  be  on  the  second  or  third  floor,  this  committee 
conferred  with  the  chairman  and  other  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  School 
Committee  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  hall  should  be  on 
the  second  floor,  and  this  committee,  relying  to  some  extent  in 
that  particular  upon  the  experience  and  the  opinion  of  the  School 
Committee,  have  united  in  that  conclusion. 
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The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  town  proceed 
to  erect  upon  the  Avery  lot,  in  place  of  the  present  school-house, 
an  eight-room  school-house,  with  a  hall  on  the  second  floor,  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  $33,000,  including  contingent  and  unfore- 
seen expenses. 

The  committee  are  informed  that  an  act  has  just  been  passed 
permitting  payments  for  such  purpose  to  extend  over  a  period  of 
twenty  years,  and  they  recommend  under  xA.rticle  16  that  the  town 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $33,000 
upon  the  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  of  the  town,  payable  in  twenty  in- 
stalments, with  interest  payable  semi-annually  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding 4  per  centum  per  annum. 

The  committee  recommend  that  Article  14  (relating  to  the 
purchase  of  contiguous  land),  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The 
present  lot  is  sufficiently  large  for  such  a  school-house  as  is 
needed.  It  would  in  some  respects  be  of  advantage  to  have  more 
frontage  and  to  have  the  lot  squared  in  the  rear.  A  frontage  of 
about  50  feet,  with  a  depth  equal  to  that  of  the  present  lot,  can  be 
had  for  about  $1200.  If  this  adjoining  land  were  of  such  a  grade 
and  character  that  it  could  be  utilized  without  large  further  ex- 
pense, the  committee  might  be  disposed  to  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  it.  The  land,  however,  would  be  of  comparatively  little 
use  unless  the  new  building  were  to  be  placed  on  the  centre  of  the 
lot  as  enlarged.  It  would  certainly  not  look  well  to  have  the 
building  on  one  side  of  the  lot.  If,  however,  the  lot  were  to  be 
thus  enlarged,  and  the  new  building  placed  in  the  centre  of  it 
as  enlarged,  the  building  would  be  brought  close  up  against  a 
high  bank  of  gravel,  and  it  would,  therefore,  be  necessary  to  re- 
move a  large  amount  of  soil  from  the  front  portion  of  the  new 
purchase,  to  a  depth  of  at  least  100  feet  from  the  front  of  the  lot. 
In  the  opinion  of  a  number  of  the  committee  this  would  entail  a 
large  expense,  and  so  much  delay  as  seriously  to  postpone  the 
completion  of  the  proposed  building.  It  is  for  these  reasons  that 
the  committee  recommend  that  Article  14  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned.

Upon  petition  of  Thomas  P.  Murray,  under  date  of  April  16, 
1894,  stating  that  certain  lands  in  East  Dedham  were  sodden  and 
spongy  in  character,  and  other  allegations  as  set  forth  in  said 
petition,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  a  public  hearing  was 
held  April  18,  189-4,  by  the  said  Board  of  Health,  due  notice 
having  been  served  in  writing  upon  the  following  parties  : 

Thomas  P.  Murray,  as  petitioner  and  chairman  of  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Mrs.  Margaret  Cronan,  James  B.  Martin,  Daniel  V. 
Kelley,  Edmund  Meighan,  R.  M.  Finn,  and  William  T.  Tapley, 
and  all  such  parties  appearing  or  being  represented  at  such  hear- 
ing. After  hearing  all  parties  the  Board  of  Health  passed  the 
following  vote  : 

Voted:  "That  the  premises,  in  their  present  condition, 
created  a  nuisance.  That  the  Selectmen  be  requested  to  allow 
the  superintendent  of  streets  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  and 
renewals  to  such  drain  as  described  in  petition,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Health.  That  due  notice  of  such  action  be 
sent  to  all  parties  interested,  and  that  the  cost  of  such  repairs 
and  work  be  assessed  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board,  after 
the  completion  of  the  work." 

Due  notice  of  such  action  was  sent  each  of  the  above  named 
parties  notified  of  the  hearing  and,  under  date  of  April  20th,  a  re- 
monstrance was  received  from  James  B.  Martin.  No  appeal  in 
Superior  Court  having  been  filed  by  the  said  James  B.  Martin, 
within  the  statutatory  limitation  of  seven  days,  the  Board  pro- 
ceeded to  abate  such  nuisance,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  their 
vote,  and  having  received  due  returns  from  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  on  September  20,  1894,  do  hereby  make  the  following 
apportionment  of  expense  to  be  assessed  :

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ceiving,  sorting  and  counting  said  ballots,  and  before  entering 
upon  their  duties  as  such  tellers,  they  were  duly  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

The  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  had  charge  of  the  election, 
and  the  ballot  box  and  check  list  used  with  the  same  were  in 
their  care,  and  with  their  unanimous  consent  the  ballot  box  was 
opened  at  thirteen  minutes  past  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to 
remove  the  ballots  therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  counting  the 
same.  The  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth were  used  by  the  election  officers.

Dear  Sir : 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  School 
Committee  of  the  town  of  Dedham,  held  at  Memorial  Hall,  Nov. 
21,  1894,  it  appearing  that  Mrs.  Mabell  S.  C.  Pelton,  a  member  of 
the  School  Committee,  had  declined  further  service  on  said  Board, 
that  notice  of  said  resignation  had  been  given  by  the  remaining 
members  of  said  School  Committee  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen 
of  said  town,  and  that  public  notice  of  more  than  one  week  had 
been  given  by  publication  in  the  Dedham  Transcript,  a  newspaper 
published  in  said  town,  thereupon  the  two  Boards  proceeded  to 
fill  such  vacancy  by  a  joint  ballot  of  both  said  Boards,  and  upon 
a  count  of  the  ballots  cast  it  was  found  that  Dr.  Francis  L.  Bab- 
cock  had  received  more  ballots  than  any  other  person  for  said 
office,  and  said  Dr.  Francis  L.  Babcock  was  declared  elected  to 
hold  such  office  of  School  Committee  until  the  end  of  the  present 
municipal  year  and  until  the  next  annual  town  election.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedham, 
in  said  County,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  in  pursuance 
to  the  foregoing  warrant,  in  Memorial  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Tues- 
day, the  eleventh  day  of  December,  1894.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  the  time  stated  in  said  warrant  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  who  presided  at  the  choice  of  Moderator. 

Article  One — John  R.  Bullard  was  chosen  Moderator  by 
written  ballot,  in  receiving  which  the  check  list  was  used. 

Article  Two — Voted  to  permit  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  to  use 
for  burial  purposes,  a  parcel  of  land  in  this  town,  comprising  two 
acres,  more  or  less,  and  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit : — Easterly  on 
the  line  between  Hyde  Park  and  Dedham  ;  southerly  on  Mother 
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Brook ;  westerly  on  land  of  Halbauer,  and  northwesterly  on  land 
of  Favor. 

Article  Three — The  Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  December  8,  1894,  was  read,  and  it  was 
voted  that  said  report  be  accepted.    The  Report  was  as  followsj: 

KEPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Toicn  of  Dedham: 

The  first  work  taken  up  by  your  Board  upon  its  organiza- 
tion, August  14,  1894,  was  the  consideration  of  the  Stony 
Brook  Reservation  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  voted  to  ask  for  a  conference  with  the 
Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners,  and  ascertain  what 
benefits  Dedham  might  expect  to  receive. 

As  a  result  of  this  action,  conferences  have  been  held  with 
the  Metropolitan  Board  at  its  sessions,  with  its  secretary 
and  with  individual  members.  Your  Commissioners  realized 
at  once  that  they  were  embarrassed  by  not  having  been  able 
to  confer  earlier,  as  the  Stony  Brook  Reservation  had  already 
been  considered  and  its  details  practically  closed.  They,  how- 
ever, expressed,  a  willingness  to  entertain  and  examine  any 
suggestions  which  this  Board  might  make,  and  as  a  result, 
plans  have  been  developed  benefiting  Dedham  which  are  now 
under  consideration ;  but  with  the  large  amount  of  other 
work  in  hand  by  the  ^letropolitan  Commissioners,  the  prob- 
able tax  upon  their  time  in  attending  the  Assessment  Com- 
missioners' hearings,  together  with  matters  which  will 
undoubtedly  be  brought  before  the  coming  Legislature,  your 
Board  feel  certain  that  nothing  definite  can  be  expected 
until  next  year,  and  possibly  later. 

Your  Board  being  satisfied  that  any  benefits  which  might 
be  derived  from  a  connection  with  the  Metropolitan  Park 
System  could  not  be  realized  within  such  time  as  our  citizens 
might  reasonabl}'  expect  to  have  park  improvements,  and 
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feeling  that  the  town  desired  immediate  action  in  relation  to 
local  reservations,  your  Commissioners  at  once  took  up  the 
matter  of  locating  some  small  parks. 

Your  Commissioners  believe  that  one  important  demand 
at  the  present  time  is  a  suitable  and  adequate  play  ground  or 
grounds,  to  be  used  by  the  chiUlren,  and  in  connection  with 
which  snuill  park  areas  should  be  provided  for  the  general 
public,  to  be  developed  from  time  to  time  as  the  Town  may 
see  fit,  and  which  also  might  be  made  a  part  of  a  more  ex- 
tended system  of  Parks. 

Many  localities  in  the  Town  have  been  personally  ex- 
amined and  plans  made  of  some,  which  have  been  carefully 
discussed.  As  a  result  of  these  examinations  and  discussions, 
two  places  seemed  to  be  best  adapted  for  such  general  pur- 
poses, viz.:  The  land  on  the  Charles  River,  bounded  by 
Ames,  Fuller  and  Bridge  streets,  containing  about  twenty 
acres,  and  on  which  is  located  the  Old  Powder  House,  and 
the  land  bounded  by  Colburn,  Maverick  and  Curve  streets, 
together  with  land  between  Colburn  Street  and  Mother 
Brook,  containing  about  fourteen  and  three-quarters  acres. 

The  land  adjoining  the  Avery  School  has  been  considered, 
but  being  of  so  small  area,  and  being  so  far  and  distinctly 
separated  from  the  other  property,  it  did  not  seem  wise  to 
recommend  its  taking.  Your  Commissioners  suggest  that  it 
be  taken  by  the  School  Board  and  added  to  the  Avery 
School  lot. 

Your  Commissioners  felt  that  these  properties,  if  taken 
for  Park  purposes,  would  be  convenient  to  all  parts  of  the 
town,  and,  containing  as  they  do  about  thirty-five  acres, 
would  embrace  sufficient  area  for  places  of  recreation 
and  admit  of  desirable  improvements,  such  as  the  construc- 
tion of  walks,  play-grounds,  bath  houses,  skating  ponds,  etc. 

Not  w^ishing  to  rely  entirely  upon  its  judgment,  the 
Board  voted  to  ask  Messrs.  Aspinwall  &  Lincoln,  the  well- 
known  Landscape  Surveyors  and  Engineers,  to  go  over  the 
various  properties  and  give  their  opinion  as  to  which  were 
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the  raost  desirable.  Tliey  favored  the  territory  on  Ames 
street  and  Maverick  street.  l\[aps  showing  the  possible  de- 
velopment were  submitted  by  them,  together  with  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  making  improvements  on  each. 

Your  Commissioners  felt  that  the  money  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  play-grounds  could  be  best  expended  with 
greater  immediate  financial  benefit  to  the  Town  by  taking 
some  tract  of  undeveloped  land  near  the  centre  and  expend- 
ing the  money  on  this.  A  location  was  found  on  the  pro- 
posed Whiting  Avenue  extension,  adjoining  the  property 
now  held  for  the  Town  by  Trustees,  under  deed  of 
Eliphalet  Stone,  which  seemed  capable  for  such  development. 
Surveys  were  made  and,  prices  obtained,  and  it  was  found 
that  the  same  could  be  taken  and  the  play-ground  constructed 
for  practically  the  same  amount  as  would  be  required  to  con- 
struct the  play-grounds  on  the  other  two.  An  examination 
of  the  proposed  Whiting  Avenue  showed  that  it  was  de- 
sirable to  change  the  proposed  location  of  the  same  in  order 
to  provide  greater  area  for  the  play-ground.  The  additional 
grading  of  the  proposed  street  thus  made  necessary,  to  be 
used  in  constructing  the  proposed  new  play-ground,  and  if 
the  proposed  Whiting  Avenue  extension  is  constructed  at 
this  time,  and  done  in  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  Park 
Commissioners,  it  will  be  a  saving  to  the  Town.  Suggestions 
to  this  effect  were  made  to  the  Selectmen,  who  have  voted  to 
lay  out  the  street.  This  proposed  play-ground  is  about  3500 
feet  from  Memorial  HaU,  2800  feet  from  Oakdale,  and  2000 
feet  from  Boyden's  Square ;  it  also  has  railroad  facilities 
very  near. 

After  having  considered  the  whole  matter  carefully, 
the  Board  believe  that  it  is  desirable  for  the  Town,  under 
the  Act  of  1882,  to  own  the  three  properties  above  men- 
tioned, excepting  the  land  on  which  the  boat-house  stands  on 
the  Ames  Street  property,  and  recommend  that  the  Town 
appropriate  the  following  amounts  for  the  payment  of  the 
same  : —

Of  the  above  properties  your  Commissioners  have  ob- 
tained and  recorded  bonds  of  conveyance  from  the  owners, 
excepting  Mrs.  Lathrop,  C.  S.  Churchill,  and  the  Merchants 
Woolen  Company. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  Commissioners  to  call  the  territory 
OD  Ames  Street,  Powder  Rock  PaPwK  ;  that  on  Maverick 
Street,  Avery  Park  ;  and  that  on  the  proposed  Whiting 
Avenue  extension,  Stone  Park. 

As  to  the  desirability  of  these  places  for  the  purposes 
for  which  the  Commissioners  propose  to  devote  them,  the 
report  of  Messrs.  Aspinwall  &  Lincoln,  which  is  herewith 
submitted,  seems  to  thoroughly  cover  the  ground.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  maps  will  give  all  a  clear  idea  of  what 
developments  are  possible. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  make  any  immediate  improvement 
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beyond  the  necessary  clearing  of  the  woods,  and  trimming 
the  trees,  except  on  Stone  Park,  upon  which  the  Commis- 
sioners intend  to  begin  work  at  once,  and  as  this  work  will 
be  nearly  all  labor  (no  material  needing  to  be  purchased), 
it  cannot  but  be  of  advantage  to  the  citizens  of  the  town 
desiring  work  this  winter.  The  Commissioners  feel  that  the 
work  should  be  done  by  town  laborers,  and  that  the  price 
for  such  labor  should  be  left  with  the  Labor  Commissioners 
already  appointed  by  the  town. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  board,  that  the  parks 
being  for  future  benefit  as  well  as  present,  the  payment  of 
the  same  should  be  extended  over  the  longest  period 
possible.  Under  the  statutes  the  town  can  borrow  for  ten 
years.  Your  Commissioners  believe  that  this  period  should 
be  extended  if  possible  to  not  exceeding  fifty  years,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent.,  and  special  legishi- 
tion  allowing  this  asked  from  the  coming  Legislature,  and 
ask  to  be  empowered  to  petition  in  behalf  of  the  town  for 
authority  to  borrow  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars,  payable  within  a  term  not  exceeding  fifty  years,  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent.,  a  proposed 
form  of  which  act  is  herewith  submitted.  The  object  in 
asking  for  more  than  the  amount  now  recommended  being  to 
place  the  town  in  position  to  improve  and  extend  its  Park 
System  from  time  to  time  if  it  shall  so  vote,  under  the  privi- 
lege of  a  fifty  years'  loan. 

Until  the  result  of  such  proposed  legislation  is  deter- 
mined, your  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  money  be 
borrowed  for  ten  years  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
four  per  cent. ;  the  Town  reserving  the  right  to  fund  or  ex- 
change said  h)an  at  any  time  for  the  fifty  3'ears.  The 
interest  on  the  proposed  loan  at  four  per  cent,  is  81800  per 
year,  and  under  a  ten  years'  loan  the  yearly  sinking  fund 
would  be  an  addition  of  -S-SBOO  more,  making  a  total  to  be 
provided  by  the  Town  each  year  of  -^5400,  wliich  on  the 
present  vahiation  of  six  million  dollars,  would  add  a  tax 
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■of  90  cents  on  each  one  thoasand  dollars  property ;  and 
under  a  fifty  years'  loan  the  sinking  fund  requirement 
would  be  8450  per  year,  making  a  total,  with  interest  of 
^2250,  which  on  the  same  valuation,  would  add  37  J  cents  tax 
<in  each  one  thousand  dollars  property,  a  sum  which  all  must 
admit  will  not  be  a  burden.  If  the  same  results  come  to 
Dedham  as  have  followed  in  many  other  places,  the  increased 
valuation  incident  to  the  establishment  of  the  Parks  will 
more  than  pay  both  interest  and  sinking  fund  within  a  few 
years. 

Your  Commissioners  recognize  the  fact  that  no  provision 
has  been  made  for  West  Dedham,  but  they  feel  that  nothing 
should  be  done  in  that  part  of  the  town  until  action  has  been 
taken  on  the  highway  improvements  already  proposed  for 
that  locality. 

With  the  desire  to  bring  the  result  of  our  work  before 
the  citizens  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  thereby  affording 
employment  through  the  winter,  and  if  possible  to  have  the 
Parks  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  people  during  the  coming 
summer,  the  Selectmen  have  been  asked  to  call  a  special 
town  meeting  for  action  upon  the  following  articles,  viz : —

nestly urging  that  they  be  adopted  by  the  Town.

ize said  Committee  to  join  in  its  behalf,  for  the  purposes  herein 
stated,  with  any  other  cities  or  towns  in  any  common  plan  that 
may  seem  to  them  advisable. 

•  Article  Five — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Town  at  the  town  meeting  held  on  the  eleventh 
day  of  December,  A.  D.  1804,  with  reference  to  the  acquisition  of 
the  Powder  Rock  lot  and  the  Avery  lot,  so  called,  for  park  pur- 
poses, as  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners, 
presented  at  that  meeting. 

Article  Six — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Committee 
referred  to  in  the  last  article,  with  reference  to  the  method  of 
raising  money  necessary-  to  purchase  and  improve  the  Stone  Park, 
so  called,  appropriated  at  the  meeting  of  the  Town  held  on  the 
eleventh  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1894. 

Article  Seven — To  act  on  such  portions  of  the  report  of  the 
Park  Commissioners,  submitted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Town  held 
on  the  eleventh  day  bl  December,  A.  D.  1804,  as  have  not  been 
fully  acted  on. 

Article  Eight — To  see  what  further  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  appropriate  for  park  purposes,  and  to  determine  the 
method  of  raising  the  same. 

Article  Nine — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Park  Commissioners  to  petition  the  General  Court  in  its  behalf 
for  the  passage  of  an  act  granting  to  the  Town  substantially  the 
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powers  set  out  in  a  bill  relating  to  a  loan  for  park  purposes, 
suggested  in  the  said  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedham, 
in  said  County,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  held  in  pursuance 
of  the  foregoing  warrant,  in  Memorial  Hall,  in  said  town,  on 
Wednesday,  the  second  day  of  January,  A:  D.  1895.  The  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  at  the  time  mentioned  in  said  warrant  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  who  presided  at  the  choice  of  Moderator. 

Article  One — John  R.  BuUard  was  chosen  Moderator  by 
written  ballot,  in  receiving  which  the  check  list  was  used. 

Voted  to  take  up  Article  Six. 

Article  Six — Voted  that  the  Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  borrow  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  land  and 
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the  improvement  of  the  so  called  Stone  Park,  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  ($8750)  dollars  upon  the  note  or 
notes  of  the  town,  payable  in  annual  instalments  of  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-five  (S875)  dollars  over  a  period  of  ten  years,  with 
interest  payable  semi-annually,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per 
cent,  per  annum,  one  hundred  two  persons  voting  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  thirty  persons  voting  in  the  negative,  and  the  Moderator 
declared  the  same  passed  by  more  than  a  two  thirds  vote. 

Voted  that  Articles  Seven  and  Nine  be  taken  up  and  acted 
on  together. 

Articles  Seven  and  Nine — Voted  that  the  purchase  of  the 
proposed  Powder  Rock  and  Avery  Parks  be  referred  to  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  town.  That  the  Park  Commissioners  are 
hereby  requested  to  present  additional  locations  for  the  consid- 
eration of  the  town  at  said  meeting. 

That  the  said  Commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  requested  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  the  passage 
of  a  bill  granting  to  the  town  the  right  to  borrow  for  Park  pur- 
poses a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  a  term  not  exceeding  fifty  years,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Article  Eight — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Voted  that  articles  two,  three  and  four  be  taken  up  and  acred 
upon  together. 

Articles  Two,  Three  and  Four — Voted  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  mentioned  in  Articles  Two  and  Three  be  accepted, 
and  the  report  is  as  follows  : — 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  SYSTEM  OF  SEWERAGE. 
To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedha?n  : — 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1803  to 
secure  legislation  to  include  Dedham  in  the  metropolitan  system 
of  drainage,  upon  whom,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1804,  was  im- 
posed the  further  duty  of  presenting  to  the  town  a  comprehensive 
report  with  estimates  in  relation  to  the  subject  of  sewerage,  pre- 
sent the  following  report: 
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At  the  outset,  a  recital  of  the  scope  of  the  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  Act,  passed  in  1889,  seems  necessary  for  the  better 
understanding  of  the  suggestions  your  committee  desire  to  make. 

The  metropolitan  sewerage  commissioners  under  that  Act 
have  proceeded  to  construct  two  main  trunk  sewers,  one  passing 
through  Woburn,  Winchester,  and  adjoining  towns  to  Chelsea 
and  Winthrop  and  discharging  at  Deer  Island,  and,  the  other  pass- 
ing down  the  valley  of  the  Charles  River  through  Waltham, 
Newton,  Watertown,  Brookline  and  Cambridge  to  Boston,  where 
it  is  connected  with  the  Boston  system  of  sewers,  which  discharges 
at  Moon  Island. 

Both  of  these  trunk  lines  were  laid  out  in  accordance  with 
plans  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  substantially 
as  reported  by  the  Drainage  Commission  in  1886,  and  are  now 
nearly  completed. 

This  commission  has  constructed  trunk  sewers  only,  and  has 
left  each  city  or  town  to  construct  at  its  own  cost,  its  own  local 
system  of  sewers  to  connect  therewith,  as  by  law  it  can  be  com- 
pelled to  do. 

To  meet  the  expense  of  construction  of  the  sewers  built  by 
such  commissioners,  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  was,  by 
the  Act  of  1889,  authorized  to  raise  on  the  credit  of  the  State  five 
million  dollars  by  loan  not  exceeding  forty  years  in  duration,  and 
to  establish  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the  same  at  maturity. 

By  the  same  Act,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  was  authorized 
to  appoint  once  in  every  five  years  a  board  of  three  commissioners, 
not  residents  of  any  of  the  cities  or  towns  interested,  to  determine 
the  proportion  each  of  the  cities  or  towns  through  which  such 
trunk  sewers  pass,  shall  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  each  year  of 
such  five  year  term,  to  meet  the  interest  and  requirements  of  the 
sinking  fund  on  the  above  mentioned  loan. 

This  Act  has  at  different  times  been  before  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  for  consideration  and  construction,  and  has  been 
fully  sustained. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  it  was  not  feasible,  on  account  of 
the  .distance,  to  attempt  any  connection  of  the  Dedham  sewer  sys- 
tem with  the  trunk  sewer  laid  out  by  this  Commission  as  stated, 
for  the  lower  Charles  River  valley,  much  less  with  their  more 
northerly  trunk  line.    Your  committee '  therefore  abandoned  the 
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attempt  to  secure  legislation  to  include  Dedham  in  this  system  on 
learning  the  plans  of  the  Commission. 

The  Drainage  Commission  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to 
examine  the  facilities  for  drainage  of  the  principal  cities  and 
towns  of  the  State  not  properly  provided  for,  in  its  report  in  1886, 
considered  the  needs  of  this  locality  and  recommended  as  the 
most  advantageous  system  for  Dedham  and  Hyde  Park,  the  con- 
struction of  a  trunk  sewer  beginning  at  the  "Red  Bridge"  so 
called,  on  High  Street,  and  after  running  on  that  street  some 
distance,  then  turning  toward  Mother  Brook  near  the  Brookdale 
Cemetery  and  following  the  course  of  that  stream  through  Dedham 
and  Hyde  Park,  along  the  valley  of  the  Neponset  River,  till  it 
reaches  the  Boston  system  at  Mattapan,  and  thence  by  that  sys- 
tem to  Moon  Island.  No  pumping  would  be  required  by  this 
plan  except  at  the  discharge  outlet  at  Moon  Island. 

At  the  present  time,  the  city  of  Boston  is  seeking  relief  for 
its  increasing  population  in  such  portions  of  its  territory  as  lie 
South  and  West  of  the  ridge  of  land  dividing  the  water  sheds  in- 
clining toward  Roslindale  and  Jamaica  Plain  from  those  tending 
toward  Charles  River,  Mother  Brook  and  the  Neponset  River, 
which  ridge  crosses  the  N.  Y.,  N.  PI.  &  H.  R.  R.  just  South  of 
Highland  station.  It  has  laid  out  a  plan  for  a  trunk  sewer  some 
eight  miles  in  length,  starting  at  the  extreme  Southwesterly  part 
of  this  last  water  shed,  where  the  boundaries  of  Newton,  Brook- 
line  and  the  city  meet,  and  running  Easterly,  striking  the  Dedham 
line  not  far  from  the  railroad  bridge  over  Mother  Brook,  and 
thence  continuing  along  the  valley  of  that  brook  and  that  of  the 
Neponset  River  through  Hyde  Park  and  thence  to  Moon  Island, 
such  sewer  being  built  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  increas- 
ing needs  of  all  the  territory  through  which  it  passes. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  line  will  follow  practically  the  route 
recommended  for  Dedham  by  the  Drainage  Commission  of  1886. 
The  local  system  of  Dedham  could  easily  join  this  trunk  line  at 
the  corner  of  Curve  and  Washington  streets,  or  perhaps  better  on 
Maverick  street,  near  the  dye  house. 

While  no  formal  action  has  yet  been  taken  by  the  city  govern- 
ment on  the  report  recommending  the  building  of  such  a  trunk 
sewer,  the  city  authorities,  your  committee  has  ascertained,  think 
it  best  for  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  Commission  to  be  granted 
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anthority  to  construct  this  trunk  sev/er,  the  cost  thereof,  estimated 
at  about  $470,000,  to  be  paid  by  loan  raised  by  the  State,  which 
is  to  be  reimbursed  in  the  same  v/ay  as  in  the  Act  of  1^80,  before 
referred  to,  by  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Newton  and  the  towns  of 
Brookline,  Dedham  and  Hyde  Park,  commissioners  being  ap- 
pointed every  five  years  to  duly  apportion  the  same  among  such 
cities  and  towns  their  part  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges.  This  method  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  Commission 
have  also  informally  indorsed. 

The  proportionate  part  that  Dedham  will  be  called  upon  to 
pay  of  the  cost  of  this  trunk  line  sewer  is  estimated  at  from 
$70,000  to  $75,000,  which  will  be  met  by  annual  payments  to  the 
State  extending  through  the  period  of  the  loan,  probably  forty 
years. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  paid  by  the  town  of  Dedham  for 
the  use  of  the  Boston  sewers  from  Mattapan  to  Mcon  Island,  a 
distance  of  about  ten  miles,  and  for  the  increased  expense  of 
pumping  there,  based  upon  Uke  charges  to  the  cities  and  towns 
using  the  existing  trunk  sewer  before  referred  to  in  the  valley  of 
the  Charles  River,  which  connects  with  the  Boston  .system  at 
Huntington  Avenue,  a  charge  which,  on  careful  examination  your 
committee  estimate  will  not  exceed  $.3000  per  annum  on  the 
average,  for  a  long  period  of  years. 

Your  committee  consider  this  plan,  outlined  by  the  city 
authorities  of  Boston  of  a  trunk  sewer  to  be  built  by  the  Metro- 
politan Sewerage  Commission,  by  funds  raised  and  to  be  repaid 
in  the  same  manner  as  under  the  existing  Act  of  1889  referred  to, 
to  be  the  most  advantageous  and  cheapest  that  could  be  devised 
for  this  town. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  contingencies  that  may  arise  in  pre- 
senting any  plan  to  the  Legislature  for  ratification,  where  so  many 
different  municipalities  are  interested,  it  has  been  thought  more 
prudent  to  ask  for  a  broad  authority  from  the  town  for  your  com- 
mittee, as  set  forth  in  the  fourth  article  in  the  warrant  for  the 
meeting  at  which  this  report  will  be  presented,  so  that  it  may  co- 
operate in  any  common  plan  for  the  end  desired  which  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  such  municipalities,  or  their  committees,  or  which 
it  may  be  thought  best  to  finally  present  to  the  Legislature. 

The  system  of  local  sewers  extending  through  the  more 
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thickly  settled  portions  of  the  town  to  connect  with  the  trunk 
sewer  will  have  to  be  built  by  the  town  itself  as  a  separate  enter- 
prise. Such  a  system  should  be  co-extensive  with  and  cover  prac 
tically  the  same  territory  ultimately,  as  the  system  of  supply  pipes 
of  the  Dedham  Water  Company.  These,  at  the  time  water  was 
first  introduced,  had  an  extent  of  something  over  nine  miles,  and 
now  cover  a  little  more  than  double  that  distance. 

The  town  is  fortunate  in  being  able  to  reduce  the  expense  of 
laying  a  local  system  of  sewers  through  our  streets  by  reason  of 
already  having  in  its  possession  an  enlarged  set  of  plans  prepared 
a  few  years  ago,  showing  the  varying  street  grades,  and  compe- 
tent authorities  estimate  that  such  a  local  system  could  be  built, 
sufficient  in  extent  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  present 
and  of  the  future  for  many  years,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $75,000, 
of  which  amount  about  $40,000  would  probably  be  paid  back  in 
assessments  upon  individual  estates. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  for  authority  to  secure  legis- 
lation to  enable  the  town  to  raise  a  loan  extending  over  40  years, 
to  meet  the  expense  estimated.

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By  the  possession  of  a  sewer  system,  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  will  be  reheved  from  the  payment  of  such  sums  as  are  now 
required  for  the  cleaning  of  vaults  and  cesspools.  This  saving, 
your  commission  is  informed,  will  reach  the  sum  of  $6,000 
annually,  as  estimated  by  the  Town  board  of  health,  after  a  care- 
ful examination,  or,  in  other  words  we  will  save  the  interest  on 
$150,000,  a  sum  larger  than  the  total  net  indebtedness  to  be  in- 
curred by  the  Town  for  the  entire  sewerage  system. 

The  advantage  and  necessity  of  securing  a  sewer  system  for 
the  Town  require  no  elaboration.  It  renders  the  town  more  de- 
sirable as  a  residence  for  ourselves  and  for  new  comers.  All 
danger  from  the  jail  sewerage,  of  which  many  have  at  times  been 
apprehensive,  will  be  obviated. 

In  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  our  villages,  and  especially  in 
the  numerous  localities  where  the  filtration  of  sewerage  is 
rendered  practically  impossible  at  the  present  time,  the  soil  being 
hard  pan,  or  ledgey,  or  otherwise  impervious  to  liquids  by  reason 
of  saturation  of  sewerage,  and  where  many  persons  are  brought 
together,  as  in  the  case  of  our  public  schools,  the  danger  to 
health  is  great,  and  the  demand  for  better  drainage  facilities  is 
very  urgent.  Your  board  of  health  will  fully  substantiate  these 
assertions. 

Finally,  your  committee  desire  to  place  the  'situation  fully 
before  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town.  In  their  opinion  it  is  as 
follows  : 

1.  The  trunk  sewer  mentioned  will  undoubtedly  be  built 
through  the  valley  of  Mother  Brook  and  the  Neponset  River, 
either  by  the  City  of  Boston,  or  by  a  commission  empowered  by 
the  Legislature,  probably  the  latter. 

2.  The  Town  of  Dedham  will  be  forced  to  contribute  its 
proper  share  toward  the  cost  of  construction  of  this  trunk  sewer 
by  appropriate  legislation,  whether  it  wishes  to  or  not,  and 
whether  it  connects  with  and  uses  such  sewer  or  not,  as  has  been 
the  case  with  some  of  the  cities  and  towns  through  which  the 
metropolitan  sewers  now  pass. 

3.  That  the  plan  above  set  forth  for  co-operation  in  joining 
a  local  sewer  system  for  the  town  with  such  a  trunk  line,  will 
al5ne  enable  us  to  secure  any  benefit  from  the  expense  the  Town 
must  pay  on  account  of  the  construction  of  this  trunk  sewer. 
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4.  That,  by  voluntarily  co-operating  at  the  present  time 
with  the  City  of  Boston  and  other  municipalities  interested  in 
securing  the  proposed  legislation,  the  Town  will  be  better  able  to 
secure  a  proper  recognition  of  its  interests. 

5.  That  the  plan  proposed,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
money  is  originally  borrowed  by  the  State,  practically  allows  the 
Town  to  fund  its  indebtedness  for  a  trunk  sewer  at  about  three 
per  cent,  interest. 

6.  That  ei'efttiiaUy  the  State  Board  of  Health  may,  through 
legislation,  cause  the  Town  to  be  compelled  to  connect  with  such 
a  trunk  sewer,  if  it  is  not  done  voluntarily  by  us. 

7.  That  a  system  of  sewerage  can  alone  render  our  homes 
and  their  surroundings  healthful,  will  be  for  the  benefit  of  our 
children  and  successors,  and  will,  by  the  plan  of  loans  proposed, 
be  paid  for  in  considerable  measure,  by  them  as  well  as  ourselves.

Article  Five — The  report  made  by  the  Committee  mentioned 
in  this  article  was  presented  and  it  was  voted  that  the  report  be 
accepted.    The  report  was  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  UPON  THE  PROPOSED 
AVERY  PARK  AND  POWDER  ROCK  PARK. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dedham  : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  town  meeting  held  Tuesday, 
December  11,  1804,  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  matters  of 
the  proposed  Avery  Park  and  Powder  Rock  Park  and  kindred 
matters,  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

The  votes  under  which  they  were  appointed  were  as  follows : 
Voted — That   the  matter  of  the  proposed  Avery  Park  and 
Powder  Rock  Park  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  to  report 
at  an  adjournment  of  this  meeting  or  at  a  future  meeting,  and 
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that  said  committee  report  also  upon  other  matters  of  probable 
expense  and  indebtedness,  as  far  as  pertinent  to  the  matter  of 
park  appropriations. 

Voted — That  the  manner  of  raising  the  said  sum  of  $8,750 
(the  amount  appropriated  for  Stone  Park),  and  any  other  sums 
which  may  be  appropriated  for  park  purposes,  be  referred  to  said 
committee  of  five. 

Avery  Park. 

In  the  case  of  the  proposed  Avery  Park,  no  price  has  been 
fixed  by  the  owners  of  the  land,  but  the  proposition  is  that  the 
land  be  taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain.  The  Park  Act  pro- 
vides that  no  land  shall  be  so  taken  until  the  town  shall  have 
made  an  appropriation  equal  to  the  "  estimated  expense."  This 
estimate,  your  committee  understand,  must  be  a  formal  estimate 
of  the  Park  Commissioners.  It  appears  by  the  Park  Com- 
missioners' report  that  the  real  estate  proposed  to  be  taken 
includes  a  number  of  buildings.  Since  the  land  cannot  be  taken 
without  the  buildings,  the  "  expense  "  will  be  made  up  in  part  by 
the  value  of  the  buildings.  The  Park  Commissioners  have  pre- 
sented an  estimate  as  to  the  value  of  the  land,  but  none  as  to 
that  of  the  buildings.  There  is  therefore  no  estimate  of  the 
"  expense,"  but  only  an  estimate  of  one  element  of  the  expense  ; 
and  there  seems  therefore  to  be  no  basis  for  a  legal  appropria- 
tion. For  a  legal  appropriation,  it  will  be  necessary  that  there 
be  an  estimate  embracing  the  real  estate  in  its  entirety, — land  and 
buildings.  The  Park  Commissioners  propose  that  the  town 
permit  the  removal  of  the  buildings,  and  allow  $2600  "  toward  " 
the  expense  of  the  removal.  This  would  be  all  very  well  if  the 
owner,  the  Merchants'  Woolen  Company,  would  agree  to  remove 
the  buildings  and  accept  this  sum  toward  the  cost  of  removal. 
The  company,  however,  proposes  no  such  thing.  On  the  contrary, 
at  the  last  town  meeting,  it  gave  notice  that  in  case  of  a  taking- 
of  the  land  it  would  not  remove  the  buildings,  but  would  hold  the 
town  for  their  value.  The  Park  Commissioners'  suggestion  of  a 
removal  allowance,  therefore,  counts  for  nothing. 

But,  aside  from  this  legal  difficulty,  there  are  important 
practical  considerations  in  respect  of  the  expense. 

An  estimate  such  as  the  statute  requires  would  hardly  be 
less  than  the  assessed  values.    These  values  are  as  follows  :

Since  the  Park  Commissioners,  where  they  have  taken  bonds 
for  the  other  parks,  have  in  no  instance  gone  below  the  assessed 
value,  and  have  in  many  cases  at  least  doubled  it,  there  seems  to 
be  reason  to  fear  that  a  jury  might  do  the  same  in  this  case. 

An  estimate,  to  present  the  matter  justly,  should,  further- 
more, take  into  view  the  question  of  depreciation  to  the  rest  of 
the  mill  property  by  the  taking  of  the  mill  houses.  It  seldom 
happens  that  one  part  of  a  manufacturing  plant  can  be  taken 
without  damage  to  the  rest.  In  this  case,  the  mill  plant  as  a 
whole  is  in  the  market.  The  owners  state  that  the  mill  will  be 
made  unsalable  by  the  proposed  taking  of  the  mill  houses,  and 
have  given  notice  that  they  will,  in  case  of  the  taking,  hold  the 
town  liable  for  serious  damage  to  the  value  of  the  mill.  There 
seems  to  be  no  question  that  this  position  is  sound  in  law,  and 
therefore  that  there  is  a  serious  danger  that  by  the  proposed  tak- 
ing the  town  might  be  involved  in  a  large  expense  for  damage  to 
the  mill. 

Every  one  has  a  legal  right  to  choose  for  himself  a  location 
for  his  buildings,  and  the  law  does  not  require  him  to  take  them 
away  to  such  location  as  a  jury  may  think  proper,  and  to  credit 
the  town  with  their  supposed  value. 

The  buildings  are  large  and  many  of  them  are  old,  and  the 
removal  of  them  without  injury  might,  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee, prove  to  be  so  difficult  and  costly  as  to  be  utterly  out  of 
the  question. 

Once  taken,  they  will  belong  to  the  town ;  they  will  be,  in 
the  commercial  phrase,  "old  buildings  to  be  sold  for  removal." 
Every  one  knows  what  such  buildings  bring,  and  the  former  owner 
stands  like  any  stranger  as  to  them. 

It  is  no  answer  to  the  company's  claim  to  say  that  if  the 
company  should  decline  to  take  the  $2600  and  to  remove  the 
buildings,  this  would  be  a  confession  that  the  buildings  were  of 
no  value. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  any  such  expense  as  may  be  in- 
curred for  buildings  taken,  or  for  damage  to  the  mill,  will  repre- 
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sent  no  advantage  to  the  town  or  to  any  of  its  inhabitants,  either 
in  park  space  or  in  labor,  but  will  represent  mere  destruction  of 
existing  values  ;  while  the  same  amount  expended  for  mere  land, 
at  the  fair  value  of  the  land  itself  and  for  improvement  of  it,  would 
mean  so  much  more  or  better  park  facilities,  and  expenditure  of 
money  in  the  town  for  labor. 

For  these  reasons  it  seems  to  your  committee  that,  even  if 
the  Avery  Park  proposition  were  legally  before  the  town  for 
action,  it  would,  for  practical  reasons,  be  an  unwise  one. 

Powder  Rock  Park. 

In  the  case  of  this  park,  some  of  the  real  estate  has  been 
bonded ;  the  rest  is  proposed  to  be  taken  by  right  of  eminent 
domain.  The  parcels  bonded,  their  assessed  valuation,  the  prices 
agreed  upon,  and  the  Park  Commissioners'  estimate  upon  the

It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  where  prices  have  been  fixed  by 
agreement,  they  largely  exceed  the  assessed  valuation. 

From  this  it  would  seem  open  to  question  whether  the  com- 
missioners' estimate  upon  the  Lathrop  land  can  be  safely  relied 
on.  That  land  is  rough  and  uneven,  and  would  be  expensive  to 
grade,  but  it  is  high  and  picturesque  ;  it  is  fairly  well  wooded  ;  it 
is  one  of  the  very  few  sites  now  available  for  a  gentleman's 
residence  within  a  short  distance  of  the  village  ;  it  has  a  frontage 
on  the  river  and  on  Bridge  and  Fuller  streets ;  at  the  latter  point 
it  lies  opposite  a  large  and  valuable  estate,  which  is  a  guaranty 
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for  many  years  to  come  of  the  residential  character  of  the 
neighborhood ;  and  opposite,  across  the  river,  and  for  a  long 
way  up  and  down  stream,  are  large  and  well-kept  estates  of  the 
Water  Company  and  of  private  owners,  all  likely  to  remain  for  a 
long  time  in  their  present  attractive  condition.  It  is  believed 
that  tlie  land  has  cost  several  times  the  amount  of  the  com- 
mittee's estimate,  and  that  much  more  than  such  estimate  has 
been  offered  for  it  and  declined.  Your  committee  have  not 
undertaken  to  form  any  opinion  of  its  value,  but  they  suggest 
that  a  jury  might  possibly  consider  the  land  worth,  for  residential 
purposes,  what  Mrs.  Lathrop  asks  for  it.  Whatever  may  be  its 
real  value,  the  question  of  its  value  is  one  upon  which  no  two 
men  would  be  likely  to  agree,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  of  a 
compulsory  taking  of  it  from  the  owner. 

Owing  to  the  wide  range  of  possible  estimates  of  the  value, 
it  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  town,  if  it  decides,  on  account 
of  its  great  natural  beauty,  to  take  it,  should  recognize  the  possi- 
bility of  a  much  greater  expense  than  the  estimate. 

Of  the  expense  of  the  Brown  homestead  estate,  S7,000 
(the  proportionate  increase  in  the  contract  price)  represents  a 
good  house  and  stable.  The  Park  Act  provides  that  no  building 
of  more  than  six  hundred  square  feet  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  park  grounds.  These  buildings,  or  all  but  a  fragment  of 
one  of  them,  would,  therefore,  have  to  be  sold  for  removal. 
The  cost  of  removal  would  depend,  of  course,  in  part  upon  the 
distance ;  but  your  committee,  upon  inquiry,  are  of  opinion 
that  the  town  could  not  hope  to  realize  any  substantial  amount 
for  them.  Of  the  total  expense,  then,  for  the  Powder  Rock 
Park,  87,000  would  be  lost  by  the  destruction  of  the  present 
value  of  these  buildings.  In  thickly  settled  communities,  or  in 
the  case  of  great  parks,  loss  of  this  character  is  often  inevitable 
but  your  committee  think  it  unfortunate  that  in  a  town  with  so 
much  picturesque,  unimproved  land  as  Dedham  includes,  it 
should  be  deemed  necessary  to  devote  $7,000  in  a  single  small 
park  to  the  destruction  of  buildings  and  tax  value  for  the  sake  of 
securing  the  land,  or  any  sum  approximating  to  that  amount.  The 
sum  could  be  much  more  judiciously  expended,  in  the  judgment 
of  your  committee,  in  buying  more  land,  or  in  labor  in  park 
improvement.    At  the  present  moment  there  is  publicly  offered 
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for  sale  at  just  about  the  price  proposed  to  be  paid  for  the 
practical  destruction  of  the  Brown  buildings,  a  fine  tract  of  seven 
or  eight  acres,  wooded,  with  a  fine  river  frontage  on  Bridge 
♦street.  Your  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  Powder 
Hock  Park  plan,  at  least  in  its  present  form,  and  without  impor- 
tant cjiange,  is  not  a  wise  one. 

Betterments. 

The  Park  Commissioners,  in  their  report,  do  not  discuss  the 
question  of  betterments.  The  Park  Act  authorizes  the  assess- 
ment of  betterments  upon  abutting  estates,  and  estates  on  streets 
bounded  by  the  park. 

For  reasons  stated  above,  and  from  the  character  of  the 
property,  no  betterments  could,  in  the  judgment  of  your  commit- 
tee, be  expected  from  the  Merchants'  Woolen  Company's  estate. 
The  value  of  the  other  estates  might  be  increased  by  the  park, 
and  some  return  from  them,  in  betterments,  might  be  expected  ; 
but  as  their  assessed  valuation  is  not  large,  such  return  would 
probably  not  very  largely  reduce  the  burden  to  the  town. 

In  the  case  of  the  Powder  Rock  Park  a  peculiar  question 
arises  in  respect  of  betterments.  The  Park  Commissioners  under- 
stand that  the  estates  having  a  river  frontage  extend  to  the 
middle  (or,  rather,  the  "thread")  of  the  river,  and  that  the  town 
would  therefore  take  to  the  thread  of  the  stream,  and  would  thus 
be  able  to  protect  the  river  frontage  of  the  park.  Your  committee 
understand  this  position  to  be  sound.  It  follows  from  it  that  the 
estates  opposite,  on  the  south  bank,  from  Ames  street  to  Bridge 
street,  own  to  the  thread  of  the  stream  (a  title  long  asserted  by 
the  maintenance  of  boat-houses,  and  by  filling  close  to  shore)  ; 
that  those  estates  and  the  Powder  Rock  Park  would  therefore 
eet  and  abut  at  the  thread  of  the  stream,  and  that  these  estates 
are  therefore  liable  to  betterment  assessments.  The  committee 
are  not  now  spea  king  of  the  propriety  of  assessing  betterments 
upon  those  estates,  but  only  of  their  legal  liability  to  betterments. 
The  estates  liable  to  betterment  assessments  for  the  Powder  Rock 
Park  would  embrace  the  property  of  F.  J.  Stimson,  J.  R.  Bullard, 
Mary  Bullard,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Burgess,  Mrs.  George  Hewins,  Winslow 
Warren,  Dr.  H.  P.  Quincy,  J.  A.  Laforme,  the  Dei^ham  Water 
Company,  Albert  W.  Nickerson  estate,  and  the  property  of  all 
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other  persons  abutting  on  such  park  or  on  streets  leading  thereto, 
and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof,  irrespective  of  whether  they 
actually  joined  the  park  itself  or  not. 

It  is,  of  course,  of  the  first  importance  to  the  voters  to  be 
able  to  judge  how  far  the  expense  of  the  proposed  Powder  Rock 
Park  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  town,  or  how  far  it  might  be 
reduced  by  betterments.  Your  committee  feel  that  the  question 
is  a  very  difficult  one.  Some  persons  might  consider  the  opposite 
river-front  estates  greatly  benefited  by  having  the  north  bank 
kept  permanently  open  and  beautified  by  the  town.  Others 
might  think  it  highly  technical  and  artificial  to  call  these  estates 
abutting  estates.  The  same  thing  is  true  of  the  estates  on  Ames 
street  not  immediately  opposite  the  park,  and  of  the  whole,  or  all 
but  a  small  fraction,  of  the  extensive  Albert  W.  Nickerson  estate, 
— a  park  in  itself.  The  estimate  will  rest  in  the  first  instance 
with  Park  Commissioners  to  be  hereafter  elected,  and  not  neces- 
sarily with  a  board  composed  of  the  present  members  or  all  of 
them.  Your  committee  think  that  it  would  be  useless  for  them, 
even  if  it  should  be  possible,  to  give  their  conjectures  upon  a 
question  turning  so  largely  upon  peculiar  and  exceptional  features, 
and  deem  it  best  to  present  the  principal  data  for  consideration 
by  the  voters.  They  all  agree,  however,  that  while  large  better- 
ments might  possibly  enough  ultimately  be  collected,  it  would  be 
only  after  expensive  litigation  upon  the  law  questions  involved, 
and  that  the  town  in  acting  upon  this  matter,  should  not  depend 
with  any  confidence  upon  a  very  substantial  relief  through 
betterments. 

The  foregoing  suggestions  upon  the  matter  of  these  two 
proposed  parks  strongly  impress  your  committee  w^ith  the 
feeling  that  the  report  as  submitted  by  the  Park  Commissioners 
does  not  embody  in  sufficient  fulness  all  the  considerations  that 
ought  to  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  what  action  the 
town  should  take  in  the  selection  of  public  parks,  and  that  further 
time  is  needed  to  work  out  and  digest  the  whole  subject  before 
action  is  taken  and  a  definite  selection  is  made. 

Other  Expense  and  Indebtedness. 

With  reference  to  the  "other  matters  of  probable  expense 
and  indebtedness,"  referred  to  this  committee,  they  report  as 
follows  : — ' 
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Sewers. 

From  a  report  to  be  presented  at  this  meeting  by  the  com- 
mittee upon  a  system  of  sewers,  it  seems  probable  that  a  compre- 
hensive sewer  system  will  soon  be  established  in  the  town,  and 
that  a  net  indebtedness  of  not  less  than  $110,000  is  likely  to  be 
thereby  incurred. 

Metropolitan  Parks. 

Great  tracts  of  land  have  been  and  are  being  acquired  under 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Acts,  quite  near  Dedham.  A  considerable 
part  of  this  territory  will  be  brought  within  easy  reach  of  Ded- 
ham by  a  boulevard  contemplated  by  the  Park  Commissioners, 
coming  within  about  half  a  mile  of  the  Dedham  line. 

An  expense  has  thus  far  been  authorized  by  the  Legislature 
of  $3,000,000.  About  one  half  of  this  amount  will  be  borne  by 
the  city  of  Boston ;  the  remainder  is  to  be  assessed  from  time  to 
time  among  thirty-six  cities  and  towns,  of  which  Dedham  is  one. 
In  advance  of  a  decision  by  the  commissioners,  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  what  Dedham's  share  will  be.  The  allotment  of  ex- 
pense may  be  made,  your  committee  understand,  on  the  basis  of 
population,  or  of  valuation,  or  of  proximity  of  a  given  town  to  the 
Metropolitan  Parks,  or  of  the  probable  amount  of  use  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan Parks  by  the  inhabitants  of  a  given  town,  or  upon  some 
basis  into  which  two  or  more  of  these  elements  may  enter.  Your 
committee  have  made  such  inquiry  as  could  be  made,  but  in  the 
present  unsettled  state  of  the  question,  are  able  only  to  say  that, 
assuming  that  Dedham,  in  the  various  aspects  likely  to  be  con- 
sidered, stands  as  an  average  town  among  the  thirty-six  cities  and 
towns  in  question  (exclusive  of  Boston),  Dedham's  burden  for  the 
next  five  years  is  likely  to  be  not  less  than  $1500  per  annum. 
This  burden  is  to  continue  for  forty  years  with  a  readjustment 
once  in  five  years.  This  means,  on  the  basis  of  the  present  valu- 
ation, an  annual  charge  to  the  town  for  the  next  five  years  of  about 
twenty-five  cents  per  thousand,  and  is  the  equivalent  of  a  present 
debt  of  $60,000  at  four  per  cent.  The  actual  interest  rate,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  money  is  borrowed  by  the  state,  is  much  less 
than  four  per  cent.  Allowance  for  that  has  been  made  in  the 
foregoing  estimate. 
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State  Highway. 

No  estimates  are  now  accessible  as  to  probable  expense  to 
the  town  in  respect  of  a  state  highway ;  but  from  the  action  of 
other  towns  and  of  the  County  and  State  authorities,  it  seems  to 
your  committee  probable  that  the  town  will  be  obliged  within  the 
next  three  or  four  years  to  incur  indebtedness  in  that  connection. 

The  indebtness  of  the  town,  including  a  loan  for  Stone  Park, 
effected  under  existing  laws,  and  as  it  will  be  in  1895,  and  for  the 
five  following  years,  and  the  additional  indebtedness  and  expense 
likely  to  be  incurred  in  respect  to  sewers  and  Metropolitan  Parks, 
are  as  follows  : —

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A  little  thought  will  show  what  increase  would  thus  be  made 
to  our  annual  tax  rate,  $1  per  thousand  being  added  to  such  rate 
on  basis  of  present  valuation  for  every  $6000  to  be  raised. 

But  it  would  be  idle  to  assume  that  the  foregoing  sources  of 
liability  exhaust  all  the  possibilities  of  debt  and  expenditure  to 
Dedham,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  annual  charges.  The  exten- 
sion, from  time  to  time,  of  concrete  sidewalks ;  the  increase  of 
fire-department  plant ;  possible  requirements  for  new  school- 
houses  in  case  of  the  destruction  by  fire  of  one  of  the  present 
schoolhouses,  and  of  an  insufficient  reimbursement  by  insurance ; 
grade-crossing  changes  and  new  legislation  or  extensions  of  legis- 
lation in  the  lines  of  existing  legislation. 

The  era  of  indebtedness  began  about  1884.  The  indebted- 
ness has  rapidly  increased  to  the  present  ^Xmo.  without  any  great 
change  in  the  amount  of  taxable  property^  and,  as  is  stated  above, 
the  increase  in  the  years  immediately  ensuing  is  likely  to  be  very 
large. 

No  one  in  1884  or  previous  thereto  would  have  foreseen  a 
present  indebtedness  in  1895  or  1896  of  nearly  $200,000.  Your 
committee  do  not  intend  to  suggest  that  this  indebtedness  is  not 
wIlSC  and  proper.  They  simply  desire  to  point  out  that,  with  the 
changes  of  opinion  and  conditions  that  have  lately  begun  to  take 
place  and  are  now  moving  with  great  rapidity  in  the  region  of 
which  Boston  is  the  centre,  an  era  of  large  and  increasing  indebt- 
edness has  evidently  set  in,  and  that  no  one  can  safely  predict 
that  the  current  has  reached  its  flood.

TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT. 

[Town  Seal] 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Norfolk,  ss.    To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  said  County,  Greeting. 

You  are  hereby  required,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
aforesaid,  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Dedham,  qualiiied  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Memo- 
rial Hall,  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  (being  the 
fourth  day  of  said  month),  A.  D.  1895,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
namely: — 

Article  One — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  Two — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  viz: — One  Town  Clerk,  one 
Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  five  Selectmen,  three 
Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  Auditors,  three 
Park  Commissioners,  nine  Constables,  all  for  one  year;  one 
School  Committee  for  one  year,  to  fill  vacancy;  two  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years;  three  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  one  year; 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  two  years;  one  member 
of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years.  And,  also,  upon  the 
same  ballot,  to  vote  upon  the-  question:  "^Shall  license  be 
granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  Town?"  All 
Town  Officers,  except  as  above  named,  are  to  be  chosen  for  one 
year. 
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Article  Three — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Audi- 
tors of  the  Treasurer's  and  Collector's  accounts. 

Article  Four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of 
jurors,  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  posted  according  to 
law. 

Article  Five — To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  Damon  and 
Draper  donations,  and  choose  a  Committee  to  distribute  the  in- 
terest the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Six — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  to  use  the.  same  means  as  the  Town  Treasurer  may  use 
when  acting  as  Collector. 

Article  Seven — To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  town  will 
authorize  the  Collector  to  charge  on  all  taxes  not  paid  Novem- 
ber 1,  1895. 

Article  Eight — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  with 
reference  to  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  6,  article  3,  of  the  Town  By-Laws. 

Article  Nine — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  to  defray  the  incidental  and  other  necessary  expenses,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  Ten — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  soldiers'  graves 

Article  Eleven — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 

Article  Twelve — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  Dedham  Village  and 
West  Dedham  in  repair. 

Article  Thirteen — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  highways,  side-walks,  and 
lumber  for  bridges  and  railings,  and  for  removing  snow. 

Article  Fourteen — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  Public  Schools,  and  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  the 
ensuing  year;  and,  also,  to  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  instruction  in  the  elementary  use  of 
hand  tools,  and  in  sewing  in  the  public  Schools. 

Article  Fifteen —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
amount  received  from  other  towns  for  scholars  attending  the 
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Public  Schools  in  Dedham  for  contigent  expenses  of  the  Public

Article  Seventeen^To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  finishing  and  furnishing  the  new 
Avery  School-house,  and  for  grading  the  lot  of  land  on  which  it 
stands,  and  any  addition  that  may  be  made  thereto. 

Article  Eighteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
land  and  erect  a  house  thereon,  for  the  use  of  Hose  Co.,  No. 
3,  East  Dedham,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Engineers, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  Nineteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
a  new  hook  and  ladder  truck,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  Twenty — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  remodel  the 
engine  house  on  Washinton  street,  Dedham  Village,  for  the  use 
of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  Twenty-one — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a 
reservoir  for  fire  purposes  at  the  Baptist  Church,  West  Dedham, 
as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  therefor.

Article  Twenty-four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place 
a  hydrant  for  fire  purposes  at  the  corner  of  East  street  and  the 
new  street  leading  to  Fairbanks  Park,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor.

Article  Two — Before  the  opening  of  the  polls,  the  Selectmen 
appointed  as  Ballot  Clerks,  Aaron  W.  Baker  and  Frank  E.  Morse, 
and  they  were  sworn  into  said  office  by  the  Town  Clerk  before 
entering  upon  their  duties. 

Voted  that  the  Town  proceed  to  ballot  for  one  Town  Clerk, 
one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  five  Selectmen, 
three  Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three  Auditors, 
three  Park  Commissioners,  nine  Constables,  all  for  one  year;  one 
School  Committee  for  one  year,  to  fill  vacancy;  two  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years;  three  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  one  year;  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  two  years;  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Health  for  three  years.  And,  also,  upon  the  same 
ballot,  to  vote  upon  the  question:  "Shall  license  be  granted  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  Town?" 

The  moderator  appointed  as  additional  ballot  officers, 
Charles  K.  Cline  and  John  F.  Reilly,  and  they  were  sworn  by  the 
town  clerk.  Twenty-three  voting  shelves  or  compartments  were 
provided  by  the  town,  according  to  the  requirements  of  law,  and 
guarded  as  the  law  requires. 
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After  the  Moderator  had  been  chosen  as  aforesaid,  and 
before  the  opening  of  the  polls,  the  Town  Clerk  delivered  to  said 
ballot  clerks  the  bundle  packed  by  him  and  sealed  as  required  by 
law,  containing  2400  official  ballots  and  75  special  official  ballots 
for  School  Committee  only,  and  the  Town  Clerk  caused  the  cards 
of  instruction  to  be  posted  in  each  of  the  twenty-three  voting  com- 
partments, provided  by  the  town  and  guarded  as  required  by  law, 
and  the  Town  Clerk  also  caused  three  such  cards  and  five  speci- 
men ballots  to  be  posted  about  the  polling  room  outside  the 
guard  rails,  and  a  receipt  for  said  ballots  was  given  by  the  ballot 
clerk^  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

Upon  the  delivery  of  the  ballots  to  the  voters  by  the  ballot 
clerks,  the  check  list  was  used,  and  the  name  of  each  voter  receiv- 
ing a  ballot  was  announced  and  checked  thereon.

With  the  consent  of  the  Moderator  and  Town  Clerk  the 
ballot  box  used  for  the  men  voters  was  opened  at  1.20  p.  m., 
and  850  ballots  taken  therefrom,  for  the  purpose  of  counting  the 
same.  The  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth were  used  by  the  election  officers.  The  ballots  were 
divided  into  blocks,  and  canvassed  by  the  tellers,  and  the  result 
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thereof  reported  in  each  case  to  the  Moderator,  who  caused  the 
same  to  be  recorded  on  the  blank  forms  provided  for  the  purpose. 

Whole  number  of  ballots  cast  by  the  men  voters  was  1201  ; 
whole  number  of  ballots  cast  by  the  women  voters  was  2.  The 
two  check  lists  used  for  the  men  voters  each  showed  1201  names 
checked  thereon,  and  the  two  check  lists  used  for  women  voters 
each  showed  two  names  checked  thereon.

The  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  at  half  past  seven  o'clock,  by  the  moder- 
ator, John  R.  Bullard,  and  the  business  thereof  proceeded  as 
follows  : 
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Voted  that  Article  Twenty-seven  be  taken  from  the  table. 
Article  Twenty-seven — ^Voted  to  amend  the  Town  By-laws 
as  follows  : 

To  amend  Article  3,  Section  2,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  words  :  "  Provided,  however,  that  all  orders  for  the  abate- 
ment of  taxes  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Assessors. 

To  amend  Section  8,  Article  3,  of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  in- 
serting after  "  a  "  in  the  first  line  the  words  "  general  or"  ;  and 
after  the  word  "  grants  "  in  the  third  line,  the  words,  "  in  the 
treasury,  January  31  "  ;  and  add  to  said  section  the  words,  "  with 
the  estimated  expenses  of  each  account  for  the  months  of  Feb- 
ruary and  March,  then  next  ensuing,"  so  as  to  read.  No  money 
granted  for  a  general  or  special  purpose  shall  be  applied  to  any 
other  use,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  town,  and  all  unexpended 
balances  of  such  grants  in  the  treasury  January  31  shall  be 
reported  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Selectmen,  with  the  estimated 
expenses  of  each  account  for  the  months  of  February  and  March 
then  next  ensuing. 

To  amend  section  9,  article  3,  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"any"  in  the  fourth  line  the  words,  "general  or,"  and  by  adding 
to  said  section  the  words,  "except  as  provided  in  section  13  of 
this  article,"  so  as  to  read  :  Section  0 — No  orders  shall  be  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  any  purpose  not  authorizeci  by  a  vote  of 
the  town,  or  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  nor  shall  the  amount 
of  orders  drawn  against  any  general  or  special  appropriation 
exceed  the  same,  except  as  provided  in  section  13  of  this  article. 

To  add  the  following  sections:  Section  11 — All  appro- 
priations made  for  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  town  shall 
be  for  the  twelve  months  embraced  between  April  1  and  March 
31,  inclusive,  except  the  appropriations  for  the  salaries  for  town 
officers,  which  shall  be  for  the  year  beginning  with  the  annual 
March  meeting,  and  all  unexpended  balances  of  such  annual 
appropriations  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  April,  together 
with  the  amount  of  the  general  account,  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Treasurer  to  the  town  at  its  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  April. 

Section  12:  All  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer  in  excess 
of  the  receipts  estimated  by  the  Assessors  in  makiug  the  tax  levy, 
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or  anticipated  by  vote  of  the  town,  shall  be  credited  by  the  said 
Treasurer  to  the  account  from  which  the  receipt  originated;  and, 
in  event  of  any  receipt  not  being  directly  traceable  to  any  account 
the  same  shall  be  credited  to  an  account  to  be  known  as  General 
Account. 

f 'Section  13:  In  event  any  appropriation  made  by  the  town  is 
insufficient  to  meet  the  legal  and  necessary  requiremeiits  of  any  de- 
partment, the  treasurer  of  the  town  may,  upon  an  order  signed  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  a  majority  of  tlie 
Board  of  Auditors,  transfer  to  such  department  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding §300  from  any  balance  then  in  general  account. 

'  V  oted  to  amend  Section  7,  Article  3,  of  tlie  by-laws,  so  that  it 
will  read  as  follows,  viz:  Section  7,  excepting  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, whenever  mechanical  or  other  work  is  requested  to  be  done 
for  the  town,  at  a  cost  amounting  to  $500  in  one  item,  the  same  shall 
be  publicly  aavertised  for  proposals,  which  shall  be  opened  at  a 
specified  time,  and  a  contract  for  the  performance  of  the  work  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  provided  that  any  and 
all  proposals  may  be  rejected  whenever  the  interests  of  the  town  so 
require.  Written  specifications  of  the  kind  of  work  to  be  performed 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  work  shall  be  done  sliall  make  a  part 
of  the  contract,  which  shall  also  be  in  writing.  Every  contract 
shall  contain  a  condition  that  the  contractor  shall  employ  qualified 
inhabitants  of  the  town  in  the  performance  of  all  work  which 
qualified  inhabitants  of  the  town  are  competent  to  perform.  All  work 
involved  in  the  construction,  improvement  or  repair  of  highways, 
parks,  bridges,  culverts,  playgrounds,  cemeteries  and  water  Avorks 
shall  be  done  without  contract,  under  the  direction  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  streets,  ]»ark  commissioners,,  or  cemetery  commissioners, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  work,  and  no  one  sliall  be  employed 
for  any  of  sucli  purposes,  or  upon  any  w^ork  for  the  town,  excepting 
qualified  inhabitants  of  the  town,  excepting  when  there  are  no  in- 
habitants competent  to  do  the  same.j 

Voted  That  all  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  in  the 
treasury,  January  31,  1895,  be  brought  forward  to  their  several 
accounts.  That  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  are  hereby  authorized 
to  credit  said  accounts,  and  other  accounts  for  which  annual  appro- 
priations are  made,  with  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  each  of  said  accounts  from  February  1st,  to  the 
time  of  appropriating  money  for  the  same.  Said  credits  to  be 
made  from  unappropriated  money  in  the  treasury  February  1,  1895, 
and  money  received  since,  and 'from  other  moneys  received  by 
the  town  this  year,  not  otherwise  specially  appropriated,  to  an 
amount  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  each  of  said  accounts  for 
the  time  specified. 

Voted  to  take  up  article  forty-seven. 
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Article  Forty-seven — Voted  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
eleven  and  -f^fjj  dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  pay  Patrick 
Eagan,  the  balance  due  him  for  work,  performed  by  him  on  the 
highways. 

Article  Thirty-one — Voted  that  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year,  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

Article  Thirty-two — Voted  that  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
Park  Commissioners,  as  suggested  or  recommended  in  their  report. 

Article  Thirty-three — Voted  that  the  Town  elect,  commenc- 
ing with  the  annual  town  meeting  of  189G,  its  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  one  for  three 
years  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter. 

Article  Thirty-four— Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  for  the  improvement  of  Quincy  square,  so 
called  when  such  square  shall  be  deeded  to  the  town  without 
expense  to  it,  that  the  naming  of  the  same  be  left  with  the  Park 
Commissioners.

appropriation  for  highway  work. 

Article  Thirty-nine — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Forty — Voted  that  Section  1,  of  Article  1,  of  the 
Town  By-Laws,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  following  words, 
commencing  at  the  fifteenth  line :  "  of  which  committee  the 
Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  of  the  Assessors,  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  Surveyors  of  Highways,  or  Road  Commissioners, 
respectively,  if  there  be  either  of  such  separate  Boards  ;  the 
Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Fire  Department,  all  for  the  preceding  year,  shall  be  members 
ex-offlciis,  and  the  remaining  members  shall  be";  and  inserting 
after  the  word  moderator,  in  the  twenty-second  line,  the  follow- 
ing words  :  "provided  that  no  one  holding  an  official  position 
under  the  town  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  said  committee 
of  twenty-one,"  so  that  Section  1,  of  Article  1,  shall  read  when 
amended  as  follows  :

The  warrant  for  said  annual  meeting  shall 
contain  such  articles  as  are  required  for  raising  and  appropriating 
moneys,  and  for  general  and  special  town  purposes.  For  the 
election  of  a  moderator  of  said  meeting  the  polls  shall  be  opened 
at  seven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  after  the  election  of  a 
moderator  they  shall  remain  open  for  the  election  of  town  officers 
until  half  past  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  after  which  time  a 
vote  may  be  passed  to  close  them  in  not  less  than  ten  minutes. 
After  the  closing  of  the  polls,  and  the  choice  of  all  town  officers, 
the  remaining  articles  of  the  warrant  shall  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  twenty-one  legal  voters,  to  be  appointed  by  the  modera- 
tor, provided  that  no  one  holding  an  official  position  under  the 
town  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  said  committee  of  twenty- 
one.  After  the  declaration  of  the  votes  for  town  officers,  the 
meeting  shall  be  adjourned  to  the  first  Monday  of  April  next 
thereafter,  at  such  hour  as  the  meeting  may  determine,  when  the 
said  remaining  articles  of  the  warrant  may  be  acted  upon.

Article  Forty-one^ — A  motion  was  made  that  the  town  pur- 
chase the  plant,  property,  franchises  and  privileges  belonging  to 
the  Dedham  Water  Company.  On  this  notice  one  hundred  eighty- 
seven  persons  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  persons  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  Moderator  de- 
clared the  same  as  not  passed  by  a  two  thirds  vote.  (See  original 
motion  on  file.) 

Voted  that  a  committee  consisting  of  C.  C.  Sanderson,  John 
Crowley  and  William  T.  Tapley,  be  appointed  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  subject  matter  of  this  article,  at  a  future  meeting  of 
the  town  ;  that  the  committee  have  power  to  employ  such  legal  or 
other  assistance  to  aid  them,  as  they  deem  necessary,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  town,  and  that  this  committee  report  in  print,  seven 
(7)  days  at  least  before  the  town  meeting  called  to  act  thereon. 
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Article  Forty-two — A  motion  was  made  to  appropriate  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  under  this  article,  and  the  town  voted 
thereon  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Article  Forty-three — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed.

Article  Forty-six — Voted  that  the  subject  matter  of  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  Forty-seven — Already  acted  upon. 

Article  Forty-eight — Voted  that  the  report  of  the  town  clerk 
relating  to  printing  town  records  be  accepted,  and  its  recommen- 
dations be  adopted,  and  the  report  was  as  follows  .* 

REPORT. 
To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dedham  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  report  relating  to  printing  the 
town  records. 

Under  the  vote  of  the  town,  passed  at  the  last  annual  town 
meeting,  I  have  compiled  and  published  in  the  town  report  an 
Alphabetical  Abstract  of  the  Record  of  Deaths  in  Dedham, 
1844-1890.  At  the  same  time  these  were  being  printed  I  also 
caused  about  400  copies  to  be  printed  on  heavier  paper,  and  200 
thereof  to  be  bound  in  cloth,  uniform  with  the  former  published 
volumes,  for  sale.  A  few  copies  have  been  sold,  but  not  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  extra  cost  of  binding.  The  demand  for  these 
copies,  I  think,  will  come  later,  when  the  edition  of  the  town 
reports  has  been  exhausted.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
a  similar  Abstract  of  the  Record  of  Marriages  for  the  same 
period,  1844-1890,  be  compiled  by  the  town  clerk,  and  published 
in  the  next  annual  town  report,  and  that  the  expense  thereof  be 
paid  from  the  appropriation  for  printing,  etc.,  and  that  at  least  300 
copies  thereof  be  printed  on  heavier  paper  to  bind  for  sale,  and 
that  after  the  cost  of  binding  the  Abstract  of  Births,  Deaths  and 
Marriages  has  been  paid  from  the  receipts  from  sale  of  these 
books  the  money  thereafter  received  from  such  sales  be  used 
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with  the  receipts  from  the  sales  of  the  other  town  publications  in 
preparing  for  publication  other  volumes  of  Records. 

I  have  also,  under  the  vote  of  the  town,  passed  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  caused  to  be  published  a  fourth  volume  of  the 
Ancient  Records  of  the  town.  This  volume  speaks  for  itself,  and 
needs  no  description  in  this  report.  In  order  to  add  value  to 
this  volume  I  made  careful  research  in  the  Mass.  Archives,  at  the 
State  House,  and  the  old  Court  files  at  the  Court  House,  in 
Boston,  for  all  papers  relating  to  the  early  history  of  Dedham, 
and  the  papers  found  have  been  transcribed  and  printed  in  the 
appendix  to  this  volume.  The  town  appropriated  towards  this 
work,  $500,  and  the  balance  of  the  cost  has  already  been  made 
up  from  sales  of  this  and  the  former  town  publications.  I  do  not 
think  it  wise  to  undertake  to  publish  another  volume  of  ancient 
records  this  year,  but  as  there  is  a  constant  demand  for,  and  sale 
of,  these  published  records,  I  would  recommend  that  the  money 
received  from  the  sales  of  the  town  publications  be  used  by  the 
town  clerk  in  preparing  for  publication  a  fifth  volume  of  ancient 
records,  and  in  procuring  copies  of  such  other  original  papers, 
relating  to  the  history  of  Dedham,  as  may  be  found  in  the  State 
Archives,  Court  files,  or  elsewhere,  prior  to  and  including  the 
period  covered  by  such  fifth  volume,  and  not  already  published 
by  the  town. 

As  I  stated  in  my  last  report  the  town  clerk  makes  no  charge 
for  his  services  in  this  work  of  publishing  the  records  (either 
ancient  or  modern).  With  me  it  is  wholly  a  labor  of  love  and, 
I  believe,  a- very  important  service  to  the  town,  and  a  work  T 
know  is  appreciated  by  many.  I  have  also  caused  (without  charge 
on  my  part)  to  be  made  a  card  index  of  all  the  Births,  Marriages 
"and  Deaths,  recorded  in  Dedham,  from  Jan.  1,  1891,  to  Jan.  1, 
1895,  containing  abstracts  of  the  records  in  the  same  form  as 
those  published  in  the  Abstract  of  Births  and  Deaths.  The 
account  of  the  cost  of  the  publication  of  Volume  Four,  and  the 
receipts  from  sales  of  this  and  former  publications,  since  my  last 
report,  is  as  follows  :

1896,  with  the  interest  on  the  same,  except  the  notes  for  money 
borrowed  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  for  said  year,  or  in  any 
manner  which  the  Town  may  determine. 

Article  Thirteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  buy  the  properties 
and  real  estate  on  the  southeast  corner  of  High  and  Bussey  streets; 
also  any  other  property  needed  for  the  widening  of  Boyden  Square, 
in  East  Dedham,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

Article  Fourteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
land  to  enlarge  the  Boyden  Square,  so  called,  at  the  corners  of 
Walnut.  Milton  and  High  streets,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  therefor,  and  take  such  other  action  as  may  be  necessary 
and  desirable  to  carry  out  such  vote. 

Article  Fifteen — ^To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  to  light  Sprague  street,  from  East  street  to 
Hyde  Park  line;  and  also  street  from  Sprague  street  to  ice  house 
of  Davenport,  or  said  houses  at  the  foot  of  the  said  street  leading 
past  said  houses. 

Article  Sixteen — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  J:o  instruct  the 
School  Committee  to  insure  the  new  Avery  School  building  against 
loss  by  fire.

£r«stus  Worthington,  Jr.,  C.  E. 

Article  Nineteen — That  the  present  Superintendent  of  Streets 
shall  have  charge  of  the  work  laid  out  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners on  Milton  street,  and  shall  receive  four  hundred  dollars 
for  superintending  the  same. 

Article  Twenty — ^To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  pay  to 
Margaret  Murphy,  for  personal  injuries  incurred  by  her  through 
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falling  on  High  street,  in  the  winter  of  1893-4,  in  consideration  of 
a  release  of  all  claims  and  demands  by  her  upon  the  Town,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  Twenty-one — To  see  what  sum  if  any,  the  Town  will 
pay  to  Catherine  Watts,  for  personal  injuries  incurred  by  her 
through  falling  on  High  street,  in  the  winter  of  1893-4,  in  consid- 
eration of  a  release  of  all  claims  and  demands  by  her  upon  the 
Town,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Hereof  fail  not,  but  make  return  of  this  warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  unto  the  Selectmen,  on  or  before  said  day  and 
time.

Article  Two — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  widening  of  Milton  street,  as  ordered  by  the 
County  Commissioners,  also  voted,  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  borrow  when  so  directed  by  the  Selectmen,  the  sum 
of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  paying  therefor  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum.,  payable  semi-annually, 
giving  the  note  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  signed  by  the  Treas- 
urer, and  countersigned  by  a  majority  at  least  of  the  Selectmen, 
such  indebtedness  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  annual  pro- 
portional payments  as  will  extinguish  the  same  in  ten  years  from 
the  date  of  delivery  of  said  note  or  notes.  The  said  sum  to  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  twelve  thousand  dollars,  ordered 
by  the  County  Commissioners,  for  widening  Milton  Street.  On 
this  vote  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  persons  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative, and  ten  persons  in  the  negative,  and  the  Moderator  declared 
the  same  as  passed  by  more  than  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Article  Three — The  Town  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this 
article,  and  said  vote  was  reconsidered  and  the  town  voted  that 
the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  to  report  at  a 
future  meeting,  and  the  Moderator  appointed  as  that  committee: 
Charles  C.  Sanderson,  Geo.  C.  Stearns  and  William  C.  Williams. 

Article  Four — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  the  abatement  of  the  taxes  of  the  Merchant's 
Wollen  Company  for  1894,  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
adjustment  of  said  abatement. 

Article  Five — Voted  that  a  Committee  of  five  consisting  of  the 
Moderator  and  four  others  to  be  appointed  by  him,  be  chosen 
to  represent  the  Town's  interests  before  the  Metropolitan  Com- 
mission. That  the  Committee  examine  into  the  needs  and  re- 
quirements of  the  Town,  in  connection  with  a  sewerage  system, 
and  make  such  investigations  as  are  necessary  to  enable  the  town 
to  be  properly  served  by  such  metropolitan  sewer,  and  that  they 
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be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars for  this  purpose,  and  the  moderator  appointed  as  the  remain- 
ing members  of  this  Committee,  John  W.  Chase,  W.  S.  Macomber, 
Erastus  Worthington,  Jr.,  and  Thomas  P.  2vlurray. 

Article  Six — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  for  finishing  and  furnishing  the  Avery  School 
house,  grading  the  lot  on  which  it  stands,  and  digging  and  build- 
ding  cesspools,  on  said  lot. 

Article  Seven — Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  for  the  improvement  of  Stone  Park  and  play- 
grounds, in  accordance  with  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the 
Park  Commissioners,  which  report  was  printed  in  the  Dedham 
Transcript  before  said  meeting  and  is  as  follows : — 

TOWN  OF  DEDHAM. 

The  Park  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Dedham  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  and  recommendations  to  the  Town  in  regard  to  the 
improvement  of  Stone  Park. 

Work  was  commenced  early  in  the  season  upon  the  construc- 
tion of  a  play  ground  upon  this  tract,  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
presented  by  the  Park  Commissioners  in  their  first  report.  The 
labor  on  this  improvement  has  been  performed  by  townspeople, 
and  by  the  day,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Commissioners. 
The  results  accomplished  have  been  the  grading  of  an  area  upon 
the  land  purchased,  about  400  feet  long  by  200  feet  in  width,  form- 
ing a  field  or  playground  for  use  by  the  school  children  and  younger 
portion  of  the  townspeople  for  recreation,  games  and  athletic 
sports.  This  area  has  been  graded,  loamed  and  seeded,  and  will 
be  used  as  a  play  ground  this  fall,  application  for  the  same  having 
already  been  made  by  the  scholars. 

The  original  estimate  for  this  work,  as  made  by  the  land" 
scape  engineers  employed  by  the  Park  Commissioners  for  this 
purpose,  was  $oOOO.    The  Town  appropriated  the  sum  of  $4000. 

The  Commissioners  have  expended  the  appropriation  in  the 
manner  above  stated.  They  feel,  however,  that  the  slopes  and 
grounds  adjacent  to  the  field  should  be  suitably  graded  and  trim- 
med so  as  to  make  it  of  greater  benefit  as  a  play  ground,  and  that 
a  further  enlargement  of  the  play  area  would  be  greatly  to  its 
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advantage.  Had  the  original  appropriation  intended,  of  $5000, 
been  voted^  no  further  appropriation  for  this  work  would  have 
been  necessary. 

The  Commissioners  have  considered  the  further  improvement 
of  portions  of  the  Park,  especially  with  reference  to  the  construc- 
tion of  tennis  courts,  the  proper  fencing  in  and  protection  of  the 
grounds  from  undue  trespassing  by  carriages,  and  the  needed 
sanitary  arrangements  and  dressing  shed  in  connection  with  the 
use  of  the  grounds  for  the  purposes  intended. 

The  land  deeded  by  Eliphalet  Stone  to  trustees,  and  since 
acquired  by  the  Town,  also  needs  some  slight  trimming  up  and 
improvement  to  connect  it  with  the  remainder  of  the  Park.  Thus 
improved,  this  can  be  rendered  a  safe  and  convenient  spot  for 
smaller  children,  without  obliging  them  to  be  upon  the  main  play- 
ground. 

The  Commissioners  have  had  estimates  made  of  the  cost  of 
this  proposed  work.  They  feel  that  for  an  additional  sum  of  $1500 
the  necessary  work  incidental  to  these  added  improvements  can 
be  done.  They  therefor  recommend  to  the  Town  that  the  sum  of 
$2500  be  appropriated  ;  $1000  for  the  purpose  of  completing  Stone 
Park  as  originally  reported  upon,  and  $1500  to  grade  and  trim  the 
slopes  on  the  present  playground,  to  enlarge  the  same,  to  provide 
the  tennis  courts  and  necessary  grading,  the  necessary  fencing 
and  sanitary  arrangements,  with  a  dressing  shed,  and  to  smooth 
up  and  put  in  proper  condition  that  portion  of  the  grounds  given 
by  Mr.  Stone,  so  that  it  can  be  used  as  a  playground  for  smaller 
children.  The  Commissioners  feel  that  if  this  is  done,  the  Town 
will  be  amply  provided  with  a  playground,  and  one  which  is 
centrally  located  and  easily  accessible  to  all.  The  limited  extent 
of  the  area  will  undoubtedly  make  Stone  Park  essentially  a  play- 
ground and  not  properly  a  park  area  in  years  to  come.  The  Com- 
missioners urge  that  this  appropriation  be  made  at  this  time,  in 
order  that  the  work  may  be  fully  completed  before  fall  and 
the  grounds  properly  seeded,  so  that  the  children  may  receive  the 
full  benefit  of  the  entire  grounds  as  early  as  possible. 

The  total  expenditure  to  date  has  been  the  previous  appro- 
priation of  $8750 ;  this  with  the  appropriation  of  $2500  herein 
recommended  will  make  the  total  cost  of  the  Park  $11,250.  The 
total  area  is  323,206  square  feet,  which  will  make  the  cost  of  the 
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land  and  improvements  about  34  cents  per  foot,  which  price  the 
Commissioners  feel  is  much  less  than  it  could  be  secured  for  to- 
day, and  that  each  succeeding  year  will  show  that  the  Town  has 
made  a  wise  and  economical  investment  in  the  purchase  and  im- 
provement of  this  property. 

The  Commissioners  also  further  recommend  that  the  name  of 
Stone  Park  be  changed  to  that  of  *'Stone  Playground,"  it  being 
more  appropriate  in  view  of  the  uses  for  which  it  is  designed.

Article  Seventeen — Voted  that  it  was  the  sense  of  the  Town 
that  the  widening  of  Washington  street  (adjudicated  as  neces- 
sary by  the  County  Commissioners)  should  be  made  according 
to  the  plan  made  by  Nathaniel  Smith,  and  submitted  to  the 
Commissioners  by  the  Selectmen  of  Dedham. 

Article  Eighteen — (acted  upon  with  article  thirteen.) 

Article  Nineteen — Voted  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Articles  Twenty  and  Twenty-one — (A  motion  was  made  that 
articles  twenty  and  t\yenty-one  be  indefinitely  postponed,  and  this 
motion  was  lost.) 

Under  Article  Twenty,  Benjamin  Greenhood  offered  the  fol- 
lowing motion  :  that  the  town  hereby  offers  to  ^Margaret  JMurphy 
the  sum  of  $350,  in  settlement  of  her  claim  against  the  town  in 
consequence  of  injuries  sustained  by  her,  through  falling  on  the 
sidewalk  of  High  street,  in  the  month  of  December,  1803.  And 
the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  to  said 
Margaret  Murphy  or  her  agent  the  said  sum,  on  receiving  or  being 
tendered  by  her  or  her  agent,  a  release  of  all  claims  and  demands 
held  by  her  against  the  Town.

rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum,  and  on  this 
question  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  persons  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  and  no  person  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  vote  was 
declared  by  the  Moderator  carried  by  more  than  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

On  motion  of  C.  J.  Hurley,  it  was  voted  that  it  be  the  sense 
of  this  meeting,  that  the  Selectmen  be  requested  to  print  and  have 
distributed  the  town  meeting  warrants  for  all  special  town  meetings 
among  the  citizens  in  the  Town  Hall. 

And  on  motion  the  meeting  was  dissolved.

Power  and  John  F.  Reilly,  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as 
additional  ballot  clerks,  and  being  first  duly  sworn  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  acted  as  ballot  clerks  in  the  absence  of  the  ballot 
clerks  first  appointed. 
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Twenty-three  voting  shelves  or  compartments  were  provided 
by  the  Town,  and  guarded  according  to  law.  The  first  set  of 
ballots  furnished  for  said  election  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth were,  before  the  opening  of  the  polls  on  said  day^ 
delivered  by  the  Town  Clerk,  sealed,  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Selectmen,  and  his  receipt  taken  therefor.  Two  ballot  boxes  called 
the  Standard,  furnished  and  certified  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Cdmmonwealth,  one  for  men  and  one  for  women  voters,  w^ere, 
before  the  balloting  began,  opened  in  public  meeting  and  ex- 
amined by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk,  and  found  to  be  empty, 
and  register  of  said  box  set  at  zero  (0)  and  duly  locked  as  re- 
quired by  law. 

The  seals  of  the  package  containing  the  first  sets  of  ballots 
w^ere  publicly  broken  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  and  the 
same  was  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  and  the  cards  of  instruc- 
tion and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  the  voting  compartments 
and  about  the  room  as  required  by  law,  after  which  the  polls  were 
declared  open  for  the  reception  of  votes.  The  ballots  were  de- 
livered to  each  voter  by  the  ballot  clerks  after  the  name  of  such 
voter  had  first  been  publicly  announced  and  his  name  been  duly 
checked  by  said  clerks  upon  the  voting  list  used  by  them.  The 
ballot  as  delivered  to  each  voter  was  by  him  or  her  marked  in 
one  of  the  voting  compartments,  aforsaid,  and  thereafter  by  each 
voter  deposited  in  said  Standard  ballot  box,  after  his  or  her  name 
had  first  been  publicly  announced  at  said  box  and  duly  checked 
upon  the  voting  list  by  the  election  officers  in  charge  of  said  box 
and  list. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  Edward  L.  Burdakin,  Howard  Col- 
burn,  Crawford  R.  Brown,  John  P.  Cutter,  Frank  W.  Power,  Geo. 
C.  Stearns,  F.  F.  Favor,  Alfred  C.  Smith,  Frederick  B.  Kings- 
bury, John  F.  Reilly  and  Robert  B.  Worthington,  as  tellers  to  aid 
them  in  receiving,  sorting  and  counting  said  ballots,  and  before 
entering  upon  their  duties  as  such  tellers,  they  were  duly  sworn 
by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  had  charge  of  the  election, 
and  the  ballot  boxes  and  check  lists  used  with  the  same  were  in 
their  care,  and  with  their  unanimous  consent  the  ballot  box  for 
men  voters  was  opened  nine  times  to  remove  the  ballots  therefrom 
for  the  purpose  of  counting  the  same.    The  blank  forms  furnished 
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by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  were  used  by  the  election 
officers.  The  ballots  were  divided  into  blocks,  and  each  block 
was  canvassed  as  required  by  law,  and  the  result  of  such  canvasses 
was  reported  to  the  Selectmen,  who  caused  the  total  result  of  said 
canvasses  to  be  recorded  on  the  blank  forms  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

On  motion  the  polls  were  closed  at  half-past  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  after  which  it  was  found  that  the  register  of  the 
ballot-box  used  by  the  men  voters  showed  1306  ballots  cast. 

■  The  whole  number  of  ballots  for  men  voters  furnished  in  first 
set  was  1900.  There  was  delivered  to  the  men  voters  1308  ballots, 
two  of  which  were  returned  as  spoiled  and  two  given  in  place 
thereof.  The  whole  number  of  ballots  for  women  voters  furnished 
in  first  set  was  found  to  be  2000.  There  was  delivered  to  the 
women  voters  94  ballots. 

The  names  checked  upon  the  voting  lists  used  at  said  elec- 
tion were  then  counted,  and  it  was  found  that  1306  names  were 
checked  upon  each  of  the  two  voting  lists  used  for  men  voters^ 
and  that  94  names  were  checked  upon  the  two  voting  lists  used 
for  women  voters.  The  check  lists  used  were  furnished  by  the 
registrars  of  voters.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  canvass  of  all 
the  votes  cast,  and  the  whole  number  duly  sorted,  counted  and 
recorded,  declaration  thereof  was  made  in  open  Town  meeting,  as

of  the  fireproof  store  house,  thence  turning  and  running  in  an 
easterly  direction  at  right  angles  with  the  street,  or  on  parallel 
line  of  the  storehouse  to  the  brook,  thence  turning  and  running 
in  a  northwesterly  direction  on  line  of  said  brook,  to  a  point  on 
the  line  which  would  strike  a  parallel  line  of  the  beginning,  thence 
running  on  said  line  to  the  first  mentioned  bound,  containing 
about  24,000  feet  front  land,  and  about  36,000  feet  of  back  land 
together  with  the  buildings  thereon,  and  to  appropriate  therefor 
the  sum  of  $3,000. 

Voted  that  the  same  Committee  be  instructed  to  purchase 
the  land  described  i^  the  vote  just  passed.

tion 171  persons  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  5  persons  in  the 
negative,  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  same  as  carried  by 
more  than  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Voted  that  the  further  consideration  of  this  artice  as  to 
moving  and  reparing  the  old  engine  house,  or  rebuilding  a  new 
one,  be  referred  back  to  the  same  Committee  with  instruction  to 
report  estimates  of  cost  of  reparing  or  rebuilding  said  engine 
house,  to  the  Town  at  some  future  meeting. 

Article  Three — Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  over- 
layings  of  this  years  taxes,  to  the  abatement  of  the  same. 

Article  Four — The  Committee  mentioned  in  this  article  sub- 
mitted a  report,  which  was  accepted,  and  this  report  was  as 
follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE. 
The  Committee  appointed  at  the  Town  Meeting,  held  Sept. 
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16th,  to  consider  Articles  13,  14  and  18,  and  report  to  a  future 
meeting,  submit  the  following  : — 

Article  13  refers  to  the  purchase  of  Real  Estate  at  the  corner 
of  High  and  Bussey  streets,  East  Dedham,  for  the  purpose  of 
widening  Boyden's  Square. 

Your  Committee  has  viewed  the  premises,  priced  the  property, 
and  carefully  considered  the  whole  subject. 

The  corner  referred  to  is  unquestionably  a  bad  one,  and  to  a 
certain  extent  dangerous,  for  both  foot  passengers  and  teams. 
Bussey  St.  leaves  High  St.  at  an  acute  angle  and  without  care  is 
used  by  persons  driving,  an  accident  is  likely  to  occur. 

Some  work  has  lately  been  done  at  this  point,  which  improves 
the  level  of  Bussey  St.,  making  it  less  dangerous  than  heretofore. 

If  the  property  referred  to  could  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable 
price,  and  the  Town's  financial  condition  was  such  that  your 
Committee  could  conscientiously  advise  the  improvement,  they 
would  report  favorably  upon  this  article.  As  both  of  the  condi- 
tions are  the  reverse  for  a  favorable  report,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  Article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  14  refers  to  the  purchase  of  land  at  the  corner  of 
Walnut,  Milton  and  High  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  widening 
Boyden's  Square,  and  Article  18  to  the  widening  of  Tracy's 
Square,  both  at  East  Dedham. 

Your  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  discover  any  number 
of  persons  who  are  interested  in  either  of  these  improvements,  or 
able  to  discern  any  good  reason  for  an  expenditure  of  money  to 
this  end,  and  therefore  recommend  that  both  of  these  Articles  be 
indefinitely  postponed.

The  committee,  appointed  by  the  town  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  1887,  by  the  following  vote  :— 

"  Voted,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take 
into  consideration  the  matter  of  grading  and  establishing  the 
boundaries  of  the  streets,  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  town, 
and  that  John  E.  Ballard,  Thomas  F.  Welch,  and  C.  C.  San- 
derson constitute  the  committee,  and  that  they  be  authorized 
to  employ  an  engineer  to  assist  them  in  their  investigations, 
if  necessary,  and  to  report  at  a  future  meeting,"  have  care- 
fully considered  the  important  subjects  thereby  intrusted  to 
their  examination,  and  respectfully  report,  That  the  commit- 
tee were  of  the  opinion  that  no  results  of  any  value  could  be 
reached  except  with  the  aid  of  a  skilled  engineer. 

That  they  entered  into  a  contract  with  Percy  M.  Blake, 
whose  reputation  was  a  guarantee  of  the  excellent  results 
which  have  now  been  reached. 

That  contract  on  file  with  the  town  clerk,  and  Mr.  Blake's 
report,  which  is  submitted  herewith,  show  the  detail  of  the 
work,  one  item  of  which,  viz  :  The  elaborate  plans,  also 
with  the  town  clerk,  showins:  the  OTades  of  twelve  miles  of 
our  streets  as  they  are  and  as  they  should  be,  is,  in  our 
opinion,  a  full  equivalent  for  the  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
expended.

REPOET  OF  ENGCsEEK. 


To  John  E.  Bullard,  Tho^ias  F.  Welch,  C.  C,  Sander- 
son, Committee  on  Grades  and  Drainage  of  the  Town 
of  Dedha7n,  Mass. 

Gentlemen,  —  I  submit  the  following  report  on  the  drain- 
age and  sewerage  of  the  settled  portions  of  the  town  of  Ded- 
ham,  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  authorizing  me  to  under- 
take the  study  of  the  subject  and  make  such  surveys  and 
measurements  as  might  be  necessary  to  the  presentation  of  a 
complete  statement  of  the  opportunities,  advantages,  and 
cost  of  systematic  improvements  in  this  direction. 

A  previous  knowledge  of  the  town,  gained  during  the  con- 
struction of  the  water-works  in  1881,  has  been  of  much  value 
towards  enabling  me  to  understand  some  of  the  more  impor- 
tant advantages  to  be  gained  in  this  case  by  carrying  out  a 
competent  plan  of  drainage,  but  a  careful,  accurate  and 
detailed  survey  of  the  principal  streets  in  the  main  village, 
East  Dedham  and  Oakdale  has  been  necessary  to  furnish  the 
information  upon  which  alone  proper  plans  and  reliable  esti- 
mates of  cost  can  be  made. 

The  specifications  for  these  surveys  and  plans  were 
approved  by  the  Committee  and  the  work  has  been  done  as 
rapidly  as  circumstances  and  current  engagements  would 
permit. 

The  results  of  this  work  are  submitted  to  you  herewith  in 
the  shape  of 

First.  An  index  map,  showing  the  territory  covered  by  the 
investigation,  with  the  various  data  referred  to  in  this  report 
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lettered  thereon  ;  also  showing  the  system  of  drainage  pro- 
posed as  an  entirety. 

Second.    A  folio  of  plans  and  profiles  showing  details. 

Probably  the  advantages  following  the  construction  of 
competent  surface  grades,  drains  and  sewers  are  more  dif- 
ficult of  appreciation  beforehand  than  those  of  any  other 
public  improvement.  Yet  it  would  seem  that  a  thoughtful 
consideration  of  the  general  effect  upon  the  health,  conven- 
ience and  property  of  citizens  and  tax-payers,  produced  by 
relieving  door-yards,  sidewalks,  streets  and  gutters  of  sur- 
plus water:  by  drying  the  soil  under  and  around  the  house, 
thus  rendering  the  air  lighter  and  less  liable  to  retain  offen- 
sive and  injurious  odors,  and  by  furnishing  permanent  and 
reliable  means  of  removing  from  one's  premises  the  various 
house  wastes  which,  without  such  speedy  removal  would  neces- 
sarily have  to  be  received,  stored,  and  temporarily  removed 
at  considerable  cost  from  expensive  cesspools  (under  many 
circumstances  objectionable  adjuncts  to  a  residence  or  any 
tenantable  property),  would  carry  conviction  of  the  im- 
portance of  such  modern  improvements. 

Although  in  view  of  the  current  information  on  the  neces- 
sity of  sanity  improvements  of  this  nature  it  may  be  consid- 
ered uncalled  for,  I  will  briefly  emphasize  the  importance  of 
good  surface  and  subdrainage  by  special  reference  to  the 
more  important  results  gained  in  the  construction  of  surface 
grades  and  sewers. 

In  the  first  place,  if  it  is  desired  to  provide  and  maintain 
smooth  and  hard  road  sufaces,  all  work  on  the  highways 
must  be  done  in  accordance  with  competent  surface  grades. 

No  amount  of  laborand  good  materials  will  avail  to  secure 
permanent  results  in  this  direction  if  no  attention  is  given  to 
the  drainage  of  the  surface  and  the  rapid  removal  of  storm 
water  and  melting  snow.  Fortunately  your  town  has  availa- 
ble most  excellent  materials  for  making  and  repairing  its

Highways,  and  by  constant  applications  of  this  material  the 
Dedhani  streets  are  at  most  seasons  of  the  year  rendered  un- 
usually good  for  driving  and  general  traffic. 

Yet  there  are  many  districts  in  the  main  village  and  East 
Dedham  in  which  the  streets  are  flooded  with  water  in  the 
spring  of  the  year,  and  sidewalks  submerged  and  rendered 
unfit  for  foot  travel  by  heavy  rain  storms  at  any  season,  all 
for  lack  of  channels  or  conduits  for  conveying  aAvay  the 
water  and  preventing  its  accumulation. 

Not  only  does  this  condition  of  things  greatly  inconven- 
ience and  annoy  people,  but  it  causes  a  positive  damage  to 
road  surfaces  and  sidewalks  by  first  softening  the  material  of 
which  they  are  made  and  then  washing  it  away,  or  causing  it 
to  settle  and  the  coarser  substances  to  work  up  to  the  top. 

An  examination  of  the  surface  of  an  improperly  drained 
street  after  heavy  rains  shows  that  it  has  become  soft  and 
allowed  wheels  to  cut  it  up  into  ruts  and  furrows,  and  if 
there  is  much  traffic  the  material  is  thoroughly  churned  and 
mixed. 

In  such  case,  after  being  thoroughly  softened,  it  is  easy  for 
the  original  road  surface  to  be  gullied  and  washed  away  by 
a  heavy  shower  of  rain,  thus  wasting  much  good  material 
Avhich  had  been  applied  at  considerable  expense. 

^^ow  where  there  is  not  efficient  surface  drainage  the  above 
condition  of  things  is  sure  to  exist,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
maintain,  except  at  great  annual  expense,  streets  and  high- 
ways which  are  always  passable  with  comfort. 

But  the  road  surface  is  not  all  of  the  street :  sidewalks  and 
crosswalks  are  as  important  for  foot  travel  as  the  road  is  for 
wheel  traffic. 

Common  law  and  the  statutes  fullv  recosjnize  the  absolute 
rights  of  foot  passengers  to  safe  ways  of  travel,  to  firm,  even 
sidewalks,  free  from  gullies  and  channels,  projecting  stones 
and  roots,  blind  holes  covered  with  mud  and  water,  and 
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anything  liable  to  catch  the  foot  or  wrench  a  limb.  The 
laws  make  it  compulsory  on  a  town  as  a  corporation  to  keep 
its  highways  in  fit  condition  for  travel,  and  the  thousands  of 
dollars  paid  in  the  aggregate  by  the  towns  in  the  State  every 
year  as  compensation  for  injuries  caused  by  neglecting  to 
comply  with  the  reasonable  and  proper  requirements  of  these 
laws  represent  so  much  loss  which  might  have  been  avoided 
by  an  intelligent  provision  for  permanent  improvements  in 
the  way  of  surface  grades  and  competent  drainage. 

When  a  street  is  properly  constructed  it  is  first  properly 
graded ;  second,  provided  with  side  channels  for  collecting 
and  carrying  water ;  third,  provided  with  hard,  smooth  side- 
walks, held  in  place  by  firmly-set  edge  or  curb  stones  and 
pitched  toward  the  roadway  sufficiently  to  shed  rain-water 
and  melting  snow. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  same  care  should  not  be 
applied  to  the  construction  of  roads  and  sidewalks  as  to 
private  driveways  and  door-yards.  With  an  exception  here 
and  there  only,  property  owners  are  careful  to  provide  good 
walks  from  street  to  door,  and  carriage-ways  and  footpaths 
around  private  residences  are  rendered  dry  by  proper  grading 
and  the  use  of  suitable  materials. 

Now  there  is  no  reason  why  one  should' hot  step  from  such 
safe  and  comfortable  surfaces  on  to  a  hard  sidewalk,  and  pro- 
ceed wherev^er  business  or  inclination  may  prompt  without 
danger  to  limb  and  inconvenience  or  injury  to  footwear  and 
clothing.  And  yet  there  are  very  many  streets  and  footways 
in  Dedham  where  to  do  such  a  thing  is  impossible  if  tbe 
weather  be  at  all  stormy  or  if  a  heavy  rain  has  just  fallen. 

The  improvements  which  are  made  in  some  towns  in  this 
direction  are  very  noticeable  and  have  become  matters  of 
local  pride  as  well  as  satisfaction.  The  value  of  private  prop- 
erty is  much  enhanced  by  the  reconstruction  of  faulty  streets, 
and  though  expense  is  frequently  imposed  on  abuttors  by 
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reason  of  chang'es  of  grade  in  carrying  out  such  reconstruction, 
yet  there  is  hardly  an  instance  where  the  result  has  not  been 
an  increase  in  the  market  value  of  the  property  affected. 

The  visible  difference  between  the  streets  of  a  town  where 
highw^ay  improvements  are  intelligently  made  in  accordance 
with  a  well-studied  system  of  gi-ades  and  those  of  a  town 
where  the  annual  appropriations  for  highways  are  applied 
without  such  a  guide,  though  the  work  may  be  honestly  done 
and  with  good  judgment  so  far  as  circumstances  Avill  permit, 
is  so  marked  as  to  cause  much  comment.  In  the  course  of 
my  work  I  have  had  occasion  to  become  acquainted  with 
*  many  of  the  tow^ns  and  villages  in  New  England,  and  the 
differences  in  respect  to  local  construction  and  improvements 
of  the  highways  are  conspicuous. 

But  in  addition  to  and  beyond  this  difference  in  appearance 
is  the  saving  in  expense  resulting  where  the  work,  once  well 
and  permanently  done,  needs  but  little  expenditure  annually 
for  maintenance.  There  are  some  towns  in  which  the  high- 
ways will  before  many  years  be  in  permanent  condition  for  all 
time, — towns  in  which  the  ordinances  require  that  all  real- 
estate  improvements,  such  as  the  erection  and  alterations  of 
buildings*  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  street  grades  prepared 
and  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniformity  and  com- 
petency of  grade.  It  is  evident  that  much  future  expense 
will  be  saved  in  such  cases  by  compelling  the  erection  of  the 
new  and  costly  buildings  which  are  being  added  to  the  valu- 
ation of  all  growing  towns  year  by  year  to  be  made  on  lines 
and  levels  which  will  need  no  change  hereafter  when  street 
surfaces  are  finished  to  f)ermanent  grades. 

There  can  be  but  one  conclusion  by  those  of  your  citizens 
who  will  give  this  matter  candid  study,  and  chat  is,  that  the 
economy  of  making  highway  improvements  in  the  way  I  have 
mentioned  is  too  evident  to  warrant  proceeding  in  any  other 
way. 
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A  good  street  consists  of 
First,    A  proper  grade  or  pitch. 

Second.  A  cross-section  which  will  shed  the  w^ater  later- 
ally into 

Third,  Gutters  or  side  channels  of  proper  dimensions  to 
convey  the  water  to  outlets,  or  subdrains. 

Fourth,  Sidewalks  sufficiently  elevated  above  these  side- 
channels  to  make  them  dry  and  self-draining. 

Fifth,    A  substantial  and  porous  road-bed. 

Sixth,    A  surface  of  hard  and  waterproof  material. 

I  do  not  assume  that  these  essentials  are  unknown  to  your 
citizens,  but  it  is  evident  that  few  of  your  streets  have  been 
constructed  strictly  in  compliance  with  such  details. 

However,  until  they  are,  there  will  continue  to  exist  the 
wet  places,  muddy  crosswalks,  irregular  sidewalks  and  stand- 
ing pools  of  water,  which  mark  several  localities  in  the  main 
villa«:e  and  East  Dedham. 

The  services  and  value  of  a  good  sewerage  system  can  be 
appreciated  in  the  following  directions  :  — 

First,    In  removing  from  dwelling-houses  and  other  build- 
ings the  many  waste  matters  which  require  regular  removal 
in  order  to  maintain  proper  sanitary  conditions. 
.  Second,    In  making  possible,  by  such  removal,  a  free  use 
of  water  for  all  purposes  on  the  premises. 

Third.    In  lowering  the  standing  water  level  in  the  soil. 

Fourth,  In  collecting  waste  liquids  and  filth  at  one  cen- 
tral point  of  discharge  where  it  can  be  systematically  cared 
for,  thus  avoiding  the  existence  of  minor  nuisances  here  and 
there,  and  — 

Fifth.  In  removing  storm-water  as  fast  as  it  falls,  thus 
preventing  the  accumulation  of  pools  and  the  flooding  of 
streets  and  private  premises. 

These  advantages  are  of  more  practical  value  in  some  towns 
than  in  others.     For  instance,  after  a  public  water  supply  is 
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introduced  aud  adopted  by  the  people,  the  danger  of  drmking 
well-water  polluted  by  the  leakage  from  cesspools  and  vaults 
is  done  away  with  ;  and  if  the  soil  and  contours  of  the  town  be 
such  as  to  permit  of  the  rapid  subsidence  of  water  to  a  low 
level,  the  use  of  properlj^  constructed  cesspools  may  be  an 
expedient  and  practicable  way  of  disposing  of  liquid  wastes  in 
ordinary  cases  and  in  small  amounts.  On  the  other  hand,  in 
towns  where  the  settled  territory  is  level  aud  the  sub-soil 
water  stands  near  the  surface,  underground  receptacles  for 
house  wastes  are  hardly  permissible,  and  ceitainly  not  to  be 
tolerated  if  a  proper  health  standard  is  to  be  maintained. 

Another  condition  which  determines  the  utility  and  desira- 
bility of  a  sewerage  system  is  the  relative  density  or  compact- 
ness of  the  population  of  a  town.  Where  house  lots  are  small 
and  buildings  are  near  together,  even  with  a  most  permeable 
&oi\  and  low  standing  water  level,  the  use  of  cesspools  becomes 
impracticable,  owing  to  the  annoyance  of  removing  their  con- 
tents and  the  necessity  of  locating  them  near  buildings.  The 
majority  of  active  manufacturing  towns  and  villages  come 
under  this  class,  while  many  towns  of  quite  large  population, 
containing  no  condensed  manufacturing  territory  and  made  up 
of  large  house  lots  and  plenty  of  breathing  room,  having  pure 
water  to  drink  and  favorable  soil,  hardly  need  the  facilities 
for  drainage  provided  by  a  complete  system  of  sewers. 

These  views  must  not  be  held  as  disparaging  the  value  o 
modern  sewerage,  nor  as  under-rating  the  importance  of  san- 
itary drainage,  but  rather  as  an  unprejudiced  contrast  of  the 
actual  conditions  which  constantly  come  under  the  observa- 
tion of  those  engaged  in  preparing  improvements  of  a  public 
nature. 

In  a  properly  designed  sewerage  system  the  sewers  are  : — 
First,    Self-cleansing  by  being  constructed  with  great 

eare  oa  mechanically  true  grades,  and  with  smooth  interiors. 
Second,     Deep  enough  to  subdrain  the  basements  of  all 

abutting  property. 
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Third.  Provided  with  man-holes  for  free  ventilatioD  and 
inspection  and  light  shafts  for  locating  obstructions  or  dis- 
locations. 

Fourth.  Arranged  or  provided  with  means  of  flushing  in 
dry  weather. 

The  system  being  successfully  arranged,  designed,  and  con 
structed  in  these  important  details,  it  further  remains  to 
conduct  the  combined  discharge  of  all  the  sewers  to  a  final 
outlet  where  it  can  be  disposed  of  without  causing  injury  or 
nuisance. 

How  this  can  be  done  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of 
the  plans  submitted  herewith,  and  the  data  obtained  from 
the  examinations  made. 

,  The  plans  prepared  show  the  streets  on  a  scale  of  forty 
feet  per  inch,  with  accompanying  profiles  on  scales  of  forty 
and  ten.  These  profiles  show  the  present  surface,  the  new 
surface  grade,  and  proposed  sewers  with  their  various  details. 

The  surveys  from  which  these  sheets  have  been  prepared 
were  made  personally  by  Mr.  L.  L.  Gerry,  C.  E.,  my  assist- 
ant, and  care  has  been  taken  at  all  times  to  insure  their 
accuracy. 

The  results  as  given  in  map  form  show  the  following  con- 
ditions of  the  territory  studied  as  regards  its  various  levels, 
flat  areas,  present  grades  and  flow  of  water,  present  relief 
channels,  and  difficulties  in  removing  surface  water. 

The  first  study  of  the  territory  relates  to  improving  the 
surface  drainage,  the  second  study  to  the  future  sewerage 
and  subdrainage  of  the  territory  and  the  third  study  to 
the  cost  of  beginning  such  improvements  and  carrying  them 
so  far  as  may  be  needed  to  secure  dry  streets,  sidewalks,  and 
door-yards. 

There  are  two  distinct  districts  involved  in  this  case,  divided 
by  the  low  level  line  of  the  Wigwam  Brook.  The  separation 
is  natural  and  convenient,  and  the  system  of  drainage  may 
be  separate  and  distinct  in  each  case. 
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This  fact  will  allow  an  independent  consideration  of  the 
main  village,  and  I  will  give  the  results  of  the  surveys  and 
study  of  this  territory  first. 

High  Street,  the  principal  avenue,  from  Lowder  Street  to 
Village  Avenue  is  practically  level ;  from  Village  Avenue 
to  Chestnut  Street  the  fall  is  6.38  feet ;  from  Chestnut  Street 
to  Court  Street,  5.58  feet ;  from  Court  Street  to  Washington 
Street,  north,  6.26  feet:  from  the  latter  street  to  East 
Street,  north,  14.64  feet. 

The  upper  portion  of  this  street,  between  Lowder  and 
Common  Streets,  now  discharges  its  surface  water  into  the 
valley  drained  by  the  brook  passing  in  a  southerly  direction 
under  Village  Avenue,  Highland,  Court,  and  Washington 
Streets,  into  Wigwam  Brook.  Between  Common  and  Wash- 
ington Streets,  High  Street  is  drained  into  the  Charles  Kiver. 
Village  Avenue,  between  High  and  Chestnut  Streets,  drains 
into  the  brook  above  mentioned. 

The  middle  area  of  the  village,  bounded  by  High  and 
Chestnut  Streets,  Village  Avenue,  Court,  Metcalf,  Spruce, 
« Washington  Streets  and  Eastern  Avenue,  is  a  nearly  level 
area,,  containing  by  measurement  about  sixty  acres.  This 
area  has  no  special  summits  or  valleys,  and  for  this  reason 
will  require  special  provision  for  surface  drainage.  The  sur- 
face water  must  be  collected  at  central  points,  and  received 
and  conveyed  away  by  drains  of  sufficient  capacity.  The 
table  of  elevations  and  grades  contains  the  levels  over  this 
territory,  the  highest  point  being  the  intersection  of  High 
and  Chestnut  Streets,  elevation,  111.74;  the  lowest,  the 
junction  of  Worthington  and  School  Streets,  elevation, 
99.63. 

The  subsoil  throughout  this  territory  is  largely  gravel  and 
sand,  and  of  a  character  to  permit  the  absorption  and  sub- 
sidence of  much  surface  water. 

The  settled  portions  of  the  village  lying  west  of  this  cen- 
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tral  area  drain  naturally  and  quite  easily  into  the  brook  be- 
fore mentioned  as  passing  under  Highland  Court  and  Wash- 
ington Streets  ;  that  portion  lying  north  of  this  area  drains 
down  a  natural  slope  into  the  Charles  River ;  that  portion 
lying  east  of  Bryant  and  Spruce  Streets  drains  into  the 
meadows  east  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Raih'oad,  and 
traversed  b}'  the  AVigwam  Brook.  The  surface  drainage  of 
the  entire  main  village  finds  its  way  ultimately  into  the 
Charles  River,  largely  through  the  channel  of  Wigwam 
Brook*. 

There  are  no  sewers  in  this  territory  receiving  and  con- 
veying house  wastes  or  fecal  matters  to  an  outlet,  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  learn. 

There  are  a  few  drains  in  the  main  village,  East  Dedham, 
and  Oakdale,  constructed  at  odd  times,  and  without  reference 
to  any  general  plan,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  low  places  of 
surface  water.  These  drains  are  stone  culverts,  box  drains, 
and  pipes  of  difierent  sizes  and  cross-sections  and  varying 
grades.  In  some  instances  they  relieve  one  bad  place  at  the 
expense  of  another  lower  down  ;  in  others  they  cause  a  gully- 
ing out  of  surft^ce  channels  into  which  they  discharge.  An 
examination  of  some  of  them  this  winter  showed  that  in  cold 
~  weather  the  upper  or  inlet  end  becomes  closed  by  ice,  causing 
flooding  of  the  surfaces  they  were  designed  to  relieve. 

It  has  been  found  impossible  to  locate  and  show  all  of  these 
drains  on  the  maps  prepared,  as  no  reliable  information  could 
be  obtained  as  to  the  course  and  pitch  in  many  cases. 

Further,  I  do  not  readily  see  that  any  of  these  drains  can 
properly  be  made  a  part  of  a  competent  and  complete  system 
of  drainage,  owing  to  their  irregularity  of  construction  and 
location.  Certainly  not  much  can  be  saved  in  expense  by 
attempting  to  utilize  them,  and  it  would  not  do  to  make  new 
plans  conform  to  them  in  order  to  eflect  such  saving. 
•   The  town  has  the  right  to  discharge  its  surface  drainage 
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into  any  of  the  streams  flowing  through  its  territory-,  but  is 
prohibited  by  law  from  discharging  sewage  and  unclean  waste 
matters  into  the  Charles  Eiver  or  any  of  these  tributaries,  or 
into  the  Xeponset  River  or  any  of  its  tributaries  above  the 
mouth  of  ^lother  Brook. 

The  plan  I  propose  for  relieving  the  main  village  of  sur- 
face water  is  shown  on  the  map  entitled  Sewerage  Study  and 
is  as  follows  :  — 

The  main  discharging  point  of  all  water  collected  in  the 
central  area  of  sixty  acres  described  above,  together  with 
that  to  be  removed  from  High  Street,  is  to  be  at  the  brook  at 
Washington  Street,  north.  Starting  at  this  discharging  point, 
*a  main  drain  is  to  be  laid  thence  to  High  Street,  and  termi- 
nated in  a  chamber  constructed  to  serve  as  a  storm  overflow 
and  relief  for  all  surface  water  received  at  that  point,  which 
may  be  termed  a  central  collecting  point. 

Beginning  at  Lowder  Street,  a  main  sewer  is  to  be  con- 
structed through  High  Street  to  this  central  point,  and 
arranored  to  receive  surface  water  throuo^h  catch-basins 
located  at  proper  points  on  the  route. 

This  main  sewer  is  to  be  relieved  of  a  part  of  the  surface 
water  collected  by  a  storm  overflow  at  the  junction  of 
Common  Street,  where  the  surplus  w^ater  collected  above  that 
point  will  pass  off  through  the  valley  and  brook  now  receiving 
the  surface  drainage. 

Sewers  in  Chestnut  and  Bullard  Streets  are  to  discharge 
into  this  main  sewer;  also  sewers  in  Court  Street  from  Vil- 
lage Avenue,  Church  Street,  and  Washington  Street,  south. 

The  Bullard  Street  sewer  is  to  receive  the  drainage  of 
County  Street ;  the  Church  Street  sewer,  the  drainage  of 
Village  Avenue  as  far  west  as  Chestnut  Street,  Norfolk  Street, 
and  Franklin  Square;  the  Washington  Street  (south)  sewer 
is  ta  receive  the  drainage  of  School  Street,  Worthington 
Street,  Court  Street  from  School  to  the  summit  west  of 
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Marsh  Street,  and  a  portion  of  Court  Street  from  the  summit 
just  named  to  a  point  near  Richards  Street,  Spruce  Street  as 
far  as  Spring  Street,  and  the  upper  level  portion  of  Spring 
Street. 

A  portion  of  Ames  Street,  the  hollow  in  River  Place,  and  a 
portion  of  Maple  Place  are  to  drain  into  the  main  High 
Street  sewer  through  special  drains  to  be  laid  for  the  purpose 
in  each  case. 

Eastern  Avenue  from  the  New  York  &  New  England  Rail- 
road and  Bryant  Street  are  to  drain  into  the  outfall  section 
of  the  main  High  Street  sewer,  to  be  described  directly. 
^  The  heavy  dotted  red  line  on  the  "  Sewerage  Study  "  shows 
the  area  which  will  be  relieved  of  surface  water  by  this 
system  of  drains.  -Its  area  is  approximately  eighty  acres, 
and  comprises  the  territory  of  the  main  village  which  it  is 
practicable  to  provide  with  systematic  sewerage  having  one 
outfall  or  point  of  discharge.  With  the  exception  of  the  ex- 
treme points  on  ^Yashington,  Court,  Highland,  and  Ames 
Streets,  it  will  be  possible  to  drain  estates  and  basements 
located  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  centre  line  of  the 
street  (which  is  to  be  the  location  of  the  sewer  in  nearly 
every  case)  at  levels  not  exceeding  seven  feet  below  the  re- 
vised grade  of  the  street  opposite. 

By  extending  a  special  drain  for  the  purpose,  surface 
water  can  be  arrested  by  means  of  catch-basins,  and  con- 
ducted into  the  proposed  sewer  at  any  of  the  extreme  points 
deOned  on  the  map,  thus  somewhat  enlarging  the  territory 
bounded  by  the  dotted  line. 

Beginning  at  the  central  collecting  point  first  mentioned, 
at  the  head  of  Washington  Street,  north,  an  outfall  sewer  is 
to  be  constructed  through  High  Street  to  a  point  under  the 
new  railroad  bridge.  This  outfall  sewer  is  to  be  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  carry  all  of  the  sewage  proper  of  the  main  village 
as  collected  by  the  sewers  shown  on  the  map  from  the  area  of 
eighty  acres. 
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This  outfall  sewer  is  to  receive  no  storm  water,  except 
such  slight  quantity  as  it  maybe  advisable  to  admit  for  flush- 
ing purposes.  Its  elevation  at  the  Wigwam  Brook  is  to  be 
such  as  to  bring  its  crown  about  two  feet  below  the  bed  of 
the  stream.  The  central  chamber  at  the  head  of  this  outfall 
section  at  ^Yashington  Street  is  to  be  so  constructed  that  all 
the  sewao^e  and  waste  matters  collected  and  received  at  that 
point  from  the  several  branch  sewers  (including  of  course  the 
main  High  Street  sewer)  will  flow  on  uninteruptedly,  by  the 
overflow  channel,  through  the  outfall  section  and  to  the 
point  under  the  railroad  bridge.  When  the  various  sewers 
begin  to  receive  surface  water  the  flow  will  increase  at  the 
central  point  until  it  overflows  a  mechanical  obstruction 
designed  for  the  purpose,  and  passes  oflT  through  the  drain 
laid  in  Washington  Street,  north,  to  the  brook.  The  outfall 
sewer  will  convey  enough  of  the  storm  water  to  insure  the 
removal  of  all  sewage  matters  scoured  from  all  parts  of  the 
system  by  the  first  inflow  of  surface  water,  thus  rendering 
the  overflow  water  clean  and  proper  to  be  discharged  directly 
into  the  brook  at  Washington  Street.  In  the  same  manner, 
the  overflow  water  discharged  at  Common  Street  will  be 
rendered  clean  and  free  from  odor. 

I  have  prepared  a  table  giving  the  size  and  elevation  of  the 
several  sewers  proposed.  These  sewers  are  also  shown  on 
the  map,  together  with  the  principal  points  at  which  it  is  pro- 
posed  to  receive  surface  water. 

An  examination  of  the  detail  plans  will  show  that  the  rate 
of  inclination  of  many  of  the  sewers  proposed  is  moderate. 
This  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  flatness  of  the  territory  to 
be  drained.  The  average  depth  of  the  main  sewer  in  High 
Street  will  be  about  thirteen  feet ;  and  this  can  be  increased 
if  for  any  reason  it  appears  to  be  desirable.  The  standard 
depth  for  sewers  in  well-executed  plans  varies  from  twelve 
to  fifteen  feet.    By  lowering  the  grades  proposed  for  the 
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High  Street  sewer,  the  inclinations  of  the  several  branch 
sewers  can  be  increased,  although  it  does  not  appear  to  me 
that  this  is  necessary. 

Each  of  the  sewers  proposed  is  to  have  a  man-hole  at  its 
upper  end,  with  siphon  arrangement  for  flushing,  the  water 
for  the  purpose  to  be  obtained  from  an  adjacent  hydrant. 
Such  artificial  flushing  will  be  required  only  occasionally  ; 
but  the  opportunity  to  admit  fresh  water  into  the  upper  end 
of  the  sewer  should,  in  my  opinion,  always  be  provided. 

By  the  operation  of  the  system  of  drainage  above  de- 
scribed, all  storm  waters  and  the  floods  caused  by  melting 
snow  and  ice  will  be  removed  from  the  streets  before  they 
can  cause  damage  or  inconvenience.  If  the  surface  grades 
of  the  streets  are  reconstructed  and  made  to  conform  to 
the  new  grades  shown  on  the  detail  plan  submitted,  the  side 
channels  or  gutters  properly  shaped  and  protected  by 
permanent  paving,  and  modern  catch-basins  constructed  in 
the  grade  valleys  to  take  the  run  of  water  in  these  channels^ 
all  the  unfavorable  conditions  of  dampness,  standing  water^ 
flooded  sidewalks  and  gullied  street  surfaces,  which  have 
been  described  in  this  report  as  now  having  a  local  exis- 
tance  in  the  main  village  will  be  remedied,  and  the  result 
will  be  such  an  improvement  as  can  hardly  fail  to  receive 
hearty  public  approval. 

In  regard  to  the  various  details  of  the  sewers  proposed, 
the  following  appurtenances,  appliances  and  materials  may 
be  noted  as  necessary  to  a  proper  operation  and  mainte- 
nance :  — 

First.  Branch  sewers  are  to  enter  main  sewers  without 
curves,  the  point  of  junction  in  each  case  being  a  man-hole 
with  channels  in  the  bottom  and  frame  for  inserting  flushing 
gate.  These  man-holes  are  to  be  large  enough  for  convenient 
entrance,  and  are  to  be  finished  at  the  street  surface  with  a 
heavy  removable  cover  of  iron  perforated  for  ventilation. 
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Second.  Light  shafts  through  which  a  lantern  can  be 
lowered  are  to  be  placed  at  unimportant  angles  in  the  sew^ers  ; 
changes  of  direction  when  made  from  necessity  are  to  be 
angles  and  not  curves.  By  means  of  these  light  shafts  and 
man-holes  it  will  be  possible  to  inspect  the  sewer  and  locate 
obstructions. 

Third*  Branches  or  inlets  must  be  built  into  the  sewer 
when  constructed  to  enable  connections  to  be  made  when 
desired  without  breaking  dow^n  or  cutting  out  the  original 
work. 

Fourth,  Catch-basins  constructed  to  receive  a  run  of  water 
from  the  gutters,  and  with  outlets  trapped,  must  be  provided 
at  proper  points  in  the  street  and  connected  with  the  sewer 
by  a  pipe  entering  obliquely. 

Fifth,  The  grade  lines  defined  on  the  plan  for  proposed 
sewers  indicate  the  slope  of  the  top  of  the  sewer,  i,  e.,  the 
invert  or  crown  in  each  case. 

Sixth,  Where  a  small  sewer  enters  a  largei*  one,  or  the 
size  of  a  sewer  in  increased,  the  bottom  is  dropped  to  accom- 
modate the  flow  to  the  change. 

Seventh.  All  sewers  proposed,  eighteen  inches  or  less  in 
diameter  are  to  be  hard-burned,  vitrified  pipes,  with  salt- 
glaze  finish  ;  over  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  the  construc- 
tion will  be  of  hard-burned  brick,  specially  selected  on 
account  of  its  evenness  of  quality  and  trueness  of  shape,  laid 
in  hydraulic  mortar  made  of  equal  parts  of  best  hydraulic 
cement  and  sand. 

In  regard  to  the  cross-section  and  details  of  the  improved 
street  construction  to  be  carried  out  when  remodelling  the 
streets  in  conformity  with  the  surface  grades  shown  oti  the 
detail  sheets,  the  following  may  be  noted  : — 

First.  The  grade  lines  given  on  the  plan  show  the  fin- 
ished crown  of  the  street,  and  also  the  grade  of  the  curbstone 
line. 
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Second,  In  narrow  streets  the  run  of  water  in  the  gutters 
may  be  next  the  curbstone,  and  in  all  cases  the  sidewalks 
should  have  a  cross  pitch  toward  this  gutter  of  three  inches 
in  a  width  of  six  feet,  or  at  that  rate. 

Third.  The  gutters  should  be  paved  to  prevent  wearing 
away  and  to  tacilitate  cleaning,  for  a  width  of  three  feet  at 
least  from  the  edge  or  curb  stone. 

:,  Fourth.  Edge  or  curb  stones  should  never  be  less  than 
twenty  inches  deep,  and  should  be  set  on  the  same  grade  as 
the  crown  of  the  street.  The  gutter  paving  should  be  laid 
eight  inches  down  on  the  face  of  the  curbstone.  Asphalt 
concrete  gutters  are  smooth,  regular  in  grade,  and  conse- 
quently convey  water  more  rapidly  than  those  of  rougher 
material.  The  trench  in  which  the  curbstone  is  laid  should 
first  be  filled  to  a  depth  of  a  few  inches  with  fine,  broken 
stone  or  coarse  gravel. 

Fifth.  Whenever  repairs  of  the  road  surface  become  neces- 
sary the  work  done  should  accurately  conform  to  lines  and 
levels  given  by  an  experienced  surveyor  from  the  data  re- 
corded on  the  detail  sheets  submitted  herewith. 

Thus  far  we  have  considered  the  drainasre  and  sewerao^e  of 
the  main  village  of  Dedham.  All  that  has  been  said  regard- 
ing the  advantages  of  good  grades  and  drains,  and  the  essen- 
tial details  necessary  to  have  faithfully  carried  out  in  provid- 
ing such,  will  apply  equally  well  to  the  districts  east  of  the 
Wigwam  Brook.  Detail  plans  of  these  several  districts,  viz.. 
High  Street  east  of  the  railroad  bridge,  East  Dedham  to  the 
Hyde  Park  line,  that  section  known  as  Germantown,  and  the 
section  called  Oakdale,  have  been  made  with  the  same  care 
and  on  the  same  scales  as  those  first  descrii^ed  in  this  report. 
All  of  these  difi^erent  sections  and  the  main  village  of  Dedham 
must  at  some  day  in  the  future  be  connected  and  made  parts 
of  an  harmonious  system  of  drainage.  So  far  as  taking  care 
of  surface  water  alone  goes,  there  will  be  no  obstacle  to  dis- 
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charging  the  same  into  the  Charles  River,  Mother  Brook,  or 
the  Xeponset  River.  But  when  it  comes  to  the  removal  of 
sewage  matters,  house  wastes,  manufacturing  refuse,  etc.,  as 
previously  stated,  the  town  of  Declham  will  be  found  restricted 
and  compelled  to  conduct  its  operations  with  a  strict  regard 
to  the  sanitary  interests  of  populations  lying  farther  down 
the  streams  mentioned. 

It  is  no  doubt  quite  generally  known  that  a  State  commis- 
sion, appointed  in  1884,  to  specially  consider  a  general  system 
of  drainage  for  the  Charles  River  valley,  made  what  appears 
to  be  a  careful  investigation  of  the  opportunity  for  providing 
Dedham  with  a  competent  outlet  for  any  local  sewerage  sys- 
tem which  the  town  might  adopt.  The  report  of  the  engineer 
of  the  commission,  approved  by  the  consulting  engineers 
whose  advice  was  secured  by  the  commission,  suggested  a 
main  valley  sewer,  beginning  at  the  Boston  main  drain- 
age works  and  extending  up  the  Neponset  valley,  through 
Milton  Lower  Mills,  Mattapan,  Hyde  Park,  and  East  Dedham 
to  the  Wigwam  Brook  at  the  point  under  the  railroad  bridge 
I  have  designated  as  a  termination  of  the  outfall  sewer  of  the 
main  village  system  of  drains.  I  have  given  this  part  of  the 
study  much  thought  and  personal  investigation  and  I  am 
decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  ultimate  and  permanent 
sewerage  system  of  the  town  of  Dedham  must,  of  necessity, 
be  constructed  substantially  on  the  plan  proposed  by  this 
commission. 

While  I  believe  the  estimate  of  cost  of  constructing  a 
proper  sewer  from  the  Wigwam  Brook  through  the  valley  of 
Mother  Brook  to  the  Hyde  Park  town  line  made  by  the  en- 
gineer of  the  commission  to  be  altogether  too  small  (it  is 
given  as  $23,000  on  page  206  of  the  commission's  report),  it 
is  very  evident  that  if,  by  building  such  a  sewer,  and  by  co- 
operating with  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  to  secure  the  recep- 
tion of  its  discharge  on  reasonable  terms,  either  in  the  shape 
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of  a  price  to  be  paid  towards  the  construction  of  the  main 
Hyde  Park  sewer,  or  an  annual  rental  for  the  privilege  of 
freely  discharging  the  sewage  of  Dedham  into  a  sewer  to  be 
constructed  for  its  reception  by  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  as 
the  case  may  be,  the  town  of  Dedham  can  be  relieved  of  the 
restrictions,  complications,  and  expense  sure  to  accompan}r 
the  adoption  of  any  temporary  plan  for  disposing  of  its  sew- 
age without  creating  an  indictable  nuisance,  it  can  well 
afford  to  undertake  the  project.  I  have  made  the  surveys 
necessary  to  determine  the  most  feasible  line  for  this  valley 
sewer,  and  find  it  will  be  substantially  that  shown  on  the 
map  accompanying  the  commission's  report,  but  I  have  re- 
vised the  estimate  of  the  engineer,  making  the  cost  $34,500 
instead  of  $23,000. 

The  Sewerage  Study  shows  the  course  of  this  valley  sewer 
as  far  as  the  town  line,  and  the  points  on  the  same  at  which 
the  local  sewers  in  East  Dedham  are  to  discharge.  I  think 
you  will  find  that  the  data  given  on  the  plans  I  have  prepared 
will  be  sufficient  to  furnish  all  the  information  necessary  in 
constructing  the  sewers  shown  in  the  various  streets  of  the 
territory  surveyed.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the 
final  and  complete  system  should  be  kept  in  view  when  carry- 
ing out  the  smallest  instalment  of  work  authorized  by  the 
town.  If  this  is  done  every  dollar  that  is  expended  will  be 
applied  to  good  advantage,  and  the  work  will  not  have  to  ])e 
abandoned  or  remodelled  to  accommodate  the  future  growth 
of  the  particular  section  it  was  designed  to  improve. 

In  regard  to  beginning  the  work  of  improving  the  drain-^ 
age  of  the  town  of  Dedham,  I  respectfully  make  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  ;  — 

First,  That  the  overflow  drain  from  High  Street  to  the 
brook  at  Washinsfton  Street  be  constructed  as  shown  oa 
the  plan. 
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Second.  That  the  overflow  chamber  at  the  head  of  this 
drain  on  Washington  Street  be  constructed. 

TJiird.  That  the  High  Street  sewer  from  the  overflow 
chamber  to  Chestnut  Street  be  constructed  with  all  neces- 
sary appurtenances. 

Fourth,  That  the  drains  proposed  for  ViUage  Avenue, 
Church  Street,  and  Washington  Street,  south,  with  their 
catch-basins,  etc.,  be  laid  and  connected  with  the  main 
sewer,  all  in  accordance  with  the  plans  submitted. 

Fifth.  That  the  grades  of  the  streets  in  which  these 
sewers  and  drains  are  constructed  be  remodelled  to  con- 
form with  the  new  lines. 

Sixth,  That  all  of  this  work  be  done  under  the  personal 
and  constant  supervision  of  a  superintendent  of  practical 
experience  in  sewer  construction. 

Using  the  figures  of  cost  of  similar  work  done  recently  in 
other  places,  the  cost  of  the  sewers  and  drains  mentioned  in 
these  recommendations  will  be  $18,900. 

It  will  be  understood  that  this  system  of  drains  is  to  be 
used  for  removing  surface  water  only,  for  the  present. 

It  was  found  in  the  course  of  the  study  of  the  problem 
that  to  provide  a  system  of  shallow  drains  for  surface  water 
alone  would  cost  very  nearly  as  much  (the  difference  being 
but  about  $6,000  for  the  whole  main  village)  as  a  thorough 
and  complete  system  of  sewers  competent  for  all  purposes 
and  for  all  time.  As  it  is  inevitable  that  before  many  years 
sewers  will  have  to  be  constructed  and  provision  made  for 
disposing  of  domestic  wastes  and  other  refuse,  it  would,  in 
my  opinion,  be  folly  to  expend  any  money  for  drainage  im- 
provements of  a  temporary  character,  or  to  meet  but  a  part 
of  the  requirements  of  a  community  provided  with  other 
modern  conveniences  and  facilities. 

If  it  should  appear  to  the  committee  that  the  work  pro- 
jected on  the  plan  and  described  in  this  report  is  in  some 
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respects  incomplete,  the  following  summary  of  the  study  and 
the  existing  facts  which  must  be  known  to  many  of  your 
citizens,  and  can  easily  be  verified  by  those  who  have  as  yet 
not  given  special  attention  to  published  investigations,  will,  I 
think,  outline  the  only  plan  which  the  facts  in  the  case  will 
warrant  as  answering  the  requirements  of  the  present  laws. 

First,  The  town  of  Dedham  is  prohibited  from  discharg- 
ing crude  sewage,  purified  sewage,  or  the  efiluent  from 
any  area  of  sewage  purification  or  utilization  into  the  Charles 
River  or  the  Neponset  liiver  above  the  entrance  of 
Mother  Brook. 

Second.  It  is  a  physical  impossibility  for  the  town  to 
find  an  outlet  for  its  sewers  on  the  water-shed  of  either  of 
these  rivers  beyond  the  reach  of  this  prohibition. 

Third.    It  is  not  only  possible  but  will  be  comparatively 
^  easy  and  inexpensive  to  conduct  by  gravity  the  drainage  of 
the  main  village,  Oakdale,  and  East  Dedham  through  the 
valley  of  Mother  Brook  to  the  Hyde  Park  town  line. 

Fourth.  The  town  of  Hyde  Park,  with  its  present  rate 
of  growth,  soon  will  be  compelled  to  enter  upon  a  system  of 
drainage,  and  can  very  properly  co-operate  with  the  town  of 
Dedham  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  both  towns,  whereby, 
under  some  equitable  arrangement,  one  main  sewer  may  be 
made  to  answer  the  purposes  of  both  communities,  thus 
affording  Dedham  a  convenient  and  efficient  relief  in  the 
future. 

Fifth.  No  temporary  expedient,  such  as  the  pumping  of 
sewage  to  the  gravel  beds  near  Readville  would  pay  even  if 
it  were  to  meet  no  organized  opposition  from  land  owners 
and  residents  of  the  nei<2;hborhood  and  were  to  receive  official 
license  from  the  public-health  authorities.  The  plan  of  sub- 
sidence into  and  through  this  gravel  bed  suggested  by  the 
engineer  of  the  State  commission  previously  referred  to  is,  in 
my  opinion  hardly  a  practicable  one.    While  very  likely  the 
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porous  subsoil  might  convey  away  the  liquid  matters,  there 
would  remain  the  danger  of  creating  bad  smells,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  surrounding  real  estate,  most  of  which  is  admirably 
shaped  and  located  for  profitable  development  b}^  the  several 
owners.  Further,  the  cost  of  a  pumping  plant  and  its  main- 
tenance would  be  several  times  greater  to  the  town  than  the 
amount  of  any  reasonable  proportionate  cost  of  a  union  sewer 
constructed  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  both  towns. 

Sixth.  A  careful  investigation  will  show,  I  believe,  that 
the  territory  immediately  below  Hyde  Park  and  bordering  on 
the  Neponset  River  may  be  utilized  with  propriety  for  some 
process  of  filtration  or  purification  of  the  sewage  of  the  two 
towns  sufficient  to  remove  such  solid  matters  and  specially 
offensive  properties  as  will  permit  the  remaining  liquids  to  be 
discharged  into  the  swift,  running  current  of  the  Neponset 
River.  Such  discharge  of  a  sufficiently  purified  liquid  would 
be  permissible  under  existing  laws,  and  certainly  no  greater 
offence  would  be  committed  thereby  than  now  exists  from 
manufacturing  wastes  thrown  into  the  stream.  Judging  from 
the  condition  of  many  other  streams  in  the  State  into  which 
sewers  discharge,  and  taking  into  account  the  amount  of  water 
daily  flowing  into  the  Xeponset  River,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  no  nuisance  would  be  created  nor  any  measurable  injury 
inflicted  on  abutters  on  the  stream  by  the  discharge  into  the 
Neponset  River  of  the  sewage  of  the  towns  of  Dedham  and 
Hyde  Park  purified  by  methods  which  can  be  applied  with 
reasonable  success  in  such  cases. 

Seventh.  Undoubtedly,  in  a  not  very  distant  future,  the 
Neponset  valley  will  be  so  thoroughly  populated,  and  the 
valuations  of  the  several  towns  so  increased,  that  the  con- 
struction of  a  main  valley  sewer  starting  at  tide  water,  —  per- 
haps at  the  main  drainage  works  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
perhaps  from  an  independent  outlet,  — will  be  authorized  and 
undertaken,  toward  the  cost  of  which  the  towns  benefited  will 
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severally  and  willingly  contribute,  and  in  such  event  it  is 
evident  that  if  the  expenditures  for  drainage  made  by  the 
town  of  Dedham  for  local  drainage  are  on  the  basis  of  the 
plan  I  have  outlined  there  will  have  been  no  waste  of  money, 
and  there  will  be  required  no  expensive  remodelling. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
town  of  Dedham  authorize  its  committee  to  consult  with  the 
officials  of  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  in  regard  to  a  joint  in- 
vestigation of  the  feasibility  and  cost  of  uniting  with  that 
town,  with  the  object  of  securing  the  facilities  for  drainage 
which  existing  conditions  in  each  case  suggest  should  be 
provided  at  an  early  date.

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REPORT. 


Article  36  ol  the  warrant  of  Annual  Town  Meeting-  1889: — 
"To  see  if  the  town  will  take  measures  to  ascertain  the  best  method  of  draining 
the  Wisfwam  Meadows." 

April,  1SS9,  adjourned  meeting: — 

Voted,  that  the  subject  relative  to  the  matter  of  this  article  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  consisting  of  Henry  Onion,  Alonzo  W.  Cheever  and  Dr.  Geo.  A. 
Southgate,  to  investigate  and  report  in  print  or  otherwise  at  the  next  annual  Town 
Meeting.    The  committee  so  appointed  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  tbllowing 

REPORT. 

This  vote  seems  to  have  been  passed  on  the  assumption  that  the  public 
good  demands  the  drainage  of  these  meadows,  and  hence  it  might  be  in- 
ferred that  a  discussion  of  that  question  is  not  required,  but  it  may  be 
doubted  if  most  of  our  citizens  are  sufficiently  impressed  with  the  urgent 
necessity  for  action  in  the  matter. 

The  Wigwam  Meadows,  so  called,  are  included  in  a  great  basin  formed 
by  rocky  ridges  on  the  east  and  west,  and  bv  sand  and  gravel  ridges  on 
the  north  and  south,  in  the  verv  heart  of  the  town.  Thev  are  low,  flat 
lands,  elevated  but  little  above  the  ordinary  surhics  of  Charles  river,  usually 
saturated  with  water,  and  during  floods  a  greater  part  wholly  sub- 
merged. 

They  are  pitted  all  over  with  festering  pools,  and  checkered  with  old. 
uncared-for  ditches,  grown  up  with  rank  weeds  which  rot  in  the  stagnant 
waters  thev  hold,  sendini^  ofl'foul  odors  and  creating-  a  malarious  atmo- 
sphere. 

This  description  of  land  borders  the  whole  length  of  Dedham  Village 
from  the  Common  to  the  railroad  bridge,  and  along  East  street  from  High 
to  near  Elm  street,  following  around  near  Elm  street  to  the  Highlantls 
and  thence  close  about  Federal  Hill,  and  along  Lowder  street  to  Lowder 
Brook,  mcluding  much  of  the  better  portion  of  the  town  for  culti\  ation 
and  habitation. 

The  state  in  which  these  water  soaked  lands  is  in,  has  been  over  and 
again  pronounced  by  our  boards  of  health  a  nuisance,  and  as  often  as  any 
of  our  citizens  may  petition  for  relief,  anv  board  elected  will  declare  it  a 
menace  to  the  health  of  all  the  surroundins:  re<^ions  of  the  town.  Oiu- 
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physicians  are  fully  con\'incecl  that  much  sickness,  particularly  from 
Zymotic  diseases,  Diptheria  and  the  like,  is  occasioned  or  greatlv  agG^ra- 
vated  by  the  Malaria  emanating  therefrom.  Besides,  a  theory  prevails  that 
low  wet  lands  engender  or  at  least  develop  pulmonary  diseases. 

These  reasons  are  sufficient  in  themselves  to  command  our  attention, 
and  should  cause  us  to  apply  without  delay,  needful  remedies  for  the  ex- 
isting evil,  but  there  are  also  economical  considerations  which  ought  to 
arrest  the  attention  of  all  who  have  an  intere.-;t  in  the  t,:)wn.  The  area  of 
wet  lands  under  consideration,  is  estimated  bv  Mr.  Nath.  Smith  reporting 
to  the  Board  of  Health  in  1S69,  at  about  500  acres  ;  th^re  are  within  their 
borders  larger  and  smaller  tracts  of  land,  islands  so  called,  elevated  from 
two  or  three  to  twenty  or  thirty  feet  above  the  "meadows,"  and  much  of 
the  land  immediately  bordering  on  the  meadows  is  but  little  above  their 
level,  so  that  altogether  there  are  some  seven  or  eight  hundred  acres 
which  would  be  directly  benefitted  by  thorough  drainage.  This  land  in 
its  present  state,  is  of  little  value  and  much  of  it  is  practically  worthless. 

The  existence  of  this  great  morass  is  a  bar  to  progress  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  town  ;  it  is,  and  long  has  been,  the  chief  if  not  the  sole  cause 
of  its  slow  groNvth  in  population  and  wealth. 

Perhaps  we  who  have  long  seen  this  region  in  nearlv  its  present  con- 
dition, though  presumabh-  it  grows  worse  as  time  goes  on,  ha\'e  become 
in  a  degree  blinded  to  the  magnitude  of  the  e\  il.  and  are  imconsciousl}' 
im.pressed  with  the  idea  that  it  is  a  necessary  evil.  We  do  not  see 
these  things  as  do  strangers  who  at  sight  are  struck  by  the  unwholesome 
appearance  of  this  wliole  territory,  and  it  is  well  known  that  its  present 
condition  injuriouslv  ariects  the  value  of  the  neighboring  estates,  some  of 
which  are  among  the  finest  in  town  :  when  they  have  been  offered  for  sale, 
men  of  wealth,  who  would  be  desirable  citizens,  after  visiting  them  and 
finding  them  in  ever}'  other  regard  satisfactor\',  have  refused  to  purchase 
because  of  these  meadows,  which  are  a  blight  upon  the  town.  With 
proper  drainage  these  wet  lands  can  be  fitted  for  cultivation,  for  parks  or 
drives,  for  streets  and  buildings,  and  become  as  salubrious  as  the  neigh- 
boring hillsides. 

By  such  drainage  the  general  aspect  of  the  town  woul  J  be  greatly  im- 
proved ;  an  offensive  blotch  upon  our  territory  vvoul  I  be  changed  to  scenes 
of  beauty  and  healtlifulness- 

The  duty  imposed  upf)n  your  Committee  is  to  -'ascertain  the  best 
m-thod  of  draining  these  meadows."  No  authority  was  given  for 
making  survevs.  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money  in  making  the  in\  estiga- 
tlon,  therefore  the  results  arrived  at  are  necessarily  inconclusive. 


V  -  try*  a?»'3<VI 
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A  careful  view  of  the  territorv  was  made  and  the  topographical  features 
studied  in  detail,  and  your  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinon  that 
there  are  no  engineering  difficulties  in  the  way  of  draining  the  whole  area 
to  any  desirable  depth. 

Two  large  ponds.  Wigwam  and  Little  Wigwam,  fed  by  springs  and 
i>mall  runs  are  contained  in  this  area.  The  water  of  the  smaller  pond 
flows  into  the  larger,  which  has  an  outlet  into  Charles  River.  This  outlet 
is  joined  a  short  distance  below  the  great  pond  by  another,  Lowder  Brook, 
coming  out  of  the  hills  above  the  upper  village,  bringing  about  as  much 
water  as  comes  from  all  other  sources  into  this  basin,  and  is  the  occasion 
of  a  great  deal  of  trouble  by  tiooding  Highland  street  and  the  flats  above. 

The  surface  of  the  water  in  these  meadow  brooks  and  tliat  in  Wigwam 
Pond  is  but  little  above  that  in  the  river. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  no  effectual  drainage  can  be  had  bv  any  outlet 
into  Charles  River,  The  only  wav,  then,  to  dispose  of  the  surplus 
water,  is  to  turn  it  into  the  Neponset  valle\'. 

Lowdei  Brook,  which  supplies  nearlv  or  quite  one-half  of  the  water, 
and  occasions  its  full  sliare  of  mischief  could,  without  doubt,  be  inter- 
cepted at  or  near  where  it  crosses  Lowder  street,  and  be  carried  by  an 
artificial  conduit,  directly  into  Charles  river,  a  short  distance  away. 

In  this  way  Charles  river  need  not  be  robbed  of  more  than  a  moiety  of 
the  water,  if  that  is  a  matter  of  consideration.  The  rest  of  the  water,  or 
the  whole,  if  preferable,  mav  be  taken  through  the  vallev  on  the  north- 
erlv  side  of  High  street,  into  Alother  brook,  below  the  upper  dam,  but 
judging  from  the  levels  taken  for  the  Board  of  Heidth  in  1S69,  and  for 
the  water  works  and  the  town  drainage  system  since,  it  is  doubtful  if 
there  is  fall  enough  to  drain  the  lands  to  the  desirable  depth. 

On  East  street,  near  the  tiartney  place,  opposite  and  not  distant  from 
the  eastern  bor.ler  of  '"•Little  Wigvvain  "  pond,  a  short  stretch  across 
fields  elevated  a  little  above  the  level  of  the  great  pond — not  more  than 
eighteen  feet  at  the  highest  point — a  ravine  opens,  carrying  a  small  brook, 
which  falls  rapidly,  to  Green  Lodge  and  the  Neponset  meadows. 

This  appears  to  be  a  practical  route  for  a  canal  which,  judging  from 
the  levels  taken  in  1S09.  might  be  made  to  reduce  the  deptli  of  the  water 
in  th3  ponds  from  six  to  ten  feet. 

The  ridge  extending  from  East  to  High  street,  separates  the  Wigwam 
waters  from  South  Brook  and  the  Neponset  \  allev. 

This  riJge  consists  of  loose  material,  mostlv  sand  and  gravel  ;  the  dis- 
tance across  is  sh(n-c,  but  is  somewhat  elevated. 

Ho':h  the  old  Norfolk  County  and  the  New  York  and  New  England 
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railroads  cut  through  it,  one  on  the  west,  and  the  other  at  the  east  end  of 
Ehii  street. 

The  descent  on  the  southerly  slope  is  rapid.  The  brook  between  the 
railroads,  as  shown  by  the  levels  above  referred  to,  is  some  fifteen  feet 
below  Wigwam  pond.  A  channel  from  the  pond  through  the  ridge  to 
the  brook  would  ensure  sufficient  drainage. 

The  expense  of  excavation  necessarv  to  open  a  cut  to  a  depth  sufficient 
to  carry  the  water  might  perhaps  be  shared  by  the  N.  Y.  &  X.  E.  Rail- 
road Co.,  who  own  a  large  portion  of  the  ridge,  and  for  their  own  pin*- 
poses  are  cutting  it  down  to  near  water  level,  so  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  induce  them  to  work  along  a  line  that  would  be  fixed  upon  for  the 
Canal. 

Whatever  plan  is  adopted,  the  waters  of  Charles  river  must  be  shut  out 
at  Washino^ton  street  on  the  border  of  the  river  meadows.  In  deciding 
upon  any  plan  it  might  be  well  to  consider  the  practicability  of  providing 
catch-water  drains  for  intersecting  the  water  flowing  from  the  siu'round- 
ing  slopes.  In  this  way  some  large  springs  like  the  one  on  ]Mr. 
Benjamin  Weatherbee's  place  might  be  most  readily  cared  for. 

The  reclamation  of  these  lands  must  necessarily  be  done  by  associated 
effort,  for  no  pri\ate  individuals  would  undertake  to  obtain  the  needful 
leofislative  authority  for  carrving-  it  on. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  is  to  obtain  siu'vevs  and  estimates  of  cost, 
decide  on  the  best  points  for  the  outlet,  and  ascertain  the  amount  of  land 
that  would  be  benefitted. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  were  the  town  to  take  possession  of  the 
whole  tract  at  a  fair  appraisal  at  present  values,  and  perform  the  work, 
the  increased  value  of  the  lands  would  more  than  pay  the  entire  cost. 

Authority  might  be  obtained  to  take  the  lands  on  condition  that  when. 
the  improvements  shall  have  been  completed  and  the  cost  ascertaineil 
they  shall  l^e  reconveyed  to  the  proprietors  on  the  payment  of  the  former 
appraisal,  and  their  proportion  of  the  cost  of  improvements. 

Your  Committee,  in  closing,  would  respecttuUv  urge  earlv  action  in 
this  matter,  and  recommt^nd  that  a  Committt-e,  with  authf)ritv  and  means 
to  procure  the  necessary  surveys  and  estimates  of  cost,  l)e  appointed  to 
prepare  a  definite  plan  and  report  at  a  future  meeting.

Di^Aii  SiR  :'-^I  have,-  at  yoiir  recjuest,' made  certain  sur- 
veye^riiivestigatious  and  examinations  looking  towards  th^ 
better  ■dnliuage  of-  the  •  Wigwam  Meadows,  and  respect  fully 
presefit  to  you  the  results'- of  ray  labors  in  the  following 

REPORT  : 

The  total  area  drained  by  Wigwam  or  Dwight's  Brook 
and  tributaries,  above  the  Washington  Street  culvert,  i&  as 
nearly  as  can  be  determined  by  reference  to  various  maps ' 
and  a  careful  inspection  of  the  territory,  2,880  acres,  or  four-  ' 
and  one-half  square  miles.  This^  territory  includes  two 
small  ppnds  known  as  Wigwam  Pond,  with  an  area  of'  about 
22 acres  of  Avater  surface,  and  Little  Wigwam  Pond  with 
an  area  of  about  2^(j  acres  of  water  surface,  respectively. 
Surrounding  these  ponds  and  along/the  connecting  streams, 
Dwight's  Brook  and  tributaries,  are  about  200  acres  of 
meadow  and  swamp  land  lying  at  nearly  the  same  level 
throughout  their  extent.  The  most  satisfactory  and  econom- 
ical- method  of  permanently  lowering  the  water  level  over 
this  stretch  of  low  meadow  and  swamp  land  is  the  essential 
object  of  this^  inquiry. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  watershed  or  land  drain- 
ing, into  this  territory  consists  for  the  greater  part  of  wood- 
land, with  a  considerable  portion  of  the  more  thickly-settled 
part  of  the  town  embraced  within  its  limits. 
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The  watershed  extends  northward  as  far  as  High  Street^ 
reaching  to  Connecticut  Corner  and  Haven  Street ;  it  in- 
cludes a  large  portion  of  the  territory  lying  between  West- 
field  Street  and  High  Street,  and  reaching  westerly  as  far  as 
the  Glover  farm  on  Westfield  Street,  extends  to  the  out- 
skirts of  West  Dedham  and  the  Town  farm  property,  em- 
braces a  portion  of  Islington  and  Endicott,  and  follows  Mt.. 
Vernon  Street  for  a  considerable  distance  as  its  eastern- 
boundry.  The  flowage  from  the  above  territory  empties  into- 
the  lower  meadow  and  swamp  portion,  the  drainage  of  which 
in  turn  is  to  be  provided  for  in  an  efficient  and  satisfactor}^- 
manner. 

The  question  naturally  divides  itself  into  two  heads 
during  its  consideration.  First :  .  The  physical  features  in- 
fluencing the  drainage  in  question  both  natural  and  artificial. 
Second:  The  equally  important  consideration  of  cost,  re- 
garding the  difficulties  imposed  by  existing  rights  of  mill 
owners,  railroad  corporations  and  land  owners,  together  with^ 
the  present  means  and  method  of  drainage. 

Referring  to  the  physical  features  of  the  problem, 
we  have  primarily  the  natural  drainage  outlet  for  this 
territory  in  D wight's  or  Wigwam  brook  passing  into  the 
Charles  river  just  below  the  Washington  Street  brook  cross- 
ing. The  Charles  river  at  this  point  is  practically  an  elon- 
gated mill  pond,  the  dam  at  Newton  Upper  Falls  affecting- 
the  flow  and  depth  of  water.  Immediately  below  the  entrance 
of  Dwight's  Brook  into  the  river.  Mill  Creek,  or  Mother 
Brook,  leads  out  to  the  eastward.  Mill  Creek  is  an  artificial 
channel,  cut  from  the  Charles  River  through  to  the  Neponset 
River,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  water  power  to  various 
mill  privileges  along  its  line.  The  mill  owners  upon  Mill 
Creek  have  a  legal  right  to  a  certain  portion  of  the  water 
naturally  flowing  in  Charles  River,  and  for  the  purpose  of" 
regulating  and  measuring  this  flow,  a  certain  portion  of  the 
bed  of  the  Creek  has  been  especiall}'  prepared.  The  present- 
rights  of  mill  owners  at  Newton,  and  along  Mill  Creek,  thus ^ 
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xlepend  largely  upoQ  the  maintenance  of  present  conditions 
effecting  the  height  of  water  in  Charles  River  at  the  point  in 
-question.  Any  attempted  change  in  the  height  of  water  in 
^^harles  River  must  be  considered  with  these  conditions  in 
view. 

The  course  of  Dwight's  Brook  from  the  Charles  River  to 
Williams  street  is  through  meadow  lands,  with  a  somewhat 
'tortuous  channel.  A  culvert  of  ample  dimensions  is  provided 
at  Washington  street.  At  Williams  street  besfins  a  culvert 
of  composite  construction,  which  extends  diagonally  across 
High  street  and  under  the  railroad  bridge.  From  the  last 
point  it  runs  by  an  irregular  course  under  the  yard  and 
tracks  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  to  the  meadow 
-above.  The  total  length  of  this  culvert  is  about  six  hundred 
-and  eighty  feet,  and  its  peculiar  construction  and  present 
^condition  warrant  a  description  of  it  in  detail. 

This  culvert  has  been  a  successive  growth,  extensions 
-and  alterations  being  made  from  time  to  time  as  necessity 
required.  To  this  fact  is  undoubtedly  due  the  irregular 
course  and  composite  nature  of  its  construction.  The  upper 
•end  of  the  culvert  was  constructed  when  the  Readville  branch 
track  was  first  brought  into  Dedham.  It  provided  a  covered 
box  stone  culvert  under  the  single  track,  leaving  the  remain- 
der of  the  brook  channel  across  the  present  railroad  yard  open. 
In  the  process  of  extensions  and  additions  to  the  yard,  es- 
pecially with  the  erection  of  the  new  station,  the  brook  channel 
was  gradually  covered  with  a  similar  box  culvert,until  the  en- 
tire distance  across  the  railroad  yard  was  filled.  The  box 
culvert  followed  the  brook  channel,  which  accounts  for  its 
winding  and  irregular  course.  The  ground  along  the  brook 
-channel  was  originally  a  meadow  and  had  a  very  yielding 
-surface.  A  depth  of  twenty  feet  of  mud  exists  close  at  hand, 
4ind  the  material  forming  the  brook  channel  was  of  this 
nature. 

In  order  to  protect  the  channel,  it  has  been  learned  by 
inquiry  that  for  a  portion  of  the  distance  rows  of  piles  were 
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driven  along  the  sides  of  the  channel,  and  a  plank  capping 
placed  on  the  same  at  the  level  of  the  bottom  of  the  culvert. 
Upon  this  foundation  side  walls  of  field  stone  were  con- 
structed, and  a  line  of  heavy  capping  stone  set  in  place  for  a 
cover.  The  culvert  thus  formed  was  roughly  about  five  feet 
in  width,  and  five  to  seven  feet  in  height.  Recent  examina- 
tions of  this  culvert  show  dangerous  settlements  of  the  side 
walls.  At  one  point  the  side  wall  seems  to  require  but  little 
force  to  throw  a  portion  ixito  the  culvert,  some  of  the  wall 
having  already  been  forced,  in.  At  another  point  the  side 
walls  have  settled,  one  side  much  more  than  the  other,  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  is  impossible  to  now  pass  through  this 
culvert,  while  a  few  years  ago  this  passage  was  comparatively 
easy. 

rThis  obvious  and  continued  settlement  points  to  but 
one  result,  the  eventual  collapse  of  the  culvert  at  these 
points,  and  the  consequent  stoppage  of  fiow  until  the  neces- 
sary repairs  are  made.  Added  to  these  settlements,  a  large 
amount  of  drift  wood,  consisting  of  logs,  plank  and  other 
material  has  found  lodgment  at  the  point  of  greatest  settle- 
ment where  such  drift  material  has  become  tight! v  wedged 
in;  thus  blocking  the  culvert  considerably.  Should  a  freshet 
of  ordinary  volume  occur,  this  accumulation  must  either  be 
forcibly  dislodged  or  else  form  an  obstacle  wliich  will  back  up 
and    re  vent  the  free  passage  of  the  water  at  this  point. 

/This  box  culvert  merges  at  its  end  near  the  High  Street 
.Railroad  bridge  into  a  double  pipe  culvert  which  runs  under 
.the  bridge  across  High  Street.  At  this  junction  the  course 
jof  the  c  id  vert  makes  a  sharp  turn  before  entering  the  pipes. 
.This  turn,  together  with  the  reduced  and  divided  channel 
.form<3d  by  the  pipes,  will  effectually  prevent  most,  if  not  all, 
the  drift  material  coming  to  this  point  from  further  passage, 
;and  will  forma  new  barrier  and  stoppage  for  the  water, 
should  the  debris  now  lodged  above  be  forced  along  by  a 
fresliet. 

.  The  pipes  above  referred  to  are  two  in  number^  and  of 
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'■csast  iron,  48  inches  in  diameter.  At  their  upper  end  they 
are  somewhat  over  a  foot  higher  at  the  bottom  than  the  cul- 
vert bed  immediatel}^  above.  They  do  not  follow  tlie  same 
grade  together,  the  westerly  one  being  higher  than  the  east- 
erly. The  easterly  has  a  total  fall  of  three  inches  in  its  en- 
tire length  of  122.6  feet.    At  a  point  near  the  centre  of  this 

-  pipe  it  rises  two  inches  higher  than  the  upper  end  of  the 
pipe,  and  five  inches  higher  than  the  lower  end.  The  cen- 
itral  elevation  in  the  westerly  pipe  is  even  more  marked,  be- 

•ijig  about  three  inches  higher  in  the  centre  than  the  easterly 
pipe.  This  double  pipe  culvert  running  under  the  High 
Street  bridge  is  one  of  the  vital  points  as  touching  upon  the 
:drainage  of  the  meadows  above.    Its  elevation  is  higher 

.  than  any  other  portion  of  the  culvert  leading  from  above  the 
railroad  to  below  Williams  Street.  More  particular  mention 
of  these  high  elevations  will  be  made  later  in  this  report. 

Above    the  railroad,  the    brook    passes  immediately 
through  the  meadows  to  Wigwam  Pond.   The  channel  is 

,  s<omewhat  irregular,but  owing  to  extensive  ditching  done  sev- 
eral years  ago  the  c!iannel  for  the  main  distance  is  amply  wide 

^and  free  from  obstruction.  The  meadows  immediately  above 
the  railroad  form  a  part  of  the  area  before  designated  as  the 
territory  to  be  drained.  The  Jamaica  Pond  Ice  Company 
^ave  large  ice  houses  located  adjacent  to  the  New  York  & 

.  New  England  Railroad,  and  at  a  point  near  to  Wigwam 
Pond,  from  which  they  take  the  supply  of  ice.  From  the 
pond  to  the  ice  house  they  have  excavated  a  large  ditch 
^bout  50  feet  in  width.  The  original  outlet  of  Dwight's 
Brook  has  been  cut  off  from  direct  flovvage  into  the  ditch 
running  through  the  meadow  below  by  a  series  of  plank  cut- 
offs or  dams.  These  hold  the  height  of  water  in  Wigwam 
Pond  from  four  to  six  inches  hig^her  at  all  times  than  the 
water  in  the  ditch  in  the  meadow  below.  Exception  of 
course  must  be  made  when  the  entire  meadows  are  flooded 
in  times  of  freshet.  The  reason  for  holding  the  water  of 
Wigwam  Pond  back  in  this  manner  is  understood  to  be  a  de- 
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sire  to  prevent  all  flow  from  the  stream  coming  from  the 
westward  immediately  by  the  ice  houses  from  entering  the 
pond.  This  stream  forms  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the 
flow  passing  through  the  brook  below,  draining  the  Sandy 
Valley  and  Westfield  Street  portion.  This  stream  last  re- 
ferred to  originally  received  the  drainage  from  the  County 
Jail  direct  and  undiluted,  and  for  this  reason  it  was  con- 
sidered essential  to  prevent  all  flow  from  it  into  a  pond  used 
for  a  public  ice  supply.  The  original  conditions  have  been 
much  improved,  the  drainage  from  the  Jail  being  now  dis- 
posed of  by  a  system  of  subsoil  filtration,  which  has  lately 
been  thoroughl}-  overhauled.  ■ 

The  withholding  of  the  water  of  Wigwam  Pond  to  the 
slight  increased  elevation  of  four  to  six  inches  above  men- 
tioned, is  sufficient  to  allow  a  very  large  amount  of  steepage 
or  soaking  through  the  low-lying  meadow  land  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  outlet.  This  action  produces  in  the  meadow  land  im- 
mediately adjacent  to  the  pond,  a  super-saturated  condition 
in  many  places,  rendering  it  impossible  to  pass  over  on  foot. 

Wigwam  Pond  itself,  as  before  stated,  has  an  area  of 
about  22 acres  water  surface.  Its  entire  shores  and  bot- 
tom are  formed  of  a  vast  accumulation  of  vesje table  silt  or 
deposit,  making  an  extremely  soft  mud  or  ooze.  In  the 
bottom  of  the  pond  this  mud  is  of  such  a  consistency  as  to 
present  but  little  more  resistance  to  pressure  than  the  water 
itself,  while  it  rises  within  a  few  feet  of  the  surface  in  a 
number  of  points.  The  pond  basin  is  thus  essentially  a 
bed  of  mud,  in  many  places  of  considerable  depth,  the 
shallow  body  of  water  occupying  the  central  portion.  The 
meadow  soil  and  swamp  land  surrounding  the  borders  of  the 
water  surface  form,  as  it  were,  a  crust  over  this  portion 
of  the  mud  bed. 

Above  Wigwam  Pond  a  brook  from  the  southerly 
.enters,  being  the  outlet  of  the  Little  Wigwam  Pond  swamp. 
This  stream,  from  Wigwam  Pond  to  the  New  York  and  New 
England  Railroad,  flows  through  a  section  of  super-saturated 
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and  thickly  overgrown  swamp  land.  The  channel  is  tortu- 
ous, and  in  many  places  the  flow  is  impeded  by  overgrown 
vegetation.  A  somewhat  peculiar  state  of  affairs  is  found 
upon  meeting  the  railroad.  The  brook  channel  ends  ab- 
ruptly near  a  side  ditch  running  along  the  railroad  track 
for  a  considerable  distance.  It  has  no  connection,  by  culvert 
or  otherwise,  with  the  swamp  or  pond  on  the  other  side  of 
the  track.  This  point  is  about  six  hundred  feet  easterly 
from  the  small  telegraph  station  at  Dedham  Junction.  West- 
erly from  this  telegraph  station,  about  fifty  feet,  is  a  small 
culvert  leading  under  the  railroad  track.  The  elevation  of 
this  culvert  is  such  that  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
year  no  w^ater  passes  through  the  same.  Below  this  culvert, 
in  the  swamp  leading  towards  Wigwam  Pond,  there  is  no 
regular  channel,  the  water  passing*  through  this  culvert  must 
find  its  \v?Ly  as  best  it  can  through  the  swamp  until  it  meets, 
the  old  channel  above  described  leading  to  Wigwam  Pond. 

Leading  from  the  culvert  above  described  is  a  ditch 
upon  the  upper  or  southerly  side,  of  the  track.  This  ditch 
extends  easterly  to  a  point  nearly  opposite  the  pt^int  where 
the  channel  abruptly  ends  on  the  northerly  side.  At  a  point 
near  the  culvert  tliis  ditch  runs  through  a  gravelly  ridge,  afr 
which  point  it  is  extremely  narrow  and  shallow^  the  bed 
being  elevated  above  the  surrounding  swamp  land,  and  being 
in  places  not  over  eighteen  inches  wide.  From  this  ditch  a 
winding  and  overgrown  channel  leads  to  Little  Wigwam 
Pond.  From  information  which  has  been  gathered,  the 
original  outlet  passed  through  the  swamp  and  across  tlie- 
present  line  of  railroad  location  at  a  point  where  the  old 
channel  from  Wigwam  brook  meets  the  railroad  bed.  Upon 
the  construction  of  the  railroad,  the  ditch  along  the  south- 
erly side,  and  small  culvert  crossing  the  tracks  above  the 
Junction,  were  constructed  to  pass  the  water. 

The  elevations  of  portions  of  this  ditch  and  culvert,  and 
their  limited  capacities,  form  a  considerable  barrier  to  the 
flow  of  water  from  Little  Wigwam  Pond  to  the  swamp  below 
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the  railroad.  More  particular  mention  of  these  precise 
elevations  will  be  made  later  in  this  report. 

Little  Wigwam  Pond  is  essentially  of  the  same  char- 
acter as  that  of  Wigwam  Pond.  It  is  shallow,  with  soft 
mud  bottom  and  sides,  and  the  surrounding  territor}^  is  a 
super-saturated  cedar  swamp.  Several  small  streams  make 
into  Little  Wigwam  Pond  and  the  surrounding  swamp. 

This  somewhat  minute  description  of  the  territory  to  be 
drained,  its  character  and  the  present  methods  of  drainage, 
has  been  deemed  essential  for  a  thorough  understanding  of 
the  question  and  the  remedy  proposed. 

In  order  to  determine  the  steps  which  could  be  taken 
;and  the  results  obtainable,  a  survey  with  carefully  taken 
'elevations  and  levels  has  been  made,  and  the  results  shown 
-on  the  plans  and  profiles  which  are  herewith  submitted.  At 
A  number  of  salient  points  careful  benches  or  elevation  points 
[have  been  established,  from  which,  from  time  to  time,  the 
•elevation  of  the  water  level  at  these  points  can  be  taken, 
and  the  rise  and  fall  and  effect  of  the  various  culverts  and 
-waterways  easily  determined. 

The  elevation  of  Charles  River  surface  on  December  15, 
1893,  was  78.83  feet  above  mean  tide.  This  elevation  is 
.about  one  foot  higher  than  the  usual  river  level  for  eight 
months  of  the  year ;  frequently  the  water  level  falls  much 
lower  than  this  last  elevation.  Extreme  high  water,  as  ob- 
served in  February,  1886,  was  about  five  feet  above  the  first- 
mentioned  elevation.  Upon  the  same  day,  December  15,  the 
^following  elevations  were  observed  : — 

At  the  Washington  street  culvert,  the  water  surface 
-was  79.25,  or  five  inches  higher  than  the  water  in  the  riyer 
.at  the  same  time. 

At  the  Williams  street  culvert,  the  water  surface  was 
T9.34,  or  six  inches  higher  than  the  water  in  the  river. 

At  the  entrance  to  culvert  above  the  railroad  yard,  the 
water  surface  was  79.68,  or  a  little  over  ten  inches  higher 
.than  the  water  in  Charles  river. 


or 
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At  Eastern  avenue,  the  water  surface  was  80.47,  or 
twenty  inches  higher  than  the  water  in  the  river. 

At  Wigwam  Pond,  the  water  surface  was  81.57,  or  thirty- 
three  inches  higher  than  the  water  in  Charles  river. 

At  Little  Wigwam  Pond  the  water  elevation  was  86.4, 
or  seven  feet  seven  inches  higher  than  the  water  in  Charles 
River. 

The  bed  of  the  culvert  under  the  New  York  and  New 
England  Railroad  tracks  at  Dedham  Junction  was-§^r^,  or 
over  one  foot  higher  than  the  water  in  Little  Wigwam  Pond^ 
making  it  at  a  total  elevation  of  8  feet  9  inches  above  the 
river  level  on  December  15th. 

Survey  lines  and  profiles  have  been  run  from  Little 
Wigwam  Pond  easterly  across  East  street,  and  through  land 
of  William  Fales  and  others  to  Greenlodge  street.  This 
would  provide  for  the  drainage  into  the  Neponset  river  of 
Little  Wigwam  Pond  and  vicinity,  while  a  sufficient  cutting 
would  carry  Large  Wigwam  Pond  in  the  same  direction. 

Lines  and  profiles  were  also  run  from  the  pipe  culvert 
under  the  railroad  bridge.  High  street,  through  the  low  land 
north  of  High  street,  across  Brookdale  avenue  to  Mill  Creek 
at  Maverick  street,  as  shown  upon  the  accompanying  plans. 
These  alternate  routes  will  be.  considered  in  proper  order 
later  in  this  report. 

In  any  consideration  of  the  drainage  of  Wigwam 
meadows,  due  regard  must  be  had  of  the  fact  that  any 
change  of  the  present  outlet  will  affect  the  present  vested 
rights  of  the  mill  and  land  owners  to  a  greater  or  less  de- 
gree, and  this  fact  should  be  fully  considered  in  connection 
with  the  total  cost  to  the  town. 

The  primary  object  of  this  inquiry  has  been,  first  the 
lowering  of  Little  Wigwam  Pond  water  level  and  that  of  the 
surrounding  swamp  above  the  New  York  and  New  Enghmd 
Railroad.  Considering  the  present  method  of  draining  this 
portion  of  the  territory,  it  needs  but  a  glance  at  the  plan 
and  the  elevations  previously  given  to  show  the  main  ob- 
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struction  to  a  free  outlet  in  this  direction.  The  New  York 
and  New  England  Railroad  forms  a  barrier  or  dam,  prevent- 
ing all  flow  of  water  across  it,  except  through  the  small  cul- 
vert at  the  Junction.  This  culvert  is  small,  and  at  such  an 
elevation  as  to  prevent  any  passage  of  water  through  it  for 
nearly  nine  months  in  the  year.  On  December  15th,  as 
previously  noted,  the  bottom  of  this  culvert  was  over  one 
foot  higher  than  the  water  above  the  railroad.  The  channel 
.on  the  south  side  of  the  railroad  leading  to  this  culvert  is 
choked  up,  narrow  and  insufficient,  in  one  point  being  higher 
than  the  culvert  bed  and  thus  forming  an  additional  ob- 
struction. 

The  location  of  this  culvert  is  unfortunate,  since  instead 
of  being  on  the  line  of  natural  outlet  from  Little  Wigwam 
Pond  it  is  nearly  seven  hundred  feet  southwest  along  the 
railroad  from  this  point.  This  culvert,  as  before  noted,  dis- 
charges by  a  short  ditch  into  the  swamp  below  the  railroad, 
having  no  regular  channel  from  this  ditch  through  to  the 
stream  leading  to  Wigwam  Pond.  The  effect  of  this  absence 
of  channel  produces  a  saturation  of  the  swamp  below  the 
railroad,  and  adds  materially  to  the  fall  required  to  convey 
the  water  through  to  Wigwam  Pond. 

The  proper  location  of  a  culvert  through  the  railroad 
embankment  is  at  the  point  where  the  old  brook  channel 
crossed.  The  diversion  consequent  to  shifting  the  culvert 
so  far  to  the  westward  and  the  necessary  cutting  through 
the  gravel  ridge  at  the  Junction,  makes  it  all  the  more  diffi- 
cult to  maintain  a  proper  elevation  of  the  drainage  channel 
to  and  away  from  this  culvert.  A  probable  reason  for  locat- 
ing the  culvert  in  its  present  position  was  the  fact  that  the 
great  depth  of  mud  found  at  the  old  brook  crossing  required 
a  large  amount  of  work  to  construct  the  culvert  at  this  point. 
To  avoid  this,  the  culvert  was  placed  in  the  solid  gravel  ridge 
which  crosses  the  track  at  the  Junction. 

Below  the  railroad  to  W^igwam  Pond  there  is  a  very 
considerable  amount  of  head  lost  on  account  of  the  tortuous 
and  overgrown  channel  of  the  stream.  The  total  fall  through 
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-this  swamp  from  the  railroad  to  Wigwam  Pond  is  nearly 
four  feet.  As  before  mentioned,  Little  Wigwam  Pond  is 
five  feet,  practically,  higher  than  Wigwam  Pond,  and  the 
•culvert  under  the  railroad  is  six  feet  higher.  This  five  feet 
of  extra  elevation  at  Little  Wigwam  Pond  can  be  easily 
reduced  three  or  four  feet  by  clearing  a  suitable  channel 
through  the  swamp  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad,  and  pro- 
viding a  suitable  culvert  at  a  proper  elevation  under  the 
railroad.  The  construction  of  this  culvert  and  the  entire 
expense  incident  thereto  should  be  borne  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Railroad,  and  its  location,  elevation,  dimensions  and 
construction  made  satisfactory  to  your  Board. 

While  the  location  best  adapted  is  on  the  line  of  the 

-original  brook  channel,  there  would  be  no  strong  objection 
towards  placing  such  culvert  so  as  to  avoid  a  treacherous 
mud  bottom,  which  probably  exists  at  this  point,  provided 
that  an  ample  and  suitable  channel  was  furnished  on  either 

.side  of  the  railroad  sufficient  to  give  a  full  and  unobstructed 
flow  of  water  at  all  times.  This  culvert  should  be  a  box  stone 
culvert,  with  stone  caps,  with  an  opening  at  least  four  feet 
square,  the  bottom  to  be  at  grade  82,  or  34-  feet  lower  than 

^t  the  present  culvert.  A  channel  leading  from  the  pond  to 
this  culvert  and  from  the  culvert  to  Wigwam  Pond  would  be 

•excavated  to  a  suitable  width  and  depth,  and  the  expense  of 
such  channel  would  be  properly  chargeable  to  the  owners 
through  whose  property  the  improvements  were  made. 

This  method  of  lowering  the  water  level  in  Little  Wig- 
wam Pond  and  the  surrounding  swamp,  is  by  far  the  most 
satisfactory  and  economical  one.  It  entails  no  damages  which 
might  be  attendant  on  diversion  of  water  from  its  original 

•  channel,  or  from  crossing  lands  not  hitherto  having  the 
stream  naturally  flowing  through  them.  It  is  the  shortest 
and  most  direct  route  of  so  disposing  of  the  drainage  from 
this  locality.    It  entails  on  the  town  practically  no  expense, 

.as  the  abutting  land  owners  and  the  Railroad  Company  are, 
under  the  Statutes,  required  to  pay  such  expense  if  your 
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Board  consider  that  this  work  is  necessary  as  regards  the 
public  health.  Even  should  the  town  be  called  upon  to  bear 
the  whole  expense,  it  would  be  the  most  economical  to  carry 
out  this  plan  in  preference  to  all  others. 

Several  other  plans  for  disposing  of  the  water  collected 
over  the  Little  Wigwam  Pond  watershed  have  been  examined 
and  studied  into. 

The  most  feasible  of  these  alternate  plans,  at  first  sight,, 
was  the  diversion  of  the  water  from  this  territory  in  a  south- 
erly direction  across  East  street,  and  through  lands  of  Wil- 
liam Fales  and  others,  to  and  across  Greenlodge  street,  and 
thence  into  the  Neponset  River.  A  natural  depression  exists 
along  this  route,  and  a  survey  line  and  profile  was  carried 
through  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  feasibility  of  this- 
plan.  It  would  require  in  some  places  a  cut  of  from  eighteen 
to  twenty  feet,  and  for  a  considerable  distance.  The  mate- 
rial Seems  to  be  a  hardpan  more  or  less  filled  with  boulders, 

•  and  might  be  quite  diflficult  to  handle.  The  length  of  this 
diversion  trench  would  be  about  4,650  feet  through  the 

-  greatest  cut,  with  a  clear  channel  to  Neponset  River  formed 
below.  This  distance  and  the  excessive  cutting  which  would 
be  necessary,  would  entail  a  very  large  expense.  An  esti- 
mate of  this  had  been  made  at  about  $26,275.37.  The  plan 
and  profile  of  this  route,  showing  the  cuts  and  line  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  detail,  is  submitted  with  this  report. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  the  flow  of  Little  Wig- 
■  warn  Pond  be  diverted  over  into  what  is  known  as  South 
Brook,  which  passes  across  East  street  and  into  Neponset 
River,  in  the  Islington  District. 

While  this  plan  has  not  been  as  extensively  studied  as 
that  across  Greenlodge  street,  it  would  involve  a  consider- 
able amount  of  cutting  and  the  diversion  of  the  water  from 
its  original  course,  thus  entailing  damages  and  expenses  to  a. 
much  greater  amount  than  the  plan  for  clearing  the  old 
channel.  , 
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The  next  question  for  consideration  would  be  the  drain- 
Age  and  the  permanent  lowering  of  water  level  in  Wigwam 
Pond  and  the  surrounding  meadows.  As  previously  stated, 
the  ordinary  level  of  Charles  river,  for  a  period  of  eight 
months,  is  at  elevation  77.5.  During  the  four  wettest 
months  of  the  year,  from  December  1st  to  April  1st,  the 
average  elevation  is  about  80  feet  above  mean  tide  or  2|-  feet 
higher.  During  the  time  of  freshet  the  water  stands  at 
various  levels,  having  reached  in  1886  an  elevation  of  about 
84.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  where  any  use  is  made 
of  the  meadows  for  purposes  of  raising  grass,  cranberries  or 
like  uses,  it  would  be  of  no  practical  value  to  have  the  water 
remain  off  at  all  times  of  the  year.  During  the  wet  winter 
months  there  would  seem  to  be  no  objection  to  having  the 
meadows  wholly  or  partially  flowed,  provided  that  some 
means  were  found  to  allow  the  water  to  subside  on  these 
meadows  to  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  river,  or  as  near  as 
might  be  during  the  dryer  season.  There  would  also  seem 
to  be  no  objection  to  having  the  meadows  flowed  during  the 
four  months  previously  mentioned,  so  far  as  the  sanitary 
■conditions  of  the  town  would  be  affected. 

There  is  also  anc»ther  fact  to  be  considered  in  relation  to 
any  lowering  of  the  water  level  in  Wigwam  Pond  to  a 
sufficient  depth  to  expose  any  great  portion  of  its  sides  and 
bottom.  Their  character,  as  has  been  before  stated, 
is  of  liquid  mud,  reaching  to  a  great  depth  over  a  large 
portion  of  the  pond.  A  lowering  of  the  water  surface 
sufficient  to  expose  this  mud  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  de- 
trimental to  the  public  health,  until  such  time  as  the  mud 
had  dried  sufficiently  so  as  not  to  give  off  gases  and  vapors, 
which  it  would  be  sure  to  do  if  exposed  to  the  sun  in  its 
present  condition. 

The  rise  and  fall  of  the  river  must  necessarily  affect 
Wigwam  Pond  and  the  surrounding  meadows,  unless  a  means 
is  provided  for  shutting  out  the  waters  of  the  Charles  river, 
when  they  rise  to  too  high  an  elevation,  and  also  providing 
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for  some  other  outlet  to  Wigwam  Pond  at  a  lower  elevation 
than  that  of  Charles  River.  With  such  a  rise  and  fall,  the- 
banks  and  exposed  portions  of  the  pond  bed  would  necessa- 
rily be  saturated  during  a  portion  of  the  year;  and,  if  too 
low  a  drainage  was  provided,  the  result  would  be  unpleasant, 
if  not  harmful,  for  a  considerable  time  each  year. 

A  study  of  the  depth  at  which  it  would  be  advisable  ta 
draw  off  Wigwam  Pond  and  the  surrounding  meadows,  has 
been  made  with  this  in  view.  Under  the  existing  conditions^ 
and  with  the  elevations  which  we  have  in  the  river.  Wigwam 
Pond  can  be  safely  lowered  three  feet  from  its  usual  height 
during  the  greater  portion  of  the  year.  This  would  produce 
no  ill  effects,  as  before  intimated,  as  it  will  expose  only  a  very 
inconsiderable  portion  of  the  bottom.  It  will  drain  out  the 
swampy  land  and  meadows  surrounding  so  as  to  render  them 
capable  of  being  used.  It  will  allow  during  the  four  months 
from  December  1st  to  April  1st  a  backing  up  of  the  water 
from  Charles  River  sufficient  to  flow  these  meadows,  and  in 
this  way  will  not  interfere  with  any  uses  to  which  Wigwam. 
Pond  may  be  put  for  securing  ice.  In  order  to  accomplish 
this  result,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  a  free  and  unobstructed 
passage  between  Wigwam  Pond  and  Charles  River.  On  the 
present  line  of  the  brook  leading  between  these  points  comes 
the  long  culvert  under  the  railroad  yard  at  the  Dedham 
Station.  This  culvert  has  been  already  described  and  its 
defects  noted. 

The  chief  difficulty  now  existing  which  prevents  the 
free  flow  from  Wigwam  Pond  to  Charles  River  is  the  double 
pipe  culvert  crossing  High  Street  under  the  bridge.  These 
pipes,  as  before  noted,  are  laid  in  a  somewhat  irregular  man- 
ner and  are  considerably  higher  than  any  other  portion  oF 
the  culvert  under  the  railroad.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
drain  off  the  Wigwam  meadows  to  a  much  lower  elevation 
unless  these  pipes  are  lowered,  which  should  be  done.  The 
channel  below  this  culvert  to  the  river  should  also  be  cleaned^ 
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and  put  in  suitable  condition,  as  it  is  now  somewhat  choked 
by  debris. 

The  culvert  under  the  railroad  should  be  carefully  re- 
paired and  cleaned  out ;  in  its  present  condition  it  is  danger- 
ous, not  only  to  the  railroad  itself,  but  should  a  sudden  col- 
lapse occur,  it  would  produce  a  large  pond  on  the  Wigwam 
meadows,  whose  waters  must  rise  to  a  very  considerable 
height  before  they  can  overflow  at  any  other  point  and  find 
relief.  The  culvert  should  also  be  cleaned  out,  as  the  bottom 
has  received  quite  a  deposit  of  gravel,  cinders  and  other  ma- 
terials, and  its  upper  end  should  be  extended  beyond  the 
bank  to  such  a  point  as  ivill  prevent  the  rrmning  in  of  ma- 
terial from  above,  and  thus  choking  the  mouth  of  the  culvert. 
There  should  also  be  placed  at  this  upper  end  a  coarse  iron 
grating  sufficiently  secured  so  as  to  prevent  the  entering  of 
all  floating  matter  which  would  tend  to  choke  this  culvert. 
There  should  also  be  constructed  immediately  *above  this  en- 
trance a  sand  pit  or  catcher,  so  that  all  sediment  can  be  re- 
moved at  this  point  without  allowing  it  to  pass  into  the  cul- 
vert and  be  there  deposited. 

These  repairs  and  alterations  to  the  culvert  and  pipes 
under  High  street  belong  to  the  Railroad  Company  to  do. 
The  work  of  all  such  repairs  and  alterations  should  be  done 
by  the  Railroad  Company,  and  should  be  performed  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Town  authorities,  and  so  as  to  ac- 
complish the  purpose  of  draining  the  meadows. 

The  ditch  leading  from  Wigwam  Pond  to  the  culvert 
under  the  railroad  needs  but  little  attention  except  that 
it  must  be  deepened  in  certain  places  in  order  to  allow  for 
the  greater  fall  of  water.  , 

There  seems  to  be  no  necessity  of  maintaining  the 
plank  dams  controlling  the  outlets  of  Wigwam  Pond,  es- 
pecially during  the  summer  season,  when  it  is  not  necessary 
to  maintain  the  pond  level  for  the  cutting  of  ice.  These 
dams  can  be  arranged  so  that  on  December  first  they  can  be 
replaced  and  the  water  level  carried  up  if  desired;  but  after 
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tbe.  first  of  April  they  should  be  removed  so  , as  to  allow  a  free- 
flow from  the  pond  to  the  river.  Maintaining  these  dams 
will  keep  the  meadows  below  in  a  constant  state  of  satura- 
tion, and  thus  defeat  the  object  in  view. 

One  other  way  of  disposing  of  the  water  from  Wigwam 
Pond  and  the  meadows  lias  been  quite  carefully  considered 
in  obedience  to  your  request;  that  is,  to.  carry  the  water 
through  the  low  lands  lying  easterly  of  High  Street  and 
a,cross  Brookdale  Avenue  to  Mother  Brook  at  Maverick 
Street.  There  is  about  sixteen  inches  fall  in  the  brook  from 
Charles  River  to  the  pond  above  Maverick  street, -  which 
would  give  so  much  additional  fall  to  any  conduit  which 
jjiigiit  be  carried  to  this  point.  If  arranged  to  waste  below 
the  dam,  there  would  be  an  additional  fall  of  five  feet  eight 
inches  over  that  obtainable  at  Charles  River.  This  would 
allow  of  draining  the  meadows  to  a  much  lower  level  than 
could  ever  be  obtained  by  direct  drainage  into  the  Charles 
River.   It  would,  however,  necessitate  the  following  work  : — 

A  culvert  under  the  railroad  would  have  to  be  provided 
at  a  lower  elevation  than  now  exists.  A  new  culvert  would 
be  necessary  because  the  lowering  of  the  bed  of  the  present 
.  culvert  would  be  impracticable,  owing  to  the  insecure  con- 
.'dition  of  its  side  walls  and  the  great  weight  of  embankment 
above.  It  w-ould  probably  be  more  economical  to  build  a 
;:new,  culvert  than  to  attempt  to  lower  the  old  one.  The  pipe 
culvert  under  High  street  would  be  discontinued,  and  the 
brook  channel  below ;  the  new  culvert  would  occupy  a  dif- 
ferent location  than  the  old,  practically  as  shown  upon  the 
accompanying  plan,  and  a  channel  provided  leading  from 
this  culvert  along  the  route  before  indicated  to  a  point  below 
the  dam  at  Maverick  street.  This  culvert  would  necessarily 
be  covered,  as  it  would  be  at  too  great  a  depth  to  stand  open. 
It  would  follow  the  route  indicated  on  the  plan,  passing  across 
Brookdale  avenue  and  along  the  cemetery.  At  a  point  near 
the  latter  location,  as  indicated  upon  the  plan,  the  culvert 
would  be  merged  into  a  tight  closed  pipe  capable  of  resisting.

outward  pressure;  this  would  be  essential  in  carrying  the- 
waters  below  the  Maverick  street  dam,  as  otherwise  the  water 
from  the  pond  above  might  have  opportunity  to  pass  off  in 
the  same  channel.  An  overflow  would  be  provided  so  that 
in  ease  of  severe  freshets  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  pass- 
ing off  surplus  water. 

This  method  would  divert  from  Charles  river  a  portion 
of  the  water  now  naturally  flowing  in  it,  and  might  raise  a 
protest  from  the  mill  owners  on  the  stream  below.  It  has 
bead  suggested  that  this  difficulty  could  be  remedied  by  hav- 
ing the  sill  in  Mill  Creek  so  adjusted  as  to  give  a  slight  in- 
crease of  water  to  the  Charles  River  mill  owners  in  compen- 
sation,for  tbe  diversion.  It  would  be  a  somewhat  difficult 
matter  to  make  this  adjustment,  and  there  would  be  a  prob- 
ability of  more  or  less  difference  of  opinion  and  trouble  in 
making  this  adjustment  satisfactory  to  mill  owners. 

Should  a  plan  of  this  nature  be  adopted,  it  would  seem 
proper  that  the  Railroad  Company  should  assume  the  ex- 
pense of  all  work  on  their  land  and  under  their  tracks.  But 
the  Town  would  be  obliged  to  construct  and  pay  for  such 
portion  of  the  culvert  and  channel  as  extended  from  the 
railroad  land  across  High  Street  and  over  the  route  above 
indicated  to  Maverick  Street.  Careful  estimates  of  this  cost 
have  been  made,  showing  a  total  expense  of  856,273.75,  of 
which  847.398.75  would  be  borne  by  the  Town.  It  does  not 
seem  advisable  to  recommend  this  plan  to  your  Board,  as  the 
cost  seems  greater  than  the  benefits  to  be  derived  would 
warrant. 

I  tlierefore  recommend  to  you  the  following  steps  which 
have  been  embodied  in  this  report :  — 

1.  The  straightening  and  clearing  of  a  suitable  water 
channel  from  Wigwam  Pond  to  Little  Wigwam  Pond,  mak- 
ing this  channel  of  such  dimensions  and  of  sufficient  depth,, 
so  as  to  diain  at  least  three  feet  more  from  the  surface 
of  Little  Wigwam  Pond  than  can  now  be  obtained.  The  ex- 
pense of  this  channel  to  be  borne  by  the  land  ov/ners  through 
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whose  property  it  may  pass,  or  by  the  town  alone  if  it  should 
be  considered  advisable. 

2.  The  notifying  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Kail- 
road  Company  in  relation  to  their  present  culvert,  and  re- 
questing them  to  replace  the  same  in  the  manner  and  under 
the  restrictions  which  have  been  previously  noted  in  this 
report. 

3.  The  removal  of  all  dams  and  the  deepening  and 
clearing  of  the  ditch  directly  from  Wigwam  Pond  to  the 
railroad  culvert,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  the  free  pas- 
sage of  water,  as  before  specified.  No  dams  to  be  maintained 
from  April  1st  to  December  1st,  and  at  no  greater  height 
-during  the  other  months  of  the  year  than  those  at  present 
in  use.   -       .       .  .  _ 

4.  The  notifying  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  of  the  present  condition  of  their 

•  culvert  under  the  railroad,  and  the  request  that  the  same  be 
cleaned  and  repaired,  and  reconstructed  so  as  to  give  a  free 
and  unobstructed  flow  of  water.  That  a  suitable  grating  and 
catch  basin,  with  extension  of  culvert  be  provided  at  the 
upper  end,  and  that  the  pipe  culvert  under  the  bridge  on 
High  street  be  lowered  in  accordance  with  the  plans  herein 
presented — all  work  on  this  culvert  to  be  done  at  their 
expense. 

5.  That  the  brook  channel  and  culverts  leading  from 
this  pipe  culvert  to  the  river  be  cleaned  and  straightened, 
the  expense  of  such  work  on  private  land  to  be  borne  by  the 
owners  or  paid  by  the  town,  as  the  town  shall  determine. 
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The  cost  of  such  improvements  may  be  estimated  as^ 
follows: 

Estimate  for  clearing  and  deepening  the  Channel  of  Wigwam  Brook, 
from  Charles  River  to  Wigwam  Fond,  and from  Wigwam  Pond 
to  Little  Wigwam  Fond.

C.  A  plan  and  profile  of  the  proposed  route  from  the

-changes  and  necessary  new  work  to  carry  out  the  plan, 

.  and  the  grades  and  elevations  incident  thereto,  being  shown 
in  red. 

I  also  transmit  a  series  of  Bench  Marks,  which  have 
been  taken  at  the  various  points  along  the  route  surveyed, 
.and  which  are  valuable  for  preserving  a  record  of  the  eleva- 
tions of  water  surface  at  the  various  points  from  time  to 
time.  This  benches  are  so  located  that  a  simple  measure- 
ment can  be  made  to  the  water  surface  by  means  of  an 
ordinary  rod  or  pole.  The  datum  used  on  these  benches  is 
the  same  as  that  used  in  the  Dedham  Water  Company's 
levels,  and  also  in  the  plans  prepared  in  1887  in  relation  to 
street  grades.    The  bench  marks  are  as  follows : —

REPORT  OF 


Board  of  Park  Commissioners « 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Toim  of  Dedham: 

The  first  work  taken  up  by  your  Board  upon  its  organiza- 
tion, August  14, 1894,  was  the  consideration  of  the  Stony 
Brook  Reservation  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  voted  to  ask  for  a  conference  with  the 
Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners,  and  ascertain  Avhat 
benefits  Dedham  might  expect  to  receive. 

As  a  result  of  this  action,  conferences  have  been  held  with 
the  Metropolitan  Board  at  its  sessions,  with  its  secretary 
and  with  individual  members.  Your  Commissioners  realized 
at  once  that  they  were  embarrassed  by  not  having  been  able 
to  confer  earlier,  as  the  Stony  Brook  Reservation  had  already 
been  considered  and  its  details  practically  closed.  They,  how- 
ever, expressed  a  willingness  to  entertain  and  examine  any 
suggestions  which  this  Board  might  make,  and  as  a  result, 
plans  have  been  developed  benefiting  Dedham  which  are  now 
under  consideration;  but  with  the  large  amount  of  other 
work  in  hand  by  the  Metropolitan  Commissioners,  the  prob- 
able tax  upon  their  time  in  attending  the  Assessment  Com- 
missioners' hearings,  together  with  matters  which  will 
undoubtedly  be  brought  before  the  coming  Legislature,  your 
Board  feel  certain  that  nothing  definite  can  be  expected 
until  next  year,  and  possibly  later. 
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Your  Board  being  satisfied  that  any  benefits  which  might 
be  derived  from  a  connection  with  the  Metropolitan  Park 
System  could  not  be  realized  within  such  time  as  our  citizens 
might  reasonabl}^  expect  to  have  park  improvements,  and 
feeling  that  the  town  desired  immediate  action  in  relation  to 
local  reservations,  your  Commissioners  at  once  took  up  the 
matter  of  locating  some  small  parks. 

Your  Commissioners  believe  that  one  important  demand 
at  the  present  time  is  a  suitable  and  adequate  play  ground  or 
grounds,  to  be  used  by  the  children,  and  in  connection  with 
which  small  park  areas  should  be  provided  for  the  general 
public,  to  be  developed  from  time  to  time  as  the  Town  may 
«ee  fit,  and  which  also  might  be  made  a  part  of  a  more  ex- 
tended sj^stem  of  Parks. 

Many  localities  in  the  Town  have  been  personally  ex- 
amined and  plans  made  of  some,  which  have  been  carefully 
•discussed.  As  a  result  of  these  examinations  and  discussions, 
1;wo  places  seemed  to  be  best  adapted  for  such  general  pur- 
poses, viz.:  The  tand  on  the  Charles  River,  bounded  by 
Ames,  Fuller  and  Bridge  streets,  containing  about  twenty 
acres,  and  on  which  is  located  the  Old  Powder  House,  and 
the  land  bounded  by  Colburn,  Maverick  and  Curve  streets, 
together  with  land  between  Curve  Street  and  Mother  Brook, 
containing  about  fourteen  and  three-quarters  acres. 

The  land  adjoining  the  Avery  School  has  been  considered, 
•but  being  of  so  small  area,  and  being  so  far  and  distinctly 
separated  from  the  other  property,  it  did  not  seem  wise  to 
recommend  its  taking.  Your  Commissioners  suggest  that  it 
■be  taken  by  the  School  Board  and  added  to  the  Avery 
School  lot. 

Your  Commissioners  felt  that  these  properties,  if  taken 
for  Park  purposes,  would  be  convenient  to  all  parts  of  the 
town,  and,  containing  as  they  do  about  thirty-five  acres, 
"would  embrace  sufficient  area  for  places  of  recreation 
and  admit  of  desirable  improvements,  such  as  the  construc- 
tion of  walks,  play-grounds,  bath  houses,  skating  ponds,  etc. 
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Not  wisliing  to  rely  entirely  upon  its  judgment,  the 
Board  voted  to  ask  Messrs.  Aspinwall  &  Lincoln,  the  well- 
known  Landscape  Surveyors  and  Engineers,  to  go  over  the 
various  properties  and  give  their  opinion  as  to  which  were 
the  most  desirable.  They  favored  the  territory  on  Ames 
street  and  Maverick  street.  Maps  showing  the  possible  de- 
velopment were  submitted  by  them,  togetlier  with  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  making  improvements  on  each. 

Your  Commissioners  felt  that  the  money  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  play-grounds  could  be  best  expended  with 
greater  immediate  financial  benefit  to  the  Town  by  taking 
some  tract  of  undeveloped  land  near  the  centre  and  expend- 
ing the  money  on  this.  A  location  was  found  on  the  pro- 
posed Whiting  Avenue  extension,  adjoining  the  property 
now  held  for  the  Town  by  Trustees,  under  deed  of 
Eliphalet  Stone,  which  seemed  capable  for  such  development. 
Surveys  were  made  and  prices  obtained,  and  it  was  found 
that  the  same  could  be  taken  and  the  play-ground  constructed 
for  practically  the  same  amount  as  would  be  required  to  con- 
struct the  play-grounds  on  the  other  two.  An  examination 
of  the  proposed  Whiting  Avenue  showed  that  it  was  de- 
sirable to  change  the  proposed  location  of  the  same  in  order 
to  provide  greater  area  for  the  play-ground.  The  additional 
grading  of  the  proposed  street  thus  made  necessary,  to  be 
used  in  constructing  the  proposed  new  play-ground,  and  if 
the  proposed  Whiting  Avenue  extension  is  constructed  at 
this  time,  and  done  in  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  Park 
Commissioners,  it  will  be  a  saving  to  the  Town.  Suggestions 
to  this  effect  were  made  to  the  Selectmen,  who  have  voted  to 
lay  out  the  street.  This  proposed  play-ground  is  about  3500 
feet  from  Memorial  Hall,  2800  feet  from  Oakdale,  and  2000 
feet  from  Boyden's  Square ;  it  also  has  railroad  facilities 
very  near.  ^ 

After  having  considered  the  whole  matter  carefully, 
the  Board  believe  that  it  is  desirable  for  the  Town,  under 
the  Act  of  1882,  to  own  the  three  properties  above  men- 
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tioned,  excepting  the  land  on  which  the  boat-house  stands  on 
the  Ames  Street  property,  and  recommend  that  the  Town 
appropriate  the  following  amounts  for  the  payment  of  the 
same : —

Making  a  total  appropriation  of  .  .  .  845,000.00 
Of  the  above  properties  your  Commissioners  have  ob- 
tained and  recorded  bonds  of  conveyance  from  the  owners, 
excepting  Mrs.  Lathrop,  C.  S.  Churchill,  and  the  Merchants 
Woolen  Company. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  Commissioners  to  call  the  territory 
on  Ames  Street,  Powder  Rock  Park  ;  that  on  ^Maverick 
Street,  Avery  Park;  and  that  on  the  proposed  Whiting 
Avenue  extension.  Stone  Park. 

As  to  the  desirability  of  these  places  for  the  purposes 
for  which  the  Commissioners  propose  to  devote  them,  the 
report  of  Messrs.  Aspinwall  &  Lincoln,  which  is  herewith

submitted,  seems  to  thorouglily  cover  the  ground.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  maps  will  give  all  a  clear  idea  of  what 
developments  are  possible. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  make  any  immediate  improvement 
beyond  the  necessary  clearing  of  the  woods,  and  trimming 
the  trees,  except  on  Stone  Park,  upon  which  the  Commis- 
sioners intend  to  begin  work  at  once,  and  as  this  work  will 
be  nearly  all  labor  (no  material  needing  to  be  purchased), 
it  cannot  but  be  of  advantage  to  the  citizens  of  tlie  town 
desiring  work  this  winter.  The  Commissioners  feel  that  the 
work  should  be  done  by  town  laborers,  and  that  the  price 
for  such  labor  should  be  left  with  the  Labor  Commissioners 
already  appointed  by  the  town. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  board,  that  the  parks 
being  for  future  benefit  as  well  as  present,  the  payment  of 
the  same  should  be  extended  over  the  longest  period 
possible.  Under  the  statutes  the  town  can  borrow  for  ten 
years.  Your  Commissioners  believe  that  this  period  should 
be  extended  if  possible  to  not  exceeding  fifty  years,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent.,  and  special  legisla- 
tion allowing  this  asked  from  the  coming  Legislature,  and 
ask  to  be  empowered  to  petition  in  behalf  of  the  town  for 
authority  to  borrow  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars,  payable  within  a  term  not  exceeding  fifty  years,  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent.,  a  proposed 
form  of  which  act  is  herewith  submitted.  The  object  in 
asking  for  more  than  the  amount  now  recommended  being  to 
place  the  town  in  position  to  improve  and  extend  its  Park 
System  from  time  to  time  if  it  shall  so  vote,  under  the  privi- 
lege of  a  fifty  years'  loan. 

Until  the  result  of  such  proposed  legislation  is  deter- 
mined, your  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  money  be 
borrowed  for  ten  years  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
four  per  cent. ;  the  Town  reserving  the  right  to  fund  or  ex- 
change said  loan  at  any  time  for  the  fifty  years.  The 
interest  on  the  proposed  loan  at  four  per  cent,  is  81800  per 
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year,  and  under  a  ten  years'  loan  the  yearly  sinking  fund 
would  be  an  addition  of  63600  more,  making  a  total  to  be 
provided  by  the  Town  each  year  of  -65400,  which  on  the 
present  valuation  of  six  million  dollars,  would  add  a  tax 
of  90  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  property ;  and 
under  a  fifty  years'  loan  the  sinking  fund  requirement 
would  be  8450  per  year,  making  a  total,  with  interest  of 
$2250,  which  on  the  same  valuation,  would  add  37^^  cents  tax 
on  each  one  thousand  dollars  property,  a  sum  which  all  must 
admit  will  not  be  a  burden.  If  the  same  results  come  to 
Dedham  as  have  followed  in  many  other  places,  the  increased 
valuation  incident  to  the  establishment  of  the  Parks  will 
more  than  pay  both  interest  and  sinking  fund  within  a  few 
years. 

Your  Commissioners  recognize  the  fact  that  no  provision 
has  been  made  for  West  Dedham,  but  they  feel  that  nothing 
should  be  done  in  that  part  of  the  town  until  action  has  been 
taken  on  the  highway  improvements  already  proposed  for 
that  locality. 

With  the  desire  to  bring  the  result  of  our  work  before 
the  citizens  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  thereby  affording 
employment  through  the  winter,  and  if  possible  to  have  the 
Parks  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  people  during  the  coming 
summer,  the  Selectmen  have  been  asked  to  call  a  special 
town  meeting  for  action  upon  the  following  articles,  viz : — 

To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

To  see  what  sums  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  for 
park  purposes,  and  to  determine  the  method  of  raising  the 
same. 

To  see  if  the  Town  wi  1  vote  to  instruct  the  Park  Com- 
missioners to  petition  the  General  Court  in  its  behalf  for  the 
passage  of  a  bill  granting  to  the  Town  substantially  the 
powers  set  out  in  a  bill  relating  to  a  loan  for  park  purposes, 
suggested  in  said  Commissioners'  report. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  from  Daniel  P.  Beckford, 
Frank  M.  Bailey  and  Francis  L.  Babcock — trustees  under 
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a  deed  to  them  by  Eliplialet  Stone,  recorded,  Norfolk  Deeds, 
libro  547,  folio  158 — a  conveyance  of  about  49,897  square 
feet  of  land  in  Dedham,  between  Penniman  Place  and  Elm- 
view  Place,  said  land  to  be  held  by  the  Town  for  park 
purposes. 

Your  Commissioners  have  also  asked  the  Selectmen  to 
have  the  consideration  of  the  Whiting  Avenue  extension 
brought  by  them  before  the  Town  at  this  meeting. 

With  the  report,  which  it  has  been  our  intent  to  make  as 
clear  as  possible,  your  Commissioners  leave  the  whole  matter 
of  Parks  in  the  hands  of  the  voters,  trusting  that  our  recom- 
mendations will  be  considered  upon  their  merits,  and  ear- 
nestly urging  that  they  be  adopted  by  the  Town.

PROPOSED  ACT. 


An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Towk  of  Dedham  to  In- 
cur Indebtedness  beyond  the  limit  fixed  by  Law, 
for  Park  Purposes. 

-ffe  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Town  of  Dedham,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  park  system  in  said  town,  may  incur  indebtedness 
beyond  the  limit  of  indebtedness  now  or  hereafter  fixed  by  law 
for  said  town,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  One  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars,  and  may  from  time  to  time  issue  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  therefor,  which  shall  become 
due  and  payable  within  a  period  not  exceeding  fifty  years 
from  the  date  of  issue ;  and  the  provisions  of  chapter  twenty- 
nine  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-four,  shall  apply  to  the  issue  of  such  bonds,  notes  or 
scrip,  and  to  the  establishment  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  at  maturity. 

Section  2.  Said  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
shall  be  denominated  "  Dedham  Park  Loan,"  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Treasurer,  aM  countersigned  by  a  majority  at 
least  of  the  Selectmen  of  said  town. 

Section  3.  The  town  shall,  on  issuing  any  of  said  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  establish  a  sinking  fund,  and 
apportion  thereto  from  year  to  year  an  amount  sufficient, 
with  its  accumulations,  to  extinguish  the  debt  at  maturity. 
Any  premium  realized  in  the  sale  of  said  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest on  said  loan  as  it  accrues. 

Section  4.  The  Town  of  Dedham  may  use  any  portion  of 
the  issue  of  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  authorized 
by  this  Act,  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  any  sums  of  money 
already  expended  or  appropriated  by  said  town  for  park 
purposes. 

Section  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


ENGINEERS'  REPORT.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Parh  Commissioners  of  the 
Town  of  Dedham^  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — 

With  respect  to  the  development  for  the  purposes  of 
public  parks  of  the  three  tracts  of  land  in  Dedliam,  to  be 
known  respectively  as  Powder  Rock  Park,  Avery  Park,  and 
Stone  Park, , we  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following- 
report: 

POWDER  ROCK  PARK. 
This  tract,  apart  from  the  interest  which  would  attach  to 
the  portion  occupied  by  the  rocky  prominence  of  "  Powder 
Rock "  with  the  ancient  powder  house  upon  it,  and  from 
which  the  proposed  park  would  derive  its  name,  presents 
many  features  fitting  it  for  use  as  a  public  recreation  ground. 
Its  proximity  to  the  main  village  of  Dedham,  being  only 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Court  House,  makes  it 
easily  accessible,  while  its  topography  and  extended  river 
frontage  lend  themselves  readily  to  its  development,  either 
now  or  at  such  time  in  the  future,  as  may  be  desired,  into 
either  a  purely  country  park,  or,  as  circumstances  may  war- 
rant, a  more  elaborate  and  finished  undertaking.  For  the 
present,  it  is  our  understanding  that  your  Honorable  Board 
do  not  deem  it  wise  to  recommend  to  the  town  any  very 
elaborate  or  finished  work,  and  we  have  therefore  suggested 
only  such  ifnprovements  as  will,  in  a  measure  at  least,  make 
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doliars,  of  course  depending  largely  upon  the  size  and  elab- 
orateness of  the  building. 

While  not  indicated  on  the  plans  as  a  part  of  the  scheme 
it  may  be  mentioned  as  not  impossible  that  a  safe  and  con- 
venient area  for  skating,  to  be  used  especially  by  the 
younger  children,  might  be  prepared  on  the  meadow  land 
adjoining  the  river  front,  and  this  at  no  very  great  expense. 

Of  course,  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  scheme  out- 
lined above  and  shown  on  the  drawings  accompanying  this 
report  will  transform  the  tract  into  a  finished  park  according 
to  the  general  acceptance  of  that  term.  On  the  other  hand, 
in  order  that  the  citizens  of  Dedham  may  at  once,  or  very 
soon,  begin  to  enjoy  the  use  of  the  grounds  as  a  public  reser- 
vation, it  is  not  necessary  by  any  means  to  incur  the  whole 
expense  of  the  estimate.  At  an  expense  of  something  like 
four  thousand  dollars  the  play-ground  could  be  graded,  and 
so  much  of  the  remainder  of  the  work  carried  out  as  would 
answer  many  purposes  for  the  present,  leaving  the  balance  to 
be  spread  over  perhaps  several  years. 

AYERY  PARK. 

Situated  in  East  Dedham,  almost,  it  might  be  said,  in 
the  centre  of  a  population  to  whom  some  public  reservation 
ground  is  becoming  more  and  more  necessary,  and  yet  not 
so  far  from  the  main  village  as  to  be  inaccessible  therefrom, 
together  with  a  varied  topograph}^  capable  of  almost  indef- 
inite improvement  at  no  unusual  expense,  the  tract  to  be 
known  as  Avery  Park,  now  the  property  of  the  Merchants 
Woolen  Company,  is  a  most  excellent  selection.  Better 
adapted  from  its  irregidar  topography  and  well  wooded 
character  to  the  purpose  of  a  country  park  than  it  is  to  one 
partaking  mostly  of  the  nature  of  a  lawn  or  urban  park,  it  is 
by  no  means  a  very  difficult  or  very  expensive  matter  to  pro- 
vide, for  the  present,  such  features  as  will  bring  it  into  con- 
dition for  immediate  use  in  many  ways. 

The  plan  which  we  present  herewith  provides  only  a  play- 
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ground  to  be  graded  suitably  for  such  a  purpose ;  together 
with  a  simple  arrangement  of  drives  and  paths  which  might, 
if  consideratiou  of  expense  demanded,  be  left  to  be  carried 
out  in  the  future.

STONE  PARK. 

While  not  possessing  the  natural  features  which  go  so  far 
to  make  the  two  tracts,  before  considered,  attractive  and 
readily  available  for  park  purposes,  in  the  precise  meaning 
of  the  word,  the  area  to  be  known  as  Stone  Park  is  capable, 
at  no  excessive  cost,  of  being  treated  in  such  a  manner  as  will 
render  it  suitable  and  attractive  for  use  as  a  play  ground, 
iind  no  development  other  than  that  necessary  for  such  a 
purpose  is  proposed  in  the  scheme  suggested. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  is  as  follows :

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In  tlie  foregoing,  it  is  assumed  that  the  surplus  earth 
from  the  construction  of  Whiting  Avenue  will  be  available 
for  use.  The  planting  indicated  on  the  plan  is  not  included 
in  the  estimate  of  cost,  principally  for  the  reason  that  it 
seemed  a  matter  which  could  well  be  left  for  the  future.  At 
the  same  time,  it  may  be  said  that  by  the  expenditure  in 
this  direction  of  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars 
beyond  the  sum  given  in  the  estimate,  improvements  add- 
ing not  only  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  grounds,  but  to 
their  convenience  and  enjoyability  as  well,  could  be  effected.

On  the  first  day  of  the  eleventh  month,  1644  (January 
I,  1644-5,  January  11,  new  style),  in  Town  Meeting 
assembled  a  vote  was  passed  to  establish  a  "  Free 
Schoole  ";  and  January  11,  1895,  was  finally  chosen  for 
the  day  of  celebration. 

The  exercises  were  to  be  held  in  Memorial  Hall, 
the  Historical  Address  to  be  delivered  by  Rev.  Carlos 
Slafter;  and  addresses  were  to  be  made  by  the  Chairman, 
Hon.  Frederick  D.  Ely,  Hon.  Winslow  Warren,  Collec- 
tor of  the  Port  of  Boston  and  a  resident  of  Dedham,  His 
Excellency  Frederic  T.  Greenhalge,  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  His  Honor  Roger  Wolcott,  Lieutenant-

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Governor,  and  Hon,  Frank  A.  Hill,  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  The  invited  guests  were  to 
be  Town  Officers  of  Dedham,  Officers  of  Norfolk 
County,  Judges  and  other  persons  from  out  of  town 
who  had  a  special  interest  in  the  celebration,  and  also 
former  members  of  the  School  Committee. 

Music  appropriate  to  the  occasion  was  to  be 
furnished  by  a  chorus  of  about  300  pupils,  taken  from 
the  High  School  and  upper  grades  of  the  grammar 
schools,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Cole, 
Director  of  Music  in  the  public  schools  of  the  town, 
assisted  by  Miss  Carrie  F.  Hill  and  Miss  Mary  C. 
Hannon  of  the  High  School  as  piano  accompanists, 
Miss  Alice  E.  Dean,  pianist,  and  the  orchestra  of  the 
Brookline  High  School.

EXERCISES  IN  MEMORIAL  HALL, 
January  ii,  1895. 


Soon  after  the  appointed  time,  quarter  past  seven 
o'clock,  the  invited  guests  met  in  Lower  Memorial 
Hall,  and  a  little  later  Collector  Warren,  Governor 
Greenhalge,  Lieutenant-Governor  Wolcott,  and  Secre- 
tary Hill  arrived.  A  reception  was  held  for  a  short 
time,  and  at  a  little  before  a  quarter  of  eight  the 
company  passed  up  stairs  to  Memorial  Hall.

May  grateful  feelings  animate  our  hearts 
this  evening,  and  may  the  exercises  in  which  we  here  engage 
help  to  deepen  our  sense  of  responsibility  to  Thee  for  the  right 
use  and  further  improvement  of  those  institutions,  our  precious 
heritage  from  the  past,  on  which  our  liberties  and  our  future 
welfare  as  a  people  so  largely  depend.  Amen. 


III. 

ADDRESS. 

Hon.  Frederick  D.  Ely, 

Chaik:max  of  the  School  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — It  is  my  first  duty  as  presiding 
officer  of  this  meeting,  and  I  am  sure  it  is  the  first  impulse  of 
my  heart,  to  extend  in  the  name  of  all  the  citizens  of  our  town, 
and  especially  in  the  name  of  the  children  of  the  public  schools, 
to  our  neighbor,  Mr.  Warren,  the  representative  of  the  National 
Government,  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth, to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  to  the  hon- 
orable and  respected  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
a  hearty  and    roj^al  welcome  and  greeting  [applause].  We 
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appreciate  the  honor  of  their  presence  on  this  occasion.  We 
shall  treasure  the  words  of  wisdom  and  good  cheer  which  they 
will  speak  to  us. 

I  have  much,  my  friends,  in  ray  heart  that  I  wish  to  say  to 
you  on  this  occasion,  not  only  concerning  the  schools  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  but  concerning  the  schools  of  to-day 
in  the  town  of  Dedham;  but  I  know  how  anxious  we  all  are  to 
listen  to  those  who  will  follow  me,  and  my  words  shall  be  brief. 

We  are  met  here  to  commemorate  a  great  event.  Two 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  this  very  day,  the  inhabitants  of 
this  town  by  vote  in  town  meeting  assembled  established  a  free 
public  school  and  made  an  appropriation  for  its  support.  The 
proprieties  of  this  occasion  forbid  the  contention  that  this  was 
the  first  school  of  the  kind  in  Massachusetts.  But,  if  our 
ancestors  were  not  the  first  in  the  breach,  they  were  "not 
slack  at  least  to  follow  those  who  might  be  so." 

But  whereon  the  site  of  the  first  free  public  school  supported 
by  general  taxation  may  have  been,  or  whatever  obscurity  may 
surround  that  question,  it  is  clear  that,  in  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion, the  towns  were  in  advance  of  the  State.  The  establish- 
ment of  free  public  schools  by  the  towns  did  not  follow  but 
preceded  and  led  to  the  celebrated  Colonial  Act  of  1647.  This 
law,  passed  three  years  after  free  schools  were  established  in 
Dedham,  made  education  in  Massachusetts  universal  and  free. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  world,  the  people  were 
compelled  by  law  to  maintain  schools  for  the  education  of  all  the 
children.  Massachusetts,  therefore,  has  the  majestic  distinction 
of  originating  the  free  public  school. 

It  was,  indeed  a  great  event.  Referring  to  this  law  and  the 
institution  of  Harvard  College,  the  great  historian,  George 
Bancroft,  says: — 

In  these  measures,  especially  in  the  laws  establishing  common 
schools,  lies  the  secret  of  the  success  and  character  of  New  England. 
Every  child,  as  it  was  born  into  the  world,  was  lifted  from  the  earth 
by  the  genius  of  the  country,  and  in  the  statutes  of  the  land,  received, 
as  its  birth-right,  a  pledge  of  the  public  care  for  its  morals  and  its 
mind. 
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But  these  benefits  have  not  been  confined  to  New  England, 
Out  of  the  little  clearings  of  Eastern  Massachusetts  this  system 
of  free  schools  has  spread  over  the  broad  domain  of  the  Ameri- 
can Union.  According  to  the  latest  statistics,  13,484,572  pupils 
are  enrolled  in  the  public  schools,  and  the  total  expenditures  of 
these  schools  amount  to  ^163,568,444.  annually. 

The  joyous  shouts  of  the  children  of  the  common  schools, 
ringing  over  the  hills  and  through  the  valleys  of  the  land,  span 
the  continent  from  ocean  to  ocean,  and  proclaim  to  the  world 
the  assured  perpetuity  of  the  Republic.  New  states  vie  with 
the  old  and  those  most  recently  admitted  to  the  Union  hold  no 
second  place  in  the  excellence  of  their  public  schools.  At  the 
recent  Colimibian  Exposition,  I  was  struck  with  wonder  at  the 
quality  of  the  school  work  exhibited  by  the  distant  State  of 
Washington.  It  would  have  done  no  discredit  to  the  best 
schools  of  the  city  of  Boston.  These  schools  thickly  dotting 
the  entire  countr}-,  and  affording  educational  facilities  for  a 
population  of  70,000,000,  retain  the  same  fundamental  character 
and  purpose,  are  controlled  by  the  same  authority  and  are 
supported  in  the  same  manner  of  the  little  school  established  in 
this  town  250  years  ago  today.  The  methods  of  teaching  have 
improved.  The  instrumentalities  of  discipline  are  not  what 
they  once  were.  The  branches  taught  have  wonderfully  in- 
creased in  number.  But*  the  essential  qualities  of  the  school 
remain  the  same. 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  these  schools  is  that  they  are 
controlled  by  the  people  and  supported  by  general  taxation. 
This  brings  them  into  harmony  with  our  American  form  of 
government.  They  are  Democratic.  They  are  Republican.  In 
them  the  pupils  breathe  the  pure,  cheering  air  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  All  men  are  created  equal floats  gently 
through  every  schoolroom  like  the  sweet  refrain  of  some  angelic 
song.  A  child  attends  such  a  school  not  by  privilege  or  by 
favor,  but  by  right.  He  is  there  by  the  right  of  American 
citizenship,  the  strongest  and  proudest  title  on  the  face  of  the 
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earth.  Above  Mm  is  the  flag  of  his  country.  Around  him  is 
the  protecting  arm  of  the  constitution.  He  may  be  poor,  his 
jacket  may  be  coarse,  his  shoes  may  be  broken,  but  in  the  public 
school  he  has  no  superior,  though  his  neighbor  may  be  arrayed 
like  Solomon  in  all  his  glory. 

Herein  lies  the  grandeur,  the  dignity,  the  power  and  the 
beneficence  of  our  common  schools.  Herein  lies  their  superiority 
to  all  private  schools,  however  richly  such  schools  may  be 
endowed,  or  however  learnedly  they  may  be  conducted.  Today 
these  free  schools  are  a  blessing  beyond  price  to  all  the  people, 
and  a  tower  of  strength  beyond  estimation  to  our  American 
representative  government. 

The  riches  of  the  commonwealth, 

Are  free,  strong  minds,  and  hearts  of  health ; 

And  more  to  her  than  gold  or  grain, 

The  cunning  hand  and  cultured  brain. 

For  well  she  keeps  her  ancient  stock, 
The  stubborn  strength  of  Pilgrim  Rock  ; 
And  still  maintains,  with  milder  laws, 
And  clearer  light,  the  Good  Old  Cause  ! 

Nor  heeds  the  sceptic's  puny  hands, 

While  near  her  school  the  church-spire  stands  ; 

Nor  fears  the  blinded  bigot's  rule, 

While  near  her  church-spire  stands  the  school. 
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The  Chairman, — Ladies  and  Gentlemen ;  our  High 
School  was  established  in  185 1.  The  first  teacher  was 
our  respected  fellow  citizen,  Mr.  Charles  J.  Capen ;  but 
at  the  end  of  a  year  he  was  called  to  a  more  responsible 
post  in  the  Boston  Latin  School,  where  he  has  been  to 
the  present  time,  respected  and  honored  and  revered  by 
thousands  of  men  who  are  now  leaders  of  society  and  in 
business  in  Massachusetts.  His  successor,  Mr.  Slafter, 
took  up  the  work  in  our  High  School  and  carried  it  on 
with  remarkable  success  for  a  period  of  forty  years.  To 
him  has  been  assigned  the  duty  to-night  of  making  the 
historical  address,  and  I  am  sure  it  could  not  fall  into 
hands  more  worthy  of  it.  I  now  have  the  pleasure  of 
introducing  to  you  the  Rev.  Carlos  Slafter. 


IV. 

ADDRESS. 
By  the  Rev.  Carlos  Slafter. 

The  observance  of  an  anniversary  is  a  pleasant,  and 
sometimes  a  most  profitable,  way  of  expressing  our  interest 
in  past  events ;  and,  as  the  centuries  roll  on,  we  learn  what 
events  are  sufficiently  important,  or  have  so  promoted  human 
welfare,  as  to  call  for  such  recognition.  That  we  have  good 
reason  for  celebrating  to-day  the  anniversary  of  a  Dedham  Town 
Meeting,  will,  we  trust,  become  apparent  as  we  examine  the 
work  which  was  there  accomplished. 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  the  eleventh  month  of  the  year 
1644,  as  time  was  then  reckoned,  two  hundred  and  fifty  years 
ago  to-day,  the  freemen  of  Dedham  assembled  in  their  small, 
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half-fin islied,  hay -thatched  meetinghouse.  It  was  the  day  for 
choosing  their  town  officers,  viz.,  a  man  to  keep  the  Town 
Book  and  also  to  act  as  one  of  the  Seven  men ;  Six  others  to 
make  up  the  Seven  who  had  general  charge  of  the  town  busi- 
ness and  were  afterwards  very  appropriately  called  Select  Men  ; 
three  Surveyors  who  had  the  care  of  the  roads;  and  two 
Woodreeves,  to  look  after  the  fences,  the  forests,  and  the  fire- 
ladders,  by  means  of  which  the  householders  were  obliged  to 
furnish  ready  access  to  the  roofs  of  their  thatched  dwellings. 

But  before  they  elected  these  officers,  they  transacted  the 
business  which  makes  this  town  meeting  the  most  remarkable  in 
the  annals  of  Dedham.  Though  many  of  you  here  present  may 
be  familiar  with  the  story  of  this  meeting  as  it  appears  in  the 
third  volume  of  the  printed  records  of  the  town,  yet  it  seems 
fitting  on  this  occasion  to  refresh  our  memory  of  the  facts  as  they 
were  recorded  by  the  hand  of  Michael  Powell  who  was  chosen 
that  day  to  keep  the  Town  Book. 

The  record  opens  as  follows :  "  1644.  At  a  meeting  the  first 
day  of  the  Eleventh  month.  Assembled  those  whose  names  are 
under  written  with  other  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town." 

We  may  remark  here  that  it  was  a  custom,  which  had  been 
generally  observed  up  to  the  time  of  this  meeting,  but  which 
was  not  continued  much  later,  to  record  the  names  of  the  free- 
men who  were  present  at  the  general  meetings  of  the  town.  A 
roll  of  those  entitled  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  and  whose  duty  it 
was  to  be  present,  was  called  over  before  they  proceeded  to 
business,  and  fines  were  imposed  on  those  who  were  absent  or 
tard3^  On  one  occasion,  seven  years  later,  Sergt.  Daniel  Fisher 
was  "deputed  to  call  the  Rolle  of  the  Townsmen  "  to  the  num- 
ber of  eighty-four.  There  are  only  half  as  many  recorded  as 
present  at  this  meeting  •  and  as  you  listen  to  the  reading  of  the 
record,  if  you  are  of  the  old  Dedham  stock,  you  will  no  doubt 
recognize  the  names  of  some  of  your  ancestors.  Not  one  of 
them  has  a  middle  name,  as  you  will  see ;  nor  have  they  any 
fine  titles  to  distinguish  them :  but  still  you  will  have  no  occa- 
sion to  be  ashamed  of  them ;  for  we  shall  find  that  they  were  all 
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of  one  mind  in  the  truly  creditable  business  they  then  and  there 
transacted.    The  fortj'-two  names  are  as  follows : —

From  these  forty-two  men  a  host  of  able  men  have  descended. 
We  at  once  call  to  mind  live  college  presidents ;  the  two 
Dwights  of  Yale,  the  two  "Wheelocks  of  Dartmouth,  and  Everett 
of  Harvard :  three  s-overnors  of  states:  Everett  of  Massachu- 
setts,  and  the  two  Fairbankses  of  Vermont.  Fisher  Ames,  Ded- 
ham's  most  distinguished  son,  was  a  descendant  of  the  Anthony 
Fisher  of  our  list.  How  many  other  men  of  worth  and  renown 
sprang  from  this  ancestr}^  we  should  doubtless  be  surprised  to 
learn. 

The  record  proceeds  in  the  following  terms : — 

The  sd  Inhabitants  takeing  into  Consideration  the  great  necesi- 
tie  of  prouiding  some  meanes  for  the  Education  of  the  youth  in  o^ 
sd  Towne  did  with  an  Vnanimous  consent  declare  by  voate  their 
willingnes  to  promote  that  worke  promising  to  put  too  their  hands  to 
prouide  maintenance  for  a  Free  Schoole  in  our  said  Towne 

This  sentence  is  an  admirable  and  complete  expression  of  the 
motive  and  spirit  which  characterized  this  meeting.  There  was 
no  word  of  dissent  from  the  noble  purpose  they  had  in  mind. 
They  were  all  determined  to  support  the  School  which  they 
were  about  to  establish.  They  had  evidently  weighed  the  sub- 
ject and  were  ready  to  assume  as  citizens  the  responsibility  of 
educating  the  children  of  the  Town.    This  conclusion  being 
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deliberately  and  clearly  announced  in  the  foregoing  preamble, 
the  more  explicit  provision  for  the  free  school  is  expressed  in  the 
following  words : — 

And  farther  did  resolue  &  consent  testefying  it  by  voate  to  rayse 
the  some  of  Twenty  pounds  p  annu:  towards  the  maintaining  of  a 
Schoole  m'^  to  keep  a  free  Schoole  in  our  sd  Towne 

This  was  a  vote  to  raise  money,  and  it  means  to  raise  it  by 
taxation;  and  as  the  vote  is  to  raise  twenty  pounds  per  annum, 
the  action  of  the  town  was  plainly  intended  to  be  continuous. 
Subsequent  acts  of  the  town  show  clearly  that  this  was  a  provi- 
sion for  seven  years. 

That  this  sum  of  twenty  pounds  was  to  be  raised  by  a  general 
tax  is  distinctly  implied  in  the  next  clause  of  the  record  which 
-  is  as  follows  : — 

And  also  did  resolue  consent  to  betrust  the  sd  20^  p  annu  :  & 
certaine  lands  in  o^  Towne  formerly  set  a  part  for  publique  vse:  into 
the  hand  of  Feofees  to  be  presently  Chosen  by  themselues  to  imploy 
the  sd  20;^  and  the  land  aforesd  to  be  improued  for  the  vse  of  the 
said  Schoole:  that  as  the  profits  shall  anse  from  y®  sd  land  euery 
man  may  be  proportionably  abated  of  his  some  of  the  sd  20;^  afore- 
said freely  to  be  giuen  to  y®  vse  aforesaid  And  y*  y^  said  Feofees 
shall  haue  power  to  make  a  Rate  for  the  nesesary  charg  of  improuing 
the  sd  land:  they  glueing  account  thereof  to  the  Towne  or  to  those 
whome  they  should  depute 

John  Hunting  Eld""  Eliazer  Lusher  Francis  Chickeringe  John 
Dwight  &  Michael  Powell  are  Chosen  Feofees  and  betrusted  in 
the  behalfe  of  the  Schoole  as  aforesaid 

Here  we  see  a  provision  is  made  for  abating  proportionably 
every  man's  sura  of  the  twenty  pounds  per  annum,  whenever 
the  land  should  yield  a  sufficient  profit.  This  means  simply  an 
abatement  of  Taxes  in  a  certain  contingency.  The  land,  forty 
acres  of  unimproved  or  wild  land,  had  been  "iSet  apart  for  pub- 
lique use"  two  years  before  :  but  there  is  no  indication  that  it 
ever  brought  much  income  to  the  school.  It  may  have  paid  some

incidental  charges ;  but  probably  it  never  caused  any  abate- 
ment of  taxes. 

Thus  we  see  how  in  that  Town  Meeting  held  250  years  ago 
to-day,  the  freemen  of  Dedham  established  a  free  public  school 
supported  by  general  taxation.  It  was  put  into  the  hands  of 
feoffees,  five  of  the  best  men  of  the  town,  and  they  managed  it 
for  the  next  seven  years  without  any  interference  by  others. 

We  have  good  grounds  for  believing  that  it  was  immediately 
organized  by  the  feoffees.  There  are  in  the  town  records  occa- 
sional references  to  the  school,  just  enough  to  indicate  that  it 
was  performing  quietly  its  appropriate  functions.  Before  refer- 
ring to  these  more  particularly,  allow  me  to  say  that  through  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Fisher  Howe,  Jr.,  of  Chestnut  Hill,  there  has  been 
placed  in  our  hands  a  copy  of  the  nuncupative  will  of  Henry 
Deengaine,  a  physician  and  one  of  the  early  proprietors  of  Ded- 
ham. He  died  in  Roxbury  on  the  8th  of  December,  1645.  On 
that  day  he  made  this  will  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  John  Eliot, 
the  well-known  Apostle  to  the  Indians.  It  is  in  the  handwriting, 
and  bears  the  signature,  of  Mr.  Eliot  as  witness ;  and  also  that  of 
Gov.  John  Winthrop,  before  whom  it  was  testified  to  by  the  said 
witness.  In  this  will  there  is  this  clause  :  "He  gave  the  school 
in  Dedham  3£  to  be  paide  out  of  his  house  &  lands  there." 

This  is  the  only  gift  known  to  have  been  made  to  the  Dedham 
school  before  Dr.  William  Avery's  donation  of  ^60  in  1680. 
There  is  no  record  showing  that  the  Deengaine  legacy  was  paid 
over  to  the  school;  but  the  will  is  satisfactory  evidence  that 
there  was  a  school  in  Dedham  in  1645. 

Coming  back  to  the  Town  Records  we  find  that  in  February, 
1644,  the  seven  men  put  a  portion  of  the  Training  ground  into 
the  hands  of  the  "Feofees  for  y®  free  Sclioole  in  Dedham"  for  the 
use  of  the  school  "from  this  present  day  unto  the  last  day  of 
the  Eight  month  which  shalbe  in  y^  yeare  1650."  This  was  a 
six  years  use  of  the  land  and  plainly  implies  that  the  school  had 
already  begun  its  work.  In  1648  a  school  house  was  resolved  to 
be  built;  it  was  planned  by  the  Select  men ;  was  erected  in  the 
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Spring  of  16^9 ;  and  the  builder,  John  Thurston,  was  paid  by  a 
Rate  eleven  pounds  and  three  pence.  A  feoffee  for  the  school  was 
chosen  in  1648  soon  after,  and  because  of,  the  removal  of  Michael 
Powell  to  Boston,  where  he  was  one  of  the  founders,  and  after- 
wards the  ruling  elder,  of  the  Second  Church.  Also  at  different 
times  the  school  house  was  repaired  or  improved  at  the  expense 
of  the  Town. 

But  in  1651,  at  the  expiration  of  the  seven  years,  the  select- 
men in  the  records  speak  of  "the  time  of  the  Covenant  in  y® 
Schoole  keeping"  as  "being  expired."  With  whom  had  this 
Covenant  in  the  school-keeping  been  made,  is  a  question  no  one 
has  yet  been  able  to  answer.  The  records  of  the  feoffees,  which 
in  view  of  the  character  of  the  men  must  have  been  carefully 
kept,  have  unfortunately  been  lost ;  but  there  Avas  a  covenant 
with  some  one  who  kept  the  school,  and  we  deem  it  proper  to 
say  that  tradition  and  reasonable  conjecture  both  point  to  Mr. 
Ealph.  Wheelock  as  that  master.  He  was  resident  in  Dedham 
all  those  seven  years,  but  was  seldom  engaged  in  other  town 
business  during  that  time  as  he  had  often  been  in  previous  years. 
At  the  time  when  the  selectmen  were  considering  the  plan  of  a 
schoolhouse,  there  is  this  brief,  but  suggestive,  record  under  date 
of  Dec.  12,  1618:  "Mr.  Wheelock's  motion  for  advice  an- 
swered." Is  it  not  possible,  and  even  probable,  that  the  school 
master  wished  to  be  advised  as  to  the  school-house  they  were  in- 
tending to  build  ?    It  is  not  unreasonable,  to  say  the  least. 

In  1652  Mr.  Wheelock  became  a  resident  of  the  new  town 
of  Medfield ;  and  in  1655  was  teaching  the  first  school  of  that 
town. 

In  what  house  or  building  the  first  years  of  the  Dedham 
school  were  spent  is  not  a  matter  of  record.  There  is  very  good 
reason  for  supposing  that,  as'in  some  other  towns,  the  primitive 
meeting  house  served  as  the  first  school-house.  All  public  meet- 
ings were  held  there,  and  except  in  the  coldest  winter  weather 
it  would  be  as  comfortable  for  a  school  as  for  public  worship. 
Perhaps  in  some  of  the  severest  days  Mr.  Wheelock  might 
"forego  the  school,"  or  entertain  it  at  his  own  house,  as  Michael 
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Metcalf  sometimes  did.  In  those  old  times  school  children  did 
not  expect  as  many  comforts  as  the  present  generation  require. 
Their  own  homes  we  should  think  intolerable  ;  and  of  their 
school  and  meeting-houses,  I  do  not  dare  to  say  what  we  should 
think.  On  the  score  of  comfort  it  would  be  hardly  safe  to  specu- 
late as  to  the  accommodations  required  by  the  school-boys  of 
1645. 

The  first  school-house  erected  in  Dedham  stood  near  the 
meeting-house,  on  ground  now  occupied  by  the  Unitarian  vestry. 
Two,  and  probably  three,  successors  held  the  same  position,  so  as 
to  be  often  designated  in  the  records  as  "the  school  near  the 
meeting-house." 

But  in  1651,  the  covenant  in  the  school-keeping  having  ex- 
pired at  the  end  of  seven  years,  the  school  again  became  the  sub- 
ject of  Town  action.  The  freemen  assembled  in  the  little  meet- 
ing-house on  the  first  day  of  January.  Sergt.  Daniel  Fisher 
called  the  roll  of  eighty-four  freemen,  and  their  third  vote  is  thus 
recorded ; — 

It  is  resolued  that  a  Schoole  for  education  of  youth  in  our 
Towne  shall  be  continued  &  mayntayned  for  the  whole  tearme  of 
Seauen  yeares  next,  and  that  the  settled  mayntenance  or  wages  of 
the  School  m'^  shall  be  '1^£  p  afifi  at  y®  leaste 

A  Towne  stocke  shall  be  raysed.  to  y®  sume  of  20^.  at  y®  least 

So  we  see  that  the  school  is  to  be  continued  ;  and  nothing  less 
than  twenty  pounds  must  be  raised  and  offered  as  pay  to  the  school- 
master. How  much  more  he  might  be  paid,  the  town  did  not 
seem  to  care.  That  was  left  to  the  judgment  of  those  intrusted 
with  the  management  of  the  school.  The  Town  was  solicitous 
chiefly  that  too  little  should  not  be  invested  in  their  thus  far  suc- 
cessful adventure. 

To  rightly  appreciate  the  action  of  the  Town  during  these 
years,  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  it  was  entering  upon  a  new 
method  of  supporting  schools.  When  the  inhabitants  of  Ded- 
ham, in  January,  1644,  marked  out  so  definitely  this  scheme  of 
supporting  a  school  by  general  taxation,  it  seemed  to  be 
"''•eir  own  original  plan,  dictated  in  a  great  measure  by  ne- 
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cessity,  that  mother  of  useful  inventions.  Everything  inJDedham, 
except  giving  away  land  had  to  be  done  by  Rates ;  and  it  was 
perfectly  natural  that  taxation  was  the  foundation  on  which  they 
began  to  build  their  school  system.  It  was  clearly  the  controlling 
idea  of  those  who  shaped  the  action  of  that  meeting ;  and  it 
received  the  earnest  approval  and  support  of  all  who  were 
present.  And  in  1651  this  system  was  by  vote  continued  for 
another  seven  years. 

And  so,  to-day,  we  commemorate  the  beginning  of  Dedham's 
free  public  school,  which  has  suffered  no  lapse  from  that  time 
to  the  present. 

There  is  one  matter  relatins:  to  a  chang^e  in  the  manner  of 
raising  the  schoolmaster's  salary  which,  as  it  has  sometimes 
been  misunderstood,  we  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  omit.  In  1651 
some  of  the  rate-payers  evidently  felt  that  they,  whose  children 
or  wards  received  all  the  direct  benefits  of  the  school,  ought  to 
contribute  a  larger  share  to  the  expense  of  its  support.  This 
subject  was  considered  by  the  select  men  into  whose  hands  the 
care  of  the  school  had  come  by  a  vote  of  the  town ;  and  also 
a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  ripen  the  case  "  and  pro- 
pose their  thoughts  to  the  town.  The  result  was  that  on  the 
17th  of  May  1652,  the  select  men  made  this  record  of  their 
conclusions  : — 

Concerning  the  Schoole.  these  ppositions  ar  to  be  tendered  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Towne  for  the  mayntayning  therof  for  7  years 

1  that  all  such  Inhabitants  in  our  Towne  as  haue  Male  childeren 
or  servants  in  thier  families  betwixt  the  age  of  4  and  14  yeares.  shall 
paye  for  each  such  to  the  Schoolem^  for  the  time  being  or  to  his  vse 
at  his  assignment  in  Towne  in  Currant  payement  the  sume  of  5^ 
yearely  pvided  that  such  children  be  then  liueing  and  abideing  in  our 
Towne 

2  And  w*  so  euer  these  sume  fall  short  of  the  sumes  of  Twentle  £ 
shall  be  raised  by  waye  of  Rateing  vpon  estates,  according  to  the 
vsuall  manner 

This  was  not  a  charge  for  tuition,  but  a  direct  tax  on  all 
male  children  of  a  certain  age  whether  they  attended  school 
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or  not.  There  is  no  record  of  the  town's  accepting  this  Kule  of 
levying  a  tax  on  boys :  j'et  she  probably  did  so,  and  with  reason  ; 
for  her  boys  were  some  of  her  most  valuable  assets,  and,  by  giv- 
ing them  an  education,  she  proposed  to  make  them  still  more 
valuable. 

But  supposing  there  were  twenty  of  these  boys, — this  is  cer- 
tainly a  generous  estimate, — five  pounds  would  be  raised  by  this 
juvenile  poll  tax,  and  fifteen  pounds  would  be  levied  on  estates, 
"according  to  the  usual  manner."  But  in  1653,  about  a  year 
after  the  rule  was  proposed,  a  School  Rate  was  put  on  record  in 
which  over  seventy  persons  were  taxed  in  sums  varying  from 
twenty-one  shillings  seven  pence  to  two  pence  ha-penny :  and  as 
the  sum  total  of  the  rate  fell  short  of  what  was  due  the  school 
master  by  a  little  over  nineteen  shillings,  the  deficit  was  taken 
from  the  "  overplusse  "  of  the  country  Rate  ;  so  that  the  whole 
salary  of  that  year  appears  to  have  been  paid  by  general  taxation. 

But  the  records, — and  we  must  accept  them  as  true, — show 
that  for  many  years,  in  fact  till  near  the  close  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  the  school  rate  w^as  very  often  a  mixed  one ;  consisting 
of  a  poll  tax  of  from  three  and  a  half  to  five  shillings  on  the  boys 
of  the  town,  amounting  to  a  quarter  or  a  half  of  the  teacher's 
pay,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  school  expenses  to  be  met  by  a  tax 
on  estates.  The  records,  however,  leave  us  no  chance  to  doubt 
that  since  January  1,  1644,  old  style,  not  a  year  has  passed  in 
which  the  citizens  of  Dedham  have  not  taxed  their  estates  for 
the  support  of  free  public  schools,  one  or  more. 

I  venture  to  say  here  that  the  action  of  the  Town  of  Ded- 
ham in  1644  had  no  small  influence  on  the  school  legislation  of 
the  Massachusetts  Colony.  AYithin  three  years  after  Dedham's 
decisive  action,  the  General  Court  made  the  free  public  school  a 
part  of  her  political  system.  Now  it  is  an  interesting  fact  that 
Eleazer  Lusher,  one  of  the  original  board  of  feoffees  of  the  Ded- 
ham school  and  probably  the  chief  projector  of  the  same,  was  a 
deputy,  or  representative,  from  this  town  to  the  General  Court 
almost  continuously,  that  is  sixteen  years,  from  1640  to  1662, 
Michael  Powell  and  Francis  Chickering,  two  other  feoffees,  were 
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also  several  times  members  of  that  honorable  body.  Who  could 
give  better  advice  on  the  subject  of  popular  education  than  these 
men  who  were  at  the  time  administering  the  Dedham  plan  of  a 
free  public  school?  Who  would  be  more  zealous  and  hopeful 
than  they  who  were  witnesses  to  the  success  of  an  experiment 
conducted  under  their  own  hands  ?  Public  opinion,  enlightened 
by  this  clear  demonstration  of  what  is  possible  in  an  intelligent 
community,  soon  shaped  itself  into  wise  legislation.  It  is  not 
improbable  that  these  Dedham  delegates  were  at  first  regarded 
as  extremists  in  the  matter  of  schools — educational  cranks 
in  the  parlance  of  the  present  day:  they  were,  indeed,  in  advance 
of  most,  if  not  all,  of  their  neighbors  in  solving  the  problem  of 
free  public  school  education  ;  and  for  that  reason  we  would  do 
them  appropriate  honors  to-day. 

And  while  we  contemplate  the  growth  of  the  institution 
which  they  planted  by  their  hard  earned  means,  and  nourished 
by  their  personal  care  and  exertions,  we  are  excited  to  still 
greater  admiration  of  their  enterprise,  wisdom  and  forethought. 
It  would  be  useless  to  attempt  here  an  account  of  the  growth  of 
this  institution  in  Dedham,  keeping  pace,  as  it  did,  with  the 
increase  of  the  population  and  the  advance  of  educational  ideas, 
— at  first,  one  little  school  under  the  care  of  Ralph  Wheelock, 
probably,  and  in  the  primitive  thatched  meeting  house  ;  a  few 
years  later,  a  somewhat  larger  number  gathered  in  the  new 
schoolhouse  which  was  combined  with  a  watch-house  leaning 
against  its  chimney,  and  having  ''an  aspect  4  several  ways."  ; 
later  still,  after  King  Philip's  war^  and  his  tragic  abdication, 
when  the  town  expanded  freely  and  rapidly  without  fear  of 
savage  foes,  a  period  of  migratory  school-teaching,  dividing 
the  master's  year  among  three  precincts  or  parishes  ;  after 
that,  several  schools  in  four  or  more  sections  of  the  broad 
township ;  still  later,  masters'  schools  in  the  winter,  and  mis- 
tresses'schools  in  the  summer  in  the  various  neighborhoods  as  con- 
venience or  necessity  determined  ;  then  again,  the  regular  school 
districts  defined  by  statute,  those  pure  and  enterprising  democ- 
racies, each  desiring   to   excel  the  others ;    after   that,  the 
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combination  of  a  district  and  a  town  system,  managed,  some- 
times harmoniously  and  sometimes  not,  by  prudential  and  Town 
Committees;  then,  in  response  to  an  upward  pressure  in  the 
district  schools,  the  High  School  was  added  to  the  system  in 
spite  of  much  criticism  and  fierce  opposition ;  a  little  later  the 
total  abolition  of  the  School  Districts,  giving  the  whole  system 
into  the  hands  of  the  presumptively  unerring  Town  Committee  ; 
and  finally  the  appointment  of  a  general  superintendent  to  have 
expert  supervision  of  all  the  educational  interests  of  the  town. 

But  you  see  that  the  subject  is  too  large,  spreading  into  too 
many  branches,  to  be  discussed  on  this  occasion.  We  are  assem- 
bled here  this  evening,  chiefly,  to  commemorate  the  initiation  of 
a  free  school  established,  controlled,  and  supported  by  the  free- 
men of  this  town.  We  come  here  in  fact  to  honor  a  band  of 
pioneers  in  educational  progress,  who  in  1644  made  a  bold  and 
successful  adventure.  Hereafter,  therefore,  let  the  names  of 
Lusher,  Hunting,  Powell,  Chickering  and  Dwight  be  associated 
and  identified  with  the  part  which  Dedham  acted  in  developing 
practically  the  idea  of  a  free  public  school  supported  by  general 
taxation.  The  ancient  records  of  the  town,  carefully  com- 
posed, neatly  transcribed,  faithfully  preserved,  and  now  being 
gradually  put  into  print  by  a  competent  and  painstaking 
editor,  will  constitute  a  permanent  memorial  and  proof  of  what 
those  earnest  men  designed,  and  of  what  they  accomplished. 
And  as  we  all  now  have  easy  access  to  these  records,  so  no  one 
of  us  will  be  excusable  if  we  remain  ignorant  of  their  truth  and 
their  significance. 

It  is  indeed  fortunate  for  the  members  of  that  little  assembly 
of  1644,  fortunate  also  for  us  who  would  pay  them  deserved 
honors,  that  a  faithful  and  veracious  scribe  not  only  made  a 
clear  and  adequate  record  of  the  work  which  they  executed, 
but  he  has  also  preserved  for  us  their  individual  names  ;  and 
in  his  honest  zeal  for  learning  has  most  fittingly  portrayed  the 
generous  spirit  by  which  they  were  actuated.  We  certainly 
make  no  mistake  in  celebrating  the  anniversary  of  their  mem- 
orable achievement,  and  thus  emphasizing  our  united  praise  of 
their  far-reaching  wisdom.

I  have  the  pleasure 
and  the  honon  of  introducing  to  you  the  Honorable 
WiNSLOw  Warren,  Collector  of  the  Port  of  Boston.

ADDRESS. 
Hoif.  WixsLow  Warren. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Neighbors  and  Friends  : — 
Eight  years  ago  we  celebrated  the  250th  anniversary  of  the 
incorporation  of  the  town  of  Dedham.  Tonight  we  are  met 
together  to  commemorate  the  250th  anniversary  of  the  found- 
ing of  the  first  free  school  within  our  limits.  Which  is  the  greater 
event  of  the  two  ?  The  creation  of  a  municipal  body  was,  of 
course,  the  precursor  of  subsequent  action,  but  nevertheless  one 
was  but  a  political  fact,  while  the  other  was  the  recognition  of 
intellectual  needs.  The  first  was  a  combination  for  mutual  safety 
and  order,  the  latter  was  laying  deep  the  foundation  of  the 
future. 

Think  of  the  foresight  and  unselfish  devotion  which  led  those 
plain  farmers,  struggling  for  a  scanty  subsistence  in  a  wilderness, 
poor  and  alone,  to  deliberately  and  unanimously  vote  that  they 
would  put  their  hands  into  their  almost  empty  pockets  and  tax 
themselves  on  account  of  "  the  great  necessitie  of  providing 
some  means  for  the  education  of  the  youth  of  our  said  towne." 
It  is  difficult  now  to  realize  the  sacrifice  they  made  for  coming 
generations,  and  it  is  all  the  more  impressive  from  the  fact  that 
it  was  not  a  sporadic  movement  of  Dedham  only,  but  a  move- 
ment common  to  so  many  communities  in  our  neighborhood. 

Eight  years  before,  Harvard  College  had  been  founded  at 
Newtowne,  now  Cambridge,  differing  little  from  a  free  school,  and 
at  about  the  same  time,  Boston  and  Dorchester,  Plymouth  and 
perhaps  other  towns,  in  one  shape  or  another,  provided  that 
their  children  should  be  taught  at  the  public  expense  those 
principles  which  lie  at  the  bottom  of  free  government  and  those 
rudiments  of  learning  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  a  growing 
State. 
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It  was  a  grand  exhibition  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  sense  and 
forethought  which  have  made  our  country  what  it  is  to.lay. 
Hand  in  hand,  in  town,  village  and  hamlet,  w^ent  the  church  and 
the  common  school,  and  never  was  the  poverty  of  those  men  so 
great  nor  their  hardships  so  severe  that  they  could  forget  that  the 
problems  of  the  future  were  to  be  measured  by  the  intelligence 
of  the  masses  of  the  people.  They  trusted  the  people  because 
they  intended,  so  far  as  in  them  lay,  that  their  descendants 
should  be  educated  to  meet  all  questions  which  might  arise  w^ith 
the  intelligence  born  of  the  training  of  the  common  school. 

Time  has  not  changed  the  situation  ;  the  people's  education 
now,  as  ever,  is  the  only  sure  reliance  for  the  permanency  of  our 
institutions,  and  no  amount  of  material  prosperity,  no  rolling  up 
of  millions  of  wealth,  no  outward  exhibition  of  numbers  or 
strength,  will  avail,  unless  the  future  is  based  upon  this  same 
education  of  the  people  and  on  something  better  than  temporary 
success  or  riches. 

Without  this  sure  foundation  republican  institutions  will 
prove  a  failure,  and  I  believe  in  no  other  manner  can  the  vast 
influx  of  foreign  material  poured  upon  our  shores  be  moulded 
into  true  American  citizens.  Our  fathers  vrere  firm  in  the  faith 
that  education  was  the  guardian  of  liberty,  and  their  meaning 
was  not  the  education  of  the  favored  few,  but  the  common  in- 
struction of  the  masses  of  the  people. 

The  average  education  and  intelligence  of  the  people  will  be 
the  average  of  administrative  and  political  ideas  ;  the  stream  of 
constitutional  government  will  never  rise  higher  than  its  source, 
and  universal  suffrage  itself  must  be  tested  by  the  knowledge 
and  wisdom  and  sense  of  the  masses,  who,  for  good  or  ill,  will 
wield  the  ballot.  Where  else  are  we  to  find  the  answer  to  the 
great  economic  and  financial  questions  of  the  day  ?  How  else 
are  wd  to  settle  the  perplexing  questions  as  to  the  relations  of 
labor  and  capital  ?  How  are  we  to  secure  honest  administra- 
tion, not  only  of  our  towns  and  cities,  but  of  the  great  and 
overpowering  private  trusts  and  corporations, — unless  the  ulti- 
mate resort  is  to  the  intelligence  of  the  people  ? 
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The  flag  which  proudly  floats  over  your  school-houses  will  be 
but  an  empty  symbol  unless  those  schools  from  year  to  year 
shall  send  forth  men  and  women  trained  in  the  principles 
which  stand  for  high  citizenship,  and  equipped  for  a  sturdy  con- 
test with  false  ideas  and  theories  of  government.  Republican 
freemen  can  be  born  only  of  republican  ideas,  and  it  is  for  the 
common  schools  to  implant  these  ideas.  It  is  not  the  wide 
range  of  studies  that  will  save  us ;  it  is  the  thoroughness  with 
which  our  youth  are  taught  those  great  basic  principles,  that 
honesty  is  not  only  the  best  policy,  but  the  highest  duty  of  every 
true  man ;  that  ignorance  is  un-American,  and  that  sturdy  in- 
dependence of  thought  and  action  is  the  inherited  treasure  of 
American  freemen. 

This  meeting,  too,  is  a  noticeable  recognition  of  intellect 
rather  than  physical  force.  A  word  to  our  schools  upon  that 
point.  They  are,  and  ever  will  be,  first  and  foremost,  for  the 
training  of  the  intellectual  man, — all  else  must  be  subordinate; 
and  though  I  would  be  the  last  to  deprecate  such  physical  train- 
ing as  is  necessary  for  the  sound  well-being  of  the  body,  the 
sports  and  games  proper  and  desirable  for  growing  youth  should 
never  be  allowed  to  absorb  the  time  and  thoughts  of  the  pupils 
to  the  detriment  of  the  sound  mental  athletics  they  can  acquire 
nowhere  else  so  well  as  at  the  schools.  Therefore,  my  friends, 
I  believe  in  the  common  free  schools.  I  believe  in  them  because 
they  are  American,  because  they  are  democratic,  and  because 
the  active  contact  there  with  just  the  forces  and  just  the  kinds 
of  mind  and  thought  to  be  met  with  in  after  life,  will  best  fit 
their  graduates  to  grapple  with  American  ideas.  Self-confidence 
and  rugged  honesty  are  best  engendered  by  early  struggle  and 
early  impression,  and  if  our  schools  are  what  they  ought  to  be 
they  should  turn  out  the  best  type  of  the  American  citizen. 

I  am  glad,  then,  to  join  in  marking  this  great  event  in  our 
local  history.  My  best  wishes  for  our  people  can  only  be  that 
the  wisdom  of  the  fathers  may  descend  to  the  sons,  and  that 
they  may  never  forget  what  was  sacrificed  for  their  welfare,  and 
be  ready  in  turn  to  sacrifice  without  stint  for  those  coming

generations  who  will  take  up  their  work  and  carry,  we  hope,  to 
a  more  complete  fruition,  the  great  experiment  of  a  free  govern- 
ment by  a  free  people. 


The  Chairman, — Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Massachu- 
setts has  been  fortunate  in  the  character  of  her  Gov- 
ernors. They  have  been  without  exception,  honest,  able 
and  patriotic.  But  I  thought  this  afternoon  as  I  was 
forecasting  this  celebration,  how  particularly  fortunate 
Dedham  had  been  in  the  men  who  had  occupied  the 
gubernatorial  chair  at  the  times  when  her  great  anni- 
versaries had  occurred.  In  1836,  when  she  celebrated 
the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of 
the  town,  the  Hon.  Edward  Everett  was  Governor.  In 
1886,  when  we  celebrated  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  same  event,  the  Hon.  George  D. 
Robinson  was  Governor  of  Massachusetts.  To-night, 
we  are  equally  fortunate  in  the  presence  here  of  the 
Hon.  Frederic  T.  Greenhalge. 

[At  this  point  the  applause  was  so  great  and  continuous  that  the 
Chairman  was  unable  to  proceed,  and  Governor  Greenhalge  rose  to 
address  the  audience  without  further  introduction.]

ADDRESS. 

His  Excellency,  Frederic  T.  Greenhalge, 

GOVEEISrOR  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentle:men  : —  I  was  told 
that  I  should  find  a  cold  audience  in  Dedham  [laughter].  That 
certainly  seems  to  have  been  a  gross  misrepresentation  and  I 
shall  contradict  it  at  the  first  opportunity  [applause]. 
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I  congratulate  the  people  of  Dedliam  on  this  significant  and 
impressive  commemoration.  It  happens  to  be  the  first  visit  I 
have  ever  made,  officially  or  unofficially,  to  your  honored  and 
ancient  town,  and  I  congratulate  myself  that  I  am  permitted  to 
come  as  the  representative  of  the  Commonwealth  to  bring  its 
sympathy  and  warm  approbation  of  an  occasion  like  this.  I 
might  have  come  here  on  a  different  mission  ;  I  might  have 
been  unfortunate  enough  to  come  on  a  political  errand 
[laughter]  when  I  should  have  had  to  pay  my  respects  to 
my  friend,  the  Collector,  and  then  say  the  only  good  thing  his 
President  had  done  w^as  to  appoint  him  Collector  [applause  and 
laughter].  But,  fortunately  I  have  not  been  required  to  say 
anything  of  that  sort,  except  the  first  part,  which  I  most  cheer- 
fully do  express  myself  with  all  the  warmth  of  approbation  and 
sincerity.  I  believe  in  this  Collector  of  yours  and  this  Collector 
of  ours,  for  he  does  not  spare  us  in  the  exercise  of  his  official 
duties ;  and  I  may  say  that  I  take  a  double  pleasure  in  coming 
here  on  what  may  be  called  an  educational  occasion.  It  is 
something  more  than  political,  as  the  Collector  has  well  said. 
We  are  not  here,  my  friends, — either  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
or  myself, —  we  are  not  here  to  decide  any  conflicting  claims 
to-day  as  to  where  the  first  free  public  school  was  instituted. 
You  will  remember  the  seven  cities  claim  the  honor  of  the  birth 
of  Homer.  Shall  I  be  deemed  irreverent  or  iconoclastic  if  I 
say  that  half  a  dozen  cities  and  towns  might  well  contend  for 
this  honor  of  instituting  the  first  free  public  school  in  America. 

As  we  stand  here  and  think  of  1645  and  1895  we  can  say,  as 
it  were,  two  centuries  and  a  half  have  rolled  away  all  their 
shadows,  and  the  centuries  meet,  the  nineteenth  now  rapidly 
approaching  its  completion,  and  the  seventeenth, — and  the  nine- 
teenth in  its  pride  and  self-satisfaction  may  well  learn  something 
of  the  seventeenth  century.  We  boast  of  our  triumphs,  and  the 
nineteenth  century  stands  diademed  with  its  achievements,  which 
have  taught  us  to  "rift  the  hills  and  roll  the  waters,  flash  the 
lightnings,  weigh  the  sun."  Yet  as  we  look  back  and  see  that 
picture  of  "plain  living  and  high  thinking"  shown  by  the  men 
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whose  noble  record  has  been  presented  here  before  you  to-night, 
we  can  see  that  the  great  manly  virtues,  the  strong,  mighty 
spirit  of  the  race,  the  love  of  liberty  and  the  love  of  light, 
burned  as  strong  then  as  they  do  to-day ;  and  we  see  Endicott 
and  Wintlirop,  Dudley  and  Vane ;  we  see  the  old  Governors 
whose  names  will  forever  have  a  place  in  the  history  of  Massa- 
chusetts ;  we  see  them  sitting  together  and  taking  counsel  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth.  And,  my  friends,  we 
find  that  they  did,  almost  as  soon  as  they  could  draw  their  breath 
in  peace,  determine  that  education  was  the  foundation  stone  of 
the  Commonwealth  which  they  had  reared.  And  so  they  set  to 
work  on  that  principle ;  and  as  Mr.  Slaf ter  has  read  to  you,  the 
scheme  propounded  in  that  vote  two  centuries  and  a  half  ago 
contains  a  lesson  full  of  meaning,  of  strength  and  of  inspiration. 
A  "free  school  supported  by  general  taxation"  means  a  great 
deal.  The  rich  man,  out  of  his  bounty,  may  give  a  million  here 
and  a  million  there  ;  yet  it  ought  not  to  mean  as  much  to 
the  community  or  to  the  Republic  as  the  Twenty  Pounds  voted 
by  these  freemen  of  Dedham  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago. 

Great  movements,  as  your  Chairman,  as  the  historian,  as  the 
Collector  have  stated,  must  come  from  the  people,  and  must 
carry  the  people  along.  If  I  may  use  the  name  of  a  man  eminent 
•in  politics  I  may  say  that  Thomas  B.  Reed  has  a  somewhat  strik- 
ing fancy,  as  it  might  be  termed,  in  regard  to  great  movements 
of  the  people.  He  decries  and  possibly  underrates  the  power 
and  influence  of  so-called  leaders.  He  considers  that  the  men 
'who  are  said  to  be  promoters  of  the  public  good,  inventors  of 
great  ideas,  leaders  and  captains,  are  simply  but  the  voices  of 
the  conscience,  of  the  heart,  of  the  judgment,  the  ideas  and  the 
purposes  of  the  people  ;  and  if  a  leader  of  thoughts  goes  so  far 
beyond  the  people  that  his  language  becomes  unintelligible  or 
inaudible,  that  it  cannot  be  heard  or  understood,  then  he  is  one 
of  those  unfortunates  of  whom  we  say  he  has  lived  before  his 
time,  because  he  does  not  speak  the  language  of  his  people.  It 
is  by  the  people  that  all  substantial  progress  must  be  made. 
And  so,  my  friends,  it  becomes  not  a  mere  question  of  liking,  of 
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predilection  or  of  preference,  whether  we  want  to  support  the 
free  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  or  America.  This  idea,  this 
system,  is  the  very  vital  principle  of  our  government  and  more 
necessary,  a  thousand  times,  than  your  police,  3'our  militia,  your 
judges,  your  statesmen,  or  even  than  your  ministers.  So  I  say 
you  come  here(and  I  should  think  all  Dedham  is  here  [laughter], 
to  commemorate  this  mighty  event  of  t\vo  centuries  and  a  half 
ago.  See  to  it  that  you  keep  up  the  work  of  the  fathers.  They 
laid  the  foundation  stones  strong,  abiding  and  eternal,  but  they 
will  expect  of  you  that  3^ou  shall  take  care  of  the  superstructure 
as  you  raise  it  higher  and  wider  and  stronger,  and  more  beauti- 
ful,— if  you  can  make  it  so.  So,  my  friends  of  Dedham,  you 
have  the  word  of  the  Commonwealth  ;  that  word,  that  gospel  of 
the  Commonwealth  has  always  been  spoken  in  favor  of  educa- 
tion. It  has  always  been  in  favor  of  the  educati«»n  of  the  people 
because  the  people  are  the  masters ;  and  the  Governors  and  no 
one  set  of  officials  can  usurp  their  place  or  take  away  their 
rights.  So  as  those  brave  and  intelligent  men  sat  around,  in  a 
smaller  room  than  this  I  fancy,  in  that  olden  time,  they  gave 
you  this  lesson :  that  a  free  Commonwealth  can  only  rest  upon 
the  foundation  of  a  free  public  school. 


The  Chairman,  —  .Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  as  I 
understand  from  Governor  Greenhalge  that  he  and  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  will  be  obliged  to  leave  at  a  much 
earlier  hour  than  I  hoped,  I  will,  with  your  permission, 
change  the  order  of  the  exercises  a  little  upon  this  pro- 
gramme. 

Some  years  ago  I  became  acquainted  with  a  member 
of  the  Bar  of  the  city  of  Boston,  a  man  a  great  deal 
younger  than  myself  in  years  at  the  bar.  He  was  a 
young  man  to  whom  I  became  attracted,  and  while 
having  no  intimate  acquaintance  with  him  I  naturally 
watched  his  career.    He  sought  nothing.    He  made  no 
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stir  for  himself.  Perhaps  if  he  had  chosen  to  do  so  he 
might  have  given  his  time  to  pleasure  and  frivolity.  But 
he  chose  to  do  that  which  fell  to  him  to  do  as  well  as  he 
knew  how.  He  chose  to  make  himself  a  man  amono^ 
men,  and  quietly  to  work  out  his  own  destiny  among  the 
people.  Above  all  he  was  a  man  of  that  stalwart  strength 
of  character  who  would  wrong  no  man,  whether  he  was 
born  in  this  land  or  in  any  other,  whether  he  was  poor 
or  whether  he  was  rich.  The  people  came  to  appreciate 
his  worth,  and  they  have  placed  him  in  the  second  high- 
est office  within  their  gift.  He  has  been  here  before  ;  he 
is  no  stranger  to  us.  He  is,  by  inheritance  at  least,  a 
Norfolk  County  man.  I  welcome  him  upon  this  occa- 
sion, and  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Roger  Wolcott. 


VIII. 

ADDRESS. 

His  Honor  Roger  Wolcott, 
Lieutenant-Go VERjfOR  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Fellow  Citi- 
zens OF  Dedham  ; —  These  anniversaries  that  are  now  being 
held  from  time  to  time,  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  our  old 
Commonwealth,  commemorating  some  important  incident,  or 
achievement,  in  the  early  history  of  our  state,  have  always 
proved  to  me  most  interesting.  They  are  not  only  interesting, 
however,  but  they  are,  in  my  opinion,  most  useful.  They  bring 
vividly  to  mind  and  to  the  realizing  sense,  especially  of  the 
young,  the  kind  of  men  and  women  who  here  invaded  the  wild- 
erness, what  they  did  and  what  they  passed  through,  and  how  it 
was  that  those  men  and  women  founded  the  enlightened  Com- 
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monwealth  to  which  we  are  proud  to  owe  our  loyalty  and 
allegiance.  I  have  always  wished  that  the  early  history  of  the 
first  settlers  in  this  state,  and  in  this  country,  could  be  made 
familiar  to  every  boy  and  girl  within  its  limits.  I  believe  that 
it  possesses  not  only  a  singular  fascination  and  dramatic  interest 
but  that  it  is  of  the  greatest  value  in  building  up,  in  the  young 
mind  especially,  an  admiration  of  the  courage  of  Americanism, 
of  all  those  qualities  that  go  to  make  up  strong  and  vigorous 
and  enlightened  citizenship. 

It  would  be  interesting  and  perhaps  profitable,  if  time  per- 
mitted us,  to  take  a  somewhat  hurried  retrospect  of  the  different 
methods  of  preserving  and  transmitting  learning  in  the  centur- 
iies  that  are  passed.  We  need  not  go  back  to  the  early  learning 
in  the  far  East,  the  learning  of  Confucius  and  of  India  ;  we 
need  not  speak  of  the  magnificient  poetry  and  grand  theology 
of  the  psalmists  and  prophets  of  Judea,  but  we  may  stop  for  a 
moment  and  recall  the  way  in  which  learning  was  transmitted  in 
early  Greece  from  those  who  had  it  to  listening  and  thinking 
minds.  We  may  pause  to  think  of  Socrates,  Plato  and  Aristotle 
walking  beneath  the  groves  of  Academe,  or  seated  on  the  steps 
of  some  temple  overlooking  the  Mediterranean,  and  there  trans- 
mitting the  result  of  their  philosophic  inquiries  to  the  noble  and 
eager  youth  who  flocked  to  hear  them.  You  remember  that  the 
method  of  instruction  which  still  bears  the  name  of  the  first  of 
these  great  philosophers  was  that  of  question  and  reply.  And  I 
suppose  that  if  that  method  were  possible  to-day  there  is  no  con- 
ceivable method  so  ideally  perfect  for  transmitting  knowledge, 
for  breathing  inspiration  into  and  stimulating  the  youthful  mind, 
as  that  of  bringing  it  into  close  contact  with  the  mind  of  a  great 
teacher  without  the  intervention  of  text  book  or  formal  disci- 
pline that  are  necessary  in  the  schoolroom  of  to-day ;  simply  the 
young  inquiring  mind  drinking  deep  of  the  draughts  of  knowl- 
edge that  the  older  mind  pours  out  and  holds  with  generous 
liand  to  its  lips. 

Then  we  remember,  as  the  centuries  passed  on,  how  the  irre- 
sistible tide  of  invasion  swept  down  from  the  North  and  de- 
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stroyed  the  great  and  powerful  Roman  Empire.  Then  fell  upon 
Europe  the  shadow  of  the  Dark  Ages.  How  was  learning  kept 
alive  in  those  times  of  gloom  and  eclipse?  The  Moors  of  Spain 
kept  alive  the  knowledge  of  mathematics,  and  in  monastic  cells 
there  might  have  been  seen  studious  and  pious  scholars  copying 
with  infinite  patience  and  illustrating  with  exquisite  art  the  few 
manuscripts  of  the  ancient  learning  that  had  been  spared  from 
the  general  ruin.  And  then  dawned  the  new  era  that  has  been 
called  the  era  of  the  revival  of  learning.  Then  arose  the  uni- 
versities of  Germany  and  Italy  and  the  gi-eat  schools  of  learning 
that  have  flourished  ever  since  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge.  But 
these  universities  were  generally  founded  by  monarchs  or  power- 
ful nobles  whose  aim  was  often  the  perpetuation  of  their  own 
fame  or  the  salvation  of  their  own  souls  rather  than  the  free  dis- 
semination of  knowledge.  Then,  too,  might  be  found  here  and 
there  a  solitary  scholar  intent  on  widening  the  field  of  human 
knowledge, — a  man  like  Galileo  gazing  into  the  midnight  heavens 
from  the  heights  of  Bellosguardo,  or  pondering  the  slow  swaying 
of  the  great  lamp  that  still  hangs  beneath  the  lofty  dome  of  the 
Cathedral  at  Pisa. 

Finally  we  come  to  that  beautiful  incident  which  all  through 
the  world  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  significant  and 
dramatic  incidents  of  history — that  little  body  of  men  and  women 
leaving  the  shores  of  their  own  land  and  coming  to  this  country 
to  found  here,  as  they  hoped,  a  commonwealth  upon  lines  and 
upon  foundation  stones  that  had  never  been  tried  elsewhere  in 
the  history  of  the  world.  I  think  there  is  nothing  more  beauti- 
.  ful  in  itself,  or  more  pathetic  than  the  story  of  those  men,  few  in 
number,  scattered,  and  struggling  hard  against  cruel  climate  and 
savage  foe,  in  toil,  penury  and  hardship,  resolving  that  the  com- 
monwealth they  were  to  found  should  be  a  commonwealth  of  edu- 
cation, and  thus  inaugurating  the  public  school  system,  the  es- 
tablishment of  which  in  this  town  two  hundred  and  fifty  years 
ago  you  are  celebrating  to-night.  That  little  log-cabin  which 
served  as  a  school-house,  small,  rude  and  uncomfortable,  was 
really  a  more  majestic  temple  than  architect  or  mason  can  build 
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to-day.  I  trust  we  are  in  no  danger  of  confusing  the  idea  of 
greatness  with  that  of  size  or  splendor.  You  will  remember  it 
is  narrated  that  Daniel  Webster,  in  closing  the  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege case,  brought  tears  to  the  eyes  of  Judge  Marshall  and  his 
associates  upon  the  bench,  and  of  the  entire  audience  of  that 
court  room  by  speaidng,  with  the  tenderness  of  a  son,  of  that 
little  college  in  the  country  town.  In  that  magnificent  voice  of 
his,  and  witli  that  pathos  which  he  knew  so  well  how  to  use,  he 
said :  "It  is  a  small  college,  sir,  but  there  are  those  who  love  it." 
And  so  there  are  those  of  us, — school  boys,  school  girls,  men  and 
women, — who  can  say  of  that  little  school-house  we  remember ; 
poor  perhaps,  small  it  may  be  and  plain,  and  yet  we  treasure  in 
our  hearts  a  love  for  that  school  where  we  first  learned  the  ele- 
ments of  our  education. 

There  is  one  phrase  I  should  like  to  have  forever  banished 
from  our  language,  and  I  think  perhaps  Mr.  Hill  will  agree  with 
me,  and  that  is  the  question  we  so  often  hear  asked,  "When  does 
that  boy  finish  his  education  ?  "  "When  does  that  girl  finish  her 
education  ?  "  Why,  my  friends,  in  this  world,  until  we  are  laid 
beneath  the  sod,  and  I  know  not  that  our.  course  of  education 
ends  even  then,  there  is  no  finish  to  the  education  of  man  or 
woman  in  this  modern,  active,  busy  life  of  ours.  You  remember 
what  Sir  Isaac  Nevrton,  the  great  philosopher  and  scientist 
of  his  time,  said  of  himself:  "I  know  not  how  I  may  appear  to 
others,  but  to  myself  I  seem  like  a  little  boy  playing  by  the  sea- 
shore, diverting  himself  now  and  then  by  picking  up  a  smoother 
pebble  or  prettier  shell  than  ordinary  while  the  great  ocean  of 
undiscovered  truth  lies  beyond.  "  When  in  Cambridge  I  at- 
tended a  voluntary  course  of  lectures  given  by  James  Eussell 
Lowell,  a  profound  scholar  and  courteous  gentleman.  I  remem- 
ber when  he  rose  to  address  his  class,  how  it  thrilled  us  all  to 
hear  him  say  "  Gentlemen  and  Fellow  Students,''''  He  perhaps 
noticed  that  a  certain  movement  went  through  the  room,  and  he 
paused  for  a  moment  to  add,  "  I  meant,  my  young  friends,  what 
I  said ;  so  far  as  any  of  us  are  students  we  are  fellow-students. 
One  may  have  travelled  the  path  of  learning  a  very  little  beyond 
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the  other,  but  with  the  tremendous  vista  reaching  to  the  ends  of 
the  world  and  to  all  eternity,  that  little  distance  is  well-nigh  of 
no  importance.  "  And  so  I  say  to  you  to-night, — there  are  some 
among  us  perhaps  to  whom  this  warning  is  a  little  tardy, — but  to 
the  school-children  I  would  especially  say,  give  up  the  idea  that 
your  education  is  finished  when  you  leave  the  school ;  it  is  only 
then  beginning  in  its  truest  sense. 

Schools  have  been  in  existence  in  this  town  of  Dedham  for 
two  hundred  and  fifty  years.  That  long  period  has  seen  vast 
changes  in  their  methods  and  in  their  studies.  The  old  curric- 
ulum has  been  greatly  enriched.  Other  languages  beside 
English,  music,  drawing,  modelling  in  clay,  and  science  have  been 
introduced,  and  I  venture  nothing  in  saying  that  sooner  or  later 
every  school  in  this  commonwealth  will  have  its  course  in 
manual  training  which  will  be  considered  as  an  important  part 
of  the  education  of  the  young.  And  so  the  idea  of  the  public 
school,  as  it  has  existed  here  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  is 
destined  to  extend  into  the  unknown  time  beyond.  What  shall 
it  be  made  ?  The  science  of  education  must  keep  step  in  pro- 
gress with  the  advance  in  other  sciences.  I  look  to  see  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  maintain  the  supremacy  it  has 
to-day  in  giving  to  all  the  youth  within  its  borders  the  wisest 
and  most  liberal  instruction  in  method,  aim  and  result. 

I  noticed  this  evening  upon  the  programme  at  the  bottom 
part  of  the  seal  of  the  Town  of  Dedham,  the  word  "Content- 
ment. "  I  think  I  have  read  somewhere  that  the  earliest  settlers 
when  they  first  established  themselves  here  petitioned  the  Great 
and  General  Court  that  they  might  be  permitted  to  call  their 
plantation  Contentment.  That  petition  was  not  granted,  and 
they  gave  their  infant  town  the  name  Dedham,  which  it  has  held 
for  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  years.  No  wonder  the  thought 
of  contentment  was  very  close  and  warm  in  their  hearts  in  this 
fair  valley  by  the  shores  of  the  Charles  River,  lookiu!^^  eastward 
to  the  beautiful  Blue  Hills  of  Milton,  with  the  broad  meadows 
of  the  Neponset  abounding  in  game  stretching  toward  the  South. 
I  think  it  was  a  beautiful  and  gracious  prayer  that  they  pre- 
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sented  to  the  Great  and  General  Court,  that  that  word  might  be 
perpetuated  in  the  name  of  their  town.  But,  my  friends,  content- 
ment alone  is  not  quite  enough ;  it  is  too  apt  to  degenerate  into 
listlessness,  apathy,  or  sluggishness  of  mind  or  temper.  There 
must  go  with  it  the  determination  always  to  press  forward  each 
year  further  on  in  the  march  of  enlightenment. 

That  spirit  of  unrest  which  incessantly  demands  such  change 
as  shall  constitute  real  progress  is  of  equal  importance  with  that 
spirit  of  content  which,  pillowed  on  the  past,  rests  satisfied  with 
the  present.  May  these  twin  spirits  of  contentment  and  en- 
lightened progress  continue  to  brood  over  your  beautiful  town, 
and  so  may  the  Dedham  of  the  centuries  that  are  to  come  be 
worthy  of  its  honorable  and  historic  past. 

IX. 

HAIL  COLUMBIA. 
By  Chorus  and  Orchestra. 


The  Chairman, — The  State  Board  of  Education  was 
established  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Court  on  April 
20,  1837.  This  Board  has  a  general  oversight  of  all  the 
common  schools  in  our  Commonwealth.  The  executive 
officer  of  the  Board  is  its  Secretar\%  and  upon  his  wis- 
dom, learning  and  experience  the  success  and  efficiency 
of  their  schools  in  no  small  degree  depend.  This  office 
has  been  filled  from  the  beginning  by  men  of  unusual 
ability  and  character.  The  first  Secretary  of  this  Board 
was  Horace  Mann,  a  native  of  Norfolk  County,  for  some 
years  a  citizen  of  Dedham,  and  unquestionably  a  man 
in  the  foremost  rank  of  the  educators  of  his  day. 
Immediately  after  him  was  Barnas  Sears,  who  resigned 
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the  office  to  become  President  of  Brown  University. 
Following  him  came  Hon.  George  S.  Boutwell,  then  an 
ex-Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  Then  came  Hon. 
Joseph  White  and  John  W.  Dickinson.  To-day  the 
Secretary  is  Hon.  Frank  A.  Hill,  whose  recent 
appointment  gave  great  satisfaction  to  all  who  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  public  schools. 
W e  wish  him  abundant  success  in  this  highly  responsible 
position.  He  honors  this  occasion  by  his  presence.  It 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  the  Hon. 
Frank  A.  Hill,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

X. 

ADDRESS. 
Hon.  Frank  .A.  Hill, 
Secretatiy  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Do  you  realize,  Mr.  President,  the  trying  ordeal  to  which 
you  are  subjecting  me  at  the  end  of  your  long  and  brilliant 
programme  ?  We  have  been  surfeited,  almost,  with  history, 
eloquence  and  song.  Here,  too,  are  three  hundred  boys  and 
girls, — ^the  hardest  audience  in  the  world  to  hold  and  to  please, 
— and  it  is  past  their  bedtime.  Moreover,  I  am  anxious  to  catch 
the  last  train  for  Boston  ;  else  I  must  throw  myself  on  the 
mercy  of  the  good  peojDle  of  Dedham  until  morning.  On  the 
other  hand,  this  is  the  first,  the  last,  and  the  only  two  hundred 
and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  her  first  public  school  that  Dedham 
will  ever  celebrate,  and  we  can  afford  to  make  a  night  of  it.  If 
you  have  good  staying  qualities,  I  will  proceed. 

Sir  William  Berkeley,  the  courtly  Governor  of  Virgin ui,  in  a 
letter  to  the  King  more  than  tw^o  hundred  years  ago,  thanked 
God  there  were  no  printing  presses  and  free  schools  within  his 
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jurisdiction  to  make  the  people  discontented  and  seditious. 
About  the  same  time  a  minister  of  the  gospel  in  Boston,  Cotton 
Mather,  was  addressing  these  words  to  his  congregation  : — 

The  more  liberal  education  we  bestow  on  our  children,  though 
we  should  pinch  ourselves  for  it,  and  them,  too,  upon  other  accounts, 
the  greater  blessings  are  they  likely  to  become,  not  only  unto  our- 
selves while  we  live,  but  also  unto  the  Commonwealth  when  we  shall 
be  dead  and  gone. 

Here  we  have  the  Cavalier  and  the  Puritan,  the  aristocrat 
and  the  democrat,  the  champion  of  class  and  the  representative 
of  the  people.  The  ma;sses  might  slide  for  all  of  the  Cavalier. 
There  was  a  sense,  however,  in  the  thought  of  the  Puritan,  in 
which  the  humblest  of  the  masses  might  rank  with  kings.  Two 
educational  policies  could  not  be  wider  apart  in  their  inception 
or  their  results,  or  fraught  w^ith  mightier  consequences.  A  germ, 
a  seed,  in  the  realm  of  civilization,  as  in  the  plant  world  or  the 
animal,  is  a  wonderful  thing  in  its  potency.  If  blighted  or 
extinguished,  as  most  germs  are,  that  is  the  end  of  it,  of 
course ;  but  if  it  develops,  one  cannot,  indeed,  foresee  the  great- 
ness to  which  it  may  attain,  or  even  that  it  will  attain  greatness 
at  all.  One  can  only  look  back  with  astonishment  to  the 
humble  and  unpromising  thing  from  which  the  greatness  has 
sprung. 

Now  the  Puritan  migration  to  our  shores  between  1630  and 
1640  brought  us  some  remarkable  men,  of  deep  convictions,  out 
of  joint  with  the  ways  of  England  and  deemed  dangerous  there, 
—  strong  men,  I  say,  for  be  assured  it  was  not  dullards  and 
nobodies  whom  they  silenced  there  and  drove  to  our  inhospitable 
shores.  They  came  to  us  in  large  numbers, —  artisans,  mer- 
chants, clergymen,  graduates  of  Cambridge  University,  and  of 
Oxford  not  a  few,  the  very  bone  and  sinew  of  England, — 
ambitious,  thinking,  determined  men,  with  high  ideas ;  and  one 
of  these  ideas  was  the  education  of  the  j^eople,  in  the  narrow 
sense  in  which  the  idea  was  then  conceived.  This  idea  laid  its 
grip  upon  the  Puritan  ;  it  sent  its  roots  into  his  soul,  his  practice 
and  his  purposes ;  it  grew  apace ;  it  responded  to  the  changing 
times ;  it  rose  above  itself ;  it  has  dominated  New  England 
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throughout  its  history  ;  and  to-day  it  is  the  grandest  single 
interest  of  the  Commonwealth.  To  quote  the  eloquent  words 
of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  in  his  recent  inaugural  address, 
"education  lavs  its  imperial  tax  upon  the  treasury  with  an  auto- 
cratic power  readily  acknowledged  and  obeyed  by  the  intelli- 
gence and  conscience  of  the  people." 

There  has  been  an  evolution  in  education  as  in  everything 
else.  We  see  the  earmarks  of  old  England  in  the  schools  of  the 
Colonists,  and  the  earmarks  of  the  Colonists  are  distinctly 
visible  to  the  curious  investigator  in  the  schools  of  to-day. 

Take,  for  instance,  early  school  architecture  in  New  Eng- 
land. It  was  not  original  with  the  early  settlers.  Some  of  them 
had  attended  the  great  schools  of  England, —  Rugby,  Eton, 
Harrow,  Westminster, — and  they  got  there  the  ideas  which  they 
reproduced  in  rude  miniature  in  the  new  world.  Now  what  was 
the  English  schoolroom  ?  It  was  long,  high  and  narrow.  The 
floor  rose  by  steps  at  the  sides  and  ends  from  a  spacious  area, 
and  on  these  were  the  benches, — the  wooden  benches, — plain, 
hard,  backbreaking  as  any'  you  ever  sat  on.  The  windows 
were  high  up  and  out  of  reach.  Between  them  and  the  floor 
was  the  wooden  wainscot  where  the  English  boys  wrote,  cut 
and  printed  their  names,  a  species  of  vandalism  from  which  time 
often  remov-ed  the  stigma,  since  the  name  for  whose  writing  the 
young  rogue  may  have  merited  a  flogging  was  likely  to  become 
a  thing  of  secret,  if  not  of  open,  pride  to  the  school  authorities 
when  it  became  famous.  Now  the  old  New  England  school- 
house  often  repeated  the  English  interior,  only  in  a  small  and 
rude  way, — the  same  raised  platforms,  the  same  plank  seats,  the 
same  wooden  wainscot,  and  the  same  windows  liigh  above  it; 
and  everything  about  it,  too,  was  usually  whittled  and  cut  in 
the  ruthless  English  way.  In  the  little  room  the  master's  desk 
often  loomed  up  like  a  pulpit.  Just  why  so  exalted  a  throne  was 
reared  in  a  room  often  not  much  larger  than  a  dry  goods  box  it 
would  be  hard  to  guess,  if  one  did  not  look  into  an  ancient 
English  schoolroom  and  see  there  its  undoubted  prototype.  And 
so  in  a  score  of  things  pertaining  to  our  old  schoolhouses  the 
dominating  influence  of  the  mother  country  is  seen. 
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Consider,  next,  the  teachers  of  our  early  schools.  They  were 
men  exclusively,  just  as  in  the  old  country.  To  be  sure,  there 
were  a  few  dame  schools,  but  they  were  private  and  for  little 
children.  ^Vomen  did  not  figure  in  the  educational  schemes  of 
our  forefathers  either  as  pupils  or  as  teachers.  Indeed,  it  was 
not  long  ago  that  it  was  thought  akin  to  insanity  for  her  to 
aspire  to  a  high  institution  of  learning  or  for  a  high  institution 
of  learning  to  give  her  a  chance  to  do  so.  And  farther  back  in 
colonial  times  it  is  a  matter  of  history  that  it  was  provocative  of 
lunacy  for  her  to  write  or  even  to  read  books. 

There  is  the  distressing  case  of  Mrs.  Hopkins,  wife  of  the 
Governor  of  Hartford  on  Connecticut.  Governor  AVinthrop  tells 
the  pathetic  story,  in  his  History  of  New  England  from  1630  to 
1649,  how  she  was  fallen  into  a  sad  infirmity — the  loss  of  her 
reason — by  giving  herself  to  reading  and  writing  books."  Her 
husband  saw  his  error  when  it  was  too  late.  "  If  she  had  attended 
to  her  household  affairs,"  said  the  Governor,  "  and  such  things 
as  belong  to  women,  and  not  gone  out  of  her  way  and  calling 
to  meddle  with  such  things  as  are  proper  to  men  whose  minds 
are  stronger," — 'I  am  only  quoting, — "she  had  not  lost  her  wits." 

The  first  century  of  our  public  schools  was  a  raw,  glacial 
time,  you  see, — no  girls  among  the  students,  no  women  among 
the  teachers.  Then  came  the  second  century, — the  era  of  the 
Alpine  flowers  fringing  the  glacier, — in  which  girls  w^ere  taught 
in  summer  schools  but  not  in  winter,  and  then  in  winter  schools 
after  the  boys  were  dismissed,  while  women  were  tried  here  aod 
there  as  teachers  in  the  hope  that  they  might  succeed,  but  in  the 
fear  that  they  would  not.  And  now  we  are  striking  into  the 
second  half  of  the  third  century,  with  girls  outnumbering  the 
boys  in  our  high  schools,  and  young  women  rivalling  young  men 
in  numbers  and  attainments  in  the  colleges,  while  as  teachers 
women  are  everywhere  in  overwhelming  force  It  may  be  that 
the  pendulum  has  swung  too  far  the  other  way, — that  we  are 
now  having  too  much  of  a  good  thing,  for  we  really  need  in  the 
school,  as  in  the  family,  the  robust  influence  of  man  as  well  as 
the  refining  influence  of  woman. 
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Three  centuries  of  evolution,  tlierefore,  in  respect  to  the 
employment  of  women  in  the  schools, —  the  first  of  woman 
ignored,  the  second  of  woman  timidly  and  sparingly  recog- 
nized, the  third  of  woman  dominant  and  triumphant.  If  in 
this  overturn  she  can  remain  truly  and  sweetly  woman,  far 
removed  from  that  devitalized  type  of  the  abnormally  intellect- 
ual woman  that  we  sometimes  see  pictured  in  society  papers  as 
hailing  from  Boston,  the  revolution  will  carry  with  it  its  own 
justification. 

Again,  there  has  been  an  interesting  evolution  in  the  matter 
of  discipline.  Our  fathers  believed  in  the  efficacy  of  bodily 
punishment.  To-day  we  look  upon  a  child's  will  as  a  weak, 
immature  thing  that  needs  to  be  strengthened ;  in  the  psy- 
chology of  our  fathers  it  was  a  stubborn  thing  that  needed  to 
be  broken.  Moreover,  old-time  school  boys  Avere  all  theoreti- 
cally depraved  and  some  of  them  naturally.  All  this  needed  the 
rod,  that  "  ordinance  of  God,"  as  the  Dorchester  colonists  used 
to  call  it.  If  it  did  not  stop  wrong  and  reform  the  wrong-doer, 
it  was  not  applied  vigorously  enough.  1  speak  of  the  rod  as 
symbolizing  innumerable  instruments  and  methods  of  punish- 
ment. These  methods  came  from  England,  but,  in  spite  of  their 
harshness,  they  had  lost  barbarism  in  the  transfer. 

Think  for  a  moment  of  that  dreadful  catalogue  of  capital 
offences  that  sullied  the  fame  of  England  during  the  reigns  of 
the  three  Georges.  It  is  a  melancholy  fact,"  wrote  Black- 
stone,  "  that  among  the  variety  of  actions  men  are  daily  liable 
to  commit,  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  have  been 
declared  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  worthy  of  instant  death." 
In  the  Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay  there  were  only  twenty 
capital  offences,  and  in  Plymouth  Colony  only  eight.  If  these 
data  do  not  sufficiently  illustrate  the  trend  among  the  Colonists 
to  greater  moderation,  let  me  cite  the  common  law  of  England 
that  allowed,  and  still  allows,  if  I  am  not  misinformed,  a  man  to 
chastise  his  wife, — moderately,  indeed,  but  still  to  chastise  her. 
Now  the  Colonists  forbade  this  mode  of  family  discipline,  and  I 
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will  say  in  passing  that  when  they  forbade  it  the  American  ideal 
of  woman  began  to  take  shape. 

But  why  this  allusion  to  punishment  of  crime  in  the  Old 
World  and  the  New?  Simply  because  punishment  in  the 
schoolroom  sympathized  with  the  spirit  of  punishment  that 
pervaded  the  laws  and  was  in  the  very  air  of  the  times.  The 
harshness  of  the  Colonists  in  the  schoolroom  was  gentleness 
itself  as  compared  with  the  harshness  of  England.  Nor  is  it 
necessary  to  cite  Dothfeboys  Hall,  with  its  tragedy  of  poor 
Smike  and  old  Squeers,  or  any  other  Yorkshire  school,  to  prove 
this,  for  the  flogging  block  was  common  in  the  great  schools  of 
England,  and  not  unknown  even  in  her  universities.  It  was 
ruthlessly  used,  for  instance,  by  that  famous  master  of  the  Blue 
Coat  School  of  London,  a  clergyman,  under  whom  Coleridge, 
Lamb  and  DeQuincy  were  pupils,  and  of  whom  DeQuincy  said  : 
"  The  man  fairly  knouted  his  way  from  bloody  youth  co 
truculent  old  age."  And  when  Coleridge  heard  of  his  death, 
he  exclaimed,  "  Lucky  that  the  cherubim  who  took  him  to 
heaven  were  only  faces  and  wings,  or  he  would  infallibly  have 
flogged  them  by  the  way.'' 

There  has  been  a  gratifying  softening  in  this  matter  of  dis- 
cipline in  both  countries  since  1644,  in  which  we  have  led  the 
way.  Moral  power  is  found  to  be  more  effective  than  the  rod 
after  all.  Frail  women  in  Dedham,  and  elsewhere  throughout 
the  State,  are  ruling  in  a  superb  way,  by  sheer  force  of  char- 
acter, great  boys  who,  under  the  old  regime,  would  have  turned 
half  their  masters  out  of  doors,  or,  at  least,  would  have  been 
willing  to  do  so. 

An  English  writer^  who  recently  visited  our  schools  in  order 
to  get  points  that  might  be  of  service  at  home,  says : — The 
discipline  of  American  schools,  both  elementary  and  secondary, 
cannot  be  too  highly  approved.  It  is  the  more  admirable,  as  it 
seems  to  be  entirely  a  matter  for  the  pupils.''  After  contrasting 
it  with  the  discipline  of  even  the  good  schools  of  England,  to 
the  greater  credit  of  American  schools,  the  writer  adds  that 
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when  American  teachers  were  questioned,  as  they  were  repeat- 
edly, "  as  to  how  this  admirable  result  was  secured,  they 
attributed  it  first  of  all  to  the  national  character,  and  second 
to  the  system  of  trusting  the  pupils." 

One  might  go  on  at  length  in  this  way,  tracing  scores  of 
educational  matters  in  their  descent  from  England.  I  have 
mentioned  neither  the  Catechism  nor  the  New-England  Primer, 
nor  have  I  alluded  to  the  grander  features  in  the  great  educa- 
tional trend.  I  have  simply  touched  two  or  three  things  of  an 
obvious  kind,  just  enough  to  show  that  each  detail  in  the 
schools  has  had  a  o:rowth  or  retroc^ression  of  its  own  corre- 
spending  to  changes  in  the  life  and  spirit  of  the  people,  and  to 
enforce  the  thought  that,  under  a  government  like  ours,  the 
schools  cannot  do  other  than  reflect  the  people. 

In  this  way  our  school  system  has  gradually  acquired  a 
distinctive,  American  character,  as  if  it  had  never  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  mother  country  to  which  we  can  trace  back  so 
many  of  its  features.  Its  development  during  the  last  half 
century  has  been  peculiarly  marked,  largely  owing  to  the 
wisdom  and  zeal  of  one  who  for  some  time  was  an  honored 
citizen  of  Dedham, — I  refer  to  Horace  Mann,  the  first  secretary 
of  our  Board  of  Education. 

Sometimes  people  inquire  :  "Are  the  schools  of  to-day  really 
training  their  pupils  any  better  than  the  humble  schools  of  the 
past?"  Is  the  Dedham  High  School,  for  instance,  doing  any 
better  work  than  the  rude  school  planted  here  two  hundred  and 
fifty  years  ago  ?  How  a  man  with  any  knowledge  of  the  past 
can  give  other  answer  than  an  emphatic  "yes"  to  such  inquiries, 
I  cannot  conceive.  I  know  how  natural  a  thing,  and  often  how 
good  a  thing,  it  is  to  idealize  the  past.  I  know,  too,  how  sensitive 
we  are  to  the  defects  of  the  present.  And  I  know,  consequently, 
how  easy  it  is  to  fall  into  the  wail  that  the  former  days  were 
better  than  our  own.  But  if  we  trust  our  history  a  little  more 
for  right  views  of  the  past,  and  our  philosophy  a  little  more  for 
right  views  of  the  present,  we  shall  not  fail  to  recognize  the  gain 
of  the  last  two  centuries  and  a  half. 
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We  may,  however,  readily  concede  this,  that  gain  is  never 
unmixed  gain.  We  push  improvement  to  the  verge  of  luxury, 
but  every  improvement  has  its  own  vexation.  High  culture,  as 
in  the  garden,  brings  in  its  train  of  pests,  and  it  takes  a  higher 
culture  to  drive  them  out.  Are  some  of  our  schoolhouses  pal- 
aces? No  palace  ever  made  a  scholar  or  ever  will.  Are  methods 
more  agreeable,  teachers  more  considerate,  studies  more  like 
play,  and  school  a  daily  entertainment  ?  This  is  the  approved 
and  sunny  goal  of  the  new  education.  But  what  if  the  pupil's 
nerve  become  soft  and  limp  ?  What  if  drudgery  and  weariness 
in  the  pupil  be  readily  taken  as  signs  of  a  vicious  system  rather 
than  as  incidents  of  a  toil  that  tells  ?  What  if  the  hard  but 
blessed  gospel  of  work  be  feebly  preached,  or  preached  not  at  all  ? 

The  spirit  of  the  old  school  training  and  that  of  the  new  I 
sometimes  liken  to  two  methods  of  learning  to  swim.  The 
learner  puts  on  his  tight-fitting  bathing  suit,  girds  himself  with  a 
life  preserver,  goes  into  the  water  with  the  confidence  of  an 
athlete,  is  told  how  to  strike  out,  and  after  a  while  becomes  a 
happy  swimmer ;  or,  if  not,  he  has  had  a  good  time  idling  in  the 
water.  The  Puritans  would  have  seized  him  vi  et  armis^  stripped 
him  to  the  skin,  tossed  him  in  beyond  his  depth,  and  then  cried 
out,  "Swim  for  it  or  go  to  the  bottom!"  And  so  through 
splashing  and  spluttering  and  untold  terror,  the  hapless  youth 
would  have  learned  how  to  do  it  or  hated  the  water  ever  there- 
after. 

'Tis  the  school  of  adversity  vs.  the  school  of  prosperity.  If 
we  shun  the  hard,  grinding,  merciless  ways  of  the  former,  how 
shall  we  strengthen  the  heroic  and  self-reliant  spirit  in  the 
latter  ? 

O  that  we  might  have  attractive  books,  inviting  school- 
houses,  grand,  lovable  and  helpful  teachers,  all  the  highways 
of  learning  thick  with  flowers  and  redolent  of  incense,  without 
running  the  old  and  terrible  risk  of  lulling  to  a  stupid  repose 
on  beds  of  ease  the  sturdier  and  finer  forces  of  the  human 
soul. 
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Again  I  congratulate  you,  good  people  of  Declham,  on  the 
virility  of  the  seed  planted  liere  two  hundred  and  fifty  years 
ago,  and  on  the  great  educational  tree  that  has  sprung  from  it 
and  now  flourishes  in  your  midst.  Some  of  its  buds,  doubtless, 
are  blighted  from  time  to  time  ;  some  of  its  fruit  falls  nnripened 
or  lives  on  with  stunted  growth ;  some  of  its  limbs  need  trim- 
ming, grafting  or  removal ;  but  it  is  a  sturdy,  prolific  tree 
withal,  whose  branches  bear, —  some  thirty-fold,  some  sixty, 
and  some  a  hundred.

PRELIMINARY  ACTION  OF  THE  TOWN. 


The  desire  for  a  new  building  in  the  place  of  the 
old  Avery  school-house,  publicly  expressed  from  time 
to  time,  for  several  years,  finally  led  to  decided  action 
by  the  Town,  in  the  spring  of  1894,  to  begin  the  work 
of  construction.  The  result  was  a  beautiful  and  com- 
modious building  completed  in  the  summer  of  1895. 
The  following  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Town  in  regard  to  the  matter: — 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Town  at  its 
annual  meeting  held  on  April  2,  1894,  a  committee  of  five, 
consisting  of  Heman  W.  Chaplin,  Thomas  P.  Murray,  Alfred 
Hewins,  James  T.  Clark,  and  Robert  H.  O.  Schidz,  was 
chosen  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole  subject  matter" 
of  Articles  14,  15  and  16,  relating  to  the  building  of  a  new 
school-house  for  the  Avery  School,  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  school  lot.  This  committee  was  instructed  "  to  procure 
a  plan  or  plans  .  .  .  together  with  estimates  of  the  cost  .  .  . 
and  to  report  on  all  matters  connected  with  these  three 
articles  at  the  earliest  practicable  day."  In  addition  to  these 
instructions,  a  vote  was  passed  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  consider  the  expediency  of  establishing  a 
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branch  Library  at  East  Dedham ;  and  also  that  the  com- 
mittee mentioned  above,  *•*  consider  the  expediency  of  pro- 
viding suitable  accommodations  for  such  Branch  Library,  in 
the  proposed  new  Avery  School-house  building." 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Town  held  on  May  14, 
upon  the  report  of  the  Committee,  it  was 

Vbfe^,  That  the  Town  proceed  to  erect  on  the  Avery  lot,  in 
place  of  the  present  school-house,  a  nine-room  school-house  with 
a  hall  on  the  second  floor,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $35,000, 
including  contingent  and  unforeseen  expenses. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Town  voted  to  purchase  addi- 
tional land  on  the  south  side  of  the  lot,  of  Felix  Dowd,  at  a 
cost  of  81200,  and  to  appropriate  8800  for  grading  the  lot  as 
enlarged.  The  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  were  authorized  to 
borrow  the  837,000,  thus  voted,  "  upon  the  bonds,  notes  and 
script  of  the  Town,  payable  in  such  instalments  as  are  re- 
quired by  law,  over  a  period  of  twenty  years,  with  interest 
payable  semi-annually,  and  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4  per 
cent  per  annum."  "  To  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  votes 
relating  to  the  purchase  of  land  and  erection  of  said  school- 
house,"  the  Town  chose  a  committee  consisting  of  Frederick 
D.  Ely,  Thomas  P.  Murray,  Robert  H.  O.  Schulz,  James  T. 
Clark,  and  Julius  H.  Tuttle  ;  and  this  committee  was  given 
power  *'to  sell  at  public  auction  the  present  Avery  school- 
house  building.  "  The  Building  Committee  immediately 
entered  upon  the  work  entrusted  to  their  care  ;  and  a  state- 
ment of  their  doings  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

On  April  1,  1895,  at  the  annual  Town  meeting  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  additional  money  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  building,  furnishing  the  same,  and  grading  the 
grounds.  At  the  same  time  83700  was  appropriated  to  pur- 
chase land  to  add  to  the  Avery  school-lot,  as  follows:  "Land 
of  Dowd,  extending  from  line  of  present  lot  of  Avery  School 
to  Mother  Brook,  and  bounded  on  the  east  by  land  of  Green- 
hood  ;  land  of  Greenhood,  between  Dowd  land  and  proposed 
street;  land  of  McCarthy,  bounded  by  land  of  Greenhood, 
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Avery  School,  Chauncey  street  and  proposed  street."  The 
School  Committee  were  authorized  and  requested  to  make 
this  purchase;  and  they  were  also  requested  to  "allow  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  to  take,  from  time  to  time,  such 
material  as  in  their  opinion  will  not  injure  said  land  for  school 
purposes,"  and  all  material  so  taken  was  "to  be  credited  by 
the  street  department  to  the  schools,  at  the  same  price  as 
would  be  paid  elsewhere."  For  convenience  the  amount 
paid  for  land,  under  this  vote,  has  been  inserted  in  the  finan- 
cial statement  of  the  Building  Committee. 

Again  on  September  IG,  in  Town  meeting  assembled,  it 
was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  "the  sum  of  82500,  for 
finishing  and  furnishing  the  Avery  School-house,  grading 
the  lot  on  which  it  stands,  and  dio-orino-  and  buildinor  cess- 
pools  on  said  lot."  A  vote  was  also  passed  "to  instruct  the 
School  Committee  to  insure  the  new  Avery  School  building 
against  loss  by  fire  ;  "  and  the  amount  paid  in  accordance 
with  this  instruction  will  be  found  in  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  School  Committee. 

The  new  Avery  building  was  completed  and  ready  for 
the  exercises  of  dedication  on  September  2,  1895,  and  for 
the  use  of  the  school  on  the  following  'day.

On  the  afternoon  of  Labor  Day,  at  the  appointed 
hour,  two  o'clock,  the  hall  of  the  new  building  was 
filled  with  an  audience  fully  in  sympathy  with  the 
day,  and  the  event  which  had  thus  called  them 
together.  Every  feature  of  the  occasion  was  an 
inspiration  to  something  better,  and  every  patriotic 
sentiment  from  the  platform  found  a  quick  and 
hearty  response  from  the  hearers.  Interest  in  the 
welfare  and  progress  of  the  young  people  of  the  town 
underlay  the  common  purpose  of  the  gathering.  It 
was  a  pleasant  sight  to  see  both  young  and  old  so 
deeply  interested  in  the  new  building,  and  the  noble 
purposes  to  which  it  was  about  to  be  dedicated. 

A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  occasion  was  the 
chorus  of  fifty  pupils  from  the  school,  under  the 
leadership  of  our  director  of  music  in  the  public 
schools,  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Cole.  The  excellence  of  the 
music,  combined  with  an  interesting  flag  movement, 
added  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  afternoon.  • 
*  The  Chairman  of  the  day,  Hon.  Frederick  D.  Ely, 
then  spoke  briefly: — 
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Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — We  are  convened  on 
this  occasion  to  dedicate  this  new  and  commodious 
structure  to  the  uses  of  our  free  pubhc  schools.

IV. 

RECEPTION  OF  THE  KEYS  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Julius  H.  Tuttle. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — In  behalf 
of  the  School  Committee,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  accept  these 
keys  in  recognition  of  the  trust  now  placed  in  our  charge, 
and  at  the  same  time,  to  assume  the  responsibility  for  its 
best  care  and  highest  service  to  the  people  of  Dedham.  I 
am  happy,  also,  to  express  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee  with  the  building  and  its  convenient,  well-lighted 
rooms ;  and  also  to  express  the  belief  that  it  will  continue  to 
be  a  source  of  encouragement  and  inspiration  to  all  who 
have  any  connection  with  our  public  schools. 

As  we  receive  this  charge  to-day,  we  are  reminded  anew 
of  the  obligation  resting  upon  us  to  give  to  your  children  the 
most  complete  and  practical  education  which  our  common 
schools  can  afford.  To  this  end  the  thorough  development 
necessary  is  interw*oven  with  those  influences  which  lead  to 
strength  of  character  and  to  good  citizenship.  To  aid  us  in 
our  efforts  you  have  caused  this  building  to  be  erected,  and 
have  generously  contributed  for  the  purpose.  Such  liberal- 
ity is  highly  commendable,  and,  while  it  will  serve  as  a  good 
example  to  follow  hereafter,  it  will  at  once  have  a  decided 
tendency  to  elevate  the  standard  of  our  school  system. 

It  is  especially  fitting  that  this  new  structure  should  be 
dedicated  at  the  threshold  of  another  250  years  of  our  school 
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history,  marking,  as  it  does,  the  period  of  our  recent  celebra- 
tion and  a  new  step  in  the  progress  of  our  public  school 
education.  Lying  at  the  foundation  of  our  civil  and  social 
structure,  the  schools  have  never  ceased  to  receive  the  most 
careful  consideration  of  the  people  of  this  town  since  its 
early  days.  They  have  never  failed  to  show  their  true  mis- 
sion  to  thoughtful  persons,  and  they  still  appeal  to  parents 
and  citizens  for  undivided  support  and  attention.  We  look 
to  them  as  the  promoters  and  the  safeguard  of  our  civil 
institutions. 

From  the  entrance  to  school  until  o-raduation  the  vouno:^ 
mind  is  developed  into  a  strong  and  noble  character,  fitted 
for  practical  life,  not  alone,  but  side  b}^  side  with  other  chil- 
dren, without  distinction  of  any  kind,  either  social,  political 
or  otherwise.  Here  alt  stand  upon  an  equal  footing ;  and  in 
such  a  relation  there  beg^ins  and  is  fostered  that  unconscious 
influence  which  binds  our  people  together  in  a  common  pur- 
pose and  a  common  destiny.  The  strength  of  such  associa- 
tion, growing  during  the  tender  years  of  youth,  is  not  easily 
broken  and  forms  the  golden  thread  of  our  progressive 
American  life,  and  becomes  a  rich  legacy  to  our  people. 

The  Avery  School  has  an  interesting  and  instructive 
history,  and  in  point  of  time  it  nearly  spans  our  independ- 
ence as  a  nation.  Its  record  has  always  been  good,  and 
to-day  the  high  degree  of  efficiency  attained  is  due  to  the 
devotion  and  noble  efforts  of  Mr.  Dorus  F.  Howard,  our 
principal,  during  fifteen  years  of  service,  and  to  the  faithful,, 
conscientious  work  of  his  assDciate  teachers.  Such  a  con- 
dition of  things,  in  a  large  measure,  finds  repetition  in  the 
schools  of  the  town  under  the  present  wise  and  skillful 
superintendence.  These  are  both  subjects  of  congratulation 
by  us  all,  and  merit  our  warmest  approval.  With  these 
pleasant  surroundings,  I  am  sure  that  both  teachers  and 
pupils  will  find  cause  for  added  interest  and  encouragement 
in  their  work. 
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It  is  clear  that  parents  and  citizens  have  never  failed  to 
express  their  deep  convictions  of  the  importance  of  a  gener- 
ous support  of  the  public  schools ;  and  it  is  needless  to  say- 
that  they  recognize  in  them  a  great  blessing  to  the  com- 
munity far  beyond  the  value  of  dollars  and  cents.  It  is  this 
measure  of  their  service  which  makes  our  duty  plain  and 
which  prompts  us  to  continued  and  active  exertions  for  the 
education  and  welfare  of  our  children.  We  desire  to  ex- 
press to  the  citizens  of  Dedham  our  appreciation  of  the 
prompt  and  timely  action  in  furnishing  the  means  for  the 
erection  and  completion  of  this  beautiful  structure,  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  it  will  stand,  an  enduring  monument 
to  such  action  and  to  all  that  is  best  for  the  good  of  our 
schools.

VI. 

ADDRESS  OF  DEDICATION. 

Hon.  Frederick  D.  Ely. 

Ladies  and  Qentlemen: — To-day  Labor  looks  up,  and 
is  glad  in  the  midst  of  its  toil.  It  is  Labor's  holiday.  The 
offices  of  the  departments  of  the  State  Government  are 
closed,  the  honorable  judges  of  our  courts  suspend  their 
labors,  the  great  financial  institutions,  the  princely  mercantile 
houses,  the  manufacturing  and  agricultural  industries  pause, 
and  all  our  people,  with  one  accord,  devote  this  day  to  a 
universal  and  harmonious  expression  of  the  value  and  dig- 
nity of  labor. 
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The  entire  bistoiy  of  Massachusetts  is  filled  with  good 
works,  as  is  the  firmament  with  stars  upon  a  cloudless  night. 
Here,  as  nowhere  else,  have  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
plain  people  been  promoted  and  preserved.  Twice,  at  least, 
in  her  history,  has  this  fact  been  pre-eminently  exemplified, 
la  her  colonial  days  she  passed  an  ordinance  by  which  edu- 
cation for  the  first  time  in  the  annals  of  mankind  was  made 
universal  and  free.  In  1869  she  established  the  first  bureau 
of  the  statistics  of  labor  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
It  was  the  duty  of  this  bureau  to  collect  and  publish  "statis- 
tical details  relating  to  all  departments  of  labor  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, especially  in  its  relations  to  the  commercial, 
industrial,  social,  educational  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
laboring  classes,  and  to  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  pro- 
ductive industry  of  the  Commonwealth." 

Difficult  w^ould  be  the  task  of  him  who  should  seek  to 
find  in  the  decrees,  ordinances  or  laws  of  the  nations  of  the 
earth  two  other  governmental  acts  as  equally  freighted  with 
blessings  to  the  toiling  masses  of  humanity.  Education  of 
the  people  and  elevation  of  labor?  Eichest  jewels  in  the 
diadem  of  our  beloved  Commonwealth  I 

No  radiant  pearl  which  crested  Fortune  wears, 
No  gem  that  twinkling  hangs  from  Beauty's  ears, 
Not  the  bright  stars,  which  Night's  blue  arch  adorn, 
Nor  rising  suns  that  gild  the  vernal  morn, 
Shine  with  such  lustre. 

Deeply  imbued  with  the  distinctive  significance  of  this 
holiday  consecrated  to  the  interests  of  Labor,  and  thoroughly 
alive  to  the  influence  of  education  in  promoting  the  pros- 
perity and  welfare  of  all  our  people,  and  especially  of  our 
wage-earners,  your  Committee,  w^ith  great  propriety,  as  they 
believe,  have  selected  this  day  for  the  dedication  of  this  new 
building  to  the  uses  of  our  free  public  schools. 

It  is  i.iteresting  to  note  the  order  of  the  establishment  of 
our  public  schools.  It  indicates  the  centres  of  population  as 
they  formed  successively  in  the  several  sections. of  the  town. 
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Confining  ourselves  to  the  schools  within  the  present  bound- 
aries of  Dedham,  you  will  all  remember  that  the  first  free 
public  school  was  established  on  the  first  day  of  the  eleventh 
month,  1644-5,  (new  style,  January  11),  and  continued  to 
be  the  only  public  school  in  Dedham  until  the  year  1717.  At 
a  town  meeting  held  May  13,  1717,  the  town  voted  to  re- 
move the  school  to  several  parts  of  the  town.  The  following 
winter  the  school  was  kept  in  the  school-house  near  the  meet- 
ing house  until  January  20,  and  from  that  date  till  the 
creneral  meeting  in  March  at  the  house  of  James  Fisher,  at 
the  Clapboardtrees.  Thus  was  organized  the  Fisher  Scliool. 
This  school  was  not,  however,  named  for  this  James  Fisher, 
but  in  honor  of  Ebenezer  Fisher,  who,  in  his  will,  made  a  be- 
quest of  #600,  the  interest  of  which  was  to  be  expended  an- 
nually for  the  support  of  the  school.  This  plan  of  keeping 
the  school  by  removal  in  several  parts  of  the  town  continued 
for  nearly  40  years.  A  little  later  than  1717  one  teacher 
kept  the  school  one  half  the  year  in  the  schoolhouse  near  the 
meeting  house,  one  quarter  of  the  year  at  the  Clapboardtrees, 
and  one  quarter  at  East  Street.  Thus  originated  the  Endi- 
cott  School. 

The  fourth  school,  known  as  the  Dexter  School,  dates 
from  about  1774.  The  Colburn  School  was  probably  estab- 
lished about  the  same  time,  and  the  Burgess  School  about 
1778.  Next  in  order  came  the  Avery  School.  It  was  the 
seventh  of  Dedham's  present  schools,  and  the  last  established 
in  the  eighteenth  century.  The  High  School  was  established 
in  1851,  the  Quincy  School  in  1872,  the  Oakdale  School  in 
1873,  the  Islington  in  1876,  and  the  Riverdale  in  1885. 

The  origin  of  the  Avery  School  is  found  in  a  vote  of  the 
town,  at  a  meeting  held  on  May  27,  1784,  in  the  meeting- 
house of  the  First  Parish,  by  adjournment  from  May  10th 
of  the  same  year.    The  record  is  as  follows : — 

The  Town  took  into  consideration  the  Petition  of  M"".  Israel 
Fairbanks  and  others,  praying  that  they  may  draw  their  propor- 
tion of  School  Money,  S'^  Petition  being  referred  from  March  to 
this  Meeting. 
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Whereas  We  your  Humble  Petitioners  which  have  not  an 
Equal  Privilege  to  Sending  to  School  that  other  Parts  of  the 
Town  have  by  reason  of  being  so  great  a  distance  &  the  present 
Schools  so  full  we  find  but  Little  Benefit  of  our  Proportion  of 
School  Money  which  has  mov^  we  the  Subscribers  to  Request 
this  favour  of  the  Town  to  Be  Set  off  from  the  School  we  now 
Belong  and  to  Draw  our  Proportion  of  School  money  and  to  Dis- 
pose of  it  to  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  Schooling  as  the  Petitioners 
see  fit.

The  Town  Voted  to  Grant  the  foregoing  Request,  and  that 
the  Petitioners  be  allowed  to  draw  their  proportion  of  School 
Money,  and  to  use  it  according  to  the  Prayer  thereof. 

The  first  teacher  of  this  school,  so  far  as  the  record 
shows,  was  John  Wiswall,  who  had  charge  of  it  in  1786-7 
and  1787-8.  This  John  Wiswall  appears  to  have  been  a 
sensible  man,  for,  although  a  citizen  of  Newton,  he  had  mar- 
ried a  few  years  earlier  one  of  the  fair  daughters  of  Dedham, 
Lois  Worsley. 

The  date  of  the  building  of  the  first  school-house  in  this 
district  is  unknown,  but  it  stood  on  Walnut  street,  nearly 
opposite  the  residence  of  Dr.  Babcock.  That  part  of  High 
Street  new  remaining  from  the  railroad  crossing  in  Dedham 
Village  to  Boyden's  Square  was  not  laid  out  and  accepted 
by  the  town  until  Nov.  3,  1806.  Prior  to  this  date  the 
most  direct  road  between  the  two  villages  was  East  Street 
and  Walnut  Street.  Tiie  school-house  was  therefore  naturally 
located  on  Walnut  Street  as  the  principal  street  of  the  vil- 
lage.   This  original  schoolhouse  is  said  to  be  still  in  exist- 
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ence,  transformed  into  a  dwelling-house,  and  standing  at  the 
corner  of  Curve  and  Belknap  streets. 

I  find  few  records  of  this  school  district  until  the  year 
1808,  but  from  that  time  onward  the  records  are  well  kept 
and  in  good  condition.  In  these  early  years  the  schools 
were  under  the  direct  control  of  the  town  ;  and,  although 
the  school  district  was  recognized  as  an  entity  for  certain 
purposes,  it  was  not  made  a  corporation  empowered  to  hold 
property  until  1817. 

In  the  earliest  records  of  this  district  I  find  two  prac- 
tices which  are  curiosities  to  us  of  the  present  day.  At  a 
meeting  held  in  1808  it  was  voted  that  the  boarding  of  the 
master  be  put  out  to  the  lowest  bidder.  Accordingly  the 
auction  was  held,  10  shillings,  (81.67)  per  week  was  the 
lowest  bid,  and  Rufus  Whiting  the  successful  bidder.  At  a 
meeting  held  in  1809  it  was  voted  that  the  several  individuals 
of  this  school  district  furnish  half  a  foot  of  pine  wood  to  each 
scholar  they  send,  and  that  Rufus  Whiting  inspect  and 
measure  the  wood.  Clearly,  Rufus  Whiting  was  an  impor- 
tant man  in  the  district. 

The  smallness  of  the  first  school-house  for  the  needs  of 
the  growing  district  became  serious  in  1822,  and  certain  al- 
terations were  made.  But  these  proved  insufficient,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  district,  held  on  Sept.  28, 1825,  it  was  voted 
by  a  vote  of  11  to  1  to  build  a  new  schoolhouse.  A  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  consider  what  the  building  should  be, 
who  reported  on  Oct.  5  in  favor  of  a  structure  of  brick,  30 
feel  long  and  25  feet  wide.  The  meeting  decided  to  build 
of  wood.  A  lot  of  land  was  purchased,  located  on  High 
Street,  being  the  lot  or  part  of  the  lot  on  which  the  Elmwood 
House  now  stands,  and  the  new  schoolhouse  was  erected  in 
1826.  The  building  committee,  consisting  of  Lemuel  Whit- 
ing, Frederick  A.  Taft  and  George  Ellis,  made  their  final 
report  on  April  3,  1827.  The  land  cost  815,  and  the  build- 
ing, 8661.16.  The  committee  sold  the  old  schoolhouse  for  830. 
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This  schoolhouse  proved  inadequate  within  12  years,  and 
at  a  meeting  held  on  March  11,  1839,  the  district  appointed 
a  committee  to  devise  the  best  method  of  building  a  new 
schoolhouse ;  but  the  project  hung  in  suspense  five  years. 
At  a  meeting  held  on  March  26, 1844,  however,  "after  a  very 
able  address  by  Ezra  AY.  Taft,"  as  the  record  tells  us,  the 
district,  by  a  vote  of  35  to  22,  voted  to  build  a  new  school- 
house.  A  building  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Ezra  W.  Taft,  Thomas  Barrows,  William  Whiting,  Isaac 
Whiting  and  David  Wilder.  A  part  of  the  present  site  was 
purchased.  The  erection  of  the  building  was  immediately 
begun  and  prosecuted  with  vigor,  and  the  final  report  of  tlie 
committee  was  dated  March  10,  1845.  The  building  and 
land  cost  83612.27.  Fourteen  years  later  this  building  was 
likewise  found  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  school,  and 
after  some  delay,  on  May  28,  1860,  the  district  voted  to  en- 
large the  schoolhouse.  A  committee  of  fifteen,  with  Ezra 
W.  Taft  as  chairman,  was  appointed,  with  full  power.  This 
committee  moved  the  old  building  further  from  the  street, 
aud  erected  a  transverse  front,  62 A  feet  long  by  31 1-  feet 
wide,  at  an  expense  of  85911.80.  The  final  report  of  the 
committee  was  made  and  accepted  December  19,  1860. 

However  well  this  building  served  the  requirements  of 
the  school  in  the  years  following  its  erection,  it  outlived  its 
usefulness  several  years  ago.  The  school  district  having 
been  abolished,  the  duty  of  erecting  a  new  schoolhouse  rested 
upon  the  town.  In  a  number  of  able  reports,  the  School 
Committee  urged  the  necessity  of  immediate  action.  Once 
the  town  voted  to  build  a  new  schoolhouse,  and  appropriated 
•$50,000  therefor,  but  almost  immediately  thereafter  rescinded 
its  action.  At  another  time  the  question  was  considered  and 
debated  in  town  meeting  and  referred  to  a  committee,  but 
no  further  favorable  action  taken.  Everybody  admitted  the 
unfitness  of  the  existing  structure,  but  the  main  question 
was  embarrassed  by  questions  of  location  and  consohdation 
of  the  Avery  and  Quincy  Schools,  and  no  agreement  was 
possible.    The  School  Committee  again  brought  the  subject 
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to  the  attention  of  the  town  in  their  report  of  1893,  and,  at 
the  annual  town  meeting,  the  town  voted  to  erect  a  new 
school-house.  The  structure  in  which  we  are  convened  is 
the  result. 

In  the  erection  of  this  building  it  was  the  purpose  of 
the  town  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  best  art  and 
skill  of  the  architect  and  builder  of  to-day,  and  to  construct 
a  building  that  in  its  plan,  finish,  ventilation,  heating  and 
sanitary  properties,  should  be  of  the  best  modern  type.  In 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  town,  the  building  Com- 
mittee have  been  faithful.  It  is  for  you  to  say  whether  or 
not  they  have  been  successful. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  years  have  rolled  away  since  the 
inhabitants  of  this  town, 

Taking  into  consideration  the  great  necesitie  of  providing 
some  meanes  for  the  education  of  the  youth  in  o^  sd  Towne,  did 
with  an  Vnanimous  consent  declare  by  vote  their  willingness  to 
promote  that  worke,  promising  to  put  too  their  hands  to  provide 
maintenance  for  a  Free  schoole  in  our  said  Towne, 

and  established  our  first  free  school.  Five  years  later  tliey 
built  a  school-house,  the  length  18  feet,  being  14  feet  besides 
the  chimney,  the  wideriess  15  feet.  To-day,  to  the  memory 
of. these  pioneers  in  the  cause  of  education  we  dedicate  this 
commodious  and  costly  edifice.  The  building  of  their 
school-house  made  the  erection  of  this  one  possible.  We 
also  dedicate  this  edifice  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  William  Avery, 
who  in  1680  gave  <£60  for  the  encouragement  of  a  Latin 
school  in  Dedham,  and  in  whose  honor  this  school  is  named. 
We  dedicate  it  to  the  memory  of  the  faithful  teachers,  who, 
in  their  day  and  generation,  served  this  district  with  zeal 
and  devotion. 

But  we  dedicate  it  not  alone  to  the  past.  We  dedicate 
it  to  the  present,  to  the  public  spirit  and  liberality  of  the 
citizens  of  Dedham,  wlio,  in  town  meeting  assembled,  in 
1894,  did,  like  their  fathers  of  old,  with  an  Vnanimous 
consent,"  vote  to  build  the  school-house  and  provided  the 
money  for  its  erection. 
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We  dedicate  it  also  to  the  future,  to  the  unnumbered 
troops  of  dear  children,  whose  infant  minds  shall  here  be 
directed  into  paths  of  true  and  sound  primary  school  learn- 
ing, to  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  ingenious  youth, 
who  shall  here  acquire  a  knowledge  of  grammar  school 
studies,  which  shall  be.  to  them  a  greater  blessing  than 
inherited  wealth  or  ancestral  distinction.  Lastly  and  su- 
premely, we  dedicate  this  noble  building  to  the  noblest 
institution  of  happy,  proud  America,  the  Alma  Mater  of  our 
wonderful  and  majestic  civilization, — the  free  public  school.

ADDRESS. 
Eev.  Joseph  B.  Seabury. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — It  is  no  pas- 
time to  build  and  equip  a  modern  school-house.  Patient  and 
unwearied  toil  is  required  through  many  months,  from  the  day 
the  plans  of  the  building  are  accepted,  to  the  glad  hour  of 
dedication.  The  parents  of  these  pupils  who  are  here  to  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  school  training  should  recognize  the  un- 
tiring labor  of  the  school  board  and  of  the  chairman  and 
secretary  of  the  building  committee.  I  join  you  in  tendering 
to  them  our  profound  thanks  for  the  work  they  have  done  to 
bring  this  comely  building  to  completion.  The  task  has  de- 
manded of  them  close  attention,  repeatedly  taking  them  for 
long  hours  from  their  pressing  business  and  professional 
duties.  Nothing  but  genuine  love  for  the  public  schools  of 
Dedham  could  have  secured  for  us  their  valuable  services, 
rendered  heartily  and  gratuitously. 

There  are  two  men  who,  if  it  had  been  possible  for  them 
to  have  been  here,  would  have  added  a  peculiar  charm  to 
tills  occasion.  As  they  are  in  another  sphere,  we  will  im- 
agine them  occupying  these  two  vacant  chairs  on  the  platform 
— they  are  John  Hunting,  chairman  of  the  first  school  board, 
the  board  of  1644,  and  Ralph  Wheelock,  the  first  school- 
master, pioneers  in  the  educational  history  of  Dedham. 
Starting  from  the  site  of  the  original  school-house  near 
yonder  green  on  High  Street,  we  picture  them  led  to  this  room 
blindfolded.  Remove  the  bandages  and  bid  them  look  about 
them.  What  must  be  their  surprise  as  they  gaze  upon  this 
ample  hall,  their  curiosity  as  they  look  at  those  brass  objects 
on  the  wall,  at  the  pipes  extending  around  the  room,  at  that 
row  of  buttons  !  As  they  rub  their  eyes  they  recognize  in  you 
human  beings,  and  not  disembodied  spirits  to  which  they 
have  been  accustomed.    When  they  take  in  the  situation

they  will  come  to  see  that  they  are  in  the  midst  of  surround- 
ings for  which  they  are  largely  responsible.  They  are  told 
this  is  the  Avery  School.  It  brings  up  tender  recollections. 
They  knew  the  father  of  the  man  whose  name. this  school 
bears.  He  was  their  co-laborer.  These  relics  of  a  former 
generation  may  with  pardonable  pride  go  about  this  building 
and  examine  its  facilities  for  training  the  young;  then  they 
may  enter  a  claim  to  proprietorship  in  this  structure. 

This  building  is  the  expression  of  certain  great  principles 
which  our  guests  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  sought 
diligently  to  assert  and  found.  They  rejoice  to  know  that 
those  vital  principles  are  to-day  in  force.  Having  discovered 
them  they  are  content  to  take  their  flight.  What  are  those 
principles  ? 

1.  Obligation.  It  is  not  for  the  citizen  to  say  whether 
his  child  shall  be  educated  or  not.  It  is  the  law.  Lycurgus 
resolved  the  whole  business  of  legislation  into  the  one  grand 
purpose  to  train  the  young.  Education  gives  the  youth 
command  of  himself.  It  reveals  to  him  his  possibilites  in 
life ;  it  makes  him  master  and  not  slave ;  arbiter  and  not 
antagonist.  A  boon  so  beneficent  most  be  thrown  open  to 
one  and  all ;  therefore,  free  schools.  It  must  not  be  l^ft  to 
the  caprice  of  fortune ;  therefore,  free  schools  supported  at 
public  expense.  Everything  of  any  value  is  costly.  It  costs 
in  proportion  to  its  worth,  and  costs  all  it  is  worth. 
Education  must  be  measured  by  its  value  to  the  State,  and 
to  the  individual  citizen.  It  is  our  priceless  right  to  be 
educated.  If,  as  Aristotle  says,  the  difference  between 
an  educated  and  an  uneducated  man  is  the  difference  be- 
tween a  living  man  and  a  dead  one,  who  would  diminish  the 
amount  expended  upon  our  public  schools  ?  Education  is 
costly  because  of  its  inestimable  value.  In  early  colonial 
times  Harvard  College  was  maintained  in  part  by  the  profits 
of  the  ferry  ov^er  Charles  River,  and  each  person  living  in  the 
colony  was  obliged  to  contribute  one  peck  of  corn  annually 
toward  her  support.    Children  of  the  Avery  School !  Take 
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care  of  thi§  building,  keejD  it  fresli  and  bright,  use  it  faith- 
fully, studio Qsly.  To-day  it  has  been  dedicated  to  you.  You 
are  trustees  of  this  sacred  trust.  Show  by  your  faithful  at- 
tention to  your  studies  that  3'ou  are  worthy  of  this  high 
privilege. 

2.  Breadth.  Education  has  a  wonderfully  expansive  power. 
It  vitalizes  all  it  touches.  This  is  especially  true  of  a  man's 
municipal  life  and  all  the  interests  of  citizenship.  Take  for 
example  the  simple  right  of  suffrage.  Without  education  the 
suffrage  is  a  scourge.  The  untrained  voter  is  a  menace  to 
the  State.  The  ballot  must  have  behind  it  the  man — the 
full  manhood  of  the  man — to  make  it  efficient. 

A  weapon  that  comes  down  as  still 
As  snowflakes  fall  upon  the  sod. 
But  executes  a  freeman's  will 

As  lightning  does  the  will  of  God  ; 
And  from  its  force,  nor  doors  nor  locks 
Can  shield  you, — 'tis  the  ballot  box. 

These  glorious  words  of  John  Pierpont  apply  to  him  who 
can  use  this  weapon  intelligently,  and  to  him  alone.  If  as  a 
result  of  any  election  a  citizen  is  suddenly  brought  into  prom- 
inence, how  he  prizes  his  early  education !  When  it  is  lim- 
ited how  he  mourns  its  deficiencies  !  Let  the  young  prepare 
for  the  unexpected  demands  upon  them  in  mature  life.  Of 
men  and  women  alike  the  State  will  in  the  near  future  exact 
large  service.  Where  every  citizen  has  a  voice  in  government 
he  must  know  how  to  govern.  It  is  a  part  of  his  equipment 
to  be  ready  like  the  minute-men  of  old  for  a  sudden  call  to 
duty.  The  action  of  the  town  of  Dedham  two  hundred  and 
fifty  years  ago  had  a  potent  influence  on  the  school  legislation 
of  the  Massachusetts  colony.  "Within  three  years  after 
Dedham's  decisive  action,  the  General  Court  made  the  free 
public  school  a  part  of  her  political  system."  Education  is 
woven  into  the  fabric  of  the  State.  Our  political  life  de- 
mands well-trained  leaders  whose  breadth  of  knowledge  shall 
be  commensurate  with  the  work  before  us,  whose  minds  may 
meet  and  solve  the  knotty  problems  of  government. 
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3.  Progress.  During  the  last  50  years  the  means  and 
appliances  of  education  have  advanced  marvelously.  This 
building  chronicles  the  present  high  water  mark.  This  idea 
lay  deep  in  the  system  of  our  fathers.  As  Mr.  Ely  in  his 
dedicatory  address  has  told  us,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  wise 
and  prudent  provision  of  our  fathers,  this  building  would 
not  have  been  possible.  Their  methods  were  adapted  to 
their  times  and  these  to  ours. 

Their  system  early  developed  capacity  for  growth.  It 
could  not  be  tied  down  to  definite  methods  of  instruction. 
It  has  kept  pace  with  the  advancement  of  the  people  in  every 
other  department  of  life.  It  has  given  momentum  to  them 
all.  None  would  have  been  so  alert  to  approve  the  present 
day  facilities  for  training  the  young  as  those  were  who  laid 
the  corner-stone  of  the  public  school  system  in  this  town. 
To  all  the  means  for  training  the  young  to  love  the  true,  the 
beautiful,  the  good,  our  fathers  would  have  given  their  hearty 
endorsement.  Drawing,  book-keeping,  mechanical  industries 
form  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  school  curriculum  up  to 
date.  If  our  friends  of  long  ago  were  sitting  here  and  listen- 
ing to  the  song,  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  as  sung  here  to-day, 
they  would  applaud  as  heartily  as  any  of  us. 

The  exactions  of  modern  times  require  of  the  school 
board  that  only  the  best  teachers  be  provided  for  our  pupils. 
Would  you  have  your  children  taught  by  one  who  was  once 
examined  for  a  position  as  teacher  in  one  of  our  Massachu- 
setts schools,  who,  when  asked  to  spell  and  define  the  word 
"hazardous,"  replied  :  "  H-a-z-a-r-d-e-s-s,  a  female  hazard?"  It 
was  always  considered  hazardous  business  to  be  a  teacher.  Let 
the  standard  be  kept  up.  Let  us  have  the  highest  quality 
of  instruction,  let  us  follow  the  example  of  our  fathers  and 
push  forward  the  ideal  of  public  education. 

In  early  days  the  sessions  of  the  public  schools  were  held 
in  the  meeting-house.  There  was  a  sacredness  thrown  around 
education  at  the  start.    It  was  a  divine  privilege  to  be  edu- 
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cated.  Let  our  education  be  an  act  of  reverential  consecra- 
tion to  the  pursuit  of  the  highest  knowledge.  Over  the  arch 
of  the  Peristyle  facing  the  Court  of  Honor  at  the  great  Ex- 
position were  the  words,  ''Ye  shall  know  the  Truth  and  the 
Truth  shall  make  you  free."  As  our  children  pass  under 
the  arcliway  of  their  course  of  study,  may  they  emerge  into 
life's  "Court  of  Honor,"  their  field  of  service  for  tlieir  fellow- 
men,  carrying  with  them  the  two  magic  words  of  the  Repub- 
lic,— Truth  and  Freedom. 


The  Chairman,-^ — Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  it  would 
be  difficult  to  answer  whose  services  had  been  more 
valuable  to  the  public  schools  than  those  of  the  one 
who  will  now  speak  to  you.  For  many  years  he  was 
a  teacher  in  this  and  other  schools  until  promoted  to 
a  leading  position  in  the  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
His  interest  in  our  schools  was  not  diminished ;  and 
for  many  years  he  was  one  of  the  most  efficient  and 
valuable  members  of  the  School  Committee.  I  will 
now  call  upon  him  to  address  you, — Mr.  Charles  F. 
Kimball. 

IX. 

ADDRESS. 
Charles  F.  Kimball. 

[This  address  was  delivered  without  notes,  and  in  consequence 
only  a  brief  report  can  be  given  here.] 

Mr.  Kimball  congratulated  the  Building  Committee, 
Principal  Howard,  and  the  people  of  the  town  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  building.  He  spoke  of  his  deep  interest 
in  the  schools  of  the  town,  of  his  pleasant  service  as  a 
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former  member  of  the  School  Committee;  of  his  recollec- 
tions of  the  schools  since  he  came  here  to  live,  in  1863 ;  and 
of  the  progress  made  in  the  development  of  educational 
work  since  that  time.  Several  new  studies  had  been  intro- 
duced, such  as  music,  drawing,  manual  training  or  sloyd, 
gymnastics,  and  civil  government ;  and  he  predicted  that 
still  another,  the  kindergarten,  would  soon  be  added.  He 
reminded  the  boys  and  girls  that  the  polished  walls  of  the 
school  room  would  not  of  themselves  make  polished  scholars, 
but  that  it  would  take  hard  work  to  make  the  right  kind  of 
polish.  In  conclusion  he  spoke  of  the  great  responsibility 
resting  upon  the  parents  in  the  education  of  their  children. 


The  Chairman, —  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  effi- 
cient as  have  been  earlier  head  masters  of  this  school, 
I  am  sure  that  I  voice  the  sentiments  of  the  audience 
when  I  say  that  none  were  more  successful  than  our 
present  Principal.  In  instruction,  in  discipline,  in 
awakening  in  the  children  an  inspiration  to  do  good 
work,  and  to  be  in  the  truest  sense  manly  and 
womanly,  he  does  all  that  we  could  desire  or  ask.  I 
have  now  very  great  satisfaction  in  requesting  him  to 
address  you, — Mr.  Dorus  F.  Howard. 

X. 

ADDRESS. 

Dorus  F.  Howard. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Parents,  and  Friends  of  the  Avery 
School  :- — We  are  to  be  congratulated  here  to-day  on  this 
most  interesting  and  auspicious  occasion.  After  years  of 
patient  working  and  waiting,  to  witness  these  exercises  of 
dedication,  and  to  take  part  in  them  affords  us  a  pleasure 
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and  a  satisfaction  for  which  we  hardly  dared  hope.  But 
through  the  liberality  of  the  Town,  alwaj^s  generous  in  its 
provisions  for  its  schools,  and  'the  unwearied  efforts  of  the 
School  Cemmittee  and  Building  Committee,  we  have  here 
this  beautiful  school  building,  elegant  in  all  of  its  appoint- 
ments, and  ready  for  use. 

You  will  remember  that  Pizarro,  the  Spanish  explorer, 
in  the  sixteenth  century,  pushing  his  way  along  the  Andes, 
found  a  people  called  the  Incas.  These  people  had  gorgeous 
temples  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  the  sun,  and  furnished 
with  vases,  censers  and  ewers  of  solid  gold.  Upon  one  wall 
of  the  temple  was  a  representation  of  the  blazing  sun,  in 
solid  gold,  with  its  rays  shooting  out  in  every  direction.  Our 
temple  is  not  dedicated  to  the  sun,  but  to  the  cause  of  free 
public  education.  Our  temple  does  not  contain  golden  orna- 
ments or  vessels  of  gold  or  silver,  but  it  is  to  be  filled  with 
children,  the  most  precious  jewels,  not  only  of  the  homes 
from  which  they  come,  but  of  the  State,  of  which  they  will 
so  soon  become  citizens. 

Without  going  into  details  more  minutely,  it  is  thought 
that  a  few  facts  in  the  history  of  the  school  since  1880  might 
interest  you.  In  that  year  there  were  in  the  two  upper 
classes  in  the  principal's  room  22  pupils.  In  1895  the  same 
two  classes  numbered  56  pupils.  The  graduating  classes  of 
1881  and  1882  contained  eight  and  six  members  respectively  ; 
those  of  1894  and  1895,  21  and  23  members  each.  In  the 
years  following  1880  a  very  large  per  cent,  of  the  upper 
classes  dropped  out  of  school  before  finishing  the  course. 
Last  year  the  two  higher  classes  lost  but  one  pupil  each. 
The  entire  number  graduated  from  the  school  in  the  past  fif- 
teen years  is  205.  Of  these  many  have  continued  their 
studies  in  the  Dedham  High  School,  some  have  taken  courses 
at  colleges  and  other  schools.  It  is  a  matter  of  pride  to  all 
interested  in  the  school  that  so  many  of  its  graduates  stand 
high  in  the  professions,  and  that  nearly  all  are  filling  posi- 
tions of  trust  and  usefulness. 
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There  have  been  many  changes  m  the  corps  of  teachers 
during  the  past  fiteen  years,  as  you  parents  so  well  know. 
Bnt  these  came  in  the  natural  order  of  events.  Commonly, 
as  teachers  proved  themselves  eminently  efficient  and  skilful 
in  their  schools,  they  have  been  invited  to  accept  more  lucra- 
tive positions  in  other  places.  In  some  places  the  advantages 
of  location  and  the  attachments  of  home  proved  stronger 
than  the  allurements  held  out  by  the  distant  city.  Of  those 
who  yielded  to  these  allurements,  one  teaches  in  Yonkers,  N. 
Y.,  another  in  Milwaukee,  one  in  Chicago,  several  in  Brook- 
line,  Boston,  Chelsea,  and  six  or  more  in  Cambridge.  While 
the  loss  of  a  good  teacher  is  a  matter  of  regret,  and  often 
makes  a  serious  break  in  the  harmony  and  unity  of  the 
school  work,  still  it  is  well  for  us  to  bear  in  mind  that  it 
was  the  very  excellence  of  their  work  which  led  to  their  pro- 
motion. 

May  the  Avery  School,  in  its  commodious  building,  its 
teachers  newly  consecrated,  its  pupils  earnest,  and  all  having 
your  confidence  and  loyal  support,  in  the  future,  as  in  the 
past,  go  forward  to  be  a  greater  power  for  good  in  the  com- 
munity, in  fitting,  or  helping  to  fit  the  boys  and  girls  of  East 
Dedham  for  the  varied  duties  of  life. 


The  Chairman,  —  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  the 
next  speaker  needs  no  introduction  to  this  audience.

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XI. 

ADDRESS. 

Rev.  Joshua  F.  Packard. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Members  of  the  School  Commettee, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  :  —  I  have  heard  of  one  who  asked 
this  question, — What  shall  he  do  who  cometh  after  the 
King?  As  I  have  listened  to  the  very  able  addresses,  so 
replete  with  historical  facts  relating  to  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion in  this  town  of  Dedham,  I  have  asked  myself  again  and 
again  the  question, — what  can  I  say  that  will  be  of  interest 
to  the  people  who  have  gathered?  The  hour  is  somewhat 
late,  and  you  have  listened  patiently  to  those  who  have  pre- 
ceded me.  I  shall  not  now  detain  you  by  any  very  lengthy 
remarks. 

The  very  pleasing  circumstances  with  which  we  find 
ourselves  surrounded  at  the  present  time  ought  to  make  us 
feel  in  our  happiest  mood.  It  is  certainly  an  important  act 
which  is  performed  when  a  company  of  people  dedicate  a 
building  to  any  really  noble  purpose.  I  cannot  for  one 
moment  think  that  we  have  gathered  here  to-day  because 
we  have  been  prompted  to  do  so  by  mere  idle  curiosity. 
Our  presence  here,  if  we  have  come,  as  I  believe  we  have 
with  honest  hearts,  declares  certain  very  important  truths. 
Concerning  some  of  these  it  is  my  purpose  to  speak  briefly 
at  the  present  time. 

And,  first  of  all,  our  presence  here  declares  our  faith  in 
the  public  school  system  of  xVmerica.  By  our  coming 
together  we  have  declared  that  we  believe  in  that  system. 
It  really  began  in  our  country  with  those  initial  efforts 
which  led  up  to  the  founding  of  our  great  republic.  The 
crested  waves  rolling  shoreward  brought  the  Mayflower  into 
the  harbor  of  Plymouth.  But  that  craft  bore  not  only  men  and 
women,  but  ideas,  as  well.    It  brought  to  these  shores  cer- 
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tain  great  principles  which  were  to  mould  the  character  of  the 
future  republic.  That  company  which  gathered  in  the 
cabin  of  the  Mayflower  to  sign  that  compact  which  began 
with  these  words,  "In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,"  believed 
in  the  education  of  the  people.  Ere  long  houses  of  worship 
were  erected,  and  ere  long,  too,  there  appeared  the  school- 
house.  Side  by  side  they  stood,  each  occupying  a  distinctive 
field  for  the  betterment  of  the  people.  Our  fathers  acted 
wisely  when  they  wove  into  the  fabric  of  colonial  life  the 
great  truth  of  public  education.  With  the  flight  of  years, 
the  idea  that  the  American  people  must  be  an  educated 
people  has  gathered  strength.  As  the  pioneer  has  pushed 
his  way  into  the  West,  he  has  taken  the  idea  of  a  free  pub- 
lic school,  open  to  all  the  people,  with  him.  And  the  tens 
of  thousands  of  school-houses  in  our  republic — fouiid  not 
only  in  our  great  cities  and  larger  villages,  but  crowning 
many  a  hill  top,  nestling  in  many  a  valley,  and  standiug  like 
faithful  sentinels  at  many  cross  roads — declare  the  belief  of 
the  people  in  the  thought  that  public  schools  are  a  necessary 
factor  in  true  American  citizenship.  We  come  to-day  to 
dedicate  to  the  cause  of  education  this  beautiful  building, 
which  henceforth  is  to  be  identified  with  the  public  school 
system  of  this  ancient  town  of  Dedham.  If  this  act  of 
ours  means  anything,  it  means  that  we  have  confidence  in 
that  system  with  which  this  building  is  henceforth  to  be 
connected.  We  declare  our  belief  that  our  public  schools 
have  not  been  a  failure,  but  that  they  have  been  a  blessing 
to  the  community  and  to  the  world.  We  are  persuaded 
that  though  the  past  history  of  the  public  school  in  America 
has  been  grand,  there  is  a  yet  grander  future  before  it. 

In  the  second  place,  by  our  coming  here  to-day  we  declare 
our  belief  that  our  system  of  public  schools  is  intimately 
connected  with  the  liberties  of  the  people.  We  are  a  free 
people.  We  make  our  boast  of  the  fact,  and  we  have  the 
right  to  b^ast.  A  strange  people  would  we  be  if  we  did 
not  rejoice  in  that  liberty  which  has  come  to  us  as  a  glorious 
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heritage  from  our  fathers.  Stronger  than  ever  before  is  the 
love  of  liberty  which  fills  the  true  American  heart.  But 
whatever  the  degree  of  liberty  which  may  be  enjoyed  by  the 
people  of  our  republic,  that  liberty  is  due  in  a  large  measure 
to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  effort  put  forth  to  drive 
ignorance  from  our  borders  by  educating  the  people.  He 
enjoys  true  liberty  who  not  only  has  no  shackles  upon  his 
limbs,  but  whose  intellect  and  whose  conscience  are  un- 
fettered.   Coleridge  was  on  the  right  track  when  he  asked: 

For  what  is  freedom,  but  the  unfettered  use 
Of  a//  the  powers  which  God  for  use  had  given? 

The  more  clearly  the  light  falls  upon  the  landscape  the 
more  clearly  you  discern  the  beauties  of  that  landscape.  The 
gray  of  the  early  morning  reveals  the  world  around  you  but 
indistinctly,  but  when  the  sun  has  mounted  above  the  hori- 
zon, a  new  world  seems  to  lie  before  you.  When  ignorance 
binds  a  man  or  woman,  you  may  get  a  faint  idea  of  what 
might  be  ;  but  when  the  light  of  true  education  falls  upon 
the  mind,  then,  as  the  rose  unfolds  its  petals,  revealing  greater 
loveliness,  so  human  character  unfolds  itself  in  greater  rich- 
ness, beauty  and  worth.  The  thought  of  freedom  blossoms 
into  the  fact,  and  men  and  women  assert  themselves,  claim- 
ing that  freedom  which  is  heaven's  gift  to  them.  The  idea 
of  liberty  and  the  love  of  freedom  are  fostered  in  our  public 
schools.  As  it  is  impossible  for  light  to  abide  with  darkness, 
as  it  is  impossible  for  a  person  to  be  a  barbarian  and  a  civil- 
ized being  at  the  same  time,  so  it  is  impossible  for  our  public 
schools  to  perform  faithfully  their  distinctive  work  without 
strengthening  the  thought  of  liberty,  and  the  love  of  liberty 
in  the  hearts  of  the  children,  and  hence  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people.  This  has  been  in  part  the  work  of  our  public  schools 
in  the  past,  and  God  grant  that  it  may  continue  to  be  so 
throughout  all  the  future.  May  it  never  be  true  that  educa- 
tion in  our  public  schools  shall  be  separated  from  the  thought 
of  citizenship,  but  may  those  who  have  charge  of  our  educa- 
tional affairs  aim  not  simply  to  fasten  in  the  mind  some 
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mathematical  or  kindred  tHought,  bat,  while  instilling  all  of 
these  which  are  necessary,  may  they  aim  to  teach  the  ele- 
ments of  good  citizenship, — love  of  liberty,  love  of  country, 
love  of  flag.  There  is  an  act  which  is  sometimes  performed, 
and  which  some  of  us  have  seen  performed  many  times.  A 
man  leads  to  the  altar  a  trusting  woman,  and  there,  before 
God  and  man,  they  promise  to  live  for  each  other.  He,  not- 
withstanding his  breadth  of  shoidders  and  the  hardness  of 
his  hands,  needs  the  sympath}^,  help  and  tenderness  of  the 
woman  ;  while  she  needs  the  support  and  protection  of  his 
strong  and  manly  arm.  And  together,  the  one  depending 
upon  the  other,  they  walk  tlie  journey  of  life.  This  is  but 
an  imperfect  illustration  setting  forth  the  relation  of  the  pub- 
lic school  to  the  State.  If  they  stand  together  in  the  future 
as  they  have  stood  in  the  past,  the  State  throwing  around 
the  public  school  her  strong  arm  of  protection,  the  public 
school  shall  respond  by  giving  the  State  true  men  and  true 
women,  thus  making  her  more  honorable  and  more  glorious 
in  the  eyes  of  ail  the  world. 

Gathered  here  to-day  in  this  new  building,  which  we  give 
to  the  cause  of  education,  remembering  the  relation  which 
our  public  school  system  has  in  the  past  sustained  to  the  lib- 
erties of  the  people ;  remembering  that  that  system  still 
remains  the  conservator  of  those  liberties  ;  remembering  that 
the  flag  of  our  country,  unfolding  itself  to  the  breeze  above 
this  building,  proclaims  the  same  message  to-day  which  went 
ringing  around  the  world  when  the  old  Independence  Bell 
pealed  out  its  notes  of  gladness, — '^Proclaim  liberty  through- 
out all  the  land  unto  all  the  inhabitants  thereof";  gathered 
here,  and  looking  backward  over  the  past,  rejoicing  in  every 
effort  which^has  been  put  forth  for  the  education  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  good  town  of  Dedham,  and,  with  hope  beating 
high  in  our  bosoms  as  we  look  forward  to  the  future,  let  us 
exclaim  most  heartily  and  unitedly, — "  Long  live  the  public 
schools  of  America.''''

By  the  Audience  and  School. 


The  only  thing  connected  with  the  exercises  of 
the  day  that  caused  regret  was  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  three  of  the  expected  speakers,  the  Hon. 
George  Fred  Williams,  the  Rev.  John  J.  O'Keefe, 
and  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Kingsbury,  the  last  of  whom 
was  detained  at  home  by  sickness. 

The  exercises  continued  about  two  hours  with 
unabated  interest;  and  those  present  evinced  a  deep 
feeling  of  pride  in  the  noble  structure,  and  a  renewed 
consecration  to  the  objects  for  which  it  stands.  No 
more  striking  example  could  be  seen  to  show  the 
close  and  endearing  ties  between  the  school  and  the 
people  of  the  town,  as  well  as  its  important  place  in 
our  welfare  and  progress.  Succeeding  generations 
will  rise  to  reap  the  increasing  advantages,  and  will 
gratefully  bless  a  generous  and  thoughtful  people 
who  laid  the  foundations  so  well. 
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BBAJS'CH  LIBRABY, 


BRANCH  LIBRARY,  EAST  DEDHAM, 
January  20,  1896. 

Owing  to  some  delay  in  completing  the  work  on  electric 
wiring  and  fixtures  in  the  new  building,  the  Branch  Library 
was  not  opened  until  Monday  evening,  January  20,  1896. 
For  the  support  of  this  branch  8300  had  been  appropriated 
by  the  town  on  April  1,  1895,  by  increasing  the  sum  raised 
for  the  Dedham  Public  Library. 

To  carry  out  the  vote  of  the  town,  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Trustees,  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and 
of  the  Building  Committee,  was  held  in  the  Library  room 
on  January  13,  1896,  to  decide  in  what  way  to  apply  the 
money  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Mr.  Osavius  Verney 
was  chosen  Librarian,  and  it  was  voted  to  keep  the  Library 
open  on  week-day  evenings  from  7  to  9.30  o'clock.  A  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Don  Gleason  Hill,  for  the  Trustees,  Fred- 
erick D.  Ely  and  Dr.  Francis  L.  Babcock,  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  Roderick  W.  Hine,  S  jperintendent  of  Schools, 
was  chosen  to  purchase  the  necessary  reading  matter,  and 
to  have  it  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  room  on  Monday 
evening,  January  20. 

At  the  appointed  time  of  opening,  seven  o'clock,  the 
people  began  to  gather  in  the  Library  room,  and  to  show 
their  interest  in  the  effort  which  is  of  so  great  importance 
to  the  people  of  East  Dedham.  The  tables  had  been  well 
supplied  with  most  of  the  popular  magazines,  weekly  and 
daily  papers,  and  a  few  standard  reference  books,  all  that 
could  be  purchased  out  of  the  sum  appropriated  for  this  end 
by  the  Town.  These  include  sixteen  magazines,  fifteen 
weekly  papers  and  four  daily  papers.  The  books  comprise 
Johnson's  Cyclopaedia,  the  Standard  Dictionary,  Lippincott's 
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Gazetteer  and  Biographical  Dictionary,  also  Kand  &  Mc- 
Nally's  Atlas. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  this  event  to  give  the  people  of 
the  town  a  chance  to  inspect  the  building,  which  was  opened 
for  this  purpose.  An  informal  reception  was  held  by  Mr. 
Howard  and  his  associate  teachers,  who  had  made  their 
rooms  especially  attractive  and  home-like.  Mr.  Hill  of  the 
Trustees,  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  Building 
Committee,  and  Superintendent  Hine  were  present  to  aid  in 
making  the  event  a  success. 

The  Library  room, is  situated  in  the  central  section  of 
the  building,  at  the  front,  and  is  well  lighted.  In  size,  it  is 
31  X  37  feet,  and  has  an  opening  into  the  corridors  near  each 
front  door.  During  its  use  as  a  Library  it  is  shut  off  from 
the  rest  of  the  building.  It  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  to  be  used,  and  is  easily  accessible  to  the 
people.  The  heating  and  ventilating  system  is  all  that 
could  be  desired,  supplying  not  far  from  thirty  cubic  feet  of 
fresh  warm  air  every  minute  and  exhausting  about  the  same 
amount  through  the  foul  air  ducts  during  the  same  time. 

The  Library  is  well  patronized,  having  an  attendance  of 
about  fifty  every  evening.  While  the  reading  matter  for 
the  present  supplies  every  demand  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  that  books  will  be  supplied  for  the  shelves. 
Those  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
drawing  books  from  the  main  library  may  consult  the  cata- 
logue at  hand  and  send  their  cards  by  Mr.  Verney.  The 
warm  interest  already  shown  in  the  Library  is  proof  that  its 
advantage  to  the  people  of  East  Dedham  will  be  deeply 
appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE, 
January  31,  1896. 

On  May  18,  1894,  the  Bailding  Committee  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Town  on  May  14,  held  its  first  meet- 
ing, and  organized  as  follows : —

In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  at  this  meeting,  com- 
petitive plans  and  estimates  were  asked  for,  to  be  submitted 
witliin  ten  days  and  to  be  without  any  expense  to  the  town. 
These  were  received  at  a  meeting  on  June  1,  from  Dedham 
and  Boston  architects.  Those  submitted  by  Messrs.  Hart- 
well  and  Richardson  were  selected  as  the  most  satisfactory, 
all  things  considered. 

On  consideration  of  a  saving  to  the  town  it  was  voted  to 
move  the  old  building  back  to  the  rear  of  the  lot  for  use 
until  the  new  building  would  be  ready  to  be  occupied  by  the 
school. 

The  Committee  in  July  advertised  for  bids  on  the  new 
building,  not  to  include  heating,  ventilation  and  plumbing, 
and  on  Augrust  1  these  were  received  as  follows  : —

The  lowest  bid  which  was  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
proposal  of  the  Committee  and  most  satisfactory  in  all  re- 
spects was  that  of  ^Ir.  Higgins ;  and  on  Feb.  4  his  bid  was 
accepted,  after  voting  to  dispense  with  the  Johnson  Electric 
Control,  so  called,  estimated  at  8600.  The  sum  of  $50  was 
added  to  heat  the  cloak  rooms,  and  the  contract  was  signed 
for  84350. 

The  contract  for  wiring  was  awarded  to  the  only  bidder, 
J.  F.  Bubert,  on  Feb.  26,  at  8400.  On  March  "l,  1895, 
plumbing  bids  were  received,  and  Mr.  Winn  was  the  suc- 
cessful competitor  at  81870.

On  April  27,  1895,  the  question  of  grading  was  taken  up 
and  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Clark  and  Schulz 
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was  chosen  to  take  the  matter  in  charge.  In  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  town,  as  given  on  page  ix,  the 
Selectmen  furnished  men  and  carts  to  take  away  the  gravel 
which  was  picked  up  and  made  ready  by  the  men  hired  by 
the  sub-committee.  The  work  was  begun  on  May  21,  1895, 
and  completed  as  far  as  possible  on  October  5  following. 

In  the  completion  of  the  structure,  the  committee  desire 
to  recognize  the  valuable  help  of  those  who  were  mainly 
c  onnected  in  the  construction ;  to  Messrs.  Hartwell,  Rich- 
ardson and  Driver,  for  their  prompt  and  efficient  services  and 
zealous  attention  to  every  want  of  the  Committee  ;  to  Mr. 
Henry  H.  Hunt,  contractor,  for  the  excellent  stock  and 
workmanship  put  into  the  building  ;  to  Messrs.  S.  C.  Higgins 
and  E.  J.  Winn,  for  the  complete  and  most  satisfactory  sys- 
tems of  heating  and  ventilation,  and  plumbing,  put  in  re- 
spectively by  them.  The  Committee  desire  to  thank  Mr. 
Hine,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  his  thoughtful,  unsel- 
fish and  diligent  care  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  in 
closely  following  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  making  val- 
uable suggestions.  The  detailed  expenses  will  be  found 
in  the  financial  statement.

DESCEIPTION  OF  THE  BUILDING. 

The  new  Avery  School  Building  stands  on  high  ground, 
between  High  Street  and  Mother  Brook,  and  about  forty 
feet  back  of  the  front  line  of  the  site  of  the  old  building. 
It  is  a  wooden  structure  and  as  nearly  fireproof  as  such  a 
building  can  be  made.  The  lower  part  of  all  the  walls  i^ 
filled  in  with  bricks,  and  there  are  two  thicknesses  of  best 
asbestos  between  the  first  and  second  floorings.  The  lathing 
in  the  boiler  room  and  under  the  stairs  and  stair  landings  is 
of  wire  mesh  made  for  the  purpose. 
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The  rough  stone  \york  under  the  building  is  done  in 
good  shape,  with  sound  ledge  stone,  well  bedded,  bonded 
and  pinned  up  solid,  faced  upon  the  inside  and  stepped  or 
tamped  down  from  top  to  bottom  on  the  outside.  The 
underpinnings  are  of  selected  ledge  stone,  and  the  steps,  sills 
and  curbs  are  of  granite.  The  beams  are  of  rolled  iron, 
with  cast  plates  and  anchors,  and  the  floor  joists  are  of  the 
best  hard  pine  and  spruce.  Many  other  details  of  the  build- 
ing are  those  of  ordinary  construction,  and  can  easily  be 
learned  by  consulting  the  specifications  on  file  at  the  office 
of  the  School  Committee. 

This  building  is  used  for  primary  and  grammar  school 
purposes  and  has  eight  school  rooms  in  addition  to  the 
central  section  of  the  building,  which  contains  on  the  first 
floor  a  library  room  on  front  and  a  connecting  corridor  and 
two  teachers'  waiting  rooms  just  back  of  this,  and  two  cor- 
ridors running  through  the  building  on  either  side.  On  the 
second  floor  in  the  same  section  is  a  large  hall  for  school 
purposes,  over  the  Library,  between  the  corridors,  and  two 
small  laboratory  rooms  at  the  rear.  In  the  basement  is  a 
sloyd-room,  two  play  rooms,  and  closets. 

The  dimensions  of  the  building  are  138  feet  6  inches  by 
63  feet  9  inches,  and  the  height  of  the  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  and  class  rooms  on  the  second  floor  is  12  feet,  while 
the  large  hall  is  16  feet  6  inches.  The  school  rooms  are  all 
about  28  by  32  feet,  and  the  building  will  accommodate 
450  scholars.    The  seating  capacity  of  the  hall  is  over  350. 

The  school  rooms  are  in  the  corners  of  the  building, 
while  the  central  section  breaks  back  in  the  front  about  six 
feet,  suggesting  to  the  eye  that  this  part  is  used  for  a 
different  purpose. 

The  test  of  the  State  Inspector,  Mr.  Moore,  of  the  heat- 
ing and  ventilation,  made  on  January  6,  when  the  thermom- 
eter outside  was  seven  degrees  below  zero,  was  very  satis- 
factory. It  was  found  that  the  exhaust  and  supply  of  air 
was  more  than  40  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  each  child.
